INDIANAPOLIS,  June  6th,  1850. 

This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Thirteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  the  Clergy  and  Lay  De- 
legates present,  assembled  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  at 
10^  o'clock,  A.M. 

The  morning  Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Talbot, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  and  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Foster ;  the 
Ante-communion  by  the  Right  Rev.  George  Upfold,  D.D., 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  R.  Bethell  Claxton,  D.D.;  after  which  the  Holy 
Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Talbot  and  Foster. 

After  service,  the  Bishop  took  the  Chair,  and  called  the 
Convention  to  order. 

The  Bishop  then  presented  the  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  upon  the  calling  of  whom  by  the 
Secretary,  the  following  answered  and  took  their  seats :

There  being  present  a  Canonical  Quorum,  the  President 
declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Rules  of  Order  were  then  read. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Camp  gave  notice  of  the  alteration  of  the  3d 
Rule  of  Order  so  as  to  make  it  read  thus  :  **0n  the  second 
day,  and  on  every  subsequent  day  of  the  Convention,  there 
shall  be  morning  prayer ;  at  night,  evening  prayer  and  a 
sermon.  The  services  to  commence  at  such  an  hour  as  the 
Bishop  shall  determine." 

The  Convention  having,  pursuant  to  the  Canon,  dispensed 
with  the  balloting,  proceeded  to  elect  a  Secretary,  viva  voce; 
whereupon  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Foster  was  unamimously  re-elected. 

Mr.  Foster  then  appointed  the  Rev.  F.  D.  Harriman  his 
Assistant. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Fiske  and  Brown 
and  Mr.  W.  F.  Krumbhaar  the  committee  for  examining  the 
certificates  of  Lay  Delegates. 

The  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 


Four  o'clock,  P.  M.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps  and  Dr.  Brower  were  appointed  Tel- 
lers, who,  aft^r  the  first  balloting,  reported  that  the  Rev.  Drs. 
Wylie  and  Camp,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Martin,  Messrs.  Morrison, 
Mears,  and  McChesney,  having  received  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast,  were  duly  elected. 

Judge  Morrison  declining  to  serve,  the  Convention  again 
balloted.

FRIDAY,  June  7th,  1850. 

After  morning  prayer,  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment. The  minutes  of  yesterday,  P.  M.,  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  be 
requested  to  examine  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention 
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to  ascertain  what,  ir  any,  resolation  or  resolations  of  that 
Body  require  the  action  of  this  Convention. 

Mr.  Major,  a  Delegate  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  being 
unable  to  attend,  Mr.  J.  B.  McChesney,  one  of  the  duly 
elected  alternates  from  that  parish,  appeared  and  took  his 
seat. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen  be  appointed  to  see  what  may  be  done  towards  the 
support  of  the  Bishop. 

Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hal* 
stcd  and  Large,  Messrs.  Nelson,  Bright,  Pepin,  and  Dunn 
were  appointed,  by  nomination,  such  committee. 

Mr.  Aloore,  who  gave  notice  yesterday  of  amendment  of 
the  3d  Canon,  moved  the  reference  of  such  amendment  to 
a  committee ;  which,  being  seconded,  was  carried. 

The  President  appointed  as  the  committee,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Halsted  and  Large,  Messrs.  Moore,  Brower,  and  Mor« 
risen. 

On  motion. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Camp  and  Mr. 
Krumbhaar  were  appointed  Tellers. 

The  committee  lo  whom  was  referred  the  amendment  of 
Canon  3d,  reported,  for  adoption,  the  following^  resolution  and 
amendment : 

**Resolvedy  That  Canon  3d,  be  amended  by  adding  to  it  the 
following,  viz : 

And  when  more  than  one  Lay-Delegate  shall  be  appointed 
from  any  parish,  the  certificate  of  appointment  shall  specify 
the  number  of  persons  in  such  parish  entitled  to  vote  for  De- 
legates, having  reference  to  the  qualifications  of  voters  as 
now  declared,  or  as  may  be  hereafter  prescribed." 
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Which  resolation  ud  amendment  were  laid  on  the  table. 
The  Bishop  delivered  hia  address  as  follows : 


ADDRESS. 


Mr  BxBTBREir,  THE  Cleeot  akd  Laitt  OF  THE  Convention  : 

It  is  with  emotions  which  I  cannot  adequately  express,  that 
I  address  yon,  for  the  first  time,  in  the  capacity  of  your  dio- 
cesan. The  great  responsibility  of  the  charge  I  have  ven- 
tured to  assume  in  compliance  with  your  invitation,  the  mag- 
nitude and  difficulties  of  the  work  committed  to  me,  the  cares 
and  anxieties  necessarily  connected  therewith,  the  peculiar 
nature  of  the  field  of  labor,  and  serious  apprehensions  of  my 
insufficiency  to  meet  the  just  expectations  of  those  whose 
suffrages  have  called  me  to  occupy  this  position  in  the  Church 
of  God,  weigh  heavily  on  my  mind.  But  I  have  entered  on 
what  seemed  to  me,  after  due  deliberation,  to  be  eminently 
a  path  of  duty;  and,  in  dependence  on  the  guidance,  wis- 
dom, and  strength,  which  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church 
promises  to  supply,  and  in  reliance  on  your  cordial  and  zeal- 
ous co-operation  and  support,  I  indulge  the  hope,  that,  in  the 
attempt  to  cultivate  the  extensive  and  not  unpromising  field 
opened  to  me  in  the  providence  of  God,  the  expectations 
which  have  been  formed  may,  in  some  degree,  be  gradually 
realized. 

In  the  observations  I  have  been  enabled  to  make,  thus  far, 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  without 
indulging  in  any  very  sanguine  anticipations,  at  least  of  im- 
mediate increase  and  improvement,  I  have  seen  nothing  to 
discourage.  It  is  truly  "a  day  of  small  things"  with  us.  The 
work  is  great,  and  the  obstacles  many  and  formidable.  But 
there  are  abundant  materials,  of  which,  if  a  proper  and 
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jndiciotis  use  be  made,  good  results  may  be  expected* 

The  signs  of  hope  everywhere  discernible,  I  trust,  will,  through 
the  Divine  blessing  on  the  faithfcd  employment  of  the  meaas 
intrusted  to  us,  become  brighter  and  brighter ;  and  the  seed, 
which  hath  been  so  diligently  sown  by  my  respected  and  be- 
loved brother,  who  has  so  long  and  so  acceptably  served  you 
in  the  provisional  charge  of  the  diocese,  and  to  whom  a  debt 
of  lasting  gratitude  is  due  for  his  untiring  efforts  and  abun- 
dant labors,  will  spring  up  in  encouraging  and  permanent 
iruitfnlnesB. 

In  reporting  to  you  my  labors  since  my  accession  to 
office,  as  the  Canon  requires,  it  seems  proper  that,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  record  for  future  reference  and  use,  I  should  preface 
the  report  with  a  brief  account  of  my  consecration.  That 
solemn  act,  which  binds  me  to  your  service  for  life,  was  per- 
formed in  Christ  Church  in  this  city — the  place  in  which  we 
are  now  assembled — on  the  third  Sunday  in  Advent,  Decem- 
ber 16,  1849.  The  Bishops  detsignated  by  the  appointing 
power  to  act  as  consecrators,  were,  the  Right  Rev.  Benjamin 
BoswoRTH  Smith,  D.  D.,  of  Kentucky ;  the  Right  Rev.  Charles 
PfemT  McIlvaine,  D.  D.,  of  Ohio;  and  the  Right  Rev.  CiOEmo 
Stephens  Hawks,  D.  D.,  of  Missouri.  The  Right  Rev.  Jackson 
Kemper,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North  West,  was 
also  present,  and  united  in  the  services,  and,  with  the  Bbhop 
of  Missouri,  presented  me  to  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  who 
presided  on  the  occasion.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Bishop  of  Ohio.  There  were  present,  of  the  clergy  of  the 
diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr. 'Camp,  the  Rector  of  this  church ;  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Claxton,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Madison,  and 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee ;  the  Rev.  George  Fiske, 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond ;  the  Rev.  Robert  B. 
Crobs,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute ;  and  the 
Rev.  Joshua  L.  Harrison  ;  all  of  whom  assisted  in  the  so- 
lemnities. 

The  presence  of  Bishop  Kemper,  so  earnestly  desired  by 
the  diocese  and  myself,  I  regarded  as  a  particular  favor 
done  to  the  diocese  and  to  myself,  and  afforded  a  gratifying 
evidence  of  his  unabated  interest  in  our  affairs.  On  receiving

mfixnnatioii  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  only  notice  vouchsafed  to  me,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
my  consecration,  I  immediately  gave  the  Bishop  information  of 
the  same,  by  telegraph ;  and  he,  with  his  wonted  promptness, 
though  at  no  little  personal  inconvenience,  and  at  an  incle- 
ment season  of  the  year,  immediately  set  off  from  his  distant 
residence  in  Wisconsin,  and  reached  Indianapolis  in  time  to 
take  part  in  the  solemnity.  From  his  peculiar  relation  to  the 
diocese  as  its  provisional  Bishop  for  more  than  twelve  years, 
it  had  been  the  particular  request  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
signified  through  the  Secretary,  that  he  should  be  assigned  a 
conspicuous  part  in  the  consecration.  That  request  was  not, 
however,  complied  with,  and  owing  to  this  neglect  of  the 
earnest  desire  of  the  diocese,  the  gratification  was  greater  in 
having  him  present  notwithstanding,  and  assisting  in  the 
solemn  services  of  the  occasion. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  my  Right  Reverend  brethren 
who  united  in  the  act  of  consecration,  and  particularly  to  the 
Bishop  of  Missouri,  who,  at  serious  inconvenience  from  sick- 
ness in  his  family,  encountered  the  fatigue  of  a  long,  weari- 
some, and  perilous  journey  by  land,  to  discharge  the  duty 
imposed  upon  him. 

On  the  evening  of  the  day  of  my  consecration,  1  began 
my  episcopal  duties  in  this  church,  by  preaching,  and  admin- 
istering the  rite  of  confirmation  to  three  persons. 

The  day  following,  1  set  off  on  a  visitation  of  a  portion  of 
the  diocese,  and  on  Thursday,  December  20,  consecrated  to 
the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  St  Paul's  Church,  Richmond, 
preached  the  sermon,  and  afterwards  confirmed  eight  persons, 
two  of  them,  a  mother  and  daughter,  who  were  ill,  in  private* 
The  request  to  consecrate  was  read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
George  Fiske,  the  sentence  of  consecration  by  the  Rev.  James 
B.  Britton,  of  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  who  also  read  morn* 
ing  prayer.  In  the  evening,  I  read  prayers  and  preached. 
This  beautiful  and  commodious  edifice,  which,  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  say,  was  presented  for  consecration  free  from 
debt,  is  one,  among  many  other  and  gratifying  evidences  of 
the  patient,  persevering,  judicious,  and  zealous  exertions  of 
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its  respected  pastor,  who,  for  thirteen  years,  has  assiduously 
labored,  amid  many  privations  and  discouragements,  as  a 
missionary  in  this  parish  and  its  vicinity.  He  has  done  a 
good  work,  and  for  his  prudent,  discreet,  and  efficient  laborSi 
in  effecting  this  important  result,  is  deserving  of  high  com- 
mendation. Contiguous  to  the  church,  a  neat  and  commo- 
dious parsonage  has  been  erected,  which  is  also  free  from 
any  pecuniary  incumbrance. 

From  Richmond  I  proceeded  to  New  Albany,  and  the  Rec- 
tor elect  not  having  arrived,  read  prayers  and  preached  in 
St.  Paul's  Church  the  morning  of  the  4th  Sunday  in  Advent, 
December  23d  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Jefferaonville,  four  miles  distant,  opposite  Lou- 
isville, Kentucky ;  in  Christ  Church  of  which  city,  at  the  re- 
quest'of  the  Rector,  I  preached  in  the  evening.  On  Christmas 
Day  1  ofEciated  in  the  room  occupied  as  a  temporary  place 
of  worship  by  the  congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Madison, 
preached  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton. 

From  Madison  I  returned  to  Pittsburgh,  where  I  continued 
to  officiate  in  my  late  parish  church  until  the  28th  of  Janu- 
ary, (the  Rectordhip  of  which  I  resigned  on  the  4th  of  the  same 
month,)  when  I  resumed  the  visitation  of  the  diocese. 

On  the  evenings  of  February  1st  and  2d,  I  officiated,  by 
reading  prayers  and  preaching,  in  Trinity  Church,  Lawrence- 
burgh  ;  and  again,  morning  and  evening  of  Sexagesima  Sun- 
day, February  dd,  and  also  administered  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper.  This  parish  is  destitute  of  a  pastor,  a 
want  which  it  is  desirable  to  supply  without  delay  by  a  zeal- 
ous, prudent,  and  devoted  missionary,  whose  ministrations 
might  be  advantageously  extended  to  some  towns  adjacent 
and  readily  accessible,  in  which  I  learn  there  are  several 
persons  and  some  families  accustomed  to,  and  desirous  of  the 
services  of  the  Church.  For  the  present,  and  until  I  can 
obtain  a  suitable  pastor,  the  clergymen  at  Madison,  New  Al- 
bany, and  Louisville,  have,  at  my  request,  consented  to 
officiate  occasionally  in  this  destitute  parish. 

On  Monday,  February  4th,  I  arrived  at  Madison,  and  the 
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next  day  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
convened  at  my  request  aa  my  Council  of  Advice,  and  for 
ordinary  business.  The  appointed  consecration  of  the 
Church  brought  together  several  of  of  the  clergy  of  this  dio- 
cese, and  of  the  adjoining  dioceses  of  Ohio  and  Kentucky ; 
and  a  series  of  services  were  held  in  the  Church,  in  all 
of  which  I  participated.  On  Thursday,  February  7th,  I  con* 
•ecrated  the  new  and  beautiful  church  edifice  erected  by  the 
parish,  by  the  name  of  Christ  Church,  preached  the  sermon 
on  the  occasion,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector.  The  request  to  consecrate  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  Mason  Gallagher,  of  the  diocese  of  Kentucky, 
the  sentence  of  consecration  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp,  of  Indi- 
anapolis ;  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Jas.'  Craik,  of  the  diocese 
o(  Kentucky  and  the  Rev.  John  Martin,  of  New  Albany. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  of  the  diocese  of  Kentucky, 
read  the  lessons ;  and  the  Rev.  Alfred  Blake,  of  the  diocese 
of  Ohio,  announced  and  read  the  appointed  psalms  and 
hymns.  This  truly  beautiful  edificre,  a  chaste  model  of  gothio 
architecture,  was  designed  by  W.  Russell  West,  Esq.,  Arch- 
itect, of  Cincinnati,  and  is  an  admirable  specimen  of  his 
genius  and  taste  in  his  chosen  department  of  the  fine  arts. 
The  erection  of  such  a  structure,  under  the  circumstances 
in  which  the  eflterprize  was  undertaken,  calls  for  commend- 
ation of  the  zeal,  devotedness,  and  perscverence  of  the  Rec- 
tor and  his  efiicient  coadjutors  in  the  vestry,  and  the  liberality 
of  the  respectable  congregation  gathered  together  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  faithful  and  acceptable  pastoral 
ministrations  they  have  received. 

On  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  February  10th,  I  preached 
again  in  St.  PauPs  Church,  JeflTersonville,  and  administered 
the  sacrament  of  the  Liord's  Supper,  assisted  by  the  minister 
in  charge,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  of  the  diocese  of  Kentucky, 
who  read  the  morning  prayer.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  I  preached,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Louisville;  and  in  the  evening  I  preached  in  St. 
Panl's  Church,  New  Albany,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 
This  parish  is  served  by  the  Rev.  John  Martin,  recently  trans- 
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ferred  by  letter  dimisBory  from  the  diocese  of  Marylwd, 
and  is  increasing  under  his  very  acceptable  and  nsefol  min- 
istrations. 

My  next  appointment  was  at  Indianapolis,  where  on  Ash 
Wednesday,  February,  13th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church  in 
the  morning  and  evening,  and  on  the  latter  occasion  admin- 
btered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  seven  persons.  This  is 
the  second  confirmation  in  this  parish  since  my  consecration; — 
and  it  is  a  gratifying  indication  of  the  fidelity  and  efiiciency 
of  its  respected  pastor,  under  whose  able  and  acceptable  min- 
istrations the  condition  of  the  parish  is  flourishing  and  full 
of  bright  promise. 

From  In^anapolis  I  proceeded  to  Evansville,  and  on  the  1st 
Sunday  in  Lent,  February  17th,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  I  ad- 
ministered the  sacrament  of  Baptism  to  the  infant  child  of 
the  Rector  and  one  other  infant,  assisted  in  the  other  services 
of  the  morning,  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached 
again  and  confirmed  Jive  persons.  This  parish,  which  is  under 
the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Foster,  it  was  gratifying 
to  me  to  find,  was  prospering  under  his  acceptable  and  useful 
ministrations. 

While  at  Evansville  I  had  designed  to  visit  the  parish  of 
Trinity  Church,  Vanderburgh  county,  but  was  prevented  by 
the  almost  impassable  state  of  the  road  ;  and  on  my  return 
fh>m  the  Upper  Wabash,  unexpected  detention  on  my  voyage 
down  the  river,  and  the  necessity  of  hastening  to  my  late 
residence  at  Pittsburgh,  so  as  to  complete  preparations  for 
the  removal  of  my  family  into  the  diocese,  prevented  me 
from  visiting  this  parish  on  my  way  up  the  Ohio,  as  I  had 
anticipated.  This  parish,  therefore,  with  the  parish  at  New 
*  Harmony,  remain  to  be  visited ;  and,  with  the  exception  of 
some  places  in  which  there  never  has  been  any  parochial 
organization  and  only  occasional  services,  are,  I  believe,  the 
only  stations  in  the  diocese  which  I  have  been  unable  to  visit. 
There  is  now  no  minister  statedly  officiating  in  the  par^ 
ish  referred  to,  or  at  New  Harmony ;  the  missionary  of  the 
station,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Yaux,  having  removed  from  the  diocese 
into  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North 
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West,  and  become  Post  Chaplain  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  at  Fort  Laramie.  Trinity  Church  is  served  at  present 
by  a  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  James  Runcie,  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  whom  I  have  licensed  for  that  purpose,  with  occasional 
aervices  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  of  Evansville. 

From  Evansville  I  proceeded  to  Lafayette,  and  at  Terre 
Haute  was  joined  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Croes.  I  preached  in  St. 
John's  Church,  Lafayette,  on  the  evenings  of  the  2l8t  and  22d 
of  February,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  Baptism  to 
two  infants,  and  on  the  2d  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  2dd,  I 
preached  again  in  the  same  church,  morning  and  evening. 
In  the  morning  I  also  administered  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Croes,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Harrison,  who  had  joined  me,  at  my  request,  from  Indi- 
anapolis. I  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  the  parish  in  the 
afternoon,  which  I  found  in  a  promising  condition.  At  the 
solicitation  of  the  vestry  of  this  parish,  I  consented  to  accept 
the  Rectorship  thereof,  which  was  unanimously  tendered  to 
me,  with  the  understanding  that  I  am  to  be  absent  whenever 
and  for  such  periods  as  my  Episcopal  duties  and  engagements 
may  require.  In  my  absence  from  the  parish,  its  duties  will 
be  performed  by  an  Assistant  Minister,  who,  when  I  am  at 
home,  will  officiate  as  a  missionary  in  such  parishes  or  places 
in  the  adjoining  counties  as  are  readily  accessible,  and  require 
such  services.  The  Assistant  Minister  is  the  Rev.  Frederick 
D.  Harriman,  transferred  to  this  dioce?e  by  a  letter  dimissory 
from  the  diocese  of  Connecticut.  He  has  entered  on  his  duties, 
and  will  also  have  the  charge  of  a  parochial  school. 

This  parish  was  organized  by  the  Rev\  Samuel  Roosevelt 
Johnson,  D.  D.,  now  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  whose  valuable 
and  efficient  services  it  enjoyed  for  several  years  —  services 
which  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  are  most  gratefully  remem- 
bered by  the  parishoners  —  and  who  is  deservedly  held  ir.  high 
estimation  as  a  man  and  a  minister,  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  generally,  but  especially  by  the  poor  and  needy,  who 
received  his  generous  and  liberal  pecuniary  benefactions. 

On  Monday,  February  25,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Croes  and  Harrison,  I  rode  to  Delphi,  and  in  the  evening,  in 
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St.  Mary's  Church,  administered  the  sacrament  of  Baptism 
to  two  adults,  and  preached.  The  next  morning,  in  the  same 
Church,  I  held  an  ordination,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Josiah 
Phelps,  Deacon,  the  minister  of  the  parish,  to  the  Holy  Order 
of  Priests.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Croes, 
assisted  in  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Manney.  The  candi- 
date was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harrison,  and  the  ser- 
mon preached  by  myself.  In  the  evening  I  preached  again, 
and  confirmed  seven  persons.  This  parish,  though  few  in 
numbers,  possessing,  as  it  does,  a  zealous  and  useful  pastor, 
is  full  of  future  promise. 

On  the  evening  of  March  1st,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Terre  Haute,  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  Rev.^ 
Mr.  Croes,  in  consequence  of  impaired  health,  has  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  in  which  he  has  so  assiduously 
labored  for  several  years,  and  acted  also  as  a  missionary  in  the 
vicinity.  A  successor  has  not  yet  been  obtained,  though 
measures  have  been  taken  to  supply  the  vacancy,  and  it  is 
expected  that  desirable  object  will  soon  be  accomplished. 

From  Terre  Haute  I  wenttoVincennes,  where,  in  the  eve- 
ning of  the  3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  dd,  I  preached  and 
administered  the  sacrament  of  baptism  to  six  infants,  and 
the  next  morning,  in  private,  to  another  infant.  My  appoint- 
ment for  the  morning  of  that  day  was  defeated  through  de- 
tention on  the  Wabash  river,  by  a  severe  snow  storm,  which 
prevented  the  steamboat  from  proceeding,  and  kept  it  from 
its  port  of  destination  until  a  late  hour  in  the  afternoon.  This 
parish  had  been  served  for  about  six  months  by  the  Rev.  G. 
Lamb  RoberU>,  Deacon,  transferred  by  letter  dimissory  to 
the  provisional  Bishop,  from  the  diocese  of  Illinois,  whom,  for 
a  violation  of  his  ordination  vows,  and  for  heresy,  it  became 
my  painful  duty  to  deprive  of  his  license  *'to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel in  the  Church  of  God,"  and  to  cause  proceedings  to  be 
instituted  against  him  under  the  Canon.  On  the  evening  of 
March  4th  I  read  prayers  and  preached  again  in  St.  James's 
church.  This  church  is  now  under  the  pastoral  charge  of 
the  Rev.  Alexander  Varian,  who  has  been  transferred  by 
letter  dimissory  from  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  and  who,  in  con- 
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Qection  with  his  duties  as  Rector  and  missionary,  has  com- 
menced a  boarding  and  day  school  for  yoang  ladies,  under 
the  instruction  of  his  daughters,  who  have  been  carefully  edu- 
cated for  that  purpose,  and  which  will  also  have  the  Rector's 
general  supervision.  The  plan  is  that  of  a  well  regulated 
christian  family,  with  all  the  advantages  of  careful  parental 
control  and  culture.  From  my  knowledge  of  the  experience 
and  capacity  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Varian  as  an  instructor,  I  com- 
mend his  school,  with  all  confidence,  to  the  patronage  of  the 
diocese,  as  affording  superior  advantages  for  the  instruction 
of  the  young,  in  all  the  branches  of  a  finished  female  education. 

On  the  6th  of  March  I  embarked  in  a  steamboat  on  my 
return  to  Pittsburg ;  preaching  on  the  way,  the  evening  of 
ike  4th  Sunday  in  Lent,  in  Christ  Church,  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky. I  continued  to  officiate  in  my  late  peu*ish,  Trinity 
Church,  Pittsburg,  until  the  Ist  Sunday  after  Easter ;  and 
on  Grood  Friday  held  an  ordination  in  that  Church  at  the  re- 
quest and  in  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  and  ad- 
mitted the  Rev.  John  M.  Goshorn,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Laseyville,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests.  On  this  oc- 
casion, morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Crump- 
ton,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  city  of  Alleghany,  assisted  in  the 
Lessons  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Paddock  of  the  Diocese  of  Wes- 
tern New  York.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Thomas  Rowland,  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia. 

On  the  1st  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  took  my  final  leave  of  a 
congregation,  from  whom,  during  nearly  nineteen  years  of 
uninterrupted  pastoral  connection,  I  have  experienced  uniform 
confidence  and  kindness :  of  which,  with  the  very  liberal  part- 
ing giit  of  the  congregation,  and  many  valuable  remem- 
brances from  individuals,  I  should  do  violence  to  my  feelings 
and  sense  of  duty,  were  I  to  omit  thus  publicly  to  record  my 
most  grateful  acknowledgment. 

I  left  Pittsburgh  on  the  8th  of  April,  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Harriman,  my  assistant  at  Lafayette,  (who  proceeded 
directly  to  that  place  to  enter  on  his  duties,)  and  arrived  at 
Madison  on  the  evening  of  the  10th.  On  the  11th  I  met  the 
Standing  Committee,  convened  there  at  my  request;  and 
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whilnt  here,  1  received  a  presentment  of  the  Rev.  G.  Lamb 
Roberta,  Deacon,  for  certain  offences  before  alluded  to,  by  three 
Presbyters  of  the  diocese.  He  was  accordingly  cited  to  appear 
for  trial  on  the  4th  of  June,  in  Christ  Church,  in  the  city  of 
Indianapolis.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  convened  for  this  pur- 
pose, assembled  on  the  day  and  at  the  place  mentioned,  and 
the  accused  having  refused  to  appeeu*  and  answer  the  charges 
and  specifications,  the  Court  proceeded  with  the  investigation 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  X,  of  this  Diocese, 
found  the  accused  guilty  of  certain  of  the  charges  and  speci- 
fications, and  sentenced  him  to  be  deposed  from  the  ministry. 
I  have  approved  the  sentence  and  in  compliance  therewith, 
in  the  presence  of  several  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  did 
this  day  solemnly  depose  the  Rev.  G.  Lamb  Roberts,  Deacon^ 
from  all  the  functions  of  the  sacred  ministry. 

During  my  visitation  at  Madison,  the  presence  of  several 
of  the  clergy,  with  the  particular  occasion  of  my  visit,  made 
it  desirable  and  proper  that  frequent  services  should  be  held 
in  the  Church,  in  all  of  which  I  took  part.  On  Friday,  the 
12th,  I  preached  on  the  occasion  of  the  administration  of  adult 
baptism  by  the  Rector,  and  again  on  the  morning  and  after- 
noon of  the  2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  14th,  examined  the 
children  in  the  catechism,  and  confirmed  sixteen  persons. 

From  Madison  I  proceeded  on  a  visitation  of  the  northern 
portion  of  the  diocese,  and  on  Saturday  evening,  April  20th, 
I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  also  three  times 
on  the  3d  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  25,  and  on  Monday 
evening.  Here,  according  to  my  custom,  I  examined  the 
children  in  the  catechism,  and  was  highly  gratified  with  their 
ready  and  correct  answers.  I  also  administered  the  rite  of 
confirmation  to  one  person.  The  condition  of  this  parish  is 
encouraging,  and  its  respected  pastor  is  assiduous  in  his 
efforts  to  build  up  his  tiock  in  their  most  Holy  Faith. 

On  Tuesday,  April  23d,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brown,  I  rode  Jo  Laporte,  and  on  Wednesday  morning  and 
evening,  Thursday  afternoon  and  evening,  and  Friday  eve- 
ning, I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church  in  that  town,  and  con- 
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firmed  three  persons.  Immediately  after  the  last  service,  I 
set  off,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Manney,  for  Mishawaka. 

In  St.  Paul's  church,  Mishawaka,  1  preached  on  Saturday 
evening,  also  on  the  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  28th, 
morning,  afternoon,  and  evening,  and  Monday  evening.  On 
Sunday  morning,  in  this  church  I  held  an  ordination,  and  ad- 
mitted the  Rev.  Homer  Wheeler,  Deacon,  the  minister  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Bristol,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests.  Morn- 
ing prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Solon  W.  Manney,  and  the 
candidate  presented  by  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  Hal^ted.  I  also  visited  the  Sunday  School  and 
examined  the  children  in  the  catechism,  and  in  the  afternoon 
confirmed  three  persons.  This  pariah  has  lost  several  of  its 
members  by  removal,  but  under  the  acceptable  and  faithful 
ministrations  of  its  pastor,  retains  a  good  degree  of  pros- 
perity. 

On  Tuesday,  April  30,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hal- 
ated,  I  rode  to  Elkhart,  where  I  preached  in  the  evening. 
Here  is  a  promising  opening  for  missionary  effort,  although 
at  present  there  is  no  parochial  organization.  Mr.  Halsted 
officiates  occasionally  on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday ;  but  stated 
ministrations,  with  a  resident  pastor y  are  earnestly  desired  by 
the  inhabitants  of  a  village,  in  which  there  is  no  resident  min- 
ister whatever.  I  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  procure  the  ser- 
vices of  a  suitable  missionary,  and  thus  relieve  Mr.  Halsted 
from  his  laborious  and  gratuitous  efforts  to  build  up  the 
Church  in  a  place  of  great  spiritual  destitution. 

The  next  morning.  May  l,we  reached  Bristol,  where  I 
preached  for  the  parish  of  St.  John's  Church,  (the  Church  edi- 
fice being  unfinished,)  in  a  school-house  in  the  morning,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  reading  the  prayers ;  and  again  in  the 
evening,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  having  left  the  place,  and 
the  pastor  being  unwell,  I  also  read  the  prayers.  The  fol- 
lowing evening  also  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  same 
place ;  and  on  Friday  morning  I  read  prayers,  administered 
the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  an  adult,  preached,  and  con- 
firmed four  persons  in  the  Church,  temporarily  fitted  up  for 
the  occasion.    In  the  evening  I  again  read  prayers  and 
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preached  in  the  school-house.  The  Church  edifice  U  a  neat 
and  handsome  structure,  and  has  been  erected  by  funds  col- 
lected Qhiefly  abroad,  by  a  zealous  and  devoted  Lady  of  the 
parish.  About  $400  are  required  to  finish,  and  fit  it  for  the 
celebration  of  public  worship,  which,  I  trust,  may  soon  be 
obtained  among  those  who  ei\joy  the  privileges  of  the  sanc- 
tuary in  their  integrity,  and  are  blessed  with  that  abundance 
of  this  world's  goods,  denied  for  the  most  part  to  those  who 
desire  to  worship  in  this  house  of  prayer.  The  Lady  alluded 
to,  designs  to  persevere  in  the  good  work  she  has  so  success- 
fully begun,  and  I  most  cordially  commend  this  laudable  and 
important  enterprifie  to  the  patronage  of  Churchmen  in 
more  favon»d  portions  of  our  country.  While  here,  I  pur- 
chased for  the  parish  two  large  lots  immediately  adljoin- 
ing  the  church-yard,  for  the  site  of  a  parsonage,  when  the 
parishoners  shall  be  able  to  erect  such  a  desirable  and 
necessary  appendage ;  and  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportu- 
nity, earnestly  to  recommend  vestries  of  this  diocese  to 
adopt  measures  now,  whilst  land  can  be  purchased  at  a  rea- 
sonable price,  to  secure,  in  their  respective  parishes,  a  site 
for  a  parsonage,  and,  as  soon  as  possible  erect  such  a  build- 
ing. It  is  a  course  attended  vrith  many  and  great  advan. 
tages  to  the  parish ;  and  contributes  much  not  only  to  the 
comfort,  but  to  the  usefulness  of  the  clergyman.  It  holds  out 
a  strong  inducement  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  pastor 
when  the  parish  is  vacant,  and  it  operates  with  great  weight 
in  securing  those  services  permanently.  The  parsonage  and 
its  improvements  become  a  pleasant  and  cherished  home. 
He  identifies  himself  with  it  with  a  strong  home  feeling. 
If  the  grounds  are  only  of  moderate  extent,  he  will  derive 
from  the  cultivation  thereof  a  large  share  of  sustenance  for 
himself  and  family. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler  has  occupied  this  parish  about  a 
year ;  in  which  time  I  was  glad  to  learn  he  had  made  him- 
self acceptable  and  useful  in  the  discharge  of  parochial  du- 
ties, both  public  and  private. 

On  Saturday,  May  4, 1  rode  to  Lima,  and  read  prayers  and 
preached  the  same  evening  in  the  place  of  worship  of  the 
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Presbyterian  Congregation.  The  next  morning,  5th  Sunday 
after  Easter,  I  officiated  in  the  Methodist  meeting-house,  and 
again  in  the  evening  in  the  same  place,  which  had  been 
kindly  offered  the  previous  evening.  There  is  no  parochial 
organization  here  as  yet,  though  there  are  several  families 
and  individuals  of  the  Church  in  the  place  and  its  vici- 
nity. I  advised  the  immediate  organization  of  a  parish,  and 
the  adoption  of.  measures  for  securing  the  stated  ministra- 
tions of  a  clergyman.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler  of  Bristol  will 
officiate  occasionally  in  the  place,  and  I  have  requested  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Large,  of  Fort  Wayne,  to  favor  these  scattered 
members  of  the  fold  of  Christ  with  his  services  at  such  times 
as  he  can  make  it  convenient,  until  I  can  succeed  in  obtain- 
ing a  suitable  missionary  as  the  stated  pastor. 

The  services  at  Lima  completed  for  the  time,  my  northern 
visitation ;  and  on  Monday,  May  6,  I  proceeded  by  way  of 
Fort  Wayne  and  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  to  Lafayette, 
my  present  residence.  Here  I  remained,  having  officiated 
in  my  parish  Church  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day  and 
Whitsunday,  until  Tuesday,  May  21 ;  when  I  set  off  by  the 
Canal  for  Fort  Wayne  to  consecrate  the  Church  in  that  town. 
At  Delphi  I  was  joined  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps,  and  at  Peru, 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harriman,  who  had  preceded  me  a  few  days 
before,  and  officiated  at  my  request  at  Logansport  and  Peru. 
On  Thursday  morning,  May  23, 1  consecrated  the  neat  and 
commodious  parish  Church,  recently  enlarged  and  improved 
by  the  introduction  of  stained  glass  windows  at  the  east  end 
and  the  transept,  and  a  new  arrangement  of  the  chancel  and 
its  appendages,  by  the  name  of  Trinity  Church.  The  request 
to  consecrate  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted,  of  Mish- 
awaka,  and  the  Sentence  oi  Consecration  by  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Joseph  S.  Large.  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Phelps,  assisted  in  the  Lessons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harri- 
man, and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  myself.  Divine  service 
was  celebrated  again  in  the  evening,  in  which  I  participated. 
On  Friday  and  Saturday  evenings,  and  three  times  on  Trin- 
ity Sunday  I  preached,  and  on  Sunday  afternoon  confirmed 
fifteen  persons,  one  of  them  a  sick  lady,  in  private.    The  Sun- 
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day  School  was  also  visited,  and  the  children  examined  in 
the  catechism  and  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  I  was  highly  gn^a- 
tified  in  observing  the  flourishing  condition  of  this  parish, 
under  the  faithful,  acceptable,  and  efficient  ministrations  of 
its  respected  pastor. 

From  Fort  Wayne  I  went  to  Peru ;  where,  on  Monday  eve- 
ning I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  place  of  worship  of 
a  Presbyterian  Congregation ;  and  the  next  morning  admin- 
istered the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  five  infants  in  a  private 
house,  and  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  the  few 
remaining  communicants  of  this  once  promising  parish.  The 
prospects  of  the  Church  here,  though  not  encouraging,  are 
by  no  means  hopeless,  and  I  trust,  that  with  a  renewal 
of  stated  services  which  I  hope  to  be  enabled  soon  to  afford, 
this  now  "  waste  place  of  Sion"  ^vill  be  "  repaired,"  and  the 
parish  of  St.  James's  Church  gradually  regain  its  former  hope- 
ful condition. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon  I  proceeded  to  Logansport,  and  the 
same  evening  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  basement  of 
Trinity  Church  in  that  place,  the  edifice  began  several  years 
ago  being  still  unfinished ;  and  again  the  next  morning,  when 
I  administered  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  two  children, 
and  afterwards  to  another  in  private,  and  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  a  small  number  of  communicants.  The 
Church  is  a  handsome  structure  of  stone,  in  the  Gothic  style 
of  architecture,  and  occupies  a  very  picturesque  site.  The 
parish  is  unable  to  complete  the  building  without  some  as- 
sistance from  abroad,  which  I  trust  may  be  obtained,  and 
the  congregation  enabled  to  meet  in  an  edifice  which, 
when  completed,  will  be  one  of  the  most  commodious  places 
of  worship  in  the  diocese.  This  parish  is  also,  at  present, 
destitute  of  a  pastor,  and  has  suffered  serious  loss  in  conse- 
quence. I  have  devised  a  plan  by  which  I  trust  this  want 
will  be  supplied,  in  a  great  degree,  until  I  can  obtain  the  ser- 
vices of  a  resident  missionary,  calculated  to  build  up  this  once 
promising  parish,  and  not  injure  and  destroy. 

I  returned  to  Lafayette  early  on  Thursday  morning,  offi- 
ciated in  my  parish  Church  morning  and  evening  on  Sunday, 
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Jane  2d,  and  on  Monday  morning  set  off  for  Grawfordsvilie, 
where,  the  same  evening,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  to  a 
large  assembly  in  the  place  of  worship  of  the  Methodist  So** 
ciety,  which  had  been  kindly  offered  to  and  accepted  previ- 
oos  to  my  arrival  by  a  member  of  the  parish.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Harriman  had  preceded  me  to  this  place,  and  officiated  in 
the  nnfinished  Church  edifice  of  St.  John's  parish  on  Sunday 
morning  and  evening.  This  Congregation,  from  the  want  of 
stated  ministrations  for  several  years  past,  reduced  greatly 
in  numbers,  I  hope  to  be  able  to  supply  with  occasional  ser- 
vices, in  the  ministry  of  the  Assistant  minister  of  my  parish, 
fldix>ve  named. 

From  Crawfordsville,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harri- 
man, I  proceeded  the  next  day  to  this  city,  and  in  Christ 
Church,  on  Thursday  evening,  (last  evening,)  I  preached  and 
administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  deven  persons ;  one 
a  sick  lady  in  private,  nine  belonging  to  the  parbh,  one  to 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  and  one  to  Trinity  Church,  ^ 
Vanderburgh  county.  This  is  the  third  confirmation  in  this 
parish  since  my  consecration,  making  in  all  tusenty  one  per- 
sons, and  affords  very  gratifying  evidence  of  the  faithfulness 
and  usefulness  of  the  pastor,  and  of  the  growing  prosperity 
of  the  congregation. 

I  have  thus  completed  the  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  with 
the  two  exceptions  before  mentioned ;  and  I  avail  myself  of 
this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  kind  attentions  and  cor- 
dial hospitality  I  have  received  in  every  parish,  and  the  fa- 
cilities afforded  me  of  travelling  for  a  conpiderable  part  of  my 
extensive  journey,  in  private  conveyances  generously  fur- 
nished by  individuals  of  the  several  congregations.  Every 
where  I  have  found  a  welcome  reception,  and  a  disposition 
to  make  my  visit  pleasant  and  agreeable ;  and  in  most  places 
the  congregations  have  been  numerous  and  attentive.  Some 
impression  favorable  to  the  Church,  her  doctrines,  worship, 
and  order,  I  trust  has  been  made  upon  the  many  strangers  to 
her  services  who  have  attended  on  these  occasions,  and  some 
littie  good  done  in  building  up  her  members  in  their  most 
Holy  Faith,  and  encouraging  them  to  persevere  in  their  ef- 
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forts  to  sustain  and  cherish  her  ministrations,  and  secnre  to* 
themselves  the  spiritual  privileges  to  which  they  had  beeir 
accustomed  in  the  older  portion  of  the  country  whence  they 
have  emigrated.  May  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of 
our  souls  bless  abundantly  the  efiorts  which  have  been  at- 
tempted to  be  put  forth  to  serve  His  Church  and  promote  His 
cause;  and  to  Him  be  all  the  praise  and  all  the  glory  of, 
whatever  success  may  ensue  1 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  clergy 
since  the  last  Convention  : 

The  Rev.  Edmund  Magee  has  removed  firom  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Delphi,  to  the  diocese  of  Michigan,  and  is  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  Josiah  Phelps.  The  Rev.  William  Yaux  has 
been  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Missionary  Bishop 
of  the  North- West.  The  Rev.  Joel  B.  Ramsdell,  Deacon, 
has  removed  from  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Al- 
bany, and  is  at  present  residing,  unemployed,  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  and  that  parish  is  supplied  by  the  Rev.  John  Mar- 
tin, transferred  from  the  diocese  of  Maryland.  The  Rev.  Nor- 
man W.  Camp  D.  D.,  transferred  from  the  diocese  of  Louisi- 
ana, has  become  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  in  this  city.  The 
Rev.  Alexander  Varian,  transferred  from  the  diocese  of  Ohior 
has  become  the  Rector  of  St.  James  Church,  Vincennes.  The 
Rev.  Frederick  D.  Harriman,  transferred  from  the  diocese  of 
Connecticut,  is  the  assistant  minister  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Lafayette.  The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croes  has  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  and  is  at  pre- 
V  sent,  unemployed. 

There  are  only  two  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  ofBcialfy 
known  to  me,  viz:  Mr.  William  Copeland,  B.A.,  admitted  June 
5th,  1850;  and  Mr.  James  Runcie,  admitted  June  7th,  1850. 

The  result  of  my  official  acts  is  as  follows :  Churches  covf 
secrated,  3 ;  ordination  of  Priests,  3 ;  confirmations  in  12  par- 
ishes, 88;  baptisms — infants  19,  adults,  3 — total,  22.  The 
Holy  Communion  administered  9  times. 

The  work  committed  to  us,  my  brethren  of  the  Convention,, 
is  a  work  requiring  much  thought,  care,  and  prayer,  as  well 
as  great  dilligence  and  fidelity,  with  much  prudence.  How 
shall  we  do  this  work  ?   How  promote  the  interests  of  that 
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integral  portion  of  tbe  one  Holy  Catholic  Church,  with  which 
we  are  immediately  connected  ?  Among  other  instrumental 
means  of  a  general  nature,  I  regard  it  very  important  to  es- 
tablish in  each  parish  a  parochial  school,  which,  if  not  taught 
by  tiie  Rector,  a  plan  in  many  instances  advisable,  as  contri- 
buting to  his  support,  shall  be  under  his  general  supervision 
and  control ;  and  in  which,  religious  instruction  shall  be  given 
in  accordance  with  the  principles,  doctrines,  and  worship  of 
the  Church,  and  the  pupUs  trained  up  carefully  and  fcdthfuUy 
in  the  ''nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,"  as  well  as  in 
the  ordinary  branches  of  education.  This  plan  is  advanta- 
geous in  various  ways,  which  readily  suggest  themselves :  but 
particularly  so,  in  affording  an  opportunity  and  the  means  of 
binding  our  children,  by  durable  ties,  to  the  Church,  her  prin- 
ciples and  usages,  from  which  they  are  liable  to  be  led  away, 
and  are  frequently  perverted  and  alienated,  when  intrusted  to 
the  care  of  those  who  are  cither  indifferent  to,  or  neglectful 
of  moral  and  religious  culture,  or  of  communities  inimical  to 
the  Church  and  her  institutions,  and  disposed  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  afforded  them,  to  give  a  sectarian 
Uas  to  the  susceptible  minds  of  the  unguarded  subjects  of 
their  care,  and  proselyte  them  to  their  erroneous  systems  of 
religious  belief. 

This  course,  therefore,  besides  its  intrinsic  propriety  and 
manifest  obligation,  as  a  fulfilment  of  the  engagements  made 
by  parents  and  sponsors  ''to  see"  that  they  in  whose  behalf 
they  have  assumed  the  vows  and  promises  of  Baptism,  "be 
taught,  so  soon  as  they  shall  be  able  to  learn,  what  a  solemn 
vow,  promise  and  profession  they  have  made  by  them,"  and 
specifically  that  they  "provide  that  they  may  learn  the  Creed, 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  all  other 
things  which  a  christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his 
soul's  health and  be  "sufiiciently  instructed  in  the  other 
parts  of  the  Church  Catechism  set  forth  for  the  purpose"  of 
preparing  them  at  a  suitable  age  "to  be  brought  to  the  Bishop 
to  be  confirmed  by  him ;"  all  of  which  clearly  implies  moral 
and  religious  training  in  the  principles,  worship,  and  obser- 
vances of  the  Church  of  which  by  their  baptism  they  are 
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made  '^members;"  besides  the  intrinsic  advantage  and  mani- 
fest and  imperative  obligation  of  such  a  coarse  of  christian 
education,  it  is  all  important  as  a  means  of  sustaining  and 
perpetuating  the  Church  in  our  several  parishes.  Our  hope 
and  dependence,  our  greaJt  hope  and  dependence^  under  God, 
in  ^'strengthening  our  stakes"  and  enlarging  our  bounda- 
ries, are  found  in  the  children  and  youth  of  our  Church. 
They  afford  the  best  materials  for  building  up  the  Church, 
and,  'as  they  are  or  are  not  carefully,  thoroughly,  and  faith- 
fully indoctrinated  in  her  principles  and  usages,  depends 
whether  they  grow  up  true  to  her  claims  in  their  allegiance, 
or  indifferent,  or  what  is  worse,  hostile  to  a  faith  and  system 
to  which  they  are  bound  by  vows  which  cannot  be  broken 
without  guilt.  The  advantages  in  this  respect  to  be  expected 
from  our  youth,  which  may  be  lawfully  sought  without  ex- 
posing us  justly  to  the  charge  of  exclusiveness  in  the  bad 
sense  in  which  it  is  popularly  employed  and  understood, 
and  which  ought  to  be  sought  sedulously  and  on  prin- 
ciple, by  the  parents  and  guardians  of  our  communion,  the 
parochial  schools  which  I  respectfully  recommend,  are 
eminently  calculated  to  afford.  They  are  the  beginning  of 
a  course  of  religious  culture,  which  must  commend  itself,  on 
the  least  reflection,  to  every  parent  as  necessary  and  right, 
as  duty,  unmistakable  duty^  neglect  of  which,  is  a  manifest 
and  cruel  wrong  done  to  our  children  in  their  most  important 
interests,  and  a  wrong  to  the  Church  in  matters  essential  to 
her  welfare.  And  if  the  preliminary  christian  training  thus 
begun,  be  followed  up  and  carried  out,  as  its  subjects  advance 
in  age  and  maturity,  by  patronizing  on  the  same  principle  and 
for  the  same  just  and  weighty  reasons,  our  Church  Semina- 
ries of  an  higher  order,  we  may  expect  the  most  beneficial 
results. 

Of  those  higher  seminaries,  there  are  many  and  excellent 
ones  in  various  parts  of  our  country,  east  and  west,  for  the 
education  of  youth  of  both  sexes ;  in  which  the  mode  and 
course  of  study  are  all  that  can  be  desired ;  far  more  thorough 
and  efficient  than  most  of  those  extraneous  to  the  Church, 
which  with  singular  inconsistency,  and  with  no  little  danger 
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to  the  faith  of  oar  children,  are  very  generally  resorted  to 
and  substituted  for  far  better  schools  among  ourselves. 

Among  these  higher  seminaries,  I  would  notice  two,  the 
only  ones  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge,  in  our  own  dio- 
cese, and  earnestly  commend  them  to  the  patronage  of  the 
Church :  St.  Mary's  Semin^uy  for  Young  Ladies'  in  this  city, 
of  which,  frequent  favorable  mention  has  been  made  here- 
tofore by  your  late  provisional  Bishop,  who  has  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  forming  a  just  estimate  of  its  character  and  claims, 
and  which  I  learn  with  pleasure  has  won  for  itself  an  high 
reputation ;  and  the  Vincennes  Institute,  recently  opened  for 
the  instruction  of  females,  in  that  city. 

Our  hope  for  the  Church  in  our  midst,  I  repeat  it,  is  in  our 
ymOh.  Let  us  not  neglect  them.  Let  us  not  be  indifferent 
to  their  religious  culture,  and  thus  lose  the  manifest  and 
great  advantages  to  be  derived  to  the  Church  from  their  care- 
ful instruction  in  her  approved  faith  and  worship.  Let  us  as 
a  matter  of  eminent  duty,  sedulously  avail  ourselves  of  this 
important  means  of  extending  and  sustaining  the  cause  of 
Grod  and  Truth,  which  we  are  bound  by  the  weightiest  mo- 
tives and  clearest  obligations  to  conserve  and  advance.  If 
our  principles  are  worth  holding,  they  are  worth  inculcating. 
If  they  are  dear  to  us,  if  they  approve  themselves  to  our 
understanding,  our  judgment,  our  convictions,  our  hearts,  they 
are  equally  in  their  very  nature,  dear  to  our  children  also, 
who  ought  not  to  be  kept  in  ignorance  thereof,  or  by  our 
neglect  to  teach  them,  be  led  to  regard  them  as  non-essen- 
tial, of  little  or  no  account,  and  so  practically  treat  them. 

In  this  recommendation,  I  have  merely  thrown  out  a  few 
suggestions.  At  a  future  time,  if  permitted  in  the  providence 
of  God,  to  address  you,  I  hope  to  be  better  prepared  to  enlarge 
on  the  topic. 

As  an  important  auxiliary  to  parochial  schools,  I  would 
also  earnestly  recommend  the  formation  of  parochial  libra- 
ries, in  each  parish.  Such  a  means  of  mental  and  moral 
culture  is  of  great  consequence  to  both  the  young  and  the 
old  ;  and  a  most  sure  and  efficient  way  of  informing  and  in- 
doctrinating both  in  the  faith  we  profess,  and  which  we  be- 
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lieve  to  be  the  ''faith  once  delivered  unto  the  saints  f  and  it 
is  greatly  needed  in  this  comparatively  new  country,  where 
books  of  every  kind  are  necessarily  less  accessible  than  in 
the  older  portions  of  the  land,  and  books  relating  to  the 
Church,  and  her  distinctive  principles  and  usages,  do  not 
readily  find  their  way,  are  scarce  and  difficult  for  individuals 
to  procure. 

There  are  some  other  suggestions  growing  out  of  my  ob* 
servation  of  the  condition  and  circumstances  of  the  diocese, 
which  I  withhold  now,  from  want  of  time,  (amid  my  almost 
constant  traveling,)  to  mature,  so  as  to  be  able  to  explain  and 
illustrate  as  I  could  wish.  These  I  must,  therefore,  leave 
for  the  present,  and  until  I  shall  have  had  more  opportunity 
of  observing  the  practical  working  of  the  means  now  em- 
ployed, and  for  determining  what  the  condition  and  exigen- 
cies of  the  diocese  require.  One  very  important  matter, 
however,  I  must  not  omit  to  notice  and  urge  on  your  par- 
ticular and  immediate  attention  at  this  Convention.  It  is 
the  missioneuy  work  in  our  midst — a  work  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  peculiar  character  of  our  field  of  labor.  This  I 
would  earnestly  commend  to  your  liberal  support,  collectively 
and  individually.  We  must,  to  the  extent  of  our  ability, 
help  ourselves,  and  then  we  may  with  greater  propriety  and 
confidence,  solicit  the  aid  we  so  imperatively  need,  from 
abroad,  in  the  older  and  more  favored  portions  of  the  country. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  offer 
you  a  few  words  of  suggestive  counsel.  In  our  efforts  to 
build  up  and  extend  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  we  have 
many  and  great  difficulties  to  surmount.  Among  almost  all 
classes,  great  ignorance  of  the  Church  and  her  institutions 
prevails,  and  we  have  much  prejudice,  arising  out  of  such 
ignorance,  to  encounter.  These  are  to  be  met  and  overcome, 
not  by  intolerant,  arrogant  denunciation  thereof— with  mere 
dogmatic  teaching  of  the  opposite  ;  but  in  a  spirit  oi  charita- 
ble allowance  and  forbearance,  and  ''  speaking  the  truth  in 
love."  The  truth  is  not  to  be  compromised  in  any  way. 
That  would  be  to  do  violence  to  our  consciences,  and  to  our 
solemn  vows  of  allegiance  and  service  to  the  Church  at 
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whose  altar  we  minister.  We  mast  never  be  so  conciliating 
in  our  manner  of  teaching  the  truth,  as  to  be,  consciously  or 
unconscioosly,  trctitors  to  the  truth.  Yet  we  must  adopt  a 
kind  and  conciliating  course,  free  from  all  bitterness  and  in- 
tolerance in  spirit  and  in  act.  In  no  other  way  can  we  hope 
to  win  the  position  we  are  justly  entitled  to  in  public  confi- 
dence, disarm  prejudice,  and  obtain  for  our  principles  and 
claims,  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing.  We  must  preach  the 
Church :  for  "  woe  unto  us  if  we  preach  not  the  gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ;"  and  the  Church,  in  her  integrity  as  of 
the  institution  and  ordinance  of  God,  in  her  ministry  and 
sacraments  of  Divine  appointment,  and  in  her  doctrines  and 
worship,  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  gospel.  But  in  doing  this, 
it  is  most  advisable,  most  consistent  with  our  Christian  pro- 
fession, and  our  sacred  office,  and  most  efficient,  to  do  it 
practically,  by  living  and  acting  the  Church,  in  a  faithful  con- 
formity to  her  prescribed  ritual  and  usages,  than  by  offensive 
dogmatic  teaching  of  her  faith  and  her  claims,  with  unkind- 
ness,  discourtesy  and  arrogance  towards  those  who  are 
without.  Our  attitude  should  be  defensive  rather  than  ag- 
gressive.  By  reversing  this,  we  gain  nothing  and  we  lose 
much.  We  excite  angry  feelings — we  array  hostility,  and 
thus  create  at  the  outset,  a  serious  impediment  to  our^  success 
with  those  whom  it  is  our  purpose  and  aim  to  convince. 
We  should,  therefore,  as  a  matter  of  policy,  and  eminently 
as  a  principle  of  duty,  avoid  being  assailants.  And  this  is 
entirely  compatible  with  justice  to  the  cause  we  advocate. 
When  assailed  ourselves,  which  we  must  expect  to  be  con- 
tinually, and  assailed  with  all  the  wonted  bitterness  and  in- 
tolerance of  error,  while  we  are  bold  and  uncompromising  in 
defence  and  confirmation  of  the  truth,  we  shall  gain  greatly 
by  a  kind  and  a  Christian  spirit, not  rendering  railing  for 
railing  for  railing,  but  contrariwise,  blessing,''  exercising 
charity  personally  to  all  who  may  differ  from  us,  yet  yield' ng 
not  one  iota  of  principle,  practically  or  in  terms.  Charity  is 
a  grace  without  which  all  our  doings  are  nothing  worth.' 
But  charity  has  respect  to  persons,  and  motives — not  to 
opinions,  not  to  principles,  not  to  practices.    It  does  not 
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oblige  us  to  compromise  in  any  way  what  we  conscientiously 
believe  to  be  the  truth,  the  truth  of  God,  the  truth  as  it  is 
in  Jesus."  Nor  is  it  necessary ;  for  difference  of  opinion  and 
the  firm  maintenance  of  that  difference,  is  entirely  compati- 
ble with  the  kindest  feelings  and  actions  towards  those  who 
differ  from  us.  The  Christian  law  of  love  has  respect  to 
persons.  It  touches  not  principles.  It  neither  obliges  nor 
sanctions  the  occupation  of  what  is  erroneously  termed 

common  ground,"  and  "our  common  Christianity,"  and 
that  pseudo  "  liberality  "  of  which  we  hear  so  mach,  and  the 
praise  of  which  it  is  so  difficult  for  some  to  resist — a  liberality 
which  is  very  apt  to  be  all  on  one  side,  and  to  keep  pari  passu 
with  our  concessions,  and  when  they  cease,  to  cease  with 
them.  The  truth  of  God  which  we  profess,  and  are  pledged 
by  our  ordination  vows  to  maintain  defend  and  extend, 
is  far  too  sacred,  involves  consequences  far  too  momentous^ 
to  allow  of  its  being  diluted,  frittered  away,  and  divested  of 
its  distinctive  features,  to  suit  the  varied  fancies  of  this  fan- 
ciful,  imaginative  generation,  or  to  gain  for  ourselves  a  sort 
of  ephemeral  popularity,  and  save  ourselves  from  unjust  re- 
proach. And  adherence  to  truth  in  its  entireness  and  integ- 
rity, stigmatized  as  it  is  by  popular  clamor  or  bigotry  and 
intolerance,  is  simple  honesty  and  consistency.  I  must  love 
my  neighbor ;  but  in  loving  him  I  am  in  no  wise  bound  to 
love  hia  errors,  or  to  adopt  or  sanction,  directly  or  indirectly, 
any  thing  in  his  faith  or  practice  at  variance  with  that  reli- 
gious faith  and  practice  which  "  on  most  certain  warrant  of 
Holy  Scripture,"  and  "  primitive  tradition,"  I  conscientiously 
believe  to  be  "  the  faith  once  delivered  unto  the  scdnts,"  and 
to  which  I  am  bound  by  motives  far  more  weighty  and  wor- 
thy than  the  praise  of  men,"  and  the  fleeting  breath  of 
popular  applause. 

And  my  respected  and  beloved  brethren ;  in  our  just  efforts 
to  build  up  and  extend  the  faith  we  profess,  it  is  eminently 
our  duty  to  present  that  faith,  in  our  public  ministrations, 
unchanged  by  any  fanciful  novelties  which  have  of  late  years 
crept  in  among  us,  under  the  pretence  of  a  return  to  primi- 
tive and  catholic  usage,  and  set  forth  the  Church  in  her  doc- 
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trines  and  her  worship  as  we  have  received  the  same  from 
those  wise  and  good  men  who  navigated  the  ark  in  its  time 
of  peril,  ancf  have  Imaght  it  in  safety  to  its  present  compa- 
rative quiet  moorings  amid  the  waves  of  this  troublesome 
world."  It  is  folly  to  attempt  to  bring  back  the  usages  of  the 
past.  We  cannot  do  it,  if  we  would.  And  we  ought  not,  if 
we  could.  Our  utmost  approximations  thereto,  however 
learned  we  may  make  ourselves  in  ecclesiological  lore,  will 
only  be  ridiculous  caricatures.  What  was  adapted  to  the 
state  of  society  five  hundred  years  ago,  is  not  adapted  to  it 
now,  admitting  it  to  have  been  right  and  profitable  and  edi- 
fying then.  Mankind,  in  the  providence  of  God,  sustain  new 
and  diflTerent  relations  to  each  other  and  to  the  Church  from 
what  they  did  in  days  gone  by,  and  relations  which  forbid, 
and  that  as  a  matter  of  duty,  usages,  ceremonies,  observances, 
proper  and  useful,  it  may  be,  centuries  ago.  Christianity  is 
an  adapting  religion,  and  designed  by  its  Divine  founder  to 
adapt  itself,  without  compromising  any  of  its  essential  prin- 
ciples to  the  continual  changes  in  the  great  social  system, 
changes  which  are  as  much  the  ordering  of  God's  providence 
as  are  the  movements  and  progress  of  the  Church.  Let  us 
be  content  with  the  Church  as  it  is,  as  we  have  received  it 
from  our  immediate  predecessors,  regardless  of  the  sneers 
levelled  at  such  a  sentiment  in  certain  quarters.  It  is  a  good 
and  safe  rule  to  let  well  enough  alone.  And  if  this  rule  had 
been  uniformly  adhered  to,  instead  of  indulging  a  prominent 
fancy  for  antiquated  ceremonies  and  observances,  wholly 
formal,  involving  nothing  of  the  essentials  of  the  faith,  and 
developing  much  more  of  poetry  than  truth,  together  with 
the  spirit  of  ultraism  which  has  been  so  rife  among  us,  we 
should  have  saved  ourselves  much  of  the  evil  which  has  be- 
fallen us  of  late  years,  much  of  the  strife  and  contention 
which  have  disquieted  and  hindered  our  advance,  and  much 
of  the  treachery  and  apostasy  which  in  a  few  instances  have 
made  us  sad. 

My  brethren  of  the  Laity  ;  you  also  have  a  part,  an  import- 
ant party  in  the  work  which  is  before  us  in  this  diocese. 

Without  your  co-operation  and  support  we  must  necessarily 
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do  the  work  imperfectly,  if  we  do  not  entirely  fail.  And  yon 
can  do  much,  very  mucft,  to  aid  the  cause  in  which  we  all 
have  so  deep  an  interest.  You  can  exert  an  influence,  from 
the  readier  access  you  have  to  those  without,  which  the  cler- 
gy do  not,  and  from  their  professional  position,  as  well  aa 
from  the  jealousy  and  suspicions  of  the  world,  cannot  exert. 
Your  business  relations  bring  you  constantly  in  contact  with 
those  who  are  ignorant  of,  if  not  inimical  to  the  Church ;  and 
in  your  intercourse  with  such,  you  have  frequent  opportuni- 
ties of  speaking  a  word  in  season  in  advocacy  of  her  claims, 
in  defense  and  confirmation  of  the  faith,  in  explanation  of 
our  principles  and  usages,  in  disabusing  them  of  erroneous 
impressions,  and,  what  is  very  important,  in  vindication  of 
the  clergy  when  ui\justly  assailed  and  upbraided;  in  all  which 
respects,  you  have  it  in  your  power  to  render  essential  ser- 
vice to  the  cause  of  truth  and  righteousness.  And  that  you 
may  the  better  avail  yourselves  of  your  opportunities  and 
advantages  in  these  respects,  allow  me,  respectfully,  to  sug- 
gest the  importance  of  informing  yourselves  in  the  truth, 
of  making  yourselves  acquainted  with  the  reasons  of  the 
hope  that  is  in  you,"  of  obtaining  correct  views  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  system  of  the  Church,  the  ground  of  her  obser- 
vances, and  the  authority  of  her  claims. 

To  you  also  the  clergy  necessarily  look  for  that  pecuniary 
support,  which,  the  nature  of  their  calling,  the  peculiarity  of 
its  engagements,  and  general  public  opinion,  prevent  them 
from  providing  for  themselves  in  any  of  the  ways  open  to 
other  men.  Let  this  support  be  generous,  liberal,  and  ample ; 
for,  as  we  are  taught,  "the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,"  and 
ought  not  to  be  restricted  to  the  smallest  possible  pittance, 
reluctantly  doled  out,  and  grudgingly  imparted.  And  above 
all,  let  this  support  be  actually  afforded,  and  not  merely  pro- 
mised ;  regularly  and  promptly  paid  at  the  stipulated  periods, 
so  that  there  be  no  disappointment.  This  is  simple  justice ; 
while  the  opposite,  is  manifest  injustice.  It  is  little  enough  that 
is  ordinarily  promised ;  let  not  this  little  be  made  less  by  irreg- 
ularity and  delay  in  paying  it.  And  with  carefulness  as  to 
this,  which  you  will  pardon  me  for  urging,  be  also  uniformly 
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kind  and  considerate  even  in  trifles,  towards  those  who  are 
placed  over  yon  in  the  Lord,  the  ''ministers  and  stewards  of 
the  mysteries  of  God"  who  dispense  to  you  ''the  bread  of 
life."  Be  tolerant  of  their  faults  and  imperfections ;  make 
dae  and  generous  allowance  for  the  inflrmities  of  human  na- 
ture, when  they  are  apparent  in  them ;  remember  they  are 
men  Uke  yourselves,  and  from  their  very  position  defenceless 
men  ;  give  to  them,  under  all  circumstances,  the  benefit  of  a 
charitable  construction  of  their  motives,  and  when  they  are 
assailed,  be  warm  and  generous  in  your  advocacy  of  them, 
and  resolute  in  their  defense. 

My  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  a  high,  and  holy,  and 
most  weighty  trust  is  committed  to  us.  It  has  relation  to  the 
highest  and  holiest  ends — the  interests  of  immortal  souls  in 
time  and  eternity  ;  the  advancement  of  the  glorious  gospel 
of  Christ  in  the  world ;  the  maintainance  and  extension  of 
"the  Church  of  the  living  God,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the 
truth."  Let  us  be  alive  to  our  several  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities, and  sedulous  and  earnest  in  our  endeavors  to  dis- 
charge them  aright,  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edification 
of  His  Church.  We  are  comparatively  a  small  band,  let  us 
be  a  band  of  brothers.  We  cannot  afibrd  to  be  at  variance 
one  with  another.  Let  harmony  and  good  will,  let  "brotherly 
kindness  and  charity"  animate  and  characterize  our  efforts. 
Let  minor  difierences  of  opinion  be  merged  in  the  one  great 
object  of  our  solicitude.  Let  us  "with  one  heart  desire  the 
prosperity  of  our  Holy  Apostolic  Church  ;  and,  as  a  Macedo- 
nian phalanx,  loot  to  foot  and  shoulder  to  shoulder,  "strive 
together  for  the  faith  of  the  gospel,"  and  the  increase  and 
perpetuity  of  the  Spiritual  Kingdom  of  God  and  of  Christ." 

After  the  address,  the  Tellers  appointed  to  receive  the  bal- 
lots of  members  in  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  reported  that  there  have  been  duly  elected  : 

Of  the  Clergy — The  Rev.  Drs.  Wylie  and  Camp,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Large. 

Of  the  Lcdty— Mr.  J.  M.  Moore. 

Whereupon  the  Convention  proceeded  again  to  ballot  for 
one  Clergyman  and  three  Laymen. 
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After  such  balloting,  the  Tellers  reported  that. 
Of  the  Cler^ — There  was  no  election ;  but 
Of  the  Laity — Judge  Morrison  was  duly  elected. 
It  was  then 

Resolved f  That  a  committee  on  assessment  for  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  quota  due  by  this 
Diocese  to  the  General  Convention,  be  appointed. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted,  Messrs. 
Dunn  and  Brower  said  committee. 
The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  3^  o'clock,  P.  M.

TRINITY  CHURCH,  MICHIGAN  CITY. 

RET.  FORTUNE  C.  BROWN,  RECTOR. 

The  condition  of  the  congregation  has  improved  since  the 
last  report.  The  number  of  families  is  about  thirty.  Nine 
children  have  been  baptized.  One  person  has  been  con* 
firmed.  Five  communicants  have  arrived.  One  has  been 
added ;  one  restored.  Two  have  removed.  Two  have  died. 
The  present  number  is  forty. 

Two  marriages  have  been  solemnized.  Thirteen  funerals 
have  been  attended.  The  baptized  children  have  been  cate- 
chized openly  in  the  church  twenty  times.  The  holy  com- 
munion has  been  administered  thirteen  times  in  the  church, 
and  once  to  a  sick  person  in  private.

Confirmed,  21 — of  which  number,  one  was  for  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Terre  Haute ;  one  was  for  Trinity  Church,  Vander- 
burgh county,  Ind.,  and  another  was  a  sick  lady,  confirmed 
in  private.  * 

Sunday  School :  Teachers,  10 ;  scholars,  80.  The  school 
has  been  catechized  once  each  month. 

Bible  class :  Greatest  number  at  any  one  time,  24.  Aver- 
age attendance,  15. 

Contributions :  Contingent  fund,  $3 ;  special  assessment 
to  defray  expenses  of  the  consecration  and  removal  of  Bishop 
elect,  as  per  resolution  of  last  Convention,  $25. 

REMARKS. 

Regular  collections  at  the  ofiertory  have  been  made  on 
Conununion  Sundays  :  from  which  fund,  the  current  expenses 
of  public  worship  have  been  sustained;  as  also,  Sunday 
School  books,  Bible  Class  books,  and  singing  books  for  the 
choir  have  been  purchased. 

By  aid  of  liberal  si^bscriptions  from  the  congregation,  the 
Vestry  have  been  enabled  to  erect  in  the  church  a  new,  and 
fined  toned  organ,  built  by  Mr.  Mathias  Schwab,  of  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. 

Mr.  John  Warren,  a  communicant  of  the  Church  has  most

generonsly  given  his  time  and  labor  in  repainting  the  inside 
of  the  church,  and  painting  the  organ. 

St.  Mary's  Seminary,  is  still  under  the  able  conduct  of 
Miss  C.  F.  Johnson,  and  is  understood  to  be  in  as  flourishing 
condition  as  erer.  Its  capability  for  present  and  future  use- 
fulness would  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  possession  of  a 
library,  apparatus,  geological  Cabinet,  and  a  permanent 
boarding  house.  I  speak  particularly  of  the  latter,  because 
it  is  understood  that  the  present  house  has  been  sold,  and 
possession  will  be  demanded  in  October  next.  To  remedy 
these  present  deficiencies,  and  provide  for  prospective  wants, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  have  not  yet  been  enabled  to  see  their 
way  clear.

The  most  important  events  to  us  during  the  past  year 
have  been,  the  completion  and  consecration  of  our  church 
edifice,  and  the  administering  of  the  Apostolic  Rite  of  con- 
firmation to  16  persons:  By  permission  of  the  Bishop  then 
in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  I  visited  the  East  last  fall,  and  ob- 
tained several  hundred  dollars,  and  some  liberal  pledges  of 
further  aid,  towards  the  completion  of  our  church.  A  part 
of  these  pledges  are  yet  unfulfilled :  when  paid,  we  shall  be 
enabled  to  meet  every  pecuniary  responsibility  of  the  Parish. 
Our  new  church  edifice  has  cost  us  nearly  $8,000.  It  is  of 
brick,  painted  a  neutral  tint,  and  capable  of  seating  nearly 
500  persons.  We  have  still  to  provide  (what  we  indispensa- 
bly need)  a  building  for  the  use  of  our  Sunday  schools,  an 
organ,  and  a  bell.  For  the  organ,  a  contract  was  made,  but 
through  some  misunderstanding  the  instrument  has  not  yet 
been  completed.  Our  Sunday  school  is  sufiering  greatly  for 
the  want  of  a  suitable  building — though  its  numbers  are  still 
encouraging.  Four  who  have  been  pupils  in  our  school  were 
confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  recent  visit.  The  children 
of  the  congregation  have  been  regularly  and  frequently  cate- 
chized, "openly  in  the  church."  Our  Lent  services  were 
well  attended,  in  general,  though  during  much  of  that  season 
the  weather  was  exceedingly  inclement. 

Madison  has  at  length  ceased  to  be  a  missionary  station. 
We  owe  a  large  debt  of  gratitude,  under  God,  to  the  Domes- 
tic Committee  of  our  Board.  Our  most  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments are  tendered  to  the  N.  Y.  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  So- 
ciety, to  the  Bp.

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  RICHMOND. 

REV.  GEORGE  FISKE,  RECTOR. 

During  the  past  year,  this  parisbhas  had  the  happiness  of 
witnessing  the  consecration  of  their  church,  which  has  been 
so  many  years  in  an  unfinished  state.  We  feel  under  great 
obligations  to  distant  friends  for  the  efficient  aid  so  fireely 
rendered  us  in  the  important  work.  We  now  think  ourselves 
amply  supplied  with  the  necessary  helps  for  a  worshiping 
assembly.  The  Vestry  own  a  parsonage,  a  parochial  school 
house,  a  church  bell,  an  organ,  a  beautiful  chandelier,  with 
other  church  lamps,  and  plate  for  communion.  And  what 
gives  us  pleasure  to  state,  the  Vestry  is  not  oppressed  with 
any  debt. 

Glad  should  I  be,  could  I  say  that  the  spiritual  condition  of 
the  parish  had  kept  pace  with  its  temporal  prosperity.  On 
the  contrary,  I  am  greatly  depressed  in  view  of  its  dull  and 
worldly  appearance.  Though  the  number  of  communicants 
is  increased,  the  congregation  seems  smaller  than  at  my  last 
report. 

I  continue  the  regular  services  of  the  Church  on  Sunday^ 
preaching  morning  and  evening,  and  reading  the  morning 
prayer  at  an  hour  earlier  than  that  of  reading  the  Litany. 
I  have  also  celebrated  morning  prayer  on  Wednesdays,  and, 
during  Lent,  on  Fridays,  and  every  day  in  Passion  Week.

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ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  EVANSVILLE. 

REV.  C.  A.  FOSTER,  RECTOR  AND  MISSIONARY.

The  communicants  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  were 
30  ;  since  which  time  there  have  been,  of  arrivals,  2 ;  added 
in  the  parish,  7 :  one  having  removed,  leaves  our  present 
number  38. 

Marriages,  2  ;  funerals,  7 ;  S.  S.  teachers,  5 ;  S.  S.  scholars, 
40 ;  collections  for  domestic  missions,  $2  60 ;  for  convention, 
$5.  towards  defraying  expenses  of  Bishop's  removal  into 
the  diocese,  $10. 

Another  instalment  of  $150  of  the  debt,  incurred  by  my- 
self for  the  restoration  of  the  Rectory  to  the  Parish,  and  due 
last  winter,  was  kindly  liquidated  by  the  ladies.  During  the 
same  season  we  received  a  donation  party  that  gave  myself 
and  family,  needed  and  timely  relief. 

Our  church  edifice  is  undergoing  such  thorough  repairing 
as,  when  finished,  will  give  it  the  appearance  of  an  entirely 
new  building. 

It  is  with  devout  thankfulness  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  we  give  the  announcement,  that  there  are,  among  my 
dear  flock,  encouraging  signs  of  spiritual  health,  as  well  as 
a  steady  increase  in  the  attendance  upon  public  worship. 
May  God,  in  his  good  time,  win  the  hearts  of  all. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  MISHAWAKA. 

REV.  BENJAMIN  UALSTED,  RECTOR  AND  MISSIONARY. 

The  condition  of  this  parish  remains  nearly  the  same  as  at 
the  last  Convention.  We  hwe  lost  by  removal  two  families, 
and  two  communicants ;  and  while  only  one  has  been  added 
to  the  communion,  yet  two,  lately  confirmed,  are  now  ready 
for  this  higher  ordinance,  and  a  few  others  are,  I  trust,  not 
far  from  the  kingdom  of  God. 
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The  church  has  been  open  for  Divine  service  every  Sun* 
day  except  two,  on  one  of  wrhich  I  was  prevented  from  offi- 
ciating by  sickness,  and  the  other  was  spent  at  Bristol  and 
Elkhart.  Daring  Lent  we  also  had  service  on  Wednesdays 
and  on  Good  Friday. 

Our  Sunday  school,  though  small,  and  greatly  in  want  of 
more  teachers,  is  quite  an  interesting  and  hopeful  one — ^the 
general  attendance  being  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  children. 

I  have,  as  formerly,  administered  tJne  Holy  Communion  at 
Bristol  once  in  six  months,  generally  officiating  in  exchange 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler.  I  have  also,  at  the  request  of 
severial  persons  at  Elkhart,  officiated  in  that  town  eleven 
times  during  the  past  winter  and  spring,  and,  from  the  large, 
respectable,  and  attentive  congregations  which  have  gene- 
rally been  present,  feel  encouraged  to  devote  to  it  all  the 
time  I  can  spare,  until  they  can  secure  the  entire  services  of 
a  clergyman,  which  they  greatly  desire,  and  which,  I  doubt 
not,  would  soon  result  in  the  building  up  of  a  flourishing 
Parish  in  this  growing  town.

Since  my  report  to  the  last  Convention,  I  have  officiated 
regularly  in  this  parish,  holding  services  twice  on  every  Sun- 
day, on  all  the  more  important  festivals  of  the  Church ;  and 
during  Lent  had  lecture  on  Wednesday  evening,  pubUc 
prayer  on  Friday  morning,  and  daily  service  in  Passion 
Week. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  fall  we  commenced  and,  in  a  few 
weeks,  completed  an  addition  to  the  Church,  giving  us  dou- 
ble the  former  number  of  sittings.  This  addition  makes  the 
Church  in  the  form  of  a  cross ;  the  main  body  or  nave  being 
58  by  22,  with  one  central  aisle ;  the  transept  16  by  6,  and 
the  chancel  14  by  9.

A  kind  reception  await- 
ed me  upon  my  arrival,  and  a  zealous  disposition  among  the 
parishoners  to  sustain  the  Church  in  her  various  claims  upon 
them,  gives  pleasing  evidence  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  is 
prospering  among  us.  May  it  never  again  suffer  from  our 
unfaithfulness  !  The  public  services  of  religion  are  well  at- 
tended. The  Church  is  regularly  opened  for  Divine  Worship 
every  Sunday  morning  and  afternoon — on  the  Festivals  of 
the  Church  during  the  week — ^besides  service  and  lecture  pre- 
paratory to  Communion,  and  occasionally  in  private  houses. 

A  Bible  Class  for  young  persons  has  been  formed,  which 
meets  once  a  week,  and  promises,  with  the  Divine  blessing, 
to  be  very  useful.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir : — Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Con- 
vention I  have  ofiiciated  as  often  as  my  health  would  permit 
and  the  opportunity  was  presented. 

I  preached  5  times  in  Madison,  in  the  summer  of  1849, 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  there,  and  read  the  ser- 
vice for  the  burial  of  the  dead  over  the  remains  of  two  adults. 
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one  of  whom  died  of  that  disease.  I  have  also  read  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Gharch,  and  preached  several  times  to  the  physi- 
cians, attendants,  and  patients  of  one  of  the  State  Instita- 
tions  in  this  city. 

I  went,  in  February  last,  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Rev.  R. 
B.  Groes,  to  Delphi,  and  assisted  in  the  ordination  of  the 
Rev.  Josiah  Phelps,  Deacon,  who  was  then  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Order  of  the  Priesthood.  On  my  retm-n  from  Delphi* 
I  preached  to  the  members  of  the  Ghurch,  and  to  a  large 
congregation,  in  the  Methodist  meeting-house  in  Grawfords- 
ville,  which  was  kindly  granted  to  me  at  the  request  of  Ma- 
jor Whitlock.  Since  then,  I  have  preached  in  the  Mission 
Chapel,  in  Gincinnati,  solemnized  1  marriage,  attended  2 
funerals,  and  preached  in  Ghrist  Church,  in  this  city,  at  the 
funeral  of  the  late  Mr.  Moore  Gcdway,  a  communicant  of  the 
Church.

To  THE  Right  Rev.  George  Upfold,  D.  D., 

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  : 

Since  the  removal  of  our  late  minister,  the  Rev.  William 
Vaux,  in  October  last,  our  parish  has  not  improved.  Many 
of  our  people,  lately  won  by  his  earnest,  untiring  zeal  from 
the  mazes  of  ignorance  and  error,  and  not  having  sufficient 
root  in  themselves,  required  constant  ministerial  services  to 
keep  up  that  interest  which  had  been  just  awakened.  They 
were  unable  to  contend  with  the  bitter  prejudice  and  ill-con- 
cealed scorn  of  the  denominations  around,  who  have  not 
failed,  in  this  our  day  of  comparative  weakness,  to  point  with 
the  finger  of  contempt  at  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vine- 
yard. 
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Yet  we  record  with  gratitude  that  we  have  not  been  left 
utterly  destitnte.  Divine  service  has  been  regularly  kept  up 
each  Lord's  day  by  a  lay  reader ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  of 
Evansville,  in  the  true  spirit  of  Christian  charity,  occasion- 
ally visits  us  and  administers  the  ordinances.  In  this  man- 
ner the  principal  part  of  the  congregation  has  been  kept  to- 
gether. 

We  cannot  omit  this  opportunity  of  testifying  to  the  value 
of  the  services  of  our  late  Pastor,  gratuitously  accorded  to 
this  parish  for  the  space  of  seven  years.  He  found  us  a  wild 
wilderness ;  he  left  us  a  well  organized  parish,  with  a  neat 
ehurch  edifice  entirely  free  from  debt. 

To  the  above  remarks,  we  beg  to  append  the  following 
fltatbtics  : 

Baptised  since  last  report  two  infants,  one  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Foster.  Funerals,  4.  Communicants,  about  30.  Sunday 
School  children,  30 ;  teachers,  6.  Collected  for  the  Contin- 
gent fund,  50  cents,  as  assessed ;  towards  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Bishop's  removal  into  the  diocese,  assessed  $5, 
collected  $3  75.

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APPENDIX  No.  6- 

Of  duties  of  Wardens  and  VEffrRYMBN. 

{As  declared  bjf  Ccnvention  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana^  in  A.  D.^ 

1841.) 

The  duties  tif  Wardens  are : — 

I.  To  provide  for  the  Chnrches  Gff  ^ich  fhey  have  the 
care,  a  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  of  suitable  size,  at  die  expense 
of  the  Parish. 

II.  To  make  tiie  .collections  which  ane  osnal  in  the 

Churches. 

III.  To  provide,  at  the  expense  of  the  congregation,  a  suf- 
ficient quantity  of  fine  and  white  bread,  and  good,  whole- 
some wine  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

lY.  To  provide  a  proper  book,  at  the  expense  of  the  Pa^ 
lish,  in  which  shall  be  written  by  the  Rector,  or,  ia  case  of 
vacancy,  by  one  of  tiie  Wardens,  the  name  of  every  person 
baptised,  married,  and  buried  m  the  pariah,  and  the  time 
when  such  baptism,  marriage,  and  burial  took  place. 

v.  To  present  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  (or,  if  there  is 
no  Bishop,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Church  of  the  State)  eveiy  Priest  and  Deacon  residing  in 
the  parish  to  which  they  belong,  who  has  voluntarily  relin- 
quished his  ministerial  office,  and  uses  such  employments  as 
belong  to  laymen. 

Vf.  To  take  care  that  the  Church  of  which  they  have 
charge  be  kept  in  good  repair,  well  glazed,  and  free  from  dirt 
and  dust,  as  becomes  the  House  of  God :  that  the  Church- 
yard be  decently  fenced,  and  to  cause  that  order  be  preserved 
during  divine  service. 

VII.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector  to  call  meetings  of  the 
Vestry,  and  keep  the  Church  from  all  secular  uses. 

VIII.  To  prevent  any  idle  persons  continuing  in  the  Church- 
yard or  porch  during  divine  service,  by  causing  them  either 
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to  enter  the  Church,  or  depart ;  and  to  prohibit  the  lale  of 
anything  in  the  yard. 

IX.  To  give  an  account  to  the  corporation  of  the  Church, 
if  it  has  no  Treasurer,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year,  of  the 
money  they  have  received,  and  what  they  have  expended  in 
repairs,  &c.;  and  when  they  go  oat  of  office,  to  give  a  fair 
account  of  their  money  transactions  relative  to  the  Church, 
and  deliver  up  to  their  successors  the  Church  property  in 
their  possession. 

Duties  of  Vestrymen  are : — 

I.  To  transact  all  the  temporal  business  of  their  respective 
Churches. 

II.  To  collect  the  moneys  stipulated  to  be  paid  to  the  min- 
ister ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  any  year,  if  there  be  a  defi- 
ciency of  the  sum  requisite,  to  give  information  thereof  to 
the  congregation  convened  for  that  puipose ;  and,  if  neces- 
sary, to  enforce  payment  of  the  sum  deficient. 

ni.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens,  to  do  the  several  duties 
which  are  more  particularly  assigned  to  them. 


CANON  XXI.  OF  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

Every  minister  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day 
of  every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,

This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  the  Clergy 
and  Lay  Delegates  present,  assembly  in  Christ  Church, 
Madison,  at  10^  o'clock,  A.M. 

The  morning  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Childs, 
and  the  Rev.  N.  W.  Camp,  D.D  ;  the  Ai^te-communion  by 
the  Right  Rev.  George  Uphold,  D.D.,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  address  as  follows  : 


THE  ADDRESS. 


Mt  Brbth&en,  the  Clsrgy  akd  Latty  of  TBS  CoNvavnoii : 

In  conformity  with  the  requisition  of  the  Canon,  I  pro- 
ceed to  present  the  record  of  my  official  acts  and  proceed- 
ings, during  the  past  Conventional  year ;  together  with  an 
account  of  the  condition  of  our  ecclesiastical  'afiairs,  as 
they  have  come  under  my  observation  in  the  course  of  a 
general  visitation  of  the  diocese.  From  this,  and  from  the 
parochial  reports,  it  will,  I  think,  appear,  that  we  have 
cause  for  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  in  the 
degree  of  success  which  has  attended  our  necessarily  re- 
strained eifortSjto  build  up  the  visible  kingdom  in  this  truly 
missionary  field  ;  and  that  while  our  progress,  in  compa- 
nion with  other  diocesesj  occupying  a  more  favorable  posi- 
tion, and  exempted  from  the  serious  hindrances  and  em- 
barrassments to  which  we  are  sulgected,has  not  been  great, 
there  has  yet  been  a  manifest  improvement,  and  in  several 
parishes  a  decided  and  gratifying  advance  and  increase. — 
Pursuing  our  work  in  prayer,  faith  and  patience,  our  pros- 
pects, I  trust,  will  brighten  more  and  more,  and  the  glim- 
mering dawn  grow  into  the  perfect  day. 

On  the  Sunday  succeeding  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Convention,  June  9,  I  participated  in  the  services  of  the 
morning,  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis ;  in  the  afternoon 
confirmed,  in  private,  a  sick  lady  of  the  parish,  and  preach- 
ed in  the  evening. 
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The  next  day  I  proceeded  to  the  East,  and  on  Sunday  the 
16th,  preached,  in  the  morning,  in  St.  Peter's  church,  and 
in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Albany,  N.  Y.  From 
the  former  parish — the  parish  of  my  childhood  and  youth — 
I  received  in  response  to  an  appeal  in  behalf  of  missions 
and  other  purposes  in  this  diocese,  which  I  was  kindly  per- 
mitted to  moke,  $102.30. 

On  the  19th  and  20th  of  June,  I  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  our^eneral  Mission- 
ary Society,  convened  in  Christ  Church,  Hartford^  Connec-^ 
ticut. 

Sunday,  June  2dd,  I  preached,  morning  and  evening,  iii 
St.  Paul's  church,  Troy,N.  Y.,  and  in  response  to  an  appeal 
in  behalf  of  missions  in  Indiana,  received  a  contribution  of 
$73.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  made  a  similar 
appeal  in  Trinity  church,  Lansingburgh — th6  first  parish 
of  which  I  had  the  pastoral  charge  after  my  ordination  as 
Deacon  in  1818,  and  received  a  contribution  of  $82.  A 
benevolent  lady  of  the  parish,  subsequently  sent  me  a  do- 
nation of  $100,  for  the  use  of  the  diocese. 

June  26  and  27,  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  convened  in  the  city  of  New 
York ;  and  assisted  in  the  services  of  the  Annual  Com*- 
mencement  of  the  Institution. 

On  Sunday,  June  30, 1  preached  morning,  afternoon,  and 
evening,  in  St.  John's  church,  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  and 
received  a  contribution  for  missions  in  this  diocese  of  $55. 

Sunday,  July  7,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  in  St.  Ste- 
phen's church,  Philadelphia,  and  received  for  our  missions 
$44,  the  oflerings  at  the  Holy  Communion  on  that  day ; 
and  in  the  evening  in  Trinity  Church,  Southwark,  and  re- 
ceived a  contribution  of  $16  for  the  same  object. 

Having  returned  to  Indiana,  I  visited,  on  the  12th  of  July, 
the  parish  of  St  Paul's  church,  Richmond,  Wayne  county, 
in  which  place  I  remained  several  days,  and  performed  the 
following  services  there  and  in  the  vicinity.  On  the  even- 
ing of  the  13th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church ;  also  in  the 
morning  and  evening  of  Sunday,  July  14,  and  confirmed 
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of  the  11th  of  September.  Here  I  found  a  few  person? 
belonging  to  our  communion^  but  was  disappointed  in  my 
expectation  of  officiating,  by  the  pre-occupation  that  day 
of  the  only  building  in  which  a  congregation  could  assem- 
ble. The  same  afternoon,  therefore,  I  retraced  my  steps  to 
Peru,  15  miles  distant,  and  in  the  evening  of  the  ensuing 
day,  September  12,  officiated  for  the  small  congregation  of 
St«  James'  church  in  that  place,  in  a  room  fitted  up  for  pub- 
lic worship. 

The  next  day  I  returned  to  Lafayette;  and  on  Sunday, 
September  22, 1  administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to 
trvdve  persons,  in  my  own  parish  church. 

On  the  26th  of  September,  on  my  way  to  the  place  of 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  I  visited  the  missiona- 
ry station  at  Crawfordsville,  and  officiated  in  the  evening 
in  St.  John's  Church — an  unfinished  edifice. 

On  the  2ath  of  September,  I  preached,  in  the  evening,  in 
Christ  Church,  Indianapolis  ;  and  again  in  the  morning, 
afternoon  and  evening  of  the  ensuing  day,  18th  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

The  following  day  I  proceeded  to  Cincinnati,  and  remain- 
ed in  that  city,  in  attendance  in  my  place  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  until  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  our  Church,  on  the  16th  of  October.  During 
this  period,  on  Sunday  October  13, 1  visited  the  parish  of 
Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh,  officiated  in  the  morning 
and  afternoon,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  baptism 
to  ttvo  adults. 

On  the  20th  of  October,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's 
church.  New  Albany,  then  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the 
Rev.  John  Martin,  who  had  been  compelled  by  ill  health  to 
resign  a  charge  in  which  he  had  made  himself  eminently 
useful.  The  vacancy  was  immediately  supplied  by  the  in- 
vitation of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Childs  to  the  pastoral  charge, 
who  at  the  time  of  my  visit  had  not  reached  the  parish. — 
He  has  subsequently  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  oflice,  and 
has  commended  himself,  as  I  am  happy  to  learn,  to  general 
confidence  and  acceptance.  I  officiated  in  the  morninj^  and 
afternoon,  on  this  occasion,  and  administered  the  sacrament 
of  baptism  to  an  infant. 
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Prom  New  Albany  I  proceeded  to  Evansvillc,  which  place 
I  reached  on  the  24th  of  October,  and  preached  in  St,  PauPj* 
church,  in  the  evening  of  the  25th,  and  in  the  morning  and 
evening  of  Sunday,  the  27th,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

The  next  day,  October  28,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Foster,  I  visited  Trinity  church,  Vanderburgh  county,  ad- 
ministered the  sacrament  of  baptism  to  an  infant,  preach- 
ed, and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Foster  celebrated  divine  service.  This  church 
is  served  at  present,  and  has  been  ever  since  the  removal 
of  the  late  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaux,  in  October,  1849, 
by  a  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  James  Runcie,  who  is  also  a  candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders,  who  ofiiciates  with  great  acceptance 
and  usefulness.  I  expect  to  ordain  him  a  Deacon  on  Sun- 
day next.* 

The  same  day  I  returned  to  Evansville  ;  and  the  next 
evening,  October  29,  I  preached  again  in  St.  PauPs  church, 
and  confirmed  persons. 

On  the  30th  of  October,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Foster,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  church.  New 
Harmony,  and  in  the  evening  administered  the  sacrament 
of  baptism  to  two  infants,  and  preached.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Hutchinsjof  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  assisted  by  the  Rev- 
Mr.  Foster,  celebrated  divine  service. 

The  following  day  1  returned  to  Evansville,  and  in  the 
evening  proceeded  up  the  Ohio  river  ;  and  on  Sunday,  No- 
vember 3,  visited  the  parish  of  St,  Paul's  church,  Jefferson- 
ville,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  of  the  diocese  of 
Kentucky,  has  the  provisional  pastoral  charge.  In  the 
morning  I  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  sup- 
per, and  preached,  and  also  preached  in  the  afternoon. 

The  next  day,  November  4,  accompanied  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Talbot  of  Louisville,  I  rode  to  Charlestown,  on  a  visit 
to  a  family  belonging  to  our  communion,  and  in  the  even- 
ing preached,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot  reading  evening  prayer. 


*  lie  was  ordaintxl  a  Deacon  on  the  day  mentioned,  Whitsunday,  June  8,  in 
Christ  Church,  Madiaon. 
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On  the  following  day  I  proceeded  on  a  viHit  toPittslnirp:li, 
Pennsylvania,  my  former  residence,  where  1  arrived  on  the 
8th  of  November.  In  Trinity  church,  my  late  parish,  1 
officiated  on  three  successive  Sundays,  on  one  of  which, 
in  response  to  an  appeal  in  behalf  of  missions  and  other 
purposes  in  Indiana,  I  received  the  liberal  contribution  of 
$200,  which  was  subsequently  increased  by  individual  do- 
nations to  $248.  This  generous  aid  from  my  late  beloved 
parishioners,  and  other  personal  friends,  I  record  with  emo- 
tions of  the  liveliest  gratitude. 

I  left  Pittsburgh  on  my  return  home  on  the  30th  of  No- 
vember, and  the  next  day,  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  preach- 
ed and,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  administered  the  Sa- 
crament of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  St.  Matthew's  church. 
Wheeling,  Virginia  ;  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  St. 
John's  church  in  the  same  city,  and  received  a  contribution 
for  missions  in  Indiana  of  $10. 

On  the  8th  of  December  I  reached  Lafayette,  and  re- 
sumed the  immediate  pastoral  charge  of  my  parish. 

On  the  6th  of  February  I  set  off  on  a  visitation  of  the 
parishes  of  the  Wabash  river,  by  land,  the  water  in  the 
river  being  too  low  for  steamboat  navigation,  and  reached 
Terre  Haute  on  the  evening  of  the  7th.  Here  I  remained 
a  few  days,  and  officiated  several  times.  On  Sunday, 
February  9,  in  St.  Stephen's  church,  in  the  morning  I 
preached  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  ;  and  in  the  aflernoon  preached  and  confirmed 
fourteen  persons.  Monday  evening  I  preached  and  con  firm - 
pA  foiw  persons  more,  who  had  been  prevented  from  attend- 
ing the  preceding  day,  by  a  severe  .<torm.  On  the  even- 
ings of  the  nth  and  Tith  1  preached  again.  The  numhrr 
of  |)ersons  confirmed  in  tills  parish,  was  in  the  aggregate 
eiir/iiccn  ;  a  gratifying  proof,  in  addition  to  other  evidences, 
of  the  assiduous  and  acceptable  labors  of  the  Pastor, 
livv,  Charles  P.  Clarke,  who  assumed  the  pastoral  charge 
in  August  last.  The  congregation  continues  to  increase, 
find  there  are  several  persons  more,  I  learn,  ready  and  de- 
nirous  to  he  confirmed.  Since  Ea?»tcr,  a  bo«arding  and  day 
5cliool  for  young  ladies,  of  an  high  order,  under  the  charge 
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cjf  the  Mi.-«rfCri  Wat:?on,  has  brcn  commenced  in  thin  Ix^auli- 
liil  town,  and  as  1  am  happy  to  learn,  under  very  favonihle 
auspices.  It  is  to  be  (Conducted  in  accordance  vvitli  the  prin- 
ciples and  usages  of  our  church.  This  school,  witli  that  of 
St.  Mar>''s  Seminarj',  Indianapolis,  which  it  gives  me  pleas- 
ure to  say,  continues  to  maintain  its  known  and  establislied 
reputation,  afford  opportunity  for  educating  the  daughters 
of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  of  which,  I  trust,  parents  and 
guardians  will  avail  themselves,  and  thus  secure  tooiu-  young 
Icmales  a  sound  and  thorough  education,  in  science,  morals, 
ami  religion  ;  an  education  conformable  with  oiu*  faith  and 
worship,  unbiassed  by  influences  adveree  to  our  principles 
«ind  usages,  and  calculated  to  cherish  and  strengthen,  in- 
!«tead  of  impairing  a  just  attachment  to  the  church  of  tlieir 
baptism. 

In  connection  with  Terre  Haute,  I  record  the  licensing  of 
Mr.  Gcoi^e  Hanley,  as  a  Lay  Reader,  under  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  church,  to  ofli- 
riate  in  the  vicinity. 

On  Saturday,  the  16th,  I  left  Terre  Haute,  in  the  first 
steamboat  that  oJered,  for Vincennes,  where  I  had  appointed 
to  begin  a  visitation  on  the  ensuing  day  ;  but  in  consequence 
of  unforeseen  delays,  did  not  reach  the  place  of  ray  destina- 
tion in  time  to  officiate.  The  parish  being  vacant,  the  whole 
duty  of  conducting  public  worship  devolved  on  myself ;  and 
during  my  stay,  I  devoted  a  portion  of  my  time  to  visiting  the 
parishioners  at  their  respective  residences.  On  Monday 
evening,  February  17,  I  officiated  by  reading  prayers  and 
preaching,  in  St.  James'  church.  In  the  morning  of  the 
llHh,  I  visited  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a 
sick  man ;  and  in  the  evening  officiated  again  in  the  church. 
The  next  day  I  rode  to  the  house  of  Mr.  Langton,  7  miles  on 
the  Louisville  road,  in  the  vicinity  of  which  there  are  a  few 
families,  parishioners  of  St.  James'  church,  and  officiated  in 
the  evening.  On  the  21st  I  returned  to  Vincennes,  and  in 
the  evening  officiated,  and  administered  baptism  to  one  adult 
and  on<r  infant.  On  the  22d  I  baptized  an  infant  in  private, 
the  mother  being  sick.  On  Sunday  the  23d,  I  officiated  in 
the  morning  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
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S^iipprr  ;  and  again  in  the  evening,  baptized  an  infant,  and 
confirmed five  persons. 

Tliis  parish,  I  regret  to  say,  is  still  vacant,  artd  that  too  at 
a  time,  when  the  services  of  a  judicious,  faithful  and  efficient 
pastor  are  urgently  required,  and  an  encouraging  prospect 
of  improvement  and  increase  is  presented.  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  state,  that  a  balance  of  debt  to  a  considerable 
amount,  incurred  for  the  erection  of  the  church  edifice,  has 
been  liquidated,  and  the  valuable  property  prevented  from 
falling  into  adverse  hands,  as  was  seriously  apprehended  a 
few  months  since. 

From  Vincennes  I  proceeded  to  New  Harmony,  on  a  sec- 
ond visit  to  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  church,  where  I  ar- 
rived on  the  27th  of  February,  and  remained  a  few  days. — 
There  being  no  place  of  worship  to  be  had  until  Sunday,  I 
did  not  ofliciate  during  the  week,  but  employed  myself  in 
visiting  the  faithful  few  remaining  in  communion  with  the 
church,  and  others  also  favorably  disposed  towards  her  ;  and 
was  much  gratified  in  hearing  a  strong  desire  expressed  by 
several  gentlemen  of  the  place,  for  the  stated  services  of  the 
church,  and  a  determination  to  erect  an  House  of  Prayer, 
for  which  the  parish  possesses  sufficient  means,  in  certain 
property  bequeathed  to  it  by  a  deceased  lady  of  the  town  and 
her  brother.  This  desire  and  determination  it  gave  me  pleas- 
ure to  encourage  ;  and  I  hope,  when  certain  difficulties  in  re- 
lation to  the  vestry,  growing  out  of  an  appointment  of  ves- 
trymen by  the  late  missionary,  under  the  authority  of  a 
canon  of  this  diocese  passed  in  1848,  are  adjusted,  measures 
will  be  immediately  taken  to  begin  and  press  forward  the 
good  work.  That  canon,  I  am  of  the  opinion  conflicts  with 
the  general  law  of  the  State  concerning  religious  incorpora- 
tions, and  the  appointment  made  under  its  authority  illegal ; 
in  which  opinion  I  am  confirmed  by  eminent  legal  advice. — 
On  receiving  this  advice,  I  communicated  the  same  to  the 
parties  concerned  ;  and  advised  as  an  amicable  way  of  ad- 
justing the  difficulty,  the  holding  of  a  parish  meeting  on 
Easter  Monday  for  the  election  of  churchwardens  and  ves- 
trymen. My  letters,  it  seems,  nuscarried,  and  the  advice 
was,  of  course,  not  acted  on  at  the  time.   The  measure  re- 
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commended,  I  trust  will  be  adopted,  and  the  question  be  thus 
settled,  as  to  the  legal  authority  of  the  persons  claiming  to 
be  the  vestry. 

On  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  March  the  2d,  a  place  of  wor- 
ship having  been  kindly  offered,  I  ofEciated  and  administer- 
ed the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning  to 
seven  commmunicants ;  and  in  the  afternoon  officiated 
again  ;  baptized  six  children,  and  confirmed  tux)  persons. 

The  next  day  I  set  ofi*  on  my  return  to  Lafayette  and  ar- 
rived in  the  momiug  of  Ash  Wednesday,  in  time  to  officiate 
fin  my  parish  church. 

On  Sunday,  April  6,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Mary's 
church,  Delphi,  preached  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and 
evening,  baptized  two  infants,  one  the  daughter  of  the  Rec- 
tor, and  confirmed  six  persons.  The  same  night  I  proceed- 
ed by  canal  packet  to  Logansport,  where  on  the  evening  of 
the  8th  I  officiated  in  the  basement  of  the  unfinished  church 
edifice.  Trinity  church.  The  vestry  of  this  parish  are  now 
making  an  effort,  which  I  trust  will  be  successful,  to  finish 
the  bxiilding  during  the  coming  summer.  This  is  one  of  the 
missionary  stations  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harriman,  who  offici- 
ates tere,  in  connection  with  Crawfordsville,  where  he  now 
resides  ;  having  with  my  full,  though  reluctant,  consent,  in 
consideration  of  the  importance  of  affording  stated  minis- 
trations in  that  parish,  and  the  gratifying  success  of  his  oc- 
casional labors  there  during  the  past  year,  relinquished  his 
engagement  as  my  assistant  at  Fafayette. 

On  the  21st  of  April,  I  proceeded  on  a  visitation  of  the 
parishes  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  diocese,  and  on  the 
evening  of  the  23d,  preached  in  Trinity  church,  Michigan 
city.  On  the  24th,  I  administered  the  rite  of  confirmation 
in  private,  to  a  sick  man,  and  preached  in  the  evening  ;  also 
on  St.  Mark's  day,  morning  and  evening,  and  after  the  latter 
8er\'ice  confirmed  nine  persons. 

On  the  26th  of  April,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brown,  I  rode  to  La  Porte,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in 
St.  Paul's  church.  The  following  day,  First  Sunday  after 
Easter,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  administered  the 

sacralnent  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  bap- 
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ilzei  four  adults,  preached  and  confirmed  three  pereOhs.—- 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  on  each  occasion  celebrated  divine 
service. 

This  parish  was  vacated  in  August  last,  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Manney,  since  which  time  it  has  been 
destitute  of  a  pastor,  and  has  had  only  occasional  services. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  has  officiated  several  times,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Harriman  visited  the  parish  at  my  request,  and 
spent  a  few  days  during  the  Christmas  holidays.  In  my  re- 
peated efibrts  to  obtain  a  suitable  pastor,  I  regret  to  say,  1 
have  as  yet  been  unsuccessful.  It  presents  a  very  encour- 
aging field  of  labor,  and  a  clergyman  would  find  a  cordial 
welcome  and  a  comfortable  support. 

From  La  Porte,  I  proceeded  to  Mishawaka,  where  I  ar- 
rived on  the  29th  of  April,  and  preached  in  the  evening,  in 
St.  Paul's  church.  On  the  30th,  accompanied  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Halsted,  I  rode  to  South  Bend,  and  preached  in  the  af- 
ternoon, and  having  returned  to  Mishawaka,  preached  there 
in  the  evening,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams  of  Niles,  Michigan, 
reading  prayers.  The  next  day,  the  Festival  of  St.  Philip 
and  St.  James,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams  read  morning  prayer, 
and  I  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons.  In  the  even- 
ing I  preached  again,  and  also  the  following  evening,  the 
2d  of  May. 

On  the  3d  of  May,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted, 
I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's  church,  Bristol ;  and  on 
the  2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  4,  preached  in  the  morn- 
ing, afternoon  and  evening;  and  again  on  Monday  evening. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted  on  each  occasion  celebrated  divine 
service,  the  Rector  being  indisposed. 

On  Tuesday,  May  6,  in  compliance  with  a  request  from  a 
member  of  our  communion  residing  at  Goshen,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Halsted  and  myself  visited  that  village,  where  I  preached  in 
the  evening.  There  appears  to  be  a  favorable  opinion  in 
this  place  for  the  services  of  the  church,  which  I  hope  soon 
to  be  enabled  to  improve  ;  and  also  at  Elkhart,  to  which 
place,  hitherto  favored  with  occasional  services  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Halsted,  we  proceeded  on  the  following  day,  May  7,  and 
I  preached  in  the  afternoon.    After  divine  senice,  at  Elk- 
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hart,  we  returned  to  Bristol,  and  in  the  evening  I  conllrmed 
a  flick  person  in  private. 

On  Tliursday,  May  8,  I  consecrated  St.  John's  church, 
Bristol.  The  request  to  consecrate  was  read  by  the  Rector 
of  the  parish,  the  Rev,  Homer  Wheeler,  and  the  sentence  of 
consecration  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Halsted.  Morning 
prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  JosephS.  Large  of  Fort  Wayne, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Roberts,  Deacon,  of  the  diocese  of 
Michigan.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  myself;  and  I 
also  administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  two  persons, 
and  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  the  clergy  and 
a  goodly  numberof  commuicants. 

This  chaste  and  beautiful  village  church,  which  is  entirely 
paid  for,  without  which,  according  to  a  rule  which  I  have 
deemed  it  necessary  to  adopt  and  rigidly  adhere  to,  it  could 
not  have  been  consecrated,  has  been  erected  by  funds  pro- 
vided in  a  great  measure  by  a  zealous  and  devoted  lady  of 
the  parish,  obtained  by  personal  application  to  the  members 
of  our  common  Household  of  faith  at  the  East ;  and  is  a 
monument  of  her  courage  and  perseverance  in  a  work, 
deemed  to  be  an  imperative  demand  of  duty,  from  which 
many  of  the  sterner  sex  would  have  shrunk  in  dismay. — 
The  congregation  also,  with  commendable  liberality,  have 
contributed  to  the  full  extent  of  their  ability.  It  will  doubt- 
less be  gratifying  to  the  kind  donors  abroad,  to  be  informed, 
that  their  gifts  have  been  so  well  bestowed,  and  that  through 
their  liberality,  a  feeble  congregation  in  a  feeble  diocese  of 
'  the  West,  has  been  furnished  with  a  neat  and  commo- 
dious sanctuary,  in  which  "  to  worship  the  Lord  in  the 
beauty  of  holiness." 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  HaU ted  and  Large,  I  rode  to  Lima,  23  miles, 
where  a  parish  has  been  recently  organized  by  the  name  of 
St.  Mark's  church,  and  preached  in  the  evening  ;  and  also 
the  morning  and  evening  of  the  following  day.  May  9th. — 
On  the  latter  occasion  I  baptized  two  infants.  The  Rev. 
Messrs.  Halsted  and  Large  celebrated  divine  service.  This 
newly  organized  congregation,  which  has  been  favored  with 
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regular  services  once  a  month  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler,  and 
an  occasional  service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Large,  are  prepared 
to  erect  a  church  edifice,  and  only  await  the  presence  of  a 
stated  pastor,  to  commence  the  good  work.  The  vestry 
have  invited  a  young  gentleman  about  to  be  ordained  to 
the  Deaconate,  in  Wisconsin,  who  has  consented  to  serve 
them,  and  will  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office  in  the 
course  of  a  few  weeks.  Thus,  the  favorable  prospect  for 
gathering  a  respectable  congregation  in  this  beautiful  vil- 
lage, will  be  immediately  improved,  and  I  trust,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  with  success. 

On  Saturday,  May  10,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Large,  I  rode  to  Fort  Wayne,  53  miles,  and  preached  in 
Trinity  church,  in  the  evening.  The  following  day,  3d 
Sunday  after  Easter,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  afternoon 
and  evening,  and  baptized  an  infant ;  and  also,  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  next  day,  at  the  funeral  of  a  young  lady, 
and  again  in  the  evening,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  a  se- 
vere storm  preventing  the  attendance  of  some  other  can- 
didates for  the  apostolical  rite.  This  congregation  is  in  a 
promising  condition,  and  although  subjected  to  the  usual 
vicissitudes  of  western  parishes  in  frequent  removals  of 
families  and  persons,  is  nevertheless  gradually  and  surely 
increasing. 

From  Fort  Wayne,  I  proceeded  by  the  canal  to  Peru, 
where  on  the  evening  of  the  14th,  I  officiated  for  the  small 
congregation  of  St.  James'  parish.  There  is  a  favorable 
prospect  in  this  village  for  gathering  a  respectable  congre- 
gation. During  the  past  year,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harriman  has 
officiated  at  this  place  several  times, and  once,  as  before  re- 
corded, I  visited  the  parish  and  officiated.  I  trust  that 
means  may  be  provided  to  enable  me  to  supply  this  desti- 
tute congregation  with  the  stated  services  of  a  missionary, 
and  also  to  assist  them  in  building  a  small  church  edifice, 
which  is  greatly  needed,  and  would  materially  contribute  to 
the  increase  and  permanence  of  the  parish. 

On  the  16th  I  returned  to  Lafayette,  and  resumed  my 
immediate  parochial  duties  ;  intending  during  the  week  to 
visit  Terre  Haute  and  return,  but  was  prevented  by  indis- 
position. 
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On  the  28th  of  May  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John'0 
church,  Cravvfordsville,  and  preached  in  the  evening ;  and 
again  the  next  day,  the  Festival  of  the  Ascension,  morning 
and  evening,  and  on  the  latter  occasion  confirmed  three 
persons,  other  candidates  for  the  apostolic  rite,  residing  in 
the  country,  having  been  prevented  from  attending  by  a 
severe  storm.  This  parish,  among  the  first  organized  in 
the  diocese,  has,  with  the  Divine  blessing  upon  the  faithful 
and  efficient  labors  of  its  present  pastor,  been  raised  from 
a  depressed  condition  of  many  years  continuance,  almost 
bordering  on  extinction,  to  very  promising  life  and  vigour. 
The  congregation  is  increasing,  and  a  spirit  prevails  among 
the  parishioners,  which  is  full  of  encouragement  for  the 
future.  The  church  edifice,  which  for  nearly  thirteen 
years  has  been  in  an  unfinished  state,  is  now  in  the  process 
of  completion,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  consecration 
in  the  course  of  the  next  three  months. 

I  returned  to  Lafayette  on  Friday,  officiated  in  my  par- 
ish church  on  Sunday,  morning  and  evening,  and  admin- 
istered the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper ;  and  at  mid- 
night set  ofi"  in  the  mail  coach  for  Indianapolis  on  my  way 
to  this  Convention. 

I  have  thus  completed  a  second  visitation  of  the  diocese, 
having  officiated  in  every  organized  parish,  in  most  of  them 
several  times  during  my  visit ;  and  also  in  several  other 
places,  where  members  of  our  communion  are  to  be  found 
in  small  detached  groups.  There  are  one  or  two  other  sim- 
ilar places,  in  the  central  part  of  the  State,  which,  as  yet, 
1  have  been  unable  to  visit,  These  I  hope  to  reach  during 
the  summer,  together  with  several  other  promising  open- 
ings for  the  Church,  which  have  been  brought  to  my  notice. 

And  here  I  take  occasion  to  express  my  grateful  acknow- 
ledgments for  the  kindness  and  hospitality  every  where 
bestowed  upon  me,  and  for  the  facilities  afibrded  me  in 
fulfilling  my  appointments,  by  placing  at  my  disposal, 
when  needed,  private  conveyances. 

The  aggregate  of  my  official  acts  for  the  past  conven- 
tional year  is  as  follows,  viz.  :  Confirmations  in  15  parish- 
es, 87.    Baptisms  in  vacant  parishes,  and  in  the  diocese 
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generally,  Adults,  7  ;  Infants,  17 ;  total  24.  Churches 
Consecrated,!.  In  the  discharge  of  my  Episcopal  duties 
I  have  travelled  several  thousand  miles,  and  including  my 
own  parish,  in  which  when  at  home  I  have  officiated  twice 
every  Sunday  and  on  many  other  occasions,  I  have  preach- 
ed 167  times. 

The  changes  among  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  are  as 
follows  :  The  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Harrison,  has  removed  to  the 
diocese  of  Western  New  York ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Croes,  to 
the  diocese  of  New  York ;  the  Rev.  John  Martin,  to  the 
diocese  of  Maryland ;  the  Rev.  Solon  W.  Manney  to  the 
diocese  of  Wisconsin  ;  the  Rev.  Alexander  Varian  to  the 
diocese  of  Tennessee  ;  and  the  Rev.  Hiram  P.  Powers  to 
the  diocese  of  Ohio.  All  these  have  been  received  in  the 
respective  dioceses  to  which  they  have  removed,  and  have 
accordingly  changed  their  canonical  residence.  There 
have  been  received,  by  letters  dimissory,  into  the  diocese  f 
the  following  clergymen,  viz. :  The  Rev.  Charles  P.  Clarke* 
from  the  diocese  of  Lousiana,  who  is  the  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  church,  Terre  Haute  ;  the  Rev.  John  A.  Childs, 
from  Pennsylvania,  who  is  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  church, 
New  Albany  ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Miller,  from  Ohio,  who  is  offi- 
ciating as  an  itinerant  missionary  at  Cambridge  City,  Con- 
nelsville,  and  other  places  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond  ;  and 
the  Rev.  R.  B.  Chapman  from  Kentucky,  who  is  the  Rector 
of  St.  Paul's  church,  Jeffersonville. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  D.  Harriman,  has  relinquished  his 
connection  with  St.  John's  church,  Lafayette,  as  my  assis- 
tant in  that  parish,  and  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
John's  church,  Crawfordsville,  and  officiates  also  as  a  mis- 
sionary at  Logansport  and  Peru. 

The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  are,  William  Copeland » 
A.B.,  absent  in  Europe,  by  permission,  for  the  recovery  of 
his  health  ;  James  Runcie,  whom  I  expect  to  ordain  Deacon 
next  Sunday  ;  and  Daniel  P,  Loveridge,  recently  trans- 
ferred from  the  diocese  of  Connecticut. 

We  need  clergymen,  judicious,  prudent,  faithful  and  effi- 
cient clergymen,  in  many  places.  But  we  need  also  the 
means  for  their  comfortable  support.    And  we  must  make 
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fbarnest  and  persevering  efforts,  by  missionary  collections 
in  our  own  parishes,  to  help  ourselves  in  this  important 
matter,  or  we  cannot,  with  any  reasonable  plea,  appeal,  as 
we  needs  must,  for  a  few  years  to  come,  to  our  more 
favored  brethren  abroad.  The  appropriation  of  the  Gene- 
ral Missionary  Society  to  this  diocese,  though  as  liberal  as 
could  well  be  expected,  is  yet  wholly  inadequate  to  our 
wants.  Some  more  energetic  and  systematic  plan  is  re- 
quired, to  draw  forth  our  own  resources,  limited,  as  they 
necessarily  are,  by  the  feeble  condition  of  most  of  our  par- 
ishes. More  than  has  been  done,  hitherto,  I  feel  can  be 
done,  to  increase  our  contributions  to  missions  within  our 
own  borders,  if  proper  efforts  are  put  forth.  I,  therefore, 
commend  the  subject  to  the  especial  consideration  of  the 
Convention,  and  trust  that  some  measures  may  be  devised 
and  sedulously  prosecuted,  to  give  greater  vigour  and  effi- 
ciency to  the  operations  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  would  inform  the  Con- 
vention, that,  in  common  with  my  Right  Reverend  brethren, 
the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  I  have  re- 
ceived a  communication  from  the  President  of  "the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  parts,"  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  inviting  myself  and  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  diocese,  to  unite  with  the  ^church  in  Eng- 
land, in  celebrating  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary of  the  formation  of  that  venerable  Society,  and  its 
third  jubilee  ;  the  celebration  to  commence  with  special  re- 
ligious services  in  Westminster  Abbey,  on  the  16th  of 
the  present  month  (June),  the  day  and  month  of  the  insti- 
tution of  the  society  in  1701  ;  and  to  be  continued  through- 
out the  year,  on  such  Sundays  as  the  Bishops  of  the  several 
dioceses,  invited  to  co-operate,  may  designate.  To  this 
communication  I  have  returned  a  suitable  reply.  There 
seems  to  be  a  manifest  propriety  in  our  acceptance  of  the 
invitation  to  unite  in  this  proposed  celebration,  so  cordially 
extended  to  us  ;  and  in  the  present  agitated  condition  of 
the  Church  in  England,  a  strong  and  weighty  reason  beside, 
as  an  expression  of  our  sympathy  with  her  in  the  trials  and 
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diflicalties  in  which  she  is  now  involved,  as  well  as  of  re- 
sponsive brotherhood,  fellowship  and  unity  in  the  faith.  It 
is,  moreover,  a  manifestation  of  gratitude  for  former  kind- 
nesses. To  the  venerable  society  in  question  the  first  Pro- 
testant Missionary  organization  in  any  country,  it  is  be- 
lieved, we  are  indebted,  under  God,  for  the  planting  of  our 
branch  of  the  Church  in  this  country,  and  for  "  a  long  con- 
tinuance of  nursing  care  and  protection."  Our  first  clergy 
were,  for  the  most  part,  missionaries  sent  out  by  this 
Society,  and  chiefly  supported  by  its  funds.  It  was  the  ori- 
ginating instrument  of  the  inestimable  spiritual  privileges 
we  enjoy,  in  the  pure  faith  and  worship,  and  apostolic  min- 
istry of  the  church  of  our  birth  and  baptism,  or  of  our  sub- 
sequent adoption  and  choice.  This  kind  overture  to  more 
direct  communion  and  fellowship,  from  the  chief  ecclesias- 
tical authority  in  our  venerable  mother  church,  demands 
from  us  a  kind  and  filial  response.  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend, therefore  to  the  clergy  and  congregations  of  the  dio- 
cese, to  unite  in  this  proposed  celebration  on  such  a  day  as 
after  consultation  with  each  other,  at  our  present  meeting, 
may  be  deemed  most  convenient ;  and  on  this  occasion, 
that  a  sermon  be  preached  in  behalf  of  missions  in  our  own 
diocese,  and  a  collection  made  for  that  important  object. 

From  one  of  the  Bishops  of  our  common  Household  of 
Faith  in  England,  I  have  received  another  and  important 
communication,  of  which,  I  regard  it  becoming  and  proper,  to 
inform  the  Convention,  with  a  view  to  some  action  on  its 
part  in  reference  thereto,  should  it  be  deemed  expedient. — 
It  is  the  solemn  Protest  of  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
the  Diocese  of  Oxford,  agaiYist  the  recent  high-handed  at- 
tempt of  the  Bishop  of  Rome,  to  usurp  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority in  England  ;  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  Right 
Rev.  Diocesan  of  Oxford  to  myself — in  common  with  the 
rest  of  my  brethren  in  the  Episcopate — inviting  our  judg- 
ment in  the  premises.  To  this  communication,  I  replied, 
under  the  date  of  the  25th  of  March,  after  acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  the  Protest  and  letter,  as  follows  : 

"  This  solemn  protest,  so  clearly  required  by  every  con- 
sideration  of  respect  for  your  high  office,  and  of  faithful- 
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<^  nesa  to  your  great  trust,  is  placed  on  grounds  which  com- 
mend  themselves  to  my  judgment,  as  eminently  true  and 
"just.  It  is  a  deserved  and  righteous  rebuke  of  a  most  un- 
"  catholic,  unchristian  and  insulting  act  of  aggression  by  a 
"  foreign  prelate,  on  your  rightful  authority,  and  that  of  your 
"  Right  Reverend  brethren,  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of 
the  ancient  and  true  Catholic  Church  of  Christ  in  England, 
"  as  weU  as  on  the  rights  and  liberties  of  all  the  members 
"  thereof,  clerical  and  lay.    I  rejoice  at  the  spirit  which  this 
attempt  at  Romish  domination  has  awakened  among 
"  Englishmen ;  and  trust  it  will  be  so  guided,  directed  and 
"  controlled,  by  wise  and  judicious  counseb  and  proceed- 
ings,  as  to  produce,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  the  hap- 
piest  results  in  defence  and  confirmation  of  the  great 
"  principles  of  the  Reformation,  and  the  perpetuation  of 
the  true  primitive  faith  of  Christ. 

"  You  have  my  deepest  sympathy  and  my  most  earnest 
"  prayers,  in  this  day  of  trial  and  conflict,  which  has  come 
"  upon  that  branch  of  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apos- 
"  tolic  Church,  of  which  you  are  one  of  the  chief  pastors. — 
"  May  Almighty  God,  in  His  mercy  and  His  grace,  <  defend 
"  her  from  the  assaults  of  heresy  and  schism,'  both  from 

within  and  without  her  sacred  pale  ;  and  in  His  infinite 

goodness,  grant  ^  that  the  foot  of  pride  come  not  nigh  to 
"  hurt  her,  nor  the  hand  of  the  ungodly  to  make  her  afraid.' " 

The  aggressive  act,  against  which  this  solemn  Protest  of 
the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Oxford  is 
directed,  we  cannot  but  note  with  deep  interest.  It  is  an 
assault  upon  our  common  claim  to  be  an  integral  portion  of 
God's  heritage,  and  participants  of  true  and  lawful  author- 
ity, derived  through  our  ministry  of  Apostolic  succession, 
from  the  great,  glorious,  and  only  Supreme  Head  of  the 
Church,  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  The  blow 
aimed  directly  at  our  brethren  in  England,  is  indirectly 
aimed  at  ourselves.  The  aggressive  spirit  of  Popery  is  as 
rife  here  as  it  is  there,  and  only  waits  a  favorable  opportu- 
nity, to  break  forth  in  aU  its  characteristic  intolerance,  and 
wonted  rage  for  universal  domination.  It  is  far  from  being 
quiescent,  though  it  may  so  appear,  and  by  some  be  be- 
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liercct.    Policy  now  restrains  it  from  any  open  and  arowed 
aggressive  movement,  in  this  land  of  equal  rights  and 
civil  and  religious  liberty.    Yet  it  is  all  the  while  working 
insidiously  in  our  midst,  striving  for  that  universal  suprem- 
acy over  the  consciences  and  religious  opinions  of  men 
to  which  it  pretends  ;  and  when  the  convenient  season  is 
judged  to  have  arrived,  we  may  surely  expect  a  similar  open 
assault.    In  view  of  all  this,  to  which,  if  we  shut  our  eyes» 
incredulous  of  coming  danger,  we  must  be  strangely  for- 
getful of  the  teaching  of  history,  it  is  worthy  of  considera 
tion,  I  think,  whether  some  formal  action  of  this  Conven- 
tion in  relation  to  the  particular  communication  from  a  por- 
tion of  our  aggrieved  brethren,  which  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my 
duty  to  report,  be  not,  under  the  circumstances  proper. — 
Some  such  expression  of  our  sentiments,  as  an  ecclesiasti- 
cal council,  while  it  would  be  a  manifestation  of  our  frater- 
nal sympathy  with  our  brethren  of  the  Church  in  England, 
in  this  their  day  of  renewed  conflict  with  an  ancient  and 
unrelenting  foe,  would  serve  to  show  her  adversary  and 
ours,  that  we  are  one  with  her,  in  our  protest  against  Papal 
errors  and  corruptions,  and  in  resistance  of  Papal  usurpa- 
tion and  domination,  as  we  are  in  communion  and  fellow- 
ship, and  in  unity  of  faith  and  ministry  ;  that  in  this  war- 
fare we  make  common  cause  with  her,  and  as  far  as  cir- 
cumstances permit,  are  prepared  to  unite  with  her  in  reso- 
lute defence  and  maintenance  of  the  essential  truths  of 
the  glorious  Gospel  of  Christ  our  Lord,  as  embodied  in  our 
common  Liturgy,  Creeds,  and  Articles  of  Religion  ;  and 
of  our  mutual  ecclesiastical  integrity,  independence  and 
authority,  as  branches  of  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apos- 
to.ic  Church,  Reformed,  not  revolutionized,  and  relatively  to 
errors  and  corruptions  of  every  kind  and  from  every  quar- 
ter, and  to  all  departures  from  "  the  faith  once  delivered 
unto  the  saints,^'  and  from  primitive  usage  and  order — 
Protestant, 

And  here,  as  suggested  by  the  foregoing  remarks,  I  avail 
myself  of  the  opportunity  to  say,  how  important  it  seems 
to  me  to  be,  that,  in  this  period  of  religious  agitation,  we 
should  distinctly  recognise  the  Protestant  and  Reformed 
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character  of  oar  church ;  clearly  and  manfully  define  our 
position  in  this  respect ;  and  stand  firmly  and  fearfully  on 
the  ground  taken  by  the  venerable  Reformers  of  our  mother 
church,  when,  on  her  behalf,  and  acting  with  her  inherent 
authority,  they  shook  off  the  usurped  authority  and  domin* 
ion  of  the  Papacy,  fell  back  on  her  original  independence 
as  an  integral  portion  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  purified 
her  from  the  manifold  corruptions  in  doctrine  and  practice, 
which  had  dimmed  her  brightness  and  marred  her  beauty  of 
holiness.  There  has  been  too  much  of  a  disposition  of  late 
years,  to  fault  this  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the 
Church ;  to  deprecate  it  as  an  unfortunate  appellation  which 
more  or  less — ^but  haw^  I  have  never  been  able  to  discover — 
compromitted  our  claim  to  Catholicity ;  and  to  treat  that, 
which,  relatively  to  all  errors  and  corruptions,  and  particu- 
lariy  to  Romish  errors  and  corruptions,  telling  as  it  does  so 
succinctly  and  truly  the  story  of  our  wrongs  and  of  our 
righting  ourselves,  and  declaring  the  grounds  of  our  oppo- 
sition and  separation,  is  our  glory,  as  if  it  were  our  shame. 
Howsaiddal  such  a  policy,  and  how  disastrous  in  its  effects, 
we  have  had  some  lamentable  examples.  In  many  in- 
stances  it  has  proved  a  stepping  stone  to  doubt  and  dis- 
quietude, leading  on  to  faithlessness, treachery  and  aposta- 
cy.  Combined  with  a  false  sympathy,  soon  akin  to  love,  for  a 
corrupt  communion  claiming  to  be  exclusively  the  Catholic 
Church  ;  and  with  a  morbid  craving  after  an  impracticable 
unity  and  infallibility  of  faith,  to  which  that  communion 
arrogantly  pretends,  but  never  did  and  does  not  now  pos- 
sess, and  has  never  itself  formally  asserted  ;  this  repug- 
nance to  the  name  of  Protestant,  has  caused,  in  its  neces- 
sary tendencies,  as  much  as  almost  anything  else,  those  oc- 
casional defections  from  our  ministry  and  communion, 
which  have  brought  reproach  and  suspicion  upon  us,  and 
made  us  sad. 

We  claim  for  our  church  the  character  of  Catholic,  and 
justly  so.  We  assert  it  in  our  creeds,  and  prove  it  by  the 
true,  legitimate  and  unmistakeable  marks  of  Catholicity 
which  we  possess  and  exemplify  in  our  faith,  ministry,  sa- 
craments, and  organization.    These  are  the  things  that 


connect  us  with  the  past  from  the  days  of  the  Apostles  and 
primitive  saiiits,  and  with  the  one  yisible  Body  of  Christ 
throughout  the  world  now.  They  constitute  an  historic 
chain  of  connection  with  the  first  foundation  of  the  Church, 
through  the  ages  aU  along  "  every  link  of  which  is  clearly 
discemable,  and  can  be  conclusively  demonstrated.  We 
are  Catholic ;  an  integral  portion  of  the  one  Catholic 
church  of  Christ,  which  has  subsisted  visibly  on  the  earth 
from  the  beginning  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Grace  of  God." 
But  we  are — let  us  not  forget  it — ^Protestant  abo ;  and  that, 
too,  in  direct  and  intimate  association  with  essential  and 
saving  truths  and  great  principles ;  truths  and  principles 
which  it  becomes  us  to  cherish,  maintain,  and  teach  with 
unwavering  fidelity  ;  and  never  more  so  than  now,  when 
those  truths  and  principles  are  assedled  by  an  unchanging, 
unscrupulous  and  intolerant  antagonist,  with  all  the  force, 
fraud  and  wily  cunning  of  years  gone  by,  but  not  forgot* 
ten ;  and  when,by  some  who  profess  to  hold  them  in  theory, 
they  are  regarded  with  cold  indifierence,  or  treated  with  a 
degree  of  levity  and  trifling  bordering  on  contempt,  or  in- 
sidiously attempted  to  be  undermined  and  overthrown,  and 
at  the  favorable  season  abandoned  for  the  errors  and  cor- 
ruptions they  formaUy  oppose  and  condemn. 

Living  as  we  do  in  a  day  of  general  religious  agitation 
and  disquietude,  and  to  some  extent  of  peril,  when  the  Ark 
of  God  is  threatened  on  every  side,  our  security  will  be 
found  in  a  steadfast  adherence  to,  and  a  faithful  and  fear- 
less maintenance  of  the  distinctive  principles  of  our  Apos- 
tolic Church.  They  are  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  as  well  as  the  authoritative  teaching  of  our  Re- 
formed branch  of  the  Church  Catholic ;  and  they  are  neither 
to  be  compromitted  nor  concealed,  but  firmly  held  and 
faithfully  inculcated.  These  principles  are  set  forth  in  in- 
telligible terms  in  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer ;  and  its 
sacramental  and  other  offices,  taken  in  their  plain  literal 
acceptation.  That  authoritative  organ  of  the  teaching  of 
the  Church  which  claims  our  allegiance,  presents  an  expo- 
sition of  the  essential  truths  of  the  Gospel,  an  embodiment 
of  doctrine  and  precept,  and  an  exemplification  of  tlie 
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miniatiy,  worship  and  usages  of  the  Church  in  accordance 
with  well  ascertained  Apostolic  and  primitive  practice  and 
order,  which  constitutes  it  a  sure  guide  and  a  safe  rallying 
ground,  at  this  period  of  controversy,  strife,  and  changing 
opinion.  It  sets  forth  a  system  of  doctrine  clear  and  well 
defined,  based  on  the  inspired  Scriptures,  and  the  well  at- 
tested faith  of  the  first  and  purest  ages  of  the  Church  ;  a 
system  consistent  with  itself,  and  with  the  sacred  and  au- 
thoritative sources  whence  it  is  derived;  a  system  certain  and 
settled,  which  has  endured  a  stringent  ordeal  unimpaired , 
and  with  which  we  may  rest  satisfied,  and  safely  adopt  and 
follow  out  in  all  things  necessary  to  salvation.  Its  for- 
mularies of  devotion,  its  creeds  and  articles  of  religion, 
its  sacramental  and  other  offices,  and  its  general  frame 
work  and  filling  up,  all  speak  one  language,  all  teach 
one  and  the  same  doctrine,  "the  truth  as  it  in  Jesus,"  in  its 
integrity,  as  it  was  held  and  taught  by  Apostles,  Martyrs* 
and  Confessors  in  the  beginning;  and  as  it  was  subse- 
quently reproduced  in  all  its  original  purity,  freed  from  the 
corruptions  and  perversion  which  had  long  disfigured  and 
well  nigh  destroyed  it,  by  the  venerable  Anglican  Reform- 
ers, many  of  them  also  martyrs  in  its  defence  and  confir- 
mation. We  need  no  surer  interpreter  of  the  sense  of  Holy 
Scripture,  our  only  infallible  standard  of  faith.  We  re- 
quire no  more  reliable  witness  to  evangelical  truth  and 
Apostolic  order.  We  want  no  more  expressive  symbolism 
than  its  simple  ritual  afibrds  ;  no  more  animating  incite- 
ments of  devotional  fervor ;  no  better  medium  of  "  making 
known  our  requests,"  and  ofiering  our  praises  and  thank- 
givings  unto  God,  and  worshipping  Him  who  is  a  Spirit, 
in  spirit  and  in  truth,"  than  we  find  in  its  chaste,  scriptural, 
and  impressive  formularies  of  devotion.  Let  us  cordially 
accept  and  be  satisfied  with  its  inculcation  and  exposition 
of  religious  truth,  and  with  its  sufficient  provisions  for  our 
spiritual  training  and  discipline,  and  our  invigoration  and 
progress  in  the  divine  life.  In  doctrine  and  in  practice  let  it 
be  our  standard,  going  neither  beyond  nor  below  it3  author- 
itative teaching.  With  its  hallowed  forms  and  simple  rites 
and  ceremonies,  let  us  content  ourselves,  and  indulge  in  no 
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morbid  Bentlmental  hankering  after  a  more  Aeftsudnrt  dAd 
gorgeous  ritual,  falsely  assumed  to  be  primitive  and  Ca* 
tholic.  In  a  Word,  let  Us  be  true  and  faithful  in  all  things 
to  our  character  and  position,  out  principles  and  usages,  as 
they  are  set  forth  in  this,  to  us,  authoritative  expositor,  and 
witness  of  the  truth  of  God,  and  the  doctrine  and  practices 
of  the  primitive  Church.  The  course  it  marks  out  is  a 
tried  course,  and  is  proved  by  experience  to  be  an  edifying 
and  prosperous  course.  In  the  good  old  paths  of  the 
Church,  in  which  our  forefathers  walked,  and  worked,  and 
won  the  crown  of  glory  and  of  life,  let  us  be  content  to ' 
,walk,  and  work  and  press  towards  the  mark  for  the  prize 
of  our  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

I  have  already  adverted  to  the  importance  of  giving 
greater  vigour  and  efficiency  to  our  Diocesan  Missionary 
operations,  as  a  means  of  building  up  and  extending  the 
Ch'irch  in  our  midst.  There  is  another  instrumental  means, 
which  appears  to  me  to  be  of  no  little  importance  to  the 
promotion  of  this  object ;  and  that  is,  the  establishment 
of  a  Depository  for  the  sale  of  books  adapted  to  popular 
use,  designed  to  explain  and  defend  our  principles  and 
usages ;  and  also  for  the  reception  and  distribution  of  Bibles, 
Prayer  Books,  Tracts,  and  Sunday  School  books.  Sach  an 
establishment  in  some  central  place — Indianapolis  for  ex- 
ample— is  very  much  needed,  and  would  aSbrd  facilities  to 
our  parishes  for  obtaining  our  Church  literature,  of  which 
from  various  causes,  they  are  now  to  a  great  extent  depriv- 
ed. The  circulation  of  the  books  alluded  to,  would  have 
the  effect  to  dispel  much  of  the  ignorance  and  prejudice 
relative  to  our  principles  and  claims,  with  which  we  have 
to  contend  ;  and  at  the  same  time  would  serve  to  instruct, 
confirm  and  strengthen  our  own  people  in  their  most  holy 
faith.  Our  clergy  would  also  find  themselves  greatly  aided 
in  their  private  labors  by  having  such  books  at  their  com- 
mand, to  put  into  the  hands  of  enquirers  and  others  desir- 
ous of  information.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  com- 
mend such  a  plan  to  your  consideration,  with  a  view  to  the 
immediate  adoption  of  measures  to  carry  it  into  effect ;  at 
least  to  make  a  fair  experiment. 
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The  BUgg^tions  relative  to  the  mode  and  ipirit  of  doing 
the  work  devolved  upon  us,  in  thii  portion  of  the  Lord's 
vineyard,  thrown  out  in  my  primary  address  to  the  Conven- 
vention  last  year,  are  insreased  in  importance  by  the  addi- 
tional observations  I  have  been  enabled  to  make  of  the 
condition  of  the  diocese,  and  the  peculiar  position  we  oc- 
cupy. This  work  must  be  done  with  prudence  and  caution, 
as  well  as  with  zeal  and  devotedness.  Our  attitude  must 
be  defensive  rather  than  aggressive.  It  becomes  us  to  be 
wary  and  circumspect,  while  we  are  firm,  decided  and  con- 
sistent ;  compromising  no  principles  and  no  usages  for  the 
sake  of  an  ephemeral  popularity  ;  yet  introducing  nothing 
novel  and  contrary  to  the  wonted  custom  and  practice  of 
the  Church,  in  mode  and  manner ;  and  careful  neither  to 
teach  nor  do  anything  calculated  to  increase  and  strengthen 
existing  prejudices^  awaken  opposition,  and  provoke  en- 
mity. 

Our  work  is  arduous  and  clustered  about  with  difficulties 
and  hindrances  elsewhere  comparatively  unknown.  And 
its  progress,  from  various  causes,  must  necessarily  be  slow. 
We  cannot  expect  to  accomplish  it  in  a  day.  Yet  working 
on  in  faith  and  prayer  and  patient  perseverance,  clergy  and 
laity  cordially  and  earnestly  co-operating,  we  may  surely 
count  on  advancing,  and  under  the  Divine  blessing,  gain 
annually  in  a  degree  to  make  us  grateful  and  glad.  It  is 
truly  "  a  day  of  small  things"  with  us  now.  Still  we  are 
not  without  encouraging  signs,  and  hopeful  indications. — 
And  in  God's  good  time,  and  through  his  abounding  grace 
and  goodness,  we  may  surely  trust  to  extend  our  borders 
and  strengthen  our  stakes,  and  perceive  the  seed  sown  in 
faith  and  hope,  germinate  and  grow  up  into  abundant  fruit- 
folness.

The  President  appointed  as  such  conmiittee,  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Claxton  and  Camp,  the  Rev.  F.  D.  Harriman,  Messrs. 
Morrison  and  Moore. 

It  was  again 

Resolved — That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  re- 
lates to  a  central  Depository  of  Books  and  other  literature 
of  the  Church  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

The  Rev.  F.  D.  Harriman,  Messrs.  Hanna  and  Kitchen 
were  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved — That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  re- 
lates to  the  communication  received  from  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  Clergymen* 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Childs,  Fiske  and 
Miller  said  Committee. 
It  was  then 

Resolved — That  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address, 
which  relates  to  Diocesan  Missions,  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  Liaymen  and  one  Clergyman. 

The  Rev.  C.  P.  Clarke,  and  Messrs.  Krumbhaar,  Moore, 
and  Bower  were  appointed  said  committee. 
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It  was  moved  and  carried,  That  when  this  Convention 
adjourns  this  evening,  it  adjourns  to  attend  divine  service 
to-morrow  morning  at  8^  o'clock.  Accordingly,  on  mo- 
tion, the  Convention  so  adjourned. 


Friday,  A.  M.,  June  6, 1851. 

After  morning  prayer.  Convention  met  pursuant  to  ad- 
journment. The  minutes  of  yesterday,  P.  M.,  were  read, 
amended,  and  approved. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  presented  the 
following  "  Report  of  the  business  transacted  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee"  for  the  past  Conventional  year  : 

"  Met  at  the  Vestry  Room  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapo 
lis,  June  7, 1850,  and  organized  by  electing  Rev.  N.  W. 
Camp,  D.D.,  President,  and  J.  B.  M*Chesney,  Secretary. — 
Signed  Testimonials  in  favor  of  Mr.  James  Runcie  asking 
to  be  received  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

"  Met  at  the  house  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp,  February  3, 
1851,  and  gave  assent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Fran- 
cis H.  Rutledge,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Elect  of  the  Diocese  of 
Florida." 

The  following  report  was  then  made  : — 

"  The  Committee  to  w^hom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  a  Book  Depository,  horr  leave 
to  report  their  hearty  approval  of  the  plan,  and  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  to  carry  it  into  effect : — 

"  Resolved,  1st — That  a  Depository  of  Bibles,  Prayer 
Books,  Tracts  and  Books  suitable  for  Parish  and  Sunday 
School  Libraries  in  this  Diocese,  is  necessary  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Church,  and  its  full  influence  upon  our 
people. 

"  Resolvedy  2ndly — That  such  Depository  ought  to  be  lo- 
cated at  Indianapolis. 
"  Resolved,  2rd\y — That  a  committee  of  three  Clcr^^ymen, 
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to  be  called  "The  Book  Committee/'  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  draw  up  a  list  of  Books  suitable  for  circulation  in 
our  parishes,  aa  a  guide  to  the  keeper  of  the  Depositoiy,  swi 
well  as  to  assist  persons  in  purchasing  books  for  their  li- 
braries ;  such  list  and  all  additions  jnade  thereto  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Bishop  for  his  approval ;  and  that  this  Com- 
mittee hold  their  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention. 

"  Resolved,  4thly — That  a  committee  of  one  Clergjman 
and  two  Laymen,  to  be  called  the  "  Executive  Committee,'' 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  make  arrangements  with 
some  Bookseller  or  other  fit  person  to  open  such  a  Deposi- 
tory at  Indianapolis. 

"  Resolved.  5thly — That  no  arrangement  shall  be  made 
whereby  a  pecuniary  responsibility  shall  be  incurred  by  the 
Diocese  in  getting  up  said  Depository,  or  for  the  Books  to 
be  so  procured." 

Which  Report  and  Resolutions  were  received  and 
adopted. 

The  Secretar}''s  account  for  postage,  &c.,  was  received, 
and  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 
It  was  unanimously 

Resolved — That  the  Hon.  Geo.  H.  Dunn  be  invited  to  a 
seat  in  this  Convention  and  unite  in  its  deliberations. 

Judge  Dunn,  being  present,  accordingly  took  his  seat. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  Convention,  presented  their  Report : 
which  was  recommitted  to  them,  with  leave  to  report  again 
at  the  next  annual  Convention, 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon 
that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  w^hich  relates  to  his  recent 
correspondence  with  the  Most  Rev.  the  Archbishop  of  C an- 
bury, reported  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing preamble  and  resolutions  : 

"  Whereas — Our  Reformed  and  Protestant  branch  of  the 
Catholic  Church  throughout  the  world,  and  especially  in 
these  United  States,  is  largely  indebted  under  God,  to  the 
venerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in 
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Foreigfti  Parti.  Andy  Whereas y  it  is  proposed  to  celebrate 
the  15Jth  anaivcrdary  of  that  society,  during  the  present 
month  ;  and,  WJicreas,  we  have  been  invited  through  the 
Bishjp  of  this  Diocese  to  unite  in  celebrating  this  anniver- 
s^ary,  therefore, 

I{?s'jlvc(l — That  we  have  heard  with  great  pleasure  the 
n^jcnt  correspondence  between  the  Primate  of  £ngland  and 
our  own  Diocesan,  as  showing  the  intimate  communion,  and 
friendly  feeling  existing  between  these  two  branches  of  the 
iioly  Catholic  Church.    And  be  it  further 

"  Resolved — That  we  cordially  coincide  with  the  Bishop's 
rc3om:ncndation,  and  will  hereby  co-operate  in  the  pro- 
posed celebration." 

\^ich  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  resolution  offered  yesterday,  and  laid  on  the  table, 
touching  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  next  annual 
Convention,  was  taken  up,  and  so  amended  as  to  read  thus  : 

Resolved — That  the  next  annual  Convention  be  held  at 
Indianapolis  on  the  Thursday  succeeding  the  fourth  Mon- 
day in  May  next. 

Which  resolution  so  amended  was  adopted. 

Convention  aijourned  to  3  o'Clock,  P.  M. 


Three  o'Clock,  P.  M. 

(Convention  mnt  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Thy  minutes  of  the  morning  were  read  and  approved. 

Tun  Oi-dor  of  t'.iti  day  was  dispensed  with  in  order  to  in- 
troduce the  following  resolution  : 

R'jsolvcd — That  this  Convention  respectfully  request  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  admit  to  Deacon's  Orders,  under 
Canon  5th  of  1847,  of  the  general  Canons,  Mr.  James  llun- 
cie,  who  ha.^  been  ofliciating  as  Lay  Reader,  in  Trinity 
J^vrish,  Vanderburgh  County. 

Which  resolution  was  unanimously  passed. 
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The  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Committee  on  the  admision  of  new  Parishes  re- 
ported— That  having  examined  the  testimonials  of  Trinity 
Church,  Hagerstown,  and  of  Trinity  Church,  Cambridge 
City,  and  finding  them  agreeable  to  the  prescribed  forms, 
they  recommend  the  admission  of  said  parishes  into  union 
with  this  Convention. 

The  said  parishes  wercaccordingly  so  admitted. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  ob- 
tain an  Act  of  Incorporation  for  the  Diocese  of  Indiana, 
reported  progi'ess,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  until  the  next  an- 
nual Convention — which  was  granted.

Resolved — That  the  Treasurer  refund  to  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  ?>10by  them  overpaid  their  assessment. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  balqnce  due  the 
Bishop  upon  a  previous  appropriation,  be  paid  by  the  Trea- 
surer to  the  Bishop  out  of  the  Episcopal  fund. 

Upon  motion  the  Chair  appointed,  as  a  Committee  on  the 
contingent  expenses  of  tliis  Convention,  Messrs.  Siddall, 
Krumbhaar  and  Moore. 

The  Committee  to  wliom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  Diocesan  Missions,  reported 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved — That  a  collection  be  made  in  each  of  our  par- 
ishes on  the  day  appointed  to  celebrate  the  150th  anniver- 
sary of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  and  on  some  other  day  during  the  ensuing 
year  ;  and  that  the  proceeds  of  said  collections  be  added  to 
the  Diocesan  Missionarj^  Fund. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  Protest  of  the  Bishop, 
Clergy,  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Oxford  against  the 
late  acts  of  Papal  aggression  in  Great  Britain,  reported : 

"That they,  in  common,  as  they  believe,  with  all  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  feel  it  difficult  fully  to  ex- 
press the  high  gratification  afforded  them  by  this  bold, faith 
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ful  and  earnest  vindication  of  the  Protestant  character  of 
our  beloved  Church.  They  have  hailed  with  delight  the 
spirit  manifested  by  the  English  Bishops,  Clergy,  and 
Laity  on  occasion  of  these  recent  encroachments  of  the 
Papal  power.  They  have  almost  rejoiced  at  the  overt  act 
of  aggression,  in  view  of  the  instantaneous  outburst  of 
English  love  of  liberty  and  of  true  religion  which  it  ha.s 
evoked.  They  have  felt  that  the  Church  of  England,  and 
our  own  Church,  needed  to  be  aroused  to  a  consciousness  of 
the  dangers,  from  within  and  from  without,  tp  which  they 
had  been  exposed  by  the  wily  and  insidious  arts  employed 
to  bring  back  upon  us  those  corruptions  of  faith  and  of 
practice,  from  which  the  sainted  reformers  and  martyrs  of 
our  mother  Church  of  England,  by  God's  assistance,  had 
set  us  free.  They  are  now  assured  that  the  Pope  and  his 
adherents  will  find  their  error  in  imagining  that  Protestant 
freemen  will  readily  put  their  necks  beneath  the  heavy  yoke 
of  spiritual  bondage.  They  rejoice  in  the  conviction  that 
men  who  have  sought  to  combine  Tridentine  decrees  with 
the  Scriptural  truth  of  our  Protestant  Paayer  book,  will  not 
much  longer  be  able  to  beguile  the  unstable  and  the  un- 
wary. They  rejoice  in  the  confidence  that  existing  preju- 
dices against  us  are  not  henceforth  to  be  strengthened  by 
any  revival  of  obsolete  ceremonies  and  forms,  such  as 
would  give  reason  to  suspect  our  attachment  to  the  solemn 
simplicity  of  our  ritual,  or  to  the  sublime  devotion  of  our 
Liturgy.  They  humbly  trust  that  no  longings  for  an  im- 
practicable Unity  will  hereafter  lead  any  to  close  their  eyes 
to  the  numerous  and  manifest  departures  from  the  Truth, 
involved  in  the  faith  and  practices  of  idolatrous  and  Papal 
Rome. 

"  With  these  sentiments  they  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions. 

^'Itesnlvcd — That  the  Bishop ,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  w^ould 
ofler  their  cordial  and  afiectionate  assurances  of  sympathy 
to  the  Bishops,  Clerg}'  and  Laity  of  the  Church  of  England 
in  this  time  of  their  trial  under  Papal  insult  and  aggression 
and  under  the  more  dangerous  and  painful  injuries  infiie-

ted  by  thosy  within  their  own  borderd  who  have  sought  to 
pervert  the  truth  and  to  brin^;  in  Romish  error. 

"  Resolved — That  this  Convention  would  return  their  .sin- 
eere  thanks  to  their  Bishop  for  his  council  upon  these  topics, 
and  would  respectfully  request  him  to  return  the  thanks  of 
the  Convention  to  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oxfoi'd,  not  onJy  for  the  Protest  but  also  for  the  communi- 
cation thereof,  through  our  Bishop,  to  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese." 

Which  report  and  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Resolved — That  when  this  Convention  adjourns  this  af- 
ternoon, it  adjourns  to  meet  this  evening  after  service. 
The  Committee  on  the  Treasurers  accounts  reported — ^That 
they  have  examined  the  several  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
and  find  them  correct.  * 

It  was  then 

Resolved — That  this  Convention  request  the  Clergy  to 
set  before  their  parishes  the  condition  of  the  financial  con- 
cerns of  the  Church  in  order  that  the  laity  may  be  induced 
to  fill  the  expectations  of  the  Diocese  and  that  all  arrear- 
ages be  met  wherever  possible. 

Resolved — That  the  unpaid  assessments  of  1849  and  pre- 
vious thereto,  made  upon  Parishes,  except  as  to  the  parish 
of  St.  Pauls'  New  Albany,  be  remitted. 

The  Convention  having,  pursuant  to  the  canon, dispensed 
with  the  baliotting,  unanimously  re-elected,  viva  voce,  the 
Hon.  Geo.  H.  Dunn  as  their  Treasurer. 

In  like  manner  were  re-elected  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  (fee.  : 

Rev.  A.  Wylie,  D.D.,  Hon.  G.  H.  Dunn,  Hon.  Jas.  Mor- 
rison, Dr.  Geo.  W.  Mears,  Charles  Cox,  Esq. 

Also  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary — 
Rev.  F.  D.  Harriman,  Hon.  G.  H.  Dunn. 

Resolved — That  the  expenses  for  printing  the  Journals  of 
this  Convention  be  bon*owed  from,  and  drawn  out  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund — to  be  refunded  by  the  sums  collected  on 
account  of  the  contingent  expenses. 

Convention  adjourn od.

The  regular  congregation  of  this  parish  has  not  very 
largely  increased  for  the  twelve  months  past.  Seven  fami- 
lies, out  of  fifty  reported  a  year  ago,  have  removed  from  the 
city.  Twelve  or  thirteen  families  have  been  added  to  the 
Register.  In  this  list  1  have  not  included  many  whose  oc- 
casional attendance  on  public  worship,  and  whose  often 
manifested  tokens  of  interest  in  our  welfare,  encourage  us 
to  hope  that  their  union  with  us  may  soon  become  more 
entire. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  have  been  greatly  tried  in  the  remo- 
val of  some  of  our  most  valuable  Teachers.  We  still 
greatly  need  a  suitable  building  for  the  use  of  the  schools. 

The  collections  in  the  parish  have  been  liberal,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  means  of  the  jxMiple,  and  of  the  gi-eat  ex- 
ertion they  have  made  in  erecting  our  beautiful  church  ed- 
ifice, the  whole  cost  of  wliich  has  somewhat  exceeded  their 
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first  cxpcctationj.  By  GoiI'h  blessing  wc  arc  now  without 
debt,  and  when  wc  Hhall  have  purchased  and  paid  for  our 
Bell,  (which  the  vestry  intend  immediately  to  procure,)  and 
when  we  shall  have  erected  our  much  needed  Sunday  School 
building  we  hope  to  do  more  for  external  objects  of  church 
advancement.  Our  annual  collection  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions which  was  to  have  been  taken  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
Jane  has  been  postponed  for  a  short  time. 

We  have  been  exceedingly  gratified  by  the  promise  of  a 
communion  service,  to  be  presented  by  St.  Thomas'  Church 
Birmingham  England,  to  Christ  Church,  Madison.  A  num- 
ber of  English  people  in  our  parish  will  receive  with  especial 
delight  such  a  token  of  union  and  afliection  between  the 
churches  of  their  former  and  their  present  homes. 

Our  one  great  want  is  the  outpouring  of  that  blessed 
spirit  whose  office  it  is  to  "convince  the  world  of  sin,  and  of 
righteousness,  and  of  judgment."  In  the  hope  of  receiving 
a  share  of  his  gracious  influences  we  labor  and  pray.

The  number  of  families  attached  to  this  parish  is  about 
forty.  Seven  children  have  been  baptized  and  one  adult. 
Four  persons  have  been  confirmed*  Of  the  communicants 
one  has  departed  by  death,,  and  two  by  removal  to  other 
parishes,  four  have  been  received  and  thirteen  added  aaew» 
making  the  present  number  fifty  four,  without  inclttding 
several  who  have  for  a  long  time  ceased  to  attend  church. 

Four  marriages  have  been  solemnized;  seven  funerals 
attended.  The  baptized  children  have  been  catechised 
open^  in  the  church  ten  times.  The  Sunday  School  con- 
tains eight  teachers  andfbrty  scholars.  Over  sixty  children 
have  been  otherwise  under  parochial  instruction  during  the 
year  and  have  had  regular  lessons  in  the  creed,  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments,  my  dnty  towards  God, 
and  my  duty  towards  my  neighbor.  The  Holy  communion 
has  been  administered  thirteen  times  in  the  church  and 
once  to  a  sick  person  in  private.

The  vestry  have  founded  a  parish  Library  of  nearly  100 
volumes  of  devotional  and  other  choice  religious  works. 

The  same  series  of  services,  which  have  been  heretofore 
reported,  have  been  continued  in  the  parish,  by  God's  bless- 
ing, during  the  year.  The  whole  number  has  somewhat 
exceeded  two  hundred. 

In  addition  to  these  I  have  given  a  number  of  services  to 
the  parish  of  Laporte;  have  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion three  times  to  the  sick  there,  attended  two  funerals 
baptized  One  child,  and  assisted  in  preparing  four  for  bap- 
tism by  the  Bishop  and  three  for  confirmation.

The  present  incumbent  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this 
parish,  on  the  tOth  of  August  last,  consequently  but  little 
more  than  nine  months  are  embraced  in  this  report.  The 
precedingpart  of  the  Conventional  year  the  parish  was  with- 
out a  Rector,  and  does  uot  afford  any  record  of  parochial 
acts. 

A  fine  toned  Reed  Organ,  well  suited  to  the  size  of  the 
church,  has  been  purchased  at  an  expense  of  $240.  Of 
this  sum;  $135  have  been-  raised  and  paid  mostly  through 
efforts  of  the  Ladies'  Church  Aid  Society.  The  balance 
will  not  be  until  next  Fall,  when  this  z.ealous  and  en•^ 
terprising  association  will,  it  is  believed,  be  prepared  to 
meet  it. 

"  The  Terre  Haute  Institute  for  Young  Ladies,"  has  re- 
cently been  established  under  favorable  auspices.  It  ia^ 
under  the  management  of  the  Misses  Watson  ;  and  white 
it  promises  to  do  good  service  in  the  cause  of  education  in 
general,  it  will  be  found  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  Churchy 

The  third  week  in  May,  the  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  visit- 
ed Green  co.,  and  preached  twice  at  Worthington,  and  bap-^ 
tized  seven  children.  Here  he  found  4  communicants,  a 
Sunday  School,  and  a  small  congregation  which  meets  once 
on  each  Lord's  Day,  being  supplied  with  Lay  Reading. — . 
This  is  a  beautiful  and  growing  village,  situated  upon  the 

•  Twelve  of  these  reside  in  Green  co.,  bat,  hiving  n>  Minister,  they  are  tempos 
rarily  connected  wiUi  tlii;  pomh. 
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canal,  near  Point  Commerce,  which  has  sprung  np  within 
t\ni  last  two  years,  and  will,  in  all  probability,  soon  become 
the  most  important  town  in  the  county.  The  liberal  pro- 
prietors of  much  of  the  town  plot,  generously  offered  to 
donate  tWo  lots  for  Church  and  Rectory,  leaving  it  to  the 
Missionary  to  select  from  those  unoccupied.  Some  pre- 
liminary measures  wefre  taken  for  organizing  a  parish* 
which,  it  is  to  bt3  hoped,  will  soon  be  effected  ;  and  could 
the  services  of  a  young  clergyman  be  procured,  one  gentle- 
man offers  to  be  at  the  entire  expense  of  his  board ;  and  he 
added  he  would  do  something  more. 

He  also  visited  Bloomfield,  the  county  seat,  where  he 
found  eight  communicants.  A  parish  was  once  organized 
here,  but  for  want  of  a  minister  it  has  ceased  to  exist.  A 
number  of  the  scattered  sheep  were  gathered  together  at 
the  house  of  a  pious  widow,  where  the  Missionary  had  the 
pleasure  of  a  short  interview  with  them,  in  which  he  en- 
deavored to  encourage  them  to  hold  fast "  the  faith  once  de- 
livered to  the  saints  f  and  by  pious  and  stated  associations, 
to  strengthen  each  others  hands  in  God.  The  interview 
closed  with  reading  the  Scriptures  and  prayer.  It  was  a 
season  "  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord." 

These  scattered  members  of  the  Church,  although  more 
than  40  miles  distant,  also  look  to  St.  Stephen'*  for  the  holy 
sacraments,  it  being  the  most  contiguous  parish. 

Truly  Green  county  presents  a  promising  field  for  mis- 
sionary labour  ;  but  w^herc  is  the  man  ?  Truly, "  the  liarvest 
is  grcaty  hut  the  laborers  arefewy 

Divine  Services  have  been  celebrated  without  interrup- 
tion twice  every  Lord's  day  ;  and  also  once  on  every  festi- 
val for  which  there  is  an  appointed  service.  During  the 
season  of  Lent,  divine  worship  was  celebrated  every  Wed- 
nesday and  Friday  morning,  and  every  day  of  Passion 
week.  The  attendance  upon  these  services  have  been  far 
greater  than  was  anticipated. 

Finally,  in  reviewing  the  events  and  progress  of  the 
Church,  for  the  last  nine  months,  we  have  abundant  cause 
to  "  thank  God  and  take  courage."

This  place  seems  to  kavc  been  made  a  Missionary  station 
first  in  1836,  under  the  Rev,  Melancthon  lloyt  under  whose 
zealous  labors  the  parish  was  organized,  and  the  chujrch 
commenced.    But  on  his  removal  in  1838,  the  building  was 
left  in  aA  unfinished  condition,  being  but  littk  more  than 
the  outward  shell  of  a  church;  and  the  parish  not  obtaining 
another  minister,  remained  vacant  about  twelve  years  with 
only  the  occasional  services  of  Clergymen  passing  that 
way«    During  this  time  the  congregation  was  of  course 
scattered;  some  of  the  members  died,  and  others  sought  a 
home  in  other  communions.    But  asmall  and  devoted  band 
still  retained  their  love  for  their  own  spiritual  mother,  and 
amidst  many  discouragements  still  hoped  for  better  things. 
Since  the  last  Convention,  the  parish  has  been  revived,  and 
been  again  made  a  Missionary  station;  services  have  been 
held  on  eighteen  Sundays,  Ascension  day,  and  several  eve- 
nings; the  Holy  communion  has  been  administered  four 
times,  and  the  Bishop  has  visited  the  parish  and  ofliciated 
three  times  on  week  days.    There  have  been  raised  in  the 
place  about  $450,  and  in  Lafayette  and  at  the  east  about 
§259,  towards  finishing  the  church.    It  has  already  been 
rc-sliinglcd,  plastered  and  painted,  and  all  the  work  done 
inside  except  the  Pews  and  Chancel,  and  tliese  wc  hope  to 
liave  done  and  the  building  ready  for  Consecration  in  Sept, 
next.    Our  profound  gratitude  is  due  to  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church,  who  has  thus  far  smiled  upon  our  efforts,  and 
raised  up  friends  to  assist  us  in  our  time  of  need. 

The  portion  of  my  time  not  accounted  for  in  the  reports 
of  Crawfordsville  and  Loganspoi*t  was  spent  in  the  duties 
of  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette;  as 
itinerant  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop;  and 
and  aslMncipal  of  St.  John's  Parochial  School  at  Lafayette, 
the  charge  of  whicli  I  resigned  in  March,  in  order  to  rc.-iidc 
at  this  place  and  devote  my  whole  time  to  ministerial  duty.

The  above  is  far  from  presenting  a  full  report  of  what  has 
\>een  done  in  the  parish  during  the  past  year.  The  present 
Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  first  of  November 
last ;  and  was  not  able  to  find  records  of  all  the  ministerial 
Ucts  performed  before  his  arrival.  Service  had  been  held 
since  that  time>  twice  ^very  Sunday—on  the  great  festivals 
tod  fasts — aud  during  the  Winter  a  lecture  on  Wednesday 
isvenings.  The  children  are  catechized  openly  in  the  Church 
tm  the  first  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  month.  The  most  im- 
portant act,  since  my  arrival,  has  been  the  purchase  of  the 
Parsonage,  of  which  I  have  now  possession.  There  is  a 
debt  still  upon  it,  which,  however,  according  to  present  ar- 
irangements,  will  not  embarrass  the  church.  The  field  is  no 
doubt  one  of  the  first  importance.  We  must  derive  our 
encouragement,  however,  at  present,  more  from  the  gra- 
cious promises  of  God>than  anything  in  the  condition  of 
the  parish.

REMARKS.

The  usual  Lenten  services  were  well  attended,  and  I 
preached  on  the  morning  of  Good  Friday.  I  have  been 
absent  from  the  parish  only  two  Lord's  days  since  the  last 
Convention,  viz.,  once  inCincinnatijin  attendance  upon  the 
General  Convention  in  October  last,  and  once  in  Madison 
when  I  exchanged  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Claxton.

Contributions — ^Missions  2,25;  for  diocesan  assessments 
15,00;  besides  these  I  have  for  the  last  six  months  taken  up 
weekly  collections  which  have  been  devoted  mostly  to  the 
rompletion  of  our  church.  These  have  amounted  to  about 
$50,00. 
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It  id  most  gratifying  to  me  to  have  it  to  report  at  this 
time  that  our  church,  though  not  yet  quite  finished,  (the 
means  are  in  hand  to  finish  it),  is  consecrated,  which  cere- 
mony by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  took  place 
on  the  8th  ultimo.  We  now  have  a  convenient  and  holy 
place  to  worship  in,  and  being  freed  from  the  care  €tnd  anx- 
iety necessarily  attendant  upon  protracted  and  discouraging 
building,  and  thus  enabled  to  give  more  strict  attention  to 
parochial  duty.  I  hope  that  by  another  year  I  shall  be  able 
to  report  more  favorably  of  the  growth  and  spiritual  state 
of  my  little  parish. 

Agreeably  to  the  direction  of  the  bishop  for  the  laat  year 
I  have  visited  Lima  monthly.  Here  is  an  interesting  con- 
gregation, about  15  communicants  to  whom  I  have  twice 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Only* 
a  settled  minister  is  wanted  to  make  as  interesting  a  parish 
here  as  there  is  in  the  north.

The  condition  of  this  parish  is  encouraging.  Arrange- 
ments are  making  for  erecting  a  new  church  edifice.  The 
parish  has  sustained  a  serious  loss  in  the  decease  of  its  late 
Senior  Warden,  Robert  Jones  Esq.,  one  of  its  most  zealous 
and  liberal  supporters,  whose  valuable  services  will  be 
long  and  gratefully  remembered.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Harriman 
has  relinquished  the  office  of  assistant  minister,  which  he 
filled  with  great  efficiency  and  acceptance,  I  having  c-iccep- 
ted  the  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville.  This 
change  of  duties  was  made  with  the  consent  of  the  Rector 
in  view  of  the  necessity  of  affording  the  stated  ministra- 
tions of  the  church  in  a  parish  deprived  thereof,  for  ma- 
ny years  past,  and  also  of  the  usefulnrss  of  his  services  an 
a  Missionary  at  Logansport  and  Peru.

Although  the  condition  of  this  parish  is  still  feeble  in 
consequence  of  former  losses,  yet  our  statistics  show  that 
there  has  been  some  increase  in  the  number  of  communi- 
cants, as  there  has  been  for  some  time  past  in  the  number 
of  attendants  on  public  worship.  Amidst  many  discour- 
agements, these  are  tokens  of  the  Divine  favors  in  which 
we  should  rejoice  and  take  courage.

To  the  Clergy  arid  Congregations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal

Dear  Brethreh  : 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  late  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  1  hereby  appoint  the  12th  Sunday  afler  Trinity,  September  7t4i , 
as  the  day,  on  which  to  unite  with  our  Brethren  in  Englandj  in  the  cel- 
ebration of  the  150th  anniversary  of  *Hhe  Society  in  England  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  and  the  third  Jubilee  of 
that  venerable  Missionary  Association.  And  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  a  Sermon  in  reference  to  Missions  be  preached  on  the  occasion,  and 
a  collection  made  in  aid  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  services  of  the  day,  I  would  suggest  the  substitution 
of  the  following  lessons  of  Holy  Scripture  in  the  place  of  the  lessons 
prescribed  in  the  Calendar,  viz: — 

At  Morning  Prayer,  Isaiah  60th  chapter;  Romans  10th  chap. 

Evening  Prayer,  Isaiah  35th  chap  ;  Ephesians  2d  chap. 

And  the  use  of  the  following  Prayers  after  the  Sermon  in  the  Mom* 
ing,  viz 

The  Collect  for  the  5tb  Sunday  after  Epiphany^ 
The  Collect  for  the  3d  Sunday  in  Advent. 
The  2nd  and  3rd  Collecto  for  Good  Friday. 
The  Collect  for  the  I6tb  Sunday  alter  Trinity. 
The  Collect  for  All  Saints  Day.

Right  Reverend,  and  Dear  Brother  : — 

I  think  it  right  to  apprize  you  that  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts  having,  tbroBgh  the  good- 
ness and  favor  of  Almighty  God,  been  permitted  to  complete  a  century 
and  a  half  of  Missionary  labor,  has  resolved  to  commemorate  with  thanks* 
giving  and  prayer  the  close  of  its  third  Jubilee. 

The  Commemoration  will  commence  on  Monday,  June  16th,  being 
the  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  our  charter,  with  full  Church  Service 
in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  on  the  following  Sunday,  June  22nd,  Ser- 
mons appropriate  to  the  occasion  will  be  preached  in  the  principal  Lon- 
don Churches. 

It  is  unnecessaiy  for  me  ta  enter  into  further  particulars,  as  they  will 
be  found  in  the  accompanying  printed  Circular, 

The  Society  has  good  reason  to  expect,  that  what  may  be  called  its 
solemn  Jubilee,  will  be  observed  in  all  the  Colonial  Churches,  but  the 
occasion  seems  to  justify  the  hope  of  a  still  more  comprehensive  union. 
of  Prayer  and  Praise. 
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Bearing  in  mind  the  relation  of  our  two  countries  and  the  intimate 
connection  which  subsisted  between  the  Society  and  many  of  the  States 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  last  century,  I  feel  some  confidence  in 
proposing  to  you  the  joint  celebration  of  a  Jubilee  in  which  all  the  mem- 
bers of  our  church  must  feel  a  common  interest. 

I  venture  also  respectfully  to  submit,  whether,  in  a  time  of  controver- 
sy and  division,  the  close  communion  which  binds  the  Churches  of  Amer- 
ica and  England  in  one.  would  not  be  strikingly  manifested  to  the  world 
if  every  one  of  their  Dioceses  were  to  take  part  in  commemorating  the 
foundation  of  the  oldest  Missionary  Society  of  the  Reformed  Church  ; 
1  Society  which  from  its  first  small  beginnings  in  New  England,  has  ex- 
tended its  operations  into  all  parts  of  the  world  from  the  Ganges  to 
Lake  Huron,  and  from  New  Zealand  to  Labrador.  Such  a  joint  com- 
memoration besides  manifesting  the  rapid  growth,  and  wide  extension 
of  our  church,  would  serve  to  keep  alive  and  diflfuse  a  Missionary  spirit, 
and  so  be  the  means,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  of  enlarging  the  borders 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

In  submitting  to  you  this  proposal,  it  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  add 
that  we  **desire  no  gift,"  but  only  your  christian  sympathy  and  the  com- 
munion of  prayer.  If  however  the  alms  of  your  congregations  be  ad- 
ded to  their  prayers  we  should  rejoice  to  see  them  appropriated  to  the  re- 
lief of  the  pressing  needs  of  your  own  church.^ 

It  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  learn  from  you  at  any  mo- 
ment of  leisure  whether  you  have  thought  it  expedient  to  take  any  step 
in  this  matter.    And  now  commending  the  whole  subject  to  your  serious 
consideration,  and  yourself  to  6od*s  care  and  protection,

PROTEST. 
In  the  name  of  God — Amen. 

We,  Samuel,  by  Divine  permission  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Oxford, 
with  the  undersigned  Priests  and  Deacons,  being  assembled  under  the 
protection  of  Almighty  God  incur  Cathedral  City  of  Oxford,  on  this 
twenty-second  day  of  November  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty, — Do  hereby,  in  the  presence  of  God  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  before  the  whole  Church,  make  this 
our  solemn  Protest  and  Declaration. 

Whereas,  we  have  seen  or  heard  that  the  Bishop  of  Rome  has  pretend- 
ed to  divide  this  ancient  Church  and  Realm  of  England  into  certain, 
new  Dioceses,  and  to  appoint  over  them  certain  Bishrps,  to  whom  he 
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the  said  Bishop  of  Rome,  pretends  to  commit  the  cure  and  goyernment 
of  the  souls  of  all  Christian  people  therein  dwelling,  contrary  to  the 
rights  of  this  Church,  and  the  ancient  laws  of  this  realm ; — Now  we, 
the  said  Bishop,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, do  utterly  protest  against  any  such  invasion  of  this  Church  and 
Realm  ;  and  we  do  declare  that  the  Church  recognized  by  law  in  this 
land  is  the  ancient  Apostolic  Church  thereof,  possessing  the  ancient 
faith,  true  Sacraments,  and  a  lawful  ministry  ;  and  that  her  Bishops  and 
Clergy  are  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  thereof,  by  unbroken  descent  from 
the  Holy  Apostles  ;  and  that  the  Missionaries  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome 
within  this  land,  who  are  striving  to  withdraw  the  people  from  the  Com- 
munion of  the  English  Church,  are  intrusive  and  schit^matical :  and  we 
protest  before  God  and  His  Church  against  these  schismatical  claims 
and  proceedings,  as  also  against  their  doctrine  and  teaching,  as  being,  on 
many  points  of  faith  and  practice,  contrary  to  God*s  Woid  and  the 
teaching  of  the  Universal  Church;  all  which  are  more  especially  de- 
clared in  the  Articles  of  our  said  C  Lurch  of  England.  And  we  do  de» 
clare  that  we  believe  that  this  our  protest  would  be  approved,  and  the 
schismatical  acts  and  corrupt  doctrine  and  idolatrous  practices  main* 
tained  by  the  Bishop  of  Rcme  would  be  condemned,  by  the  judgment 
of  the  Universal  Church,  if  it  were  possible  that  Euch  judgment  should 
be  now  by  any  means  collected :  and  we  declare  that  the  Church  of 
England  did,  at  the  Reformation,  make,  and  hath  now  for  300  years 
continued,  its  protest  against  the  claim  of  the  said  Bishop  of  Rome  to 
exercise  jurisdiction  over  the  Church  Universal,  and  over  this  Church  of 
England  in  particular:  and  also  against  the  false  Doctrine  of  the  said 
Church  of  Rome ;  and  that  we  do  now  renew  and  continue  the  same 
protest. 

And  we  do  solemnly  warn  all  Christian  people  committed  to  our 
charge,  that  they  yield  no  obedience  to  the  so-called  Bishops  now  thrust 
into  our  land,  under  pain  of  incurring  all  the  guilt  of  wilful  schism.

The  Morning  Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Homer 
Wheeler,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol,  and  the 
Rev.  James  Runcie,  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Vander- 
burgh County;  the  Ante-Communion  Service  by  the  Right 
Rev.  George  Upfold,  D.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Rev.  F.  D.  Harriman,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Crawfordsville,  preached  the  Sermon;  after  which  the  Holy 
Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler. 

The  congregation  being  dismissed,  the  Bishop  took  the 
Chair,  and  called  the  Convention  to  order.  He  then  pre- 
sented the  List  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats,  upon  the  calling  of  whom,  by  the  Secretary,  the 
following  answered,  and  took  their  seats:

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address,  as  follows : 

ADDRESS. 

Ij  BrcthRin,  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  ConTention : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Canon  VIII,  of 
1841,  I  proceed  to  give  you  an  account  of  my  official  acts 
during  the  past  Conventional  year,  and  of  such  other 
matters  as  may  serve  to  inform  you  of  the  condition  and 
prospects  of  our  ecclesiastical  affairs  in  this  Diocese. 

Before  proceeding  to  these  details,  however,  it  seems 
proper  that  I  should  notice  an  event,  which  has  thrown  no 
little  gloom  over  the  Diocese,  and  has  doubtless  filled  all 
your  hearts,  as  it  has  mine,  with  grief  arid  sadness.  Our 
small  company  of  laborers  in  this  porton  of  the  Lord's 
vineyard,  has  been  bereaved  of  one  of  its  most  valued, 
worthy,  intelligent,  and  respected  members,  in  the  de- 
cease of  the  Rev.  Andrew  Wylie,  D.  D.,  the  late  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Indiana,  at  Bloomington. — 
This  affecting  event  took  place  on  the  llth  day  of  Novem- 
I   ber  last,  after  a  brief,  but  painful  illness,  which  he  bore 
I   with  Christian  fortitude,  patience  an^  submission,  and  in 
the  exercise  of  an  humble,  yet  triumphant  faith  in  Jesus 
!    Christ  our  Lord. 

j      In  the  death  of  our  venerable  brother,  we  have  sus- 
tained no  ordinary  loss.    He  was  truly  a  great  and  good 
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man.  '  In  intellectual  powers,  in  scientific  attainments, 
in  classical  lore,  in  theological  knowledge,  he  had  few 
equals*  He  was  "a  scholar,  a  rare  and  ripe  one."  Be  was, 
moreover,  a  man  of  profound  wisdom,  of  eminent  prac- 
tical talent,  a  shrewd  observer  of  human  nature,  and  well 
▼ersed  in  all  the  intricate  windings  of  the  human  heart, 
all  of  which  he  brought  to  bear  on  the  great  pursuit  of 
his  life,  the  cause  of  -  Christian  Education,  and  the  cause 
of  God  and  the  Church,  with  a  force  and  energy  produc- 
tive of  the  highest  and  best  results.  He  was,  above  all, 
a  man  of  God,  an  humble  hearted,  consistent  servant  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a  most  able  and  eloquent 
preacher  of  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

And  withal,  he  possessed  a  child-like  simplicity  of 
mind  and  manners.  From  his  inmost  soul  he  loathed  all 
afiectation,  and  especially,  the  parade  and  pretence  of 
sanctimonious  piety,  with  the  ostentatious  profession, 
the  intolerant  spirit,  the  smooth,  specious  and  silvery 
tongue,  and  the  exacting  rigor,  that  are  itB  usual  concom- 
itants. His  honest  heart  revolted  at  all  such  superficiali- 
ty, which  his  shrewd  perception  saw  through  and  laid 
bare.  His  language  on  all  religious  topics  was  as  unso- 
phisticated and  honest  as  his  heart,  manifesting  the  pro- 
found, unaffected  reverence  which  pervaded  his  mind  for 
all  things  relating  to  the  God  and  Saviour  in  whom  he 
believed,  and  indicating  the  depth  and  purity  of  the 
fountain  within,  whence  flowed  his  strong  religious 
emotions,  and  his  manly,  touching,  convincing  eloquence, 
in  teaching  and  preaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  This 

sincerity  and  godly  simplicity  ''it  was  that  woja  all 
hearts,  and  endeared  him  so  much  to  all,  who  had  the 
privilege  and  pleasure  of  his  social  intercourse  and  hia 
public  instruction. 

Dr.  Wylie  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Church  late  in 
life,  from  a  sincere  conviction  of  the  claims  of  that  min- 
istry to  Divine  institution  and  appointment,  and  of  our 
branch  of  the  one  Holy  Catholic  Church,  to  primitive  truth

and  apostolic  order.  It  was  no  movement  of  caprice  or 
passion,  or  a  mere  desire  of  change.  His  honest  heart 
and  sound  judgment  could  never  have  yielded  to  aught, 
besides  the  clearest  convictions  of  truth  and  duty.  **  As 
a  churchman/'  in  the  language  of  a  distinguished  Presby- 
ter, formerly  of  this  Diocese,  who  enjoyed  his  confidence, 
and  knew  him  intimately,  he  revered  and  loved  the 
Church,  and  was  attached  to  her  high  views  and  princi- 
ples. But  he  had  not  been  brought  up  under  her  influen- 
ctB,  nor  ever  lived  among  her  people,  nor  was  her  minis- 
try resident  near  him*  Thua  he  never  became  acquainted 
with  J^the  usages  of  the  Church,  as  he  desired,  nor  with 
her  minor  proprieties  of  ekprersion  or  of  service.  Some- 
tjmes  he  expressed  intense  desire  to  bjS  ^le  to  devote 
himself  more  singly  to  the  Church's  spiritual  work.  But 
Providence  had  appointedfiis  office  and  his  labors  in  a 
Collegiate  institution,  and  religiovsly  and  profita- 

bly did  he  fulfil  his  duties,"  :  v^/y"* 

ttJhe,.Tiews  of  the  Church,  anir 'bf  h^rif^tinctive  prin- 
ciples, and  the  desire  thus  -spoken-  of,  heHkxpressed  with 
g^e^  eartaestness  to  me,  on  a  visit  I  made  him  a  few  weeks 
onli  proceding  his  death;  when  he  proposed,  for  my  sanc- 
tion and  approval,  certain  plans  which  he  had  projected, 
and  was  preparing  to  carry  out,  for  more  extensive  useful- 
ness, as  a  "  minister  of  Christ  and  a  steward  of  the  mys- 
teries of  God,"  in  the  place  of  his  residence  and  its  vi- 
cinity. But  his  zeal  and  devotedness,  his  plans  and  hopes, 
within  a  brief  month,  were  all  frustrated  ;  and  the  place 
that  knew  him,  and  which  he  desired  to  edify  with  public 
ministrations,  which  he  had  heretofore,  from  the  peculiar 
delicacy  of  his  position,  hesitated  to  attempt — knows*him 
no  more. 

My  brethren  of  the  clergy,  the  decease  of  our  venerable 
friend  and  brother,  reads  us  all  a  monitory  lesson,  which 
I  pray  God,  we  may  have  grace  to  improve.  Teaching  us 
"  what  shadows  we  are,  and  what  shadows  we  pursue  ;  " 
it  bids  us  be '^always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,'' 
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committed  uuto  us,  with  our  lamps  trimmed  and  burning, 
and  our  loin?  girded,  as  servants  who  wait  for  their  mas- 
ter, so  as  to  be  ready  when  He  cometh,  come  when  He 
will — that  when  He  comes,  we  may  be  prepared  to  meet 
Him,  and  give  an  account  of  our  work,  with  joy  and  not 
with  grief. 

In  compliance  w^ith  the  unanimous  request  of  the  Fac- 
ulty of  the  University,  I  have  engaged  to  deliver  a  discourse 
commemorative  of  the  deceased  President,  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  University,  on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  next  An- 
nual Commencement,  the  first  day  of  August. 
My  official  acts  and  proceedings  arc  as  follows  : 
On  Whit-sunday,  June  6ih,  in  Christ  Church,  Madison, 
I  admitted  Mr.  James  Runcic  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Dea- 
cons, who  immediately  entered  on  his  duties  as  the  Min- 
j    istcr  of  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburgh  county,  and  Mis- 
sionary. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
I  returned  to  my  residence  in  Lafayette,  and  resumed  my 
parochial  cliargo  on  the  12th  of  June. 

June  21st,  I  received  notice  of  the  degradation  from 
i!  the  Ministry  of  the  Church,  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  of 
Ij  Benjamin  P.  Aydelott  and  Alfred  Helfenstein,  Presbyters 
jj  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  ^ 
July  5th,  I  received  and  accepted  a  letter  dimissory  to 
this  Diocese,  from  Bishop  Kemper,  in  favor  of  the  Rev. 
John  0.  Barton,  Deacon,  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin, 
who  immediately  entered  on  his  duties  as  the  Rector  of 
the  recently  organized  Parish  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lima, 
La  Grange  County,  and  Missionary. 

July  19th,  I  transferred  by  letter  dimissory  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Wisconsin,  the  Rev.  Josiah  Phelps,  late  the  Rec- 
tor of  St.  Mary's  Churcli,  Delphi. 

July  29, 1  addressed  a  circular  to  the  Clergy  and  Parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  recommending  the  celebration  of  the  third 
Jubilee  of  **  The  Venerable  Society,  in  England,  for  the 
|i    Propagation  of  tlie  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  appointing 
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the  12th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  7,  as  the  time, 
and  directing  the  collection  for  missions,  on  the  occasion, 
to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Diocese. 

September  1st,  I  proceeded  to  New  York  to  attend  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary;  and  on  my  way,  on  the  12th  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  September  7, 1  administered,  at  the  request 
of  the  Rector,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Albany.  In  the  same  city,  September  9, 
at  the  request  of  iiic  President  of ''The  Bible  and  Common 
Prayer  Book  Society  of  Albany  and  its  vicinity,"  I  pre- 
sided at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  in  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  and  administered  the  Sac- 
rament of  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  the  Clergy  and  lay  mem- 
bers present. 

September  1 0th,  I  attended  the  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  successor  to  the  late 
occupant  of  "  the  St.  Mark's  Church,  in  the  Bowery  Pro- 
fessorship of  Ecclesiastical  History,"  the  much  lamented. 
Bey. Dr.  John  D.Ogilby.  The  election  resulted  in  the  choice 
of  the  Rev.  Milo  Mahan,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

On  the  13th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  14,  in  the 
morning,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Tarrytown,  West- 
chester County. 

On  the  19th  of  September,  I  left  Albany  on  my  return 
to  Indiana,  and  on  my  way,  on  the  14th  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  September  21,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 

September  24th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Richmond,  Wayne  County,  and  preached  in  the  morning ; 
and,  in  the  afternoon,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fiske, 
I  rode  to  Cambridge  city,  and  visited  the  newly  organized 
parish  of  Trinity  Church,  and  preached  in  the  evening, 
X)ivine  service  having  been  celebrated  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
^iske,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  the  Missionary  in  charge. 
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September  25th  I  visited  Connersyille,  accompanied  by 
the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  who  officiates,  a 
portion  of  his  time,  in  this  beautiful  village,  where  theie 
are  a  few  zealous  Episcopalians,  and  in  the  evening 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

September  26th,  I  visited,  in  company  with  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Miller,  whose  mission  embraces  this  village  also,  the 
newly  organized  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Hagerstown, 
and  preached  in  the  evening. 

September  27th.  I  returned  to  Richmond,  and  the  next 
day,  the  15th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the  morning^  preach- 
ed and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
in  St.  Paul's  Church ;  in  the  afternoon  was  present  at  a 
very  satisfactory  and  gratifying  examination  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  large  and  flourishing  Sunday  School,  of  the 
parish ;  and  in  the  evening  preached  again. 

October  2nd,  I  visited  Bloomington,  and  spent  a  part 
of  that  day  and  the  next  with  my  lamented  friend  and 
brother,  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Wylie ,  but  did  not  officiate, 
there  being  no  parochial  organization,  and  the  services  of 
the  Church  being  held  only  on  Sundays  in  the  Chapel  of 
the  University,  for  which  I  could  not  conveniently  wait. 
From  this  place  I  had  purposed  to  proceed  to  Bloomfield 
and  Worthington,  but,  owing  to  a  mistake  made  in  giving 
the  notice  of  my  appointnents,  I  found  I  could  not  reach 
the  places  in  time,  and  was  consequently  obliged  to  post- 
pone my  visit,  and  turn  my  face  homeward.  While  at 
Bloomington,  I  gave  my  consent,  as  required  by  the  Canon, 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Williams^  D.  D.,  as 
the  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  Connecticut. 

October  5th,  the  16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached, 
in  the  morning,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  and 
in  the  evening  of  the  same  day,|^eached  Lafayette,  read 
prajrers  and  preached  in  my  parish  Church,  and  resumed 
my  parochial  duties. 

October  20th,  I  licensed  Zebina^Gould  as  a  Lay  Reader, 
in  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City. 
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October  26th,  I  receired  and  accepted  a  letter  dimissory 
from  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  in  favor  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Elwell,  who  had  taken  charge  of  the  Parish  of  St.  James* 
Church,  Vincennes,  which  he  has  since  resigned,  and  is 
now  residing  in  that  city,  engaged  in  teaching. 

October  dlst,  I  gave  my  consent,  as  required  by  the 
Canon,  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry  James 
Whitehouse,  D.  D.,  as  the  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  lUi* 
I  nois. 

i  November  9th,  21st  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the 
parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  and,  the 
Rector  being  unexpectedly  absent,  read  prayers  and 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  read  pray- 
ers, baptized  an  infant,  preached,  and  confirmed  three 
persons. 

November  26,  I  gave  my  consent,  as  required  by  the 
Canons,  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  William  Creigh- 
ton,  D.  D.,  as  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  New  York. 

November  29th,  I  visited  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's Church,  Delphi,  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the 
evening ;  and  the  next  day,  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent, 
read  prayers,  preached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning,  and  read  prayers 
and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

December  19th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Crawfordsville,  and  preached  in  the  evening.  The  next 
day,  I  admitted  Mr.  Daniel  £.  Loveridge.  A.  B.,  of  Trini- 
ty College,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Deacons,  and  preached  the  ordination  sermon.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Loveridge  immediately  after  became  the  Assistant 
Minister  of  my  parish,  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette.  On 
the  following  day,  4th  Sunday  in  Advent,  and  the  Festi- 
val of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  December  21,  I  conse- 
crated St.  John's  Church,  which  had  recently  been  finished, 
after  having  remained  enclosed  merely  for  upwards  of 
thirteen  years.    It  is  now  one  of  the  neatest  and  most 

commodious  village  churches  in  the  Diocese,  and  reflects 

!i  3 
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great  credit  on  the  architectural  taste  of  its  respected 
Rector,  as  well  as  on  his  zeal  and  perseverance  in  accom- 
plishing the  important  cnterprize  of  its  completion,  and 
presenting  it  for  consecration  free  from  debt.  In  the  eve- 
ning, I  preached  again  in  this  Church. 

January  4th,  1852,  the  second  Sunday  after  Christmas, 
I  visited  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis, 
preached  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  again,  and  con- 
firmed five  persons. 

January  8th,  I  visted  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 
Evansville,  and  in  the  evening  baptized  the  infant  son  of 
the  Rector,  and  preached;  and  the  next  evening  I  preached 
again  in  the  same  Church. 

January  llth,  the  first  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  I  conse- 
crated Trinity  Church,  Scott  Township,  Vanderburgh 
County;  preached  the  sermon,  and  confirmed  ttn  persons. 
This  building,  a  neat  and  commodous  edifice,  was  com- 
menced several  years  ago,  under  the  ministry  of  the  former 
devoted  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaux,  and  was  used  for 
Divine  service,  though  in  an  unfinished  state.  It  has  now 
been  completed  and  paid  for  by  the  exertions  and  liberal 
contributions  of  the  parishioners  themselves  ,and  was  pre- 
sented for  consecration  free  from  debt.  A  second  service, 
appointed  to  be  held  in  a  school  house,some  four  miles  from 
the  Church,  was  omitted  in  consequence  of  the  almost  im- 
passable condition  of  the  roads,  and  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather.  The  Rev.  James  Runcie,  Deacon,  is  laboring  in 
this  parish,  and  in  the  adjacent  country,  as  a  missionary 
in  the  employ  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  and 
with  great  acceptance  and  usefulness.  On  the  following 
day,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  I  rode  on  horse 
back  a  few  miles  to  a  farm  hotrse,  and  administered  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  two  sick  ])ersons,  a 
mother  and  daughter;  and  I  was  happy  to  find  a  consider- 
able number  of  the  communicants  of  the  parish  assembled  I 
at  the  house,  many  from  a  distance,  notwithstanding  the  }j 
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state  of  the  roads,  and  the  extreme  severity  of  the  weather, 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  participating  this 
Holy  Sacrament  of  spiritual  invigoration  and  sustentation. 

On  the  16th  of  January,  having  been  detained  at  Evans- 
ville,  by  the  obstruction  of  the  navigation  of  the  Ohio 
River  from  ice,  and  also  delayed  on  my  passage  up  the 
River  from  the  same  cause,  after  embarking  in  a  steamboat 
bound  to  Louisville,  Kentucky;  I  visited  the  parish  of  St, 
Paul's  Church,  Jefiersonville;  and  preached  in  the  evening. 
The  next  day,  second  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  I  preached 
again  in  the  same  Chnrch>  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
The  same  afternoon,  I  rode  to  New  Albany,  and  visited 
the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  that  city,  and  preached 
in  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

January  23d,  having  gone  to  Madison  by  land,  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  being  suspended  by  the  severe  frost, 
I  visited  the  Parish  of  Christ    Church,  Madison,  and 
preached  in  the  evening.    On  the  25th  of  January,  the 
third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  and  the  Festival  of  the 
Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  in  the  same  church, I  preached  in 
the  morning,  and  again  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed 
thrtt  persons.    Having  been  detained  by  the  continued 
obstruction  of  the  navigation  of  the  river  from  ice,  I 
preached  again  in  the  same  church,  on  the  evening  of  the 
dOth  of  January;  and  also  in  the  morning  of  the  fourth 
j  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  February  1st,  and  administered 
j  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  preached  again 
J  in  the  afternoon.    In  this  parish,  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
I  Claxton,  has  established,  within  the  year,  a  flourishing 
I   Female  Seminary,  which  he  superintends,  and,  with  the 
j  assistance  of  other  instructors,  conducts,  and  which  I  am 
;  happy  to  find,  is  commending  itself  to  extensive  and  well 
j  merited  patronage. 

I  February  4th,  I  visited  the  (vacant)  parish  of  Trinity 
I  Church,  Lawrence  burgh,  read  prayers,  preached  and  con- 
J   firmed  ont  person. 

j      From  La  wrenceburgh  I  proceeded  to  my  former  residence, 


20  bishop's  adobess. 

Pittsburgh,  PennsylTsnia,  on  private  business.  The  Rec- 
tor of  my  former  parish,  being  seriously  indisposed,  and 
unable  to  officiate,  at  his  request,  I  undertook  his  duty 
during  my  stay.  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  Trinity 
Church  on  the  evening  of  the  ilth  of  February;  again 
morning  and  evening  Sexagesima  Sunday,  February  15th. 
On  Monday  attended  a  funeral,  and  performed  the  funeral 
service.  I  officiated  again  morning  and  evening,  Quin- 
quagesima  Sunday,  and  baptized  three  children;  assisted 
in  the  services  on  Ash  Wednesday,  February  25,  and  bap- 
tized a  child;  and  officiated  again,  morning  and  evening, 
the  1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  29th. 

On  the  2d  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  7th,  I  resumed  my 
parochial  duties  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette. 

March  8th,  I  transferred  the  Rev.  Fortune  C.  Brown, 
the  late  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  by  let- 
ter dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York.  Mr. 
Brown  is  succeeded  in  this  cure  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Safford, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.  The  same  day  I  received 
notice,  from  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  of  the  degradation, 
by  him,  from  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  of  Francis  H. 
L.  Laird,  a  presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky;  and 
also,  from  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  of  the  degradation,  by  him, 
from  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  of  Henry  L.  Richards, 
a  presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

March  19th,  I  transferred,  by  letter  dimissory,  the  Rev. 
John  A.  Childs,  late  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New 
Albany,  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  The  same  day, 
I  gave  my  consent  to  an  informal  meeting  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the 
29th  of  April,  to  act  on  a  communication  from  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  the  President  of  the  <*Society,  in 
England,  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts,''  inviting  a  delegation  of  two  or  more  Bishops  of 
this  Church,  to  unite  with  the  Society,  in  the  closing 
services  of  its  third  Jubilee,  on  the  15th  of  June,  in  West- 
minster Abbey.    Such  a  meeting  has  been  held,  a  suitable 
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reply  addressed  to  tho  Archbishop  and  the  Society,  and  the 
Bishops  of  Michigan  and  Western  New  York,  requested 
to  embark  for  England  as  the  Delegates  from  the  House  of 
Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States.  This  fraternal  proposal  has  been  met,  as  it  was 
desirable  that  it  should  be,  in  a  fraternal  spirit,  and  the 
Venerable  Society,  in  England,  invited  to  send  two  or 
more  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  as  delegates  to  attend 
the  Triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Missionary  Society, 
Domestic  and  Foreign,  of  this  Church,  to  be  held  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  during  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Convention,  in  October,  1853. 

March  26th,  I  again  visited  the  (vacant)  parish  of  St. 
Mary*8  Church,  Delphi;  read  prayers  an^  preached  in  the 
evening;  and  on  the  5th  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  28th,  read 
prayers,  preached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord*s  Supper  in  the  morning;  and  again  in  the  evening, 
read  prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  Palm  Sunday,  April  4th,  I  confirmed  nine  persons, 
in  my  parish  Church,  St.  John's,  Lafayette. 

April  8th,  on  my  way  to  Crawfordsville,  I  read  prayers 
and  preached  at  Romney  in  the  afternoon;  and  in  the  eve- 
ning at  Crawfordsville,  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private. 
The  next  day.  Good  Friday,  April  9th,  1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  and  again 
in  the  evening,  and  confirmed  ttn  persons. 

Easter  Sunday,  April  II th,  I  administered  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  again  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  to 
tiro  persons. 

Easter  Monday,  April  12th,  I  transferred,  by  letter  di- 
missory,  the  Rev.  Charles  P.  Clarke,  late  the  Rector  of 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  to  the  Diocese  of 
Illinois.  The  same  day,  accompanied  by  the  assistant 
minister  of  my  parish,  I  visited  the  recently  organized 
parish  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Attica,  and  preached  in  the 
evening,  and  on  Easter  Tuesday  morning,  preached  again 
and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to 
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a  considerable  number  of  communicants.  The  same  eve- 
ning I  preached  at  Covington. 

April  15th,  I  visited  the  (vacant)  parish  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Terre  TIaute,  baptized  three  children  and  preached; 
and,  the  next  morning,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

April  17ih,  I  visited  the  (vacant)  parish  of  St.  James* 
Church,  Vinccnnes,  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  eve- 
ning. The  following  day,  read  prayers,  preached,  And 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the 
morning,  and  iii  Ihe  evening,  read  prayers,  baptized  an 
infant,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  After  divine 
service,  I  bapti/ed  a  dying  child  in  private. 

April  20th,  I  tisited  the  (vacant)  parish  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  New  Harmony;  read  prayers,  preached,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The 
difficulty  relative  to  the  legality  of  the  Vestry  of  this 
parish,  appointed  under  a  canon  of  this  Diocese,  to  which 
I  alluded  in  my  report  of  last  year,  has  been  happily 
I  adjusted,  by  the  election^  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  new 
Vestry.  The  Vestry  are  making  some  arrangements  for 
j  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice,  the  cost  of  which  they 
possess  the  means  of  defraying,  in  money  arising  from 
the  sale  of  certain  property  left  as  a  legacy  by  the  late 
Miss  M'Clure  and  her  brother.  I  trust  the  enterprise  will 
be  prosecuted  immediately  to  a  successful  issue. 

April  23d,  at  Grand  Rapids,  on  the  Wabash  River, 
while  wailing  for  a  steamboat  bound  up  the  river,  I  bap- 
tized the  infant  daughter  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Lock  and  Dam,  who  is  a  parishioner  of  S;.  James'  Church, 
Vincennes. 

April  24th,  having  been  disappointed  in  obtaining  a 
passage  by  water,  I  proceeded  to  Vin'-enncs  by  land,  and 
the  next  day,  April  25th,  the  2d  Sunday  afier  Easter,  I 
read  prayers  and  preached  in  St.  Jame?'  Church  in  the 
morning. 

May  Ifst,  Festival  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  I  visited 
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the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and,  in  the 
eTening,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  who  stood  as  a  wit- 
ness, I  baptized  two  adults,  and  preached.  The  next  day, 
3d  Sunday  after  Kaster,  I  examined  the  children  of  the 
Sunday  School,  with  very  gratifying  results,  preached, 
morning  and  afternoon,  cpnfirined  jivt  persons,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  Rector,  who  was  a  sponsor,  baptized  Wrtt 
children. 

May  4th,  I  visited  the  newly  organized  parish  of  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Lima;  In  the  morning,  baptized  four 
adults,  the  Missionary  in  charge,  being  in  Deacons*  orders, 
and  preached;  and  again  in  the  evening*  preached,  and 
confirmed  nint  persons.  This  parish  is  growing,  and  bids 
fair  to  be  prosperous,  under  the  faithful,  acceptable  and 
useful  ministrations  of  the  Missionary  in  charge,  the  Rer. 
John  0.  Barton.  The  Vestry  are  making  arrangements 
for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  Church  edifice. 

May  5th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Bristol,  and  preached  in  the  evening.  The  next  day.  May 
6th,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  John  O.  Barton.  Deacon,  the 
Missionary  at  Lima,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests;  and 
preached  the  ordination  sermon.  In  the  evening  I  preached 
again,  and  confirmed  hxx  persons. 

The  zealous  and  devoted  lady,  to  whose  indefatigable 
exertions  in  soliciting  donations  abroad,  thi?  parish  mainly 
owes  the  completion  of  the  beautiful  Church  edifice,  repor- 
ted as  having  been  consecrated,  free  from  debt,  last  year; 
is  now  preparing,  with  untiring  devotedne?s,  to  obtain 
aid  towards  the  erection  of  a  small  parsonage,  on  the  lot 
purchased  by  me,  as  reported  to  the  Convention  of  1650, 
This  is  a  very  desirable  and  necessary  attainment  for  this 
small  and  feeble  parish,  and  I  cordially  commend  her 
application  for  aid  to  the  friends  of  the  Church. 

May  8th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Mishawska,  and  preached  in  the  evening.  The  following 
day,  4th  Sunday  after  Kaster,  May  9th,  I  examined  the 
children  of  the  Sunday  School,  preached  and  administered 
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!  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the  afternoon,  I 
!  rode  to  South  Bend,  baptized  a  child,  and  preached;  returned 
{  to  Mishawaka,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening.  This 
1  parish  is  now  xacant,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Halsted,  its  late 
j  worthy  Rector,  who  has  faithfully  and  successfullj  served 
i  it  for  six  years  past,  having  been  compelled,  by  impaired 
health,  to  rejnove  to  a  milder  climate..  I  transferred  him, 
by  letter  dimissory,  on  the  10th  of  May,  to  the  Diocese 
j    of  Tennessee. 

j  May  11th,  I  visited  the  jparish  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
La  Porte,  and  the  Minister  being  absent  from  indisposi- 
tion, I  read  prayers,  baptized  two  infants,  preached,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the 
morning:  and  again  in  the  evening,  read  prayers,-  baptized 
an  infant  and  preached.  The  expected  ordination  to  the 
priesthood,  of  the  Rev.  Hiram  M.  Roberts,  Deacon,  the 
Missionary  in  charge  of  this  parish,  did  not  take  place, 

I  in  consequence  of  the  defectiveness  of  his  testimonials, 
sent  to  the  Standing  Committee.  He  has  since,  as  I  have 
just  learned,  resigned  his  charge. 

j  May  12tb,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Mich- 
igan City,  of  which  the  Rev.  Henry  Safford  has  recently 
taken  the  pastoral  charge,  preached  in  the  afternoon  and 

:   evening,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

The  next  evening.  May  13th,  on  my  return  to  Lafayette, 
I  preached,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Nile:;,  in  the  Diocese  of  Michigan. 

I  reached  home  on  Saturday  night,  and  the  next  day, 
5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  16th,  I  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  in  my  Parish  Church,  St.  Johns,  Lafayette,  and 
read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening;  and  again  on 
Ascension  day,  I  read  prayers,  baptized  a  child,  and  deliv- 
ered a  Lecture. 

It  is  proper  that  I  should  inform  the  Convention  of  the 
nature  of  my  present  connection  with  this  Parish,  which 
has  recently  undergone  some  modification,  and  this  seems 
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to  be  an  appropriate  place.  On  the  17th  of  March,  I 
resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the  parish,  on  the  ground  of 
the  paramount  claims  of  my  Episcopal  duties,  and  my 
conscious  inability,  from  lengthened  and  repeated  absences, 
which  the  peculiar  necessities  of  the  Diocese,  a  truly  mis- 
sionary field,'  required,to  do  justice  to  the  congregation  as 
its  Pastor.  At  the  unanimous  request  of  the  Vestry,  how- 
eTer,  I  consented  to  withdraw  my  resignation,  retain  the 
Rectorship,  and  continue  the  residence  of  my  family  in 
Lafayette,  officiate  when  at  home,  and  devolve  the  partic- 
ular pastoral  charge  of  the  parish  on  the  Assistant  Min- 
ister to  be  nominated  and  remunerated  by  myself.  By  this 
arrangement  I  am  left  free  to  devote  myself  to  my  Episco- 
pal duties  as  much  as  if  I  was  entirely  separated  from  a 
parochial  charge;  and  indulge  the  hope  that  this  arrange- 
ment will  sufficiently  meet  the  views  and  wishes  of  the 
Diocese  as  expressed  in  a  resolution  of  the  last  convention, 
and  enable  mc  to  go  forth  and  labor  as  an  itinerant  Mis- 
sionary Bishop,  which  the  peculiar  condition  of  the  Dio- 
cese seems  urgently  to  demand. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  day.  May  23d,  I  visited 
the  (vacant)  Parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute; 
in  the  morning  baptized  an  adult,  preached  and  adminis- 
tered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper;  in  the  afternoon 
preached  again  and  conHrmed  two  persons;  and  in  the 
evening  read  prayers  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio,  who  had  assisted  me  in  the  preceding  service 
of  the  day,  preached.  In  the  morning  a  collection  was 
made  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese,  of 
87. 

May  24th,  I  visited  the  recently  organized  parish  of  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Worthington,  Greene  County,  and  in 
the  evening  in  a  building  fitted  up  temporarily  for  worship, 
read  prayers,  baptized  an  infant  and  preached.  Prepara- 
tions are  begun  for  the  erection  of  a  Church,  the  excavation 
for  the  foundation  made,  and  a  portion  of  the  materials 
are  on  the  site.    Mr.  Philander  Butt  wns  licensed  by  nie 

as  Lay  Reader,  for  this  parish. 
4 
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During  iliu  pnsl  coiiveutiniial  year,  I  have  visited  as 
you  will  perceivr  from  this  record  of  my  official  acts,  every 
parish  uiid  yiitisionary  station  in  tlic  Diocese  once»  and 
several  iwici"  and  three  times;  willi  two  exceptions,  LogaDS- 
port  and  IVru,  niy  a]»pointnient8  to  wliich  were  frustrated 
by  nnexpeclcd  di:  tent  ion  in  coming  up  the  Wabash  river. 
I  have  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  iu 
the  Diocese  at  lar;;e  J 7  times,  and  twice  in  another  Dio- 
cese; baptized  exehi?i>e  of  baptisms  in  my  own  parish,  8 
adults  and  19  infants;  confirmed  in  16  parishes  76  persons; 
consecrated  2  Churches;  ordained  2  Deacons  and  one  Priest; 
and  preached,  incUidinf^  the  stated  and  occasional  services 
of  my  own  parish,  and  when  absent  from  the  Diocese,  132 
times.  Of  the  number  of  miles  1  have  traveled,  I  have 
kept  no  account,  and  were  it  necessary  should  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  report. 

I  take  occasion,  in  this  connection,  to  express  my  grate- 
ful sense  of  the  kindness  and  hospitality  1  have  uuiforiuly 
received,  in  my  visitation  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  Clergymen  liave  been  added  to  our  num- 
ber since  the  last  Convention, viz: — the  Rev  John  O.  Bar- 
on, from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin:  the  Rev.  Hiram  M. 
Roberts,  Deaeon  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan:  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Elwell  from  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky;  the  Rev. 
Henry  SaflV.rd  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan;  the  Rev. 
James  Runcie,  Deacon,  and  the  Rev.  Daniel  £.  Loveridge, 
Deacon,  ordained  by  myself,  as  before  recorded. 

The  following  Clergymen  have  taken  letters  dimissory 
and  removed  from  the  Diocese,  viz:  the  Rev.  Josiah  Phelps 
to  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin;  the  Rev.  Fortune  C.  Brown 
to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York:  the  Rev.  John  A. 
Child  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Rev.  Charles 
P.  Clarke  to  the  Diocese  of  Illinois;  and  the  Rev.  Benja- 
min Halsted  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Four  new  parishes  have  been  organized  within  the  year, 
and  will  apply  for  admission  into  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, viz:  Si.  Mark  s  Church,  Lima,  LaGrangc  County; 
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St.  Luke's  Church,  Attica,  Fountain  County;  St.  Mat- 
thew's Church,  Worthingtou,  Greene  County;  and  Trinity 
Church,  Conneisville,  Fayette  County. 

From  the  observations  I  have  been  enabled  to  make  in 
my  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  there  is  a  manifest  growth 
of  the  Church,  and  much  to  encourage.  Our  ministrations 
are  received  with  favor,  and  sought  after  in  many  places 
where  they  have  not  heretofore  been  alForded.  The  great 
difficulty  is  in  obtaining  faithful  and  efficient  clergymen, 
and  in  affording  them  when  obtained,  an  adequate  support. 
The  appropriation  to  this  Diocese,  from  the  General  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  our  Church,  though  comparatively 
I  liberal, is  wholly  insufficient  for  our  wants.  And  our  Dioces- 
an Missionary  Organization,  allords  very  little  additional 
aid.  From  my  knowledge  of  the  exigences  of  the  Diocese, 
I  addressed  a  circular  to  the  clergy  and  parishes,  Recom- 
mending a  special  collection  in  aid  of  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary fund,  on  Ihc  -Ith  Sunday  after  Easter,  just  past. 
The  recommendation,  1  am  happy  to  learn,  has  been  gen- 
erally complied  with,and  though  the  several  contributions 
are  not  large,  yet  the  aggregate,  1  believe,  will  be  consid- 
erable. For  the  more  efficient  support  of  "  the  missionary 
enterprize  within  our  own  borders,  1  would  respectfully 
suggest  the  adoption  of  a  Canon  requiring,  or  of  a  resolu- 
tion recommending  a  quarterly  collection  in  aid  of  our 
Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  in  all  our  parishes.  Though 
the  sum  collected  on  each  occasion  rnay  be  very  small, 
the  aggregate  will  be  large,  and  the  sum  in  each  parish 
will  increase,  as  the  habit  of  giving  to  this  important 
object  becomes  familiar  to  our  congregations,  and  fixed. 
We  must  help  ourselves,  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  or 
we  cannot  expect,  for  we  shall  surely  not  deserve,  help 
from  abroad.  And  we  can  help  ourselves,  in  the  way 
proposed,  provided  it  is  generally  adopted,  and  persevered 
in.  to  an  extent  exceeding  our  most  sanguine  expectations. 

In  my  addrCftS  to  the  Convention  hist  year,  I  recom- 
mended, as  an  oi)ject  of  great  importance  to  the  interests 
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of  the  Diocese,  the  establishment  of  a  Central  Book 
DepositOTy*  for  the  purchase  and  sale,  or  gratuitous  distri- 
bution of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  Sunday  School  Books, 
Tracts,  and  larger  treatises  on  our  ministry,  doctrine, 
worship  and  usages.  The  recommendation  was  acted  on^ 
and  a  Committee  appointed  to  devise  a  plan,  and  carry 
out  the  object.  I  have  not  learned  that  any  thing  haa 
been  done,  and  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  renew  the 
recommendation,  and  commend  the  project  to  immediate 
attention. 

I  have  received,  accompanied  by  a  request  to  present  it 
to  the  Convention,  the  Report  of  the  General  Protestant 
Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union,  for  1851,  .embracing  a 
history  of  that  valuable  Institution  of  the  Church,  from 
its  comjriencement  to  the  present  time.  During  my  resi- 
dence in  the  City  of  New  York,  where  the  Society  was 
established  in  the  beginning,  and  its  publications  have 
ever  since  been  printed  and  published,  I  had  an  opportd- 
nity  of  becoming  intimately  acquainted  with  its  manage- 
ment and  operations.  The  Society  then  commended  itself 
in  all  respects,  to  my  entire  confidence,  and  nothing  has 
come  to  my  knowledge  or  under  my  observation  since,  to 
impair,  but  everything  to  confirm  and  strengthen  that 
confidence.  Its  publications  meet  my  approval,  teaching 
as  they  do  in  their  integrity,  the  doctrines  and  principles 
of  our  reformed  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  as  set 
forth  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  accordance  with 
the  Holy  Scriptures;  and  I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion 
to  recommend  them  to  the  use  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  Diocese.  It  is  an  institution  of  the  Church,  organ* 
ized  under  the  sanction  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
controlled  by  the  same.  All  the  Bishops  of  the  Church, 
are  cx-officio  officers  of  the  Society,  and  are  entrusted 
with  its  management;  and  thus,  identified  with  the  Church, 
it  deserves  the  patronage  of  Churchmen,  in  preference  to 
institutions  extraneous  to  our  communion,  and  the  publi- 
cations of  which,  under  the  guise  of  neutrality,  and 
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adaptation  to  all  the  various  phases  of  sectarian  belief, 
are,  in  their  direct  and  indirect  tc^acUing,  antagonistical 
to  our  doctrines,  polity,  and  worship. 

My  brethren  of  the  Clcrf^y,  the  work  devolved  wpon  us, 
in  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  yineyard,  is  arduous,  and 
clustered  about  with  peculiar  difficulties.  Yt*t  it  is  not 
without  encouragement,  nay,  in  many  respertg,  of  anima- 
ting promise  and  hope.  In  our  own  strength  and  wisdom, 
indeed,  we  are  consciously  helpless :  and  the  inquiry, 
••who  is  sufficient  for  these  things?"  spontaneously  rises 
in  our  thoughts,  when  we  contemplate  the  field  of  labor, 
we  are  called,  in  the  providence  of  God  to  occupy:  a  field 
••white  unto  the  harvest,"  yet  requiring  great  and  peculiar 
care  and  cultivation;  and  no  little  patience,  prayer  and 
faith.  But  the  Master  to  whose  cause  and  service,  wo 
have  consecrated  our  time,  our  talents  and  our  energies, 
gives  us,  for  the  asking  and  seeking,  both  strength  and 
wisdom;  and  promises  us  His  all-sufficient,  enlightening, 
guiding  and  sustaining  grace.  In  the  help  which  God  our 
Saviour  supplies,  wc  may  derive  comfort,  encouragement, 
and  hope.  Only  let  us  be  true  and  faithful  to  our  plighted 
vows,  our  sacred  calling,  and  our  hallowed  work,  and  God 
will  surely  prosper  us  in  our  high  cmprize;  will  cause 
i  ''the  little  one  to  become  a  thousand;"  will  increase,  mul- 
tiply, stablish,  strengthen,  settle,  our  now  iuconsiiicrable 
household  of  faith;  and  in  his  own  good  appointed  time, 
gladden  our  hearts  and  cheer  us  on  in  our  arduous  enter- 
prize,  with  manifest  and  abounding  fruits,  and  proofs  of 
successful  labor  and  toil. '

The  Agent  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  solicit 
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contributions  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  begs 
leave  to  roport: 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  June,  I  repaired  to  New  York, 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  agency. 
I  TIio  plan  adopted,  after  much  consideration,  and  con- 
sultation with  others,  was  as  follows:  First,  to  ask  the 
Rectors  of  Parishes  to  promise,  an  annual  collection  for 
this  object. 

Secondly,  to  as:k  individuals  to  subscribe  sums  of  five 
dollars  and  upwards,  payable  in  the  same  way. 

Thirdly,  to  ask  for  immediate  collections  and  donations 
in  money,  land,  or  other  property. 

In  prosecution  of  this  plan,  1  had  labored  three  or  four 
days  with  very  evident  success,  when  an  uiuu  k  of  Bilious 
fever  prostrated  luc,  and  forced  me  to  suspend  operations 
I  for  one  month.  • 

I      Having  recovered,  1  visited  the  principal  parishes  in  » 
;  Connecticut,  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island;  and  at  the  | 
1  end  of  about  six  weeks,  the  written  pledges  obtained, 
I  amounted  to  about  8800  per  annum. 

j      1  then  visited  Philadelphia,  but  at  that  time,  most  of 
I  the  prominent  Clergy  and  laity  being  absent  from  the  city, 
I  could  do  nothing. 

I  then  turned  my  steps  liomeward,  being  compelled  by 
the  unexpected  length  of  my  absence,  to  omit  visiting 
several  parishes,  where  1  had  reason  to  expect  assistance. 
Upon  the  suggestion  of  several  Clergymen,  who  prom- 
!  ised  collections,  I  prepared  and  caused  to  be  printed,  a 
j  circular,  herewith  submitted,^  briefly  setting  forth  the 
1  condition  of  the  Diocese,  and  some  of  the  arguments,  on 
which  our  appeal  for  aid  was  based.    This  was  forwarded 
to  all  the  Clergymen,  who  l)ad  i)romiscd  to  do  anything 
'  for  us,  both  to  remind  them  of  their  promises,  and  to  sup- 
ply them  with  a  convenient  statement  of  our  claims  and 
;  wants;  to  be  read  to  their  n^speciive  congregations,  when 
I  they  should  bring  the  subject  before  them. 

j  •  8««<*  Appendix  IJ. 
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The  subscriptions  were  all  made  payable  on  or  before 
the  first  clay  of  May,  annually;  but  thus  far,  only  the  sum 
of  8563  05*  has  been  received;  including  what  was  paid 
to  me  wliile  at  the  East,  and  what  has  since  been  sent  lo 
the  Bishop  and  myself.  There  are  still  several  Parishes 
and  individuals,  whose  united  pledges  amount  to  about 
$400,  which  have  not  yci  been  heard  from. 

Before  closing  this  Report,  1  would  take  this  occasion 
to  express  ray  thanks  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  generally, 
whom  I  visited,  for  tlie  kiiulness  with  which  they  listened 
to  my  application,  lo  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lewis,  of  Brooklyn, 
and  his  lady,  for  their  hospitality  and  parental  care  during 
my  illness  at  their  house;  but  above  all,  to  the  gracious 
Providence,  which  preserved  me,  in  the  dangers  of  travel- 
ling and  disease,  and  brought  me  back  in  safety,  to  my 
own  Parish.

Resolved,  That  whilst  humbly  submitting  to  this  dispen- 
sation of  divine  Providence,  we  will  ever  affectionately 
cherish  his.  memory  in  our  inmost  hearts;  praising  "Him 
who  holds  the  stars  in  His  right  hand,"  that  it  was  given 
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U8,  even  for  a  season^  to  xejoice  in  that  ''burning  and  shi- 
ning light;"  and  thanking  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church, 
for  all  the  benefit  bestowed  upon  us,  in  the  fellowship, 
the  counsel,  the  example,  and  the  instructions  of  one, 
whom,  as  a  friend,  we  so  much  loved;  as  a  consistent 
Christian,  we  so  much  honored;  as  a  wise  counsellor,  we 
so  much  confided  in;  as  a  scholar,  and  a  man  of  deep  and 
original  thought,  we  so  much  admired;  and  as  a  preacher 
of  the  Gospel  we  so  highly  valued.

no  man  can  work.^ 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  attested  by  j 
the  President  and  Secretary,  be  forwarded  to  the  lespected 
widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Wylie. 

The  mover  of  these  resolutions,  then  proceeded  to  delin- 
eate in  an  able  and  feeling  manner,  the  character  of  the 
deceased;  after  which,  they  were  unanimously  adopted.

The  session  was  then  closed  with  devotional  exercises, 
by  the  Bishop,  and  the  singing  of  the  last  four  verses  of 
the  99th  iPsalm  of  the  Selection;  preceded  by  the  follow- 
ing parting  address:

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My  Brethren,  the  Memberx  of  the  Convention: 

Before  we  separate,  to  return  to  oar  several  homes  and 
duties,  I  cannot  refrain  from  giving  expression  to  the  high 
gratification  with  which  I  have  witnessed  the  delightful 
harmony  which  has  distinguished  all  our  deliberations. 
It  is  surelj  not  in  vain,  that  we  have  invoked  the  presence 
and  influence  of  that  "Holy  Spirit  which  presided  in  the 
councils  of  the  blessed  Apostles,"  when  such  a  spirit  of 
brotherly  kindness  hath  prevailed  among  us.     I  hail  it 
with  gratitude  to  the  "Great  and  Glorious  G-iver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift/'  as  a  presage  of  great  good  to  the 
church  in  this  Diocese:  and  I  pray  God,  that  such  a  man- 
ifestation of  Christian  kindness  and  charity  may  ever  dis- 
tinguish the  meetings  of  this  Conventign,  and  prevail 
throughout  our  ecclesiastical  bounds,  characterizing  every 
parish,  and  influencing  the  close  and  endearing  relation  of 
pastor  and  people  in  each  of  our  congregations.  Well 
might  the  devout  Psalmist  exclaim,  with  such  emphasis  of 
expression;  '  Behold!  how  good  and  how  pleasant  a  thing 
it  is,  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity!"    And  well 
does  the  inspired  Apostle  re-echo  the  sentiment  of  holy 
David,  when  he  pronounces  "charity — the  charity  that 
suffereth  long  and  is  kind,  that  envicth  not,  that  seeketh 
not  her  own,  that  is  not  easily  provoked,  that  thinketh  no 
evil,"  to  be  "the  very  bond  of  perfectness;"  and  expect 
"that  we  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith,"  as 
members  of  the  one  visible  body  of  Christ  our  Lord,  the 
Church  of  the  living  God,  "we  are  called,  with  all  lowli- 
ness and  meekness,  with  long-suffering,  forbearing  one 
another  in  fo7)<!,endeavor1ng  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit 
in  the  bond  of  peace;  for,"  because,  "there  is  one  body 
and  one  spirit,  even  as  we  are  called  in  one  hope  of  our 
calling,  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and 
Father  of  all,  who  is  above  all.  and  through  all,  and  in 
us  all." 

Unity,  harmony,  peace  are  essential  to  our  spiritual 
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welfare,  individuully  aud  collectively,  as  a^  integral  por- 
tion of  the  Cliurch  of  (he  living  God;  arc  all  important 
in  attracting  those  who  are  wandering  in  strange  pastures, 
amid  strife,  contention,  and  conflicting  errors,  to  the  fold 
of  the  Good  Shepherd;  are  necessary,  nay  indispensable  to 
any  hope  of  the  advance  and  increase  of  our  communion, 
in  this  extensive  territory,  where  as  yet  it  is  only  partially 
known  and  appreciated;  yes,  and  to  the  increase  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Church  generally  in  these  United  States. 

Peace!  what  a  charm  in  (he  very  word!  How  sugges- 
tive of  our  calling,  our  duties,  and  our  responsibilities, 
as  the  subjects  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  and  he-irs  of  the 
eternal  kingdom  of  purity  and  peace,  the  heaven  of  our 
faith  and  hope!  Peace!-  I  love  to  dwell  on  the  word;  I 
love  more  the  blessed  gift  itself,  the  precious  legacy  left 
to  the  Church  by  its  Divine  Head,  in  His  memorable 
words  which  ought  to  be  engraven  on  every  heart:  "Peace 
I  leave  wit&  you;  my  peace  I  give  unto  you.  Not  as  the 
world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you.  Ye  are  my  friends  if  ye  do 
whatsoever  I  command  you;  and  this  is  my  command- 
ment, that  ye  love  one  another." 

May  peace  and  good  will,  brotherly  kindness  and  char- 
ity, prevail  and  abound,  more  and  more,  every  where  and 
among  all.  May  it,  as  it  hovers  over  our  beloved  Zion, 
with  "silver  wings,"  be  allowed  to  descend  and  abide. 
And  may  the  sacrilegious  hands  wantonly  put  forth,  in 
the  madness  of  party  zeal,  and  in  a  spirit  of  strife  and 
contention,  in  any  way  or  on  any  pretence,  to  disturb  and 
destroy  it,  be  always  arrested  in  the  unhallowed  attempt, 
and  made  to  yield  to  the  influence  of  a  spirit  and  temper 
more  in  unison  with  the  spirit  of  our  Divine  Master.

Since  the  last  report,  the  church  edifice  has  been  fin- 
ished and  consecrated.  During  my  absence  of  11  weeks, 
last  summer;  on  business  entrusted  to  me  by  the  Conven- 
tion; the  Bishop  supplied  my  place  on  one  Sunday,  and 
the  Rev.  D.  £.  Loveridge,  then  a  Lay  Reader,  on  five 
Sundays  more.  Since  my  return,  in  September  last,  the 
church  has  been  closed  but  five  Sundays,  when  I  was  ab- 
sent on  itinerant  duty.  During  the  season  of  Lent,  we 
had  services  generally  on  Wednesday  mornings  and  Fri- 
day evenings;  and  since  Easter,  on  Wednesday  evenings, 
on  which  occasions  the  attendance  has  been  very  encour- 
aging. The  Sunday  School  has  been  catechised  almost 
every  Sunday.  The  zeal  and  love  manifested  by  this  small 
congregation  are  worthy  of  success,  and  promises  well 
for  the  future  prosperity  of  the  parish. 

In  October  last,  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  Bishop,  I 
visited  Benton  County.  I  found,  scattered  upon  the 
Grand  Prairie,  several  families  of  Irish,  English  and 
American  Episcopalians,  eight  of  whom  are  communi- 
cants. In  one  house,  I  was  informed.  Divine  service  was 
kept  up  according  to  the  American — and  in  another,  ac- 
cording to  the  English  Prayer  Book — every  Sunday.  These 
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families  were  so  widely  distant  from  each  other,  that  no 
congregation  could  be  formed;  and  therefore  I  was  obliged 
to  return  without  holding  any  service.  This  is  the  more 
to  be  regretted,  because  no  minister  of  any  kind,  had  ever 
visited  those  settlements  before,  and  many  besides  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  expressed  much  interest  in  her  servi- 
ces. My  other  itinerant  services  were  given  to  Peru,  Lo* 
g^nsport,  Lockport  and  Delphi.

CIRCULAR. 

The  Diocese  of  Indiana  contains  25  Parishes,  none  of 
them  large,  and  several  of  them  having  less  than  half  a 
dozen  communicants.  It  has  16  Churches  consecrated,  4 
unconsecrated,  and  in  5  Parishes  there  is  no  Church  yet 
erected.  Two  years  ago,  there  was  but  one;  and  now  there 
are  but  5  self-supporting  Parishes.  With  but  two  or 
three  exceptions,  all  the  Parishes  are  either  preparing  to 
build,  building  or  paying  for  their  Churches.  There  are 
only  about  750  communicants  in  the  Diocese  out  of 
1,000,000  inhabitants.  The  number  of  Clergymen  ac- 
tually doing  parochial  duty,  is  15,  in  17  Parishes;  leaT- 
ing  8  Parishes  vacant,  and  many  promising  openings  for 
the  Church  unoccupied.  To  make  the  condition  of  the 
Diocese  still  more  feeble,  these  few  Parishes  are  as  widely 
scattered  as  they  can  be  in  a  territory  as  large  as  five  of 
the  New  England  States.  Evansville  is  more  than  400 
miles  from  Fort  Wayne;  Lawrenceburgh  more  than  SOO 
from  Michigan  City  by  the  shortest  travelled  route,  and 
by  the  usual  route,  much  farther. 

But  the  Bishop,  whose  time  is  required  by  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Church  to  be  wholly  devoted  to  his  Episcopal 
duties,  is  now  trammeled  with  the  charge  of  a  Parish  on 
which  he  is  dependant  for  his  support.  The  Diocese  is 
scarcely  able  to  raise  the  sum  necessary  to  defray  his 
travelling  expenses.  It  cannot  and  does  not  attempt  at 
present  to  pay  him  any  salary.  But  it  is  impossible  for 
him,  while  thus  burdened,  to  discharge  the  necessary  du- 
ties of  the  Episcopate,  and  effectually  watch  over,  and 
strengthen  the  Missionary  enterprises  of  the  Diocese. — 
Deeply  impressed  with  this  conviction,  the  late  Conven- 
tion (June,  1851,)  resolved  to  attempt  to  relieve  him 
from  all  parochial  duty.  But,  of  course,  the  little  band 
of  Churchmen  already  struggling  under  the  burden  of 
building  their  Churches  and  supporting  their  Ministers,  |

cannot  support  him  themselTes.  They  therefore  appeal 
to  the  sympathy  of  their  friends  in  other  Dioceses,  for  a 
part  of  the  means  of  supporting  their  Bishop  as  a  Mis- 
sionary, for  three  years;  hoping,  at  the  expiration  of  that 
time,  to  be  less  needy  of  assistance. 

We  solicit  aid  in  three  ways:  First,  We  ask  the  Rec- 
tors of  Parishes  to  promise  an  annual  collection  for  this 
object,  payable  at  any  time  in  the  year  for  the  next  three 
years. 

2d,  We  ask  individuals  to  subscribe  sums  of  five  dol- 
lars and  upwards,  payable  in  the  same  way. 

3d,  We  ask  for  immediate  collections,  and  donations 
in  money,  land,  or  other  property. 

And  we  appeal  to  the  liberality  of  other  Dioceses,  the 
more  confidently,  because  Indiana  has  not  received  a  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  Church's  contributions.  She  has 
had  no  Bishop  to  beg  for  her;  no  Jubilee,  nor  Reuyon, 
nor  Kemper  College;  no  Nashotah  nor  Minnesota  Institu- 
tions, founded  and  built  up  by  Eastern  liberality.  She 
has  never  asked  for  nor  received  a  dollar  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

lu  her  weakness,  yet  in  faith,  she  is  now  asking  aid  to 
support  her  Bishop  as  an  Itinerant  Missionary  in  this 
truly  Missionary  field.  She  wishes  him  to  be  able  to  go 
forth,  like  an  Apostle  of  old,  and  sow  the  seeds  of  Gos- 
pel truth — lay  the  foundations  of  the  Church  in  large  re- 
gions where  it  is  yet  unknown;  and  watch  over  and  as- 
sist those  unfortunate  Parishes  that  may  be  left  for 
months,  perhaps  for  years,  without  the  care  of  a  Pastor. 

It  is  evident  to  all,  that  the  rank,  authority  and  reputa- 
tion of  a  Bishop,  make  him  a  far  better  pioneer,  and  a 
more  efifective  Missionary,  than  an  ordinary  presbyter  can 
be.  And  this  is  more  evident  in  Dioceses  like  that  of  In- 
diana, which  has  a  Bishop  who  loves  the  Missionary 
work,  and  finds  his  chief  pleasure  in  seeking  the  scattered 
members  of  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  has 
made  him  Overseer.    In  view  of  these  facts,  we  confi- 
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dently  hope  that  the  same  Blessed  Spirit  will  awaken 

more  sympathy  for  this  Diocese,  and  prompt  the  more  fa- 

vored portipns  of  the  Church  to  sustain  and  advance  this 

labor  of  love.

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REMARKS  OF  THE  REV.  DR.  CLAXTON, 

Of  MftdisoB,  aecompanjinf  hiiScsoIotions  in  reference  to  the  death  of  the  late  Rev. 
Dr.  Wylie.  PnbUithed  in  the  Appendix  totJie  Jonrnal  by  the  requeitof  the  Con- 
TsntioA. 

In  discharging  the  painful  duty,  Mr.  President,  of  pre- 
senting these  Resolutions,  1  must  ask  your  indulgence 
and  that  of  the  Convention,  for  the  remarks  that  I  now  i 
have  to  make.  I  could  neither  trust  my  own  feelings, 
nor  do  in  any  measure  such  justice  as  I  would  desire  to 
the  memory  of  our  beloved  brother,  were  I  merely  to  of- 
fer the  Resolutions,  and  then  follow  them  with  a  few 
thoughts  extemporaneously  suggested.  Let  me,  however, 
without  further  preface,  attempt  to  sketch  briefly  the  life 
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and  the  character  of  him  whose  loss  we  so  greatly  deplore. 
The  kindness  of  a  correspondent — a  member  of  his  fam- 
ily— enables  me  to  mention  some  particulars  not  publicly 
known,  and  worthy  of  being  kept  in  our  remembrance. 

Dr,  Wylie  was  early  called,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to 
begin  a  life  of  piety. 

He  was  the  son  of  a  plain  farmer  who  resided  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania.  His  father's  family  being 
large,  he  undertook,  at  thirteen  years  of  age,  his  own  sup- 
port. Whilst  pursuing  his  College  studies  (in  Jefferson 
College,  Canonsburgh,  Pa.,)  he  taught  a  few  clarsetf  in 
the  Institution,  to  defray  his  expenses;  and  in  a  short 
time  it  could  be  said  of  him,  that  he  had  grown  wiser 
than  his  teachers,  and  in  learning  far  excelled  them  that 
were  ancients." 

It  was,  I  presume,  before  his  entrance  into  College, 
that  his  religious  character  became  decided.  ''In  youth, 
(I  am  informed  by  my  correspondent)  he  was  impressed 
with  a  deep  conviction  of  the  worth  of  the  immortal 
soul.  The  truth  of  Revealed  Religion  was  with  him,  for 
several  years,  the  on/y  question.  For  two  or  three  years, 
doubts  and  fears  assailed  his  spirit.  Having  suffered 
much  from  anxiety  of  mind  on  this  momentous  subject, 
he  resolved  to  test  the  precious  promises  made  in  Holy 
Writ  to  those  who  seek  in  earnest.  In  the  woods  adjoin- 
ing his  father's  house  he  retired,  and  spent  hours  of  each 
day,  praying  for  light  from  on  high  to  illumine  his  sin^ 
darkened  mind.  At  the  midnight  hour  he  arose  and 
sought  his  God.  At  noon  he  entered  his  closet  and  there 
prayed  in  secret.  Not  long  before  his  death  he  told  his 
family  how  and  when  he  wrestled  thujs,  for  the  last  time. 
He  was  journeying,  in  the  depth  of  winter.  The  snow 
lay  deep  on  the  ground.  Night  overtook  him.  He  felt 
that  there  he  must  cry  for  help.  He  fell  on  his  knees  in 
the  snow,  and  remained  a  long,  long  time,  supplicating 
his  God  for  mercy,  light  and  pardon. 

His  prayer  was  then  answered.    The  love  and  the  light

of  Heaven  were  shed  abroad  in  his  heart.  He  was  saved 
and  comforted.  From  that  time  he  ceased  not  to  avow 
his  convictions  of  this  wonderful  truth.  In  words  of 
wisdom  seldom  equalled  he  spoke  and  reasoned  concern- 
ing it.  With  tears,  he  would,  in  after  days,  admonish 
and  entreat  his  hearers  to  come  unto  God  by  his  own  de- 
signated means." 

The  piety  thus  deeply,  because  Divinely,  implanted  in 
his  youthful  heart,  bore  iis  natural  and  appropriate  fruit 
in  his  subsequent  life.  I  cannot  speak  from  personal 
knowledge  of  any  but  the  three  or  four  years  previous  to 
his  decease,  during  which  it  was  my  privilege  to  claim 
his  friendship,  but  truly  I  can  testify  of  the  deep  convic- 
tion which  his  conversation  ever  gave  me,  that  he  was  one 
who  lived  near  his  God.  *'The  world  (writes  my  cor- 
respondent) hath  seen  him  in  the  pulpit,  on  the  speaker's 
stand,  and  in  the  halls  of  learning;  we,  each  day,  for  so 
many  years,  in  private  life;  at  home;  where  only  man  is 
seen  in  his  true  character.  Through  all  these  years  we 
can  bear  witness  to  his  holy  life  and  conversation.  Daily 
the  Scriptures  were  his  study  and  his  delight;  Morning 
and  noon  of  each  day,  he  prayed  with  and  for  us  at  the 
family  altar.  A  portion  of  each  day  was  spent  by  him 
in  private  prayer,  communing  with  his  Maker.  In  all  his 
joys  and  sorrows — and  the  latter  were  many  and  sore — he 
acknowledged  the  hand  of  Mercy.  I  never  saw  a  more 
thankful  heart.  Never  have  we  heard  him  utter  a  peevish 
exclamation  at  any  of  the  arrangements  or  visitations  of 
Providence;  nor  did  he  consider  the  smallest  events  that 
happen,  mere  accidents.  From  the  least  to  the  greatest 
he  would  say:  *The  Lord  sitteth  at  the  helm  and  ordereth 
the  affairs  of  men."  * 

The  writer  proceeds  with  some  allusions  to  the  devo- 
tional spirit  of  our  lamented  friend  and  brother — the  deep 
veneration  with  which  he  ever  approached  the  all-glorious 
Maker  of  the  Universe:  the  preparation  of  soul  with 
which  *'he  entered  the  Presence:  fearing  the  use  of  an 
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improper  word,  or  the  indulgence  of  an  unseemly  thought. 
With  all  diligence  he  kept  his  heart,  striving  constantly 
to  realize  that  he  was  in  the  presence  of  an  all-seeing 
God." 

*•  The  small  vices  and  weaknesses  common  to  most 
men,  hia  great  nature  could  not  even  comprehend.  The 
world  and  its  riches  were  so  little  to  him,  that  he  could 
not  conceive  why  men  were  so  eager  in  their  pursuit." 

*'  Never  would  he  listen  to  an  ill  report,  much  less  re- 
peat it;  nor  would  he  at  all  allow  it  in  his  family.  The 
breath  of  scandal  and  of  gossip  was  voiceless  in  his  pre- 
sence, as  in  that  of  a  superior  nature.  Envy  and  un- 
charitableness  he  never  manifested.  *  For  every  idle 
word,  my  'children,  (he  would  often  say  to  them,)  you 
must  give  account."  * 

Nor  was  his  piety  morose  and  severe.  He  disliked,  in- 
deed, the  loud,  unmeaning  laugh.  Yet  seldom  has  there 
been  one  more  calculated  to  interest  and  to  shine  in  the 
social  circle  than  he;  full  of  innocent  mirth;  so  original, 
so  racy  in  his  wit,  so  kind  and  courteous;  ever,  even  by 
his  pleasantry,  imparting  some  forcible  truth,  in  most  lit 
I  phrase."  In  his  moments  of  mirth  and  merriment,  be 
seemed  never  to  forget  his  holy  profession  nor  to  com- 
promise his  piety. 

I  need  scarcely  say  to  those  who  are  here  present,  that 
the  intellectual  endoicmenta  of  our  departed  brother,  were 
of  the  very  highest  order. 

From  his  youth  he  was  marked,  not  only  as  a  devoted 
christian,  but  as  possessing  rare  qualities  of  mind.  A 
striking  evidence  of  this  was  given,  when  at  the  early 
age  of  twenty-three — only  one  year  after  his  graduating 
at  Jefferson  College — he  was  raised  from  a  Tutorship  to 
the  Presidency  of  that  Institution!  Thence  he  was  called 
to  hold  the  same  high  office  in  Washington  College,  in  his 
native  County.  In  both  these  positions  he  acquired  for 
himself  a  high  reputation.  His  services  were  sought  by 
many  Presbyterinn    congregations    in    Eastern  cities; 
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amongst  others,  by  one  of  the  most  influential^  in  num- 
bers and  m  wealth,  in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  Pittsburgh  desired  the  influence  of  his 
name  and  his  abilities.  The  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
(in  Philadelphia,)  would,  he  had  good  reason  to  believe, 
welcome  him  to  its  Presidency.  But  all  these  proposals 
he  refused,  that  he  might  accept  the  Presidency  of  the 
University  of  this  young  and  rising  State.  With  all  per- 
sonal humility,  he  was  not  unconscious  of  his  intellec- 
tual strength;  and  he  felt  a  laudable  desire  *'to  plough  and 
grub  in  virgin  aoil:"  to  stamp  the  impress  of  his  mind 
and  heart  where  he  could  come  nearest  the  foundations  of 
a  great  commonwealth.  How  wisely  he  chose,  and  how 
well  he  did  his  work,  hundreds  of  Indiana's  sons  can  tes- 
tify. They  know  what  was  his  power  as  a  thinker,  a 
reasoner,  an  orator.  He  Was  a  thorough  student.  No 
superficial  acquaintance  with  any  subject  would  satisfy 
his  mind.  His  discriminating  reason  soon  selected  the 
sound,  the  true,  the  noble,  among  the  thoughts  of  other 
men.  of  his  own  or  far  distant  days;  and  his  retentive 
memory  held  at  command  vast  stores  of  learning,  its  sub- 
stance well  digested  and  assimilated  to  his  own  mental 
nature.  His  quotations,  so  apt  and  so  free  from  pedan- 
try; his  versatility  of  talent,  ready  for  every  theme  and 
every  occasion;  his  exact  adaptation  of  thought  and  ex- 
pression to  his  audience;  as  intelligible,  as  iustruclive, 
and  as  persuasive,  on  the  boards  of  the  Agricultural  Fair, 
or  before  the  pupils  of  a  Young  Ladies'  Seminary,  as  in 
the  Halls  of  Science,  or  of  Legislation,  or  in  the  highest 
Councils  of  the  Church:  all  give  proof,  if  proof  be  needed, 
of  what  has  just  been  said  concerning  him.  And  there 
was  one  feature — it  is  hard  to  say  whether  of  his  intel- 
lectual or  moral  nature — that  secured  for  them  both  the 
impress  of  true  greatness.  I  refer  to  his  humility;  his 
modesty,  if  I  may  use  the  word;  the  absence. of  all  self- 
inflated  dogmatism.  Like  Isaac  Newton,  and  like  Bishop 
Butler,  he  ever  manifested  an  almost  child-like  simpli- 
10 
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city.  Said  one  who  knew  him  most  intimately,"  Though 
so  deeply  read  in  human  lore,  he  thought  he  had  but  en- 
tered the  portals  of  knowledge,  and  was  as  humble,  and  as 
willing  to  be  taught,  as  a  little  child."  He  realized  the 
force  of  that  paradox  of  St.  Paul,  "If  any  man  thinketh 
that  he  knoweth  any  thing,  he  knoweth  nothing  yet  as  he 
ought  to  know.*'  He  compared  his  attainments,  not  with 
those  of  other  men,  but  with  the  vast  treasuries  of  Truth 
yet  to  be  explored;  the  Finite  with  the  Infinite;  and  the 
Tain  imaginings  of  little  intellects,  found  no  place  in  his 
great  soul. 

It  was  the  conjoint  influence  of  such  a  mind  and  such 
a  heart  that  fashioned  his  character  as  a  Theologian  and 
a  Preacher.    His  early  piety  laid  the  basis  of  his  Theo- 
logical views;  they  sprang  from  the  affections  of  his  soul 
no  less  than  from  the  convictions  of  his  reason.  They 
changed,  indeed,  in  some  respects:  for  every  thing  that  has 
vigorous  vitality  must  have  growth,  and  whatever  grows 
must  change.    There  certainly  can  be  but  one  conclusion 
among  candid  minds  as  to  the  entire  ingenuouaneaa,  the 
intelligent  conscientiousness,  with  which  he  made  his 
changes  of  Church  relation,  and  as  to  the  consistency  of 
his  conduct  and  his  principles,  even  when  these  changes 
were  taking  place.    He  was,  indeed,  at  the  time  of  their 
occurrence,  in  some  quarters,  severely  censured:  yet,  after 
all,  those  changes  wore,  in  result,  no  other  than  had  been 
made  by  many  whose  reputations  are  now  so  well  estab- 
lished that  the  breath  of  calumny  does  not  even  attempt 
to  tarnish  them.     Like  Abp.  Lcighton,  like  Abp.  Tillot- 
son,  and  like  Bishop  Butler — like  Cutler,  the  eminent 
President  of  Yale  College — like  the  Rev.  Samuel  Johnson, 
afterward  the  no  less  eminent  President  of  Columbia  Col- 
lege— like  many  hundred  others,  in  this  country  alone — 
our  Dr.  Wylie,  having  officiated  in  a  non-Episcopal  min- 
istry, sought  and  obtained  Ordination  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.    And  having;  named  Bishop  Butler, 
allow  me  to  cite  from  his  Biography  a  few  lines  W'hich 
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might  as  aptly  have  been  written  for  our  departed  friend: 
*<  His  character  was  everything  that  would  be  expected 
from  his  writings.  Of  piety  most  fervent  and  of  morals 
most  pure,  he  lived  the  liife,  while  he  professed  the  faith, 
of  the  christian.  No  man  ever  more  thoroughly  possessed 
the  '  meekness  of  wisdom.'  Neither  the  consciousness  of 
intellectual  strength,  nor  the  just  reputation  which  he 
had  thereby  attained,  nor  the  elevated  station  to  which  he 
had  been  raised,  in  the  slightest  degree  injured  the  natural 
modesty  of  his  character,  or  the  mildness  and  sweetness 
of  his  temper." 

When  such  men  as  Bishop  Butler  and  Dr.  Wylie  change 
their  views  of  Church  Polity,  they  are  surely  entitled  to 
aomething  more  than  the  credit  of  sincerity. 

Two  great  principles  Dr.  Wylie  cherished  from  the 
outset  of  his  ministry;  and  his  conviction  of  the  truth  and 
the  importance  of  these  principles  grew  and  strengthened 
continually.  One  was  the  paramount  duty  of  union — an 
outward  union  if  possible — at  least  a  unity  of  spirit  and 
of  affection — amongst  all  true  Christians.  The  other, 
and  that  in  order  to  the  former,  was  the  unlawfulness  of 
requiring  for  Church  Communion  a  profession  of  Faith  in 
any  doctrines  not  clearly  and  expressly  revealed  in  the 
Word  of  God.  His  temper  and  his  views  were,  in  the 
best  sense  of  the  terra,  Catholic.  What  they  were  is 
clearly  shown  by  his  sermon  on  **  the  Union  of  Christians 
for  the  Conversion  of  the  World,"  delivered  in  Madison, 
in  April,  1634,  and  there  printed  and  published.  His 
text  was  from  our  Blessed  Lord's  prayer  for  his  Disciples, 
then  and  in  all  coming  ages,  **  that  they  all  may  be  one," 
and  never  can  I  forget  the  deep  emotion  with  which,  a  lit- 
tle more  than  a  year  before  his  death,  he  spoke  to  me  of  a 
prayer  that  he  had  heard  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  in 
which  one  of  the  petitions  was  **  tliai  God's  people  might 
be  reconciled  to  the  divisions  then  existing  and  increasing 
amongst  Christians."  My  Blessed  Master,"  was  his 
hcarVa  exclamation,  **  with  His  dying  breath  prayed  that 
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His  followers  might  all  be  One:  and  here  is  one  of  His 
Ministers  praying  that  Christians  ^ight  be  reconciled  to 
disunion/'  His  heart  clung  to  the  Apostolic  principle, 
'*  one  Body,  one  Spirit,  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Bap- 
tism." 

Amidst  all  the  measures  tending  to  the  division  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  in  whose  ministry  he  was  so  promi- 
nent, his  voice  was  ever  raised  in  behalf  of  pea^e.  His 
plea  was  for  toleration.  His  ideal  of  the  Chuxch  was  of 
a  body  embracing  all  who  held  the  M9cntiala  oi  ChrisiihH 
doctrine,  and  who  gave  reasonable  evidence  of  piety,  in 
their  lives.  So,  at  least,  it  would  seem,  from  the  sermon 
just  mentioned,  and  from  a  more  extended,  and  very  re- 
markable publication  of  the  year  1840,  entitled  '*  Secia'- 
rianiem  is  Heresy.'*  Time  will  not  permit  any  extracts, 
or  his  sentiments  might  best  be  shown  in  his  own  lan- 
guage. At  this  latter  date,  he  was  doubtless  realixing 
what  he  had  long  and  mournfully  anticipated.  He  was 
once  charged  with  sitting  on  the  fence,"  whilst  the 
work  of  division  in  his  Church  was  going  on.  "  And 
what"  asked  one,  **  will  he  do  when  the  fence  is  burned 
down?  "  **  He  will  sit  down  "  said  Dr.  W.,  *'  and  weep  in 
the  ashes."  It  seemed  sportive;  but  it  came  from  the 
depth  of  a  full  heart! 

In  the  winter  of  1&40-41  his  decision  was  made,  and  he 
applied  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in 
this  Diocese.  A  little  book  lying  on  a  bookseller's  stall 
in  Philadelphia,  had  some  years  before  arrested  bis  atten- 
tion by  its  title.  It  was  Letters  by  a  Blacksmith."  He 
procured  it,  and  for  a  long  time  it  lay  unread  in  his  study; 
but  that  little  book,  as  he  himself  assured  me,  did  much 
towards  giving  him  a  clue  by  which  to  find  that  compre- 
hensive. Apostolic  Church,  which  he  was  seeking.* 


*NoTB.~I  may  add.  withoat  indclioacj,  thar  on*  or  more  eitended  eoiiT«rtatioM 

with  the  ettimnble  and  intelligent  wile  of  the  Rev.  Rector  of  Christ  Ch.,  ladiuii^ 
oli«t  (now  of  Christ  Ch.,  Daf  ton,  Ohio.)  had  no  small  part  in  d«epeninx  llu(  fkvor* 
able  impresiions  lie  had  received  of  the  character  and  the  principles  of  the  ProiMC* 
ant  Epitcopoi  Cbnrch.  * 
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Subsequent  and  thorough  investigation,  made  with  his 
characteristic  humility  and  self-distrust,  made  with  earn- 
est prayer  to  the  Great  **  Shepherd  und  Bishop  of  souls," 
for  the  guidance  of  his  Spirit,  brought  his  mind  to  the 
conviction  that  he  ought  to  **  go  back  to  that  Church  from 
which  his  ancestors  had  seceded."  Of  one  thing he 
says  in  his  publislied  defence,  **  I  became  perfectly  satis- 
fied, viz:  that  the  claims  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U. 
States,  to  be  considered  the  true  Catholic  Church,  built 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus 
Christ  Himself  being  the  chief  Corner-Stone,  arc  superior, 
decidedly  and  by  far,  t9  those  of  any  other  Chnreh,  This 
decidjed  in  my  mind,  the  point  of  duty.  *  *  Feeling  it 
ta  be  my  duty,  and  acting  in  reference  to  that  solemn 
questioning  which  every  Protestant  in  this  land  ought  to 
undergo  at  the  bar  of  his  own  conscience,  as  to  what  he 
has  done  or  neglected  to  do,  to  unite  the  scattered  flock 
of  the  Reformation  into  one  fold — a  questioning  which, 
if  made  now,  will  be  the  more  cheerfully  met  hereafter; 
and  before  a  Higher  Tribunal,  I  acted  as  I  have  done.  My 
only  regret  is  that  *  *  I  had  not  sooner  discovered  the 
path  on  tchich  I  have  entered^' 

In  December,  1841,  he  was  ordained  Deacon,  and  in 
May,  1842,  was  advanced  to  the  Presbyterate.  His  new 
Ecclesiastical  position  did  not  at  all  diminish  the  Catho- 
licity of  his  feelings.  **  Grace,  Mercy  and  Peace,"  was 
still  his  heart's  benediction  for  **all  them  that  love  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  sincerity."  In  his  new  relation  he 
grew  continually  in  the  confidence  and  the  affection  not 
only  of  his  ministering  bretliren,  but  also  of  the  most  in- 
telligent and  influential  among  the  Laity.  From  the 
year  1845,  to  his  decease,  he  was,  most  of  the  time,  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese,  and 
in  the  General  Conventions  of  1844  and  1850,  he  was  one 
of  the  Delegates  from  Indiana;  nor  was  his  voice  ever 
raised  in  those  councils  without  commanding  the  most  res- 
pectful attention. 
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I  have  said  as  much,  perhaps,  as  the  occasion  will  al- 
low, of  our  departed  hrother  in  his  Ecclesiastical  and 
Theological  relations.  Nor  need  I  here,  where  he  was  so 
well  known,  dwell  on  his  excellence  as  a  Preacher.  His 
rare  originality  of  thought  and  of  illustration,  his  close 
and  lucid  reasoning,  his  often  energetic  and  impas- 
sioned appeals,  made  his  discourses  always  interesting  and 
at  times  deeply  affecting.  He'  was  ever  anxious  to  con- 
vey to  his  liearcrs  the  exact  meaning  of  the  Sacred 
Oracles.  He  loved  to  preach  Christ  as  the  sinner's  only 
hope;  and  faith  in  Him,  as  the  appointed  means  of  the 
sinner's  justification  hefore  God.  His  last  sermons,  lam 
told,  were  full  of  the  love  of  God.  *•  Oh,  my  dear  hear- 
ers," he  would  say  repeatedly,  **  how  much  dearer  you  arc 
to  God  than  to  yourselves."'  Such  preaching  could  not 
he  without  abundant  fruits.  Eternity  will  disclose  how 
many  and  how  rich  they  were. 

For  his  station  as  President  of  a  great  and  rising  Uni- 
versity, he  was  confessedly  in  a  most  eminent  degree  fit- 
ted. Of  his  worth  in  this  position  it  will  belong  to  other 
persons  and  other  occasions  to  speak  at  length.  Let  me 
only  now  adduce  a  few  words  from  a  communication  al- 
ready cited.  **  How  many  testimonials  of  his  useful  la- 
bors have  met  our  eyes!  Letters  from  some  of  his  pupils, 
first  in  name  and  in  talent,  calling  him  by  the  most  en- 
dearing epithets!  *My  more  than  father;' ray. beloved  pre- 
ceptor ;'  my  dear  old  mentor;'  *to  you  I  am  indebted  for 
all  I  am  in  this  world,  and  all  I  hope  in  the  next."  ' — 
Writes  another,  **  I  entered  your  lecture  room  a  sceptic,  a 
scoffer:  I  left  you,  a  firm  believer  in  the  truth  of  Christi- 
anity." Another  says,  **To  your  teachings  and  example 
I  am  indebted  for  whatever  gentlemanly  deportment  I 
may  have  in  my  intercourse  with  my  fellows,  and  for 
those  nice  distinctions  of  right  and  wrong,  overlooked  and 
disregarded  by  the  greater  part  of  mankind."  Such,  in 
high  and  holy  influence,  was  he,  of  whom  God,  in  His  in- 
scrutable Providence,  hath  deprived  us. 
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You  will  bear  with  me,  Mr.  President  and  Brethren, 
whilst  for  a  short  time  I  lead  your  thoughts  to  **  the  end 
of  his  conversation"— the  latter  days  of  his  long  and  hon- 
orable life. 

Family  afflictions  had  within  a  few  years  past  borne 
heavily  upon  hia  sensitive  spirit.  Lately  his  poignant  sor- 
row for  the  loss  of  his  son  had  subsided  into  meek  ac* 
quiescence."  A  few  days  previous  to  his  death  he  said  to 
a  near  relative,  '*I  have  had  much  sweet  communion  with 
my  Saviour  since  my  dear  son's  loss.  His  Holy  Spirit 
hath  visited  me  and  comforted  me.  I  am  resigned  now  to 
his  removal.'* 

We  have  reason  to  think  that  our  beloved  brother  was 
not  without  a  presentiment  of  his  speedy  departure.  Not 
long  before  his  sickness  he  said  to  his  family,  **  I  visit  my 
grave  every  day:  It  is  to  me  a  beaten  track;  I  do  not  fear 
to  die."    "  Often  "says  Bp.  Burgess,  *'  have  sayings  drop- 
ped from  good  men  as  they  unconsciously  drew  near  to 
sickness  or  sudden  death,  which  seemed  as  if  a  higher 
mind  had  gently  led  their  thoghts  to  themes  that  beseemed 
a  pilgrim  almost  in  sight  of  Jerusalem."    Dr.  Arnold,  of 
Rugby,  that  ripe  scholar,  that  pure  christian,  that  man  of 
large  and  gentle  heart,  to  whom  our  Dr.  Wylie  has  been 
aptly  likened,  **  died  very  suddenly,  but  tlie  last  words  of 
his  last  lecture,  on  the  preceding  day,  were  a  blessed  an- 
ticipation of  waking  i"^  the  likeness  of  Christ;  and  the  last 
,  entry  in  his  Diary,  before  he  lay  down  to  the  sleep  from 
!  which  he  awoke  only  to  die,was  of  a  solemn  review  of  his 
I   whole  life,  and  a  sober,  pious  contemplation  of  the  future. 
I   *  And  then '  he  wrote,  *  what  is  to  follow  this  life?"  '  Our 
I   friend  had  often  prayed,  when  in  health,  that  when  his 
I   hour  should  come,  he  might  be  removed  speedily;  that  the 
I   Messenger  might  swiftly  execute  his  mission.    lie  had  a 
I   great  dread  of  lingering,  wasting  disease.    His  prayer  was 
j   answered.    It  was  only  the  day  before  his  decease  that 
!   his  family  became  Feriously  alarmed;  and  it  was  upon  the 
I   fourth  day  of  his  illness  that  his  release  came.    His  dis- 
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ease  was  such  that  he  could  speak  but  little;  yet  in  a  few 
broken  words  he  would  whisper,  **  Christ  is  precious;'*  and 
his  looks,  more  than  words,  assured  his  friends  that  a 
mighty  arm  sustained  and  comforted  him  in  his  walk 
through  the  Dark  Valley.  His  last  moments  were  full  of 
conscious  peace.  To  the  prayer  offered  by  the  Bev.  Dr. 
Daily,  a  little  before  his  departure,  he  responded  audibly 
and  fervently,  **  amen!  amen!  '*  and  ere  the  instant  of 
his  soul's  dismissal  came,  his  countenance  began  to  glow 
with  emotion:  he  fixed  his  gaze  steadfastly  on  Hearcn; 
his  breast  heaved  for  a  last  effort,  and,  with  most  distinct 
utterance,  he  said,  **  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  my  Saviour! "  and 
was  at  rest! 

"The  IsBt  end 
Of  the  rood  man  in  peace.  How  calm  hii  exit! 
Night  dews  fall  not  more  gtnily  to  the  «rronnd. 
Nor  weary,  wom-otit  windi  eipire  bo  foft." 

His  countenance  in  death  wore  the  signet  of  Christian-  * 
peace.  Often,"  says  Bishop  Burgess,  we  seem  to  see 
the  trace  of  such  joy  in  the  look  of  him  who  is  already  in 
his  coffin,  as  if  the  last  beam  that  played  on  the  house  of 
clay,  was  the  first  from  a  brighter  sphere."  Every  one, 
I  learn,  remarked  the  Divine  expression  that  rested  on  the 
face  of  our  late  brother,  and  felt  that  here  lay  the  body  of 
a  saint.  Pining  sickness  had  not  wasted  his  frame.  No 
throe  of  pain  had  lingered  there.  The  happy  spirit,  in  its 
heavenward  flight,  seemed  to  leave  its  impress  on  the  life- 
less body. 

Here  the  eye  of  sense  may  no  longer  follow.  Faith 
points  us  to  his  freed, his  ransomed  8pirit,rejoicing  with  joy 
unspeakable  in  the  Paradise  of  God!  Such  a  life,  crowned 
with  such  a  death,  leaves  us  no  room  to  doubt.  We  sorrow 
not  as  they  which  have  no  hope.  Be  it  ours  to  follow  him  as 
he  followed  Christ,  and  to  cherish  in  our  heart  of  hearts, 
the  perpetual  memory  of  his  wisdom,  his  gentleness,  his 
warm-heartedness,  his  sincerity,  his  faith,  his  piety.

Tmis  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  the  Clergy- 
men and  Lay  Delegates  present  assembled  in  St.  John's 
Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot, 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  and  the  Rev.  P. 
H.  Greenleaf,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Boston,  Mass. 
The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Joseph 
S.  Large,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wajne.  The 
Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Geo. 
Upfold,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Large.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  and  five*  lajmen  be  ap- 
pointed hy  the  Chair  to  take  into  consideration  the  means  of  supporting 
the  Episcopate,  and  enabling  the  Bishop  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  his 
Episcopal  duties. 

The  Bishop  called  Rev.  Mr.  Large  to  the  Chair,  who 
appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wheeler  and  Loveridge,  and 
Messrs.  Dunn,  Moore,  Pepin,  Biugham,  and  Mears  the 
committee. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  a  Treasurer.  The  balloting  was  dispensed  with,  and 
Andrew  Ingram,  Esq.,  was  unanimously  re-elected. 

An  election  for  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  W^ alter  E.  Frank- 
lin and  Hon.  George  H.  Dunn;  and  the  Convention  ad- 
journed to  meet  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock. 
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FRIDAY,  June  3,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  by  Rev.  Homer  Wheeler  and  Rev. 
Henry  Safford.  After  prayer,  the  Convention  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
day  read,  amended,  and  approved.  Present  as  on  yester- 
day, with  the  exception  of  Messrs.  Taylor,  Addleman,  P. 
P.  Bailey,  and  Leonard. 

Messrs.  Cannon,  Lay  Delegate  from  Logansport^  and 
Bayley,/7-om  Crawfordsvilley  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  (See 
page  17  ) 

On  motion,  it  was 

Ruolifed,  That  the  next  annual  Conyention  of  this  Diocese  be  held  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  on  Thursday,  the  13th  day  of  May,  1854. 

On  motion,  the  committee  on  the  support  of  the  Epis- 
copate were  requested  to  fix  the  rate  of  assessment  upon 
the  parishes  for  the  Bishop's  traveling  expensed,  and  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

The  committee  on  unfinished  business  made  their  re- 
port, as  follows : 

The  committee  on  unfinished  business  report  that,  having  examined  the 
Journal  of  last  year,  they  find  nothing  requiring  the  attention  of  this  Con- 
Tention,  except  the  proceedings  recorded  on  page  36  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
perty of  the  parish  at  Leavenworth.  An  appointment  was  made  of  cer- 
tain gentlemen  to  sell  the  property  belonging  to  the  parish,  and  no  report 
of  tlieir  action  has  yet  been  received.  (Signed,)

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AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


June  3,  3  o'clock^  P,  M. 

Convention  re- assembled. 
On  motion,  it  was 

Raolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  in  fulfil- 
ment of  the  proviftions  of  the  XIV th  Canon  of  this  Diocese,  to  draft,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  a  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Church, 
to  be  presented  to  the  next  Qenerol  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Fiske,  Foster,  and 
Van  Antwerp. 

On  motion,  a  ballot  was  had  for  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese — Rev.  Messrs.  Barton  and  Haff  tellers. 

Hon.  James  Morrison,  Hon.  G.  H.  Dunn,  Dr.  Geo.  W. 
Mears,  Charles  Cox,  and  A.  Ingram  were  chosen. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  unanimously  adopt- 
ed: 

Retolved,  That  this  Convention  tender  its  grateful  acknowledgments  to 
the  citizens  of  Lafayette  for  their  kind  hospitality  during  its  session. 

Moved,  that  a  committee  of  one  clergyman  and  two  lay- 
men be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  consider  that  portion 
of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  quarterly  collec- 
tions in  the  different  parishes  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  D.  E.  Loveridge,  and  Messrs. 
Lang  and  Burr;  who  soon  reported,  through  their  chair- 
man, the  following  resolution,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  the  continuance  of  quarterly 
collections  for  Diocesan  Missions,  as  during  the  past  Conventional  year. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously. 
On  motion, 

Retohed,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  appropri- 
ate so  much  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  not  otherwise  called  for,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  supply  the  deficit  due  upon  the  Bishop's  traveling  expenses. 
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The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes of  Indiana,  with  reference  to  the  election  and  pow- 
ers of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  offered  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  laws  of  Indiana  relating  to  the 
election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  defining  their  powers,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  the  act  approved  June  17,  1852,  prescribes  the  mode  of  elect- 
ing Trustees,  and  specifies  their  powers,  but  does  not  distinctly  authorize 
the  organization  of  corporate  bodies  under  the  title  of  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen, as  heretofore.  Other  defects  noticed  by  the  committee  in  compar- 
ing this  act  with  the  laws  before  in  existence,  are  the  following: 

1.  The  omission  of  a  provision  that  the  Rector  of  a  Church  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  Vestry,  and  preside  at  its  meetings. 

3.  The  failure  to  designate  the  mode  of  supplying  vacancies  when  they 
occur  in  Boards  of  Trustees.  And, 

3.  The  want  of  express  authority  to  elect  more  than  five  persons  as 
members  of  the  incorporation. 

The  16th  section  of  the  act,  (page  460  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1852,) 
contains,  it  is  believed,  such  provisions  as  will  answer  present  purposes, 
especially  if  it  be  admitted  that,  on  the  score  of  usage  and  the  authority 
derived  from  former  laws,  a  parish  may  have  ten  Vestrymen;  but  the  com- 
mittee regard  it  as  exceedingly  desirable  that  remedies  be  provided,  by  le- 
gislation, for  the  defects  alluded  to.  They  believe,  moreover,  that  if  due 
attention  be  given  to  the  subject,  at  the  proper  time,  the  necessary  legal 
provisions  can  be  obtained,  by  the  addition  of  one  or  two  sections  to  the 
general  law  in  relation  to  Trustees,  which  will  restore  to  parishes  and  their 
Rectors,  in  language  so  clear  as  not  to  admit  of  doubt,  the  privileges  ex- 
pressly conferred  upon  them  by  former  laws.  The  committee  recommend 
to  the  Ck>nvention  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  accom- 
pUsk  this  object,  at  the  first  session  of  the  legislature.  (Signed,)

On  motion,  the  committee  was  continued,  with  instruc- 
tions to  present  the  subgect  to  the  legislature  at  its  next 
session. 

The  committee  on  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  accepted,  and  the 
resolutions,  as  proposed  by  the  committee,  adopted  unani- 
mously ;  Rev.  Mr.  Fiske  in  the  Chair : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Bishop's  salary 
and  the  means  of  enabling  him  to  devote  his  attention  exclusively  to  his 
Epiieopal  duties,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  deem  it  advisable,  and  re- 
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commend  the  Conrention  to  raise  a  sura  sufficient  for  the  said  purpose. 
The  advantages  to  the  Diocese  of  securing  the  undivided  and  urtrammeled 
services  of  the  Bishop  to  promote  its  general  interests  are  so  obvious,  that 
the  committee  deem  it  needless  to  enumerate  them.  They,  therefore,  re- 
commend that  in  addition  to  the  amount  assessed  upon  each  parish  to  pay 
the  sum  heretofore  allowed  the  Bishop  for  his  traveling  expenses,  an  in- 
creased proportionate  assessment  be  levied  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1,000  per 
annum,  which  they  deem  adequate,  for  the  present,  to  pay  his  salary  and 
traveling  expenses. 

It  is,  also,  proposed  that  each  parish  shall  determine  for  itself  the  man- 
ner in  which  its  respective  quota  shall  be  contributed;  but  the  commit- 
tee would  earnestly  recommend,  that,  as  far  as  possible,  every  communi- 
cant should  be  induced  to  give  something  towards  this  object.  It  is  highly 
important,  in  the  view  of  the  committee,  that  the  communicants  should 
feel  their  obligations  to  sustain  the  Church  and  her  Ministers,  and  their 
d<.*ep  interest  in  her  prosperity.  This,  it  is  believed,  can  be  best  done  by 
inculcating  the  necessity  of  individual  contributions  from  each  person; 
even  the  smallest  should  not  be  disregarded,  as  the  maintenance  of  the 
principle  is  the  main  object. 

In  pursuance  of  these  views,  the  committee  recommend  for  adoption  the 
following  resolutions: 

1.  ReMohed,  That  the  Convention  pledge  to  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  the 
sum  of  $1,000  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  devote  hit 
attention  exclusively  to  his  Episcopal  duties. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  sums  hereby  assessed  shall  be  paid  to  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer  by  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and,  when  paid,  the  Treasurer 
shall  notify  the  Bishop  thereof,  and  from  that  time  payments  shall  be  made 
to  him  quarterly  under  this  arrangement. 

3.  Reeolwtd,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  Wardens  of  each 
parish  to  collect  and  transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Ist 
of  January  next,  the  said  assessments  against  their  respective  parishes;  and 
that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  give  due  notice 
to  the  Rector  of  each  parish,  or  to  the  Church  Wardens,  if  there  be  no 
Rector,  of  the  amount  assessed  to  each  parish,  and  the  time  of  payment. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  several  parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  assessed  in  the 
following  named  sums  for  the  support  of  the  BiFhop,  the  payment  of  the 
Bishop's  traveling  expenses,  as  heretofore  allowed,  and  for  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Diocese.

In  eomplisnce  with  Canon  VIII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1841, 1 
proceed  to  g^ve  jon  an  account  of  ray  acts  and  proceedings,  daring  the 
past  conrentional  year. 

Whitsunday,  May  30th,  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  in  the  morning, 
I  preached  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
preached  again  in  the  afternoon. 

Trini^  Sunday,  June  6th,  at  the  request  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
Kemper,  and  the  President  and  Faculty  of  Nashotah  House,  I  preached 
the  Ordination  Sermon,  in  the  morning,  in  St.  Sylvanus'  Church,  on 
occasion  of  the  ordination  of  two  young  men,  graduates  of  this  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons.  In  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  I  preached  in  St.  John  Chrysostom's  Church,  Delafield,  and  in 
the  evening,  in  St.  Sylvanus'  Church. 

This  visit  to  Nashotah,  gave  me  an  opportunity  of  becoming  personally 
acquainted  with  the  condition  of  this  interesting  and  valuable  "  School 
of  the  Prophets,"  and  with  the  admirable  system  of  instructiou  and  man- 
agement pursued  therein.  So  well  satisfied  was  I  with  the  course  of 
government  and  instruction,  and  so  strongly  impressed  with  the  advan- 
tages afforded  for  educating  young  men  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church, 
at  a  small  expenditure  of  money,  and  in  a  way  peculiarly  calculated  to 
discipline  and  prepare  them  for  our  Missionary  work  in  the  West,  that  I 
decided  to  recommend  this  institution  as  the  place  for  the  training  of 
yonng  men  of  this  Diocese  who  were  directing  their  attention  to  the 
Sacred  Ministry;  and  concentrate  my  influence  and  efforts  in  its  support, 
instead  of  making  an  attempt  to  establish  a  Theological  School  of  our 
own,  which,  in  the  present  weak  condition  of  the  Diocese,  would  be 
unpromising,  if  not  entirely  abortive.  There  are  now  three  young  men 
belonging  to  this  Diocese  who  are  members  of  this  Seminary;  one  of 
whom  is  so  far  advanced  in  his  studies,  as  to  have  received  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  President  to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders* 
whoso  testimonials  will  be  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  for  that 
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purpose,  at  its  first  meeting.  The  entire  expense  of  a  student  at  Naiho- 
tah,  including  board,  lodging,  and  washing,  such  is  the  rigid  and  admira- 
ble economy  pursued  in  its  management,  does  not  exceed  $75.  There  is  a 
serious  want  of  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  students, 
the  present  buildings  being  small  and  incommodious,  mere  huts,  indeed; 
and  calculated  more  or  less  to  impair  their  health.  In  September  last,  I 
united  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Eenoper  in  an  attempt  to  procure  donations 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  and  commodious  edifice,  such  as  is 
immediately  required.  The  attempt  was  made  with  some  degree  of  suc- 
cess; but  the  amount  subscribed  was  insufficient  to  warrant  the  commence- 
ment of  a  building,  without  infringing  on  the  rigid  rule  of  the  Trustees 
not  to  incur  any  debt.  The  necessity  for  a  more  commodious  building  is 
constantly  increasing,  from  the  accession  of  students,  and  ought  to  be 
met  promptly.  I  respectfully  and  earnestly  commend  the  urgent  wants  of 
the  institution,  and  this  object  in  particular,  to  the  liberality  of  the 
churchmen  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  as  to  thoise  of  our  brethren  of  the 
church  generally. 

June  8th,  I  preached,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Kemper,  the  Annual 
Missionary  Sermon  before  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee;  on  the  next  day,  June  9th,  in  company 
with  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  assisted,  in  the  same  church,  in  the 
opening  services  of  the  Convention. 

June  23d,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminazy  of  our  Church,  in  the  city  of  New  York;  and  the  follow- 
ing day,  June  34th,  the  Festival  of  St  John  the  Baptist,  in  St  Peter's 
Church,  New  York,  I  assisted  in  the  exercises  of  the  Annual  Commence- 
ment of  the  Seminary,  and  delivered  the  address  to  the  graduates. 

July  3d,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  and 
preached  in  the  evening  and  the  following  day,  July  4th.  Fourth  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  I  preached  again,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the  afternoon  I  rode  to  Hagers- 
town,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity 
Church  in  that  place,  and  preached  in  the  evening. 

July  5th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Cambridge  City, 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Fiske  and  Miller 
accompanied  me  and  assisted  in  the  services. 

July  6th,  I  visit«d  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Connersville,  accom- 
panied by  the  same  Rev.  brethren,  (who  assisted  in  the  services,)  preached 
and  confirmed  three  persons. 

The  three  parishes  last  mentioned,  are  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  in  the  capacity  of  itinerant  Missionary,  under  whose 
faithful  ministrations  they  appear  to  be  prospering. 

July  7th,  I  visited  Rushville,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  and 
preached  in  the  afbemopn.  There  is  no  parochial  organiaation  in  tUs 
place.  It  seemed,  however,  to  present  a  favorable  opening  for  the  services 
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of  the  Ohareh,  and  I  adviaed  Mr.  Miller  to  give  it  some  attention,  and 
officiate  occaaionallj. 

From  Roahyille  I  retamed  to  Lafayette  and  resumed  my  parochial 
duties,  until  interrupted  bj  sickness.  In  consequence  of  this  sickness,  I 
was  preTented  from  fulfilling  an  appointment  at  Bloomington,  at  the 
request  of  the  Faculty  of  the  State  ITniTersitj,  to  preach  a  sermon  com- 
memoratiTe  of  the  late  President  of  the  Institution,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wylie, 
on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  Annual  Commencement  in  August.  And 
from  the  same  cause,  I  was  obliged  to  relinquish  a  proposed  visitation  of 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  Wortkington,  and  officiating  at  other  places  in  its 
vicinity. 

The  months  of  September,  October,  and  the  early  part  of  November,  I 
■pent  at  the  East,  whither  certain  general  official  duties  called  me.  During 
this  period,  I  preached  every  Sunday  twice,  and  frequently  three  times,  in 
various  pariahes,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
oa  three  occaaions. 

On  the  5th  of  October,  I  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Miaaions  of  the  General  Missionazy  Society  of  our  Church,  in  Trinity 
Ohurch,  Boston.  The  meeting  waa  indifferently  attended,  and  but  little 
bosiness  tnnaaeted.  The  report  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Committees 
exhibited  a  gratifying  account  of  our  Missionary  operations  at  home  and 
alnroad. 

October  7th,  pursuant  to  a  summons  from  the  late  Presiding  Bishop,  I 
took  my  seat  as  a  member  of  a  court  of  Bishops,  convened  at  Camden, 
New  Jersey,  and  thence  adjourned  to  Burlington,  for  the  trial  of  a  pre- 
sentment made  against  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey  by  the  Bishops  of  Vir- 
ginia, Ohio,  and  Maine.  The  proceedings  of  the  court  and  its  decision, 
having  been  officially  published  and  extensively  circulated  in  our  religious 
periodicals,  are  presumed  to  be  known  to  you  all,  and  to  require  no  par- 
ticular remark  on  the  present  occasion. 

November  lOth,  in  Trinity  Ohurch,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  I  assisted  at 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Mayhew  Wainwright,  D.  P.,  D.  0. 
L.,  Ozon.,  the  Provisional  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  to  the 
office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  Otod;  and  united  with  the  Assistant 
Biahop  of  Connecticut  in  the  presentation  of  the  candidate  to  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop,  who,  with  the  seven  Senior  Bishops  present,  and  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Montreal,  acted  as  the  Consecrator.  The  elevation  of  this 
distinguished  divine  to  the  responsible  position,  which,  in  the  good  Provi- 
dence at  God,  he  has  been  called  to  occupy,  is  an  auspicious  event  to  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  and  a  subject  of  cordial  congratulation  to  the  Church 
at  large.  There  is  discernable  in  thia  event,  a  bright  promise  of  the 
restoration  of  harmony  and  peace  to  that  old  and  important  Diocese,  so 
essential  to  its  increase  and  prosperity,  and  to  the  juat  influence  it  ia 
entitled  to  exert  in  our  general  ecclesiastical  affairs. 

November  I8th,  I  visited  the  pariah  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh, 
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read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening.  This  parish,  I  regret  to  aaj, 
has,  from  various  causes,  become  numericallj  weak,  and  is  still  without  a 
Pastor.  There  is  once  more  a  promise  of  increase,  and  I  indulge  the  hope 
that  it  may  be  soon  supplied  with  the  stated  ministrations  of  which  it  has 
been  so  long  deprived,  and  to  secure  which  the  faithful  few  remaining, 
are  exerting  themselves  with  a  noble  spirit  and  a  commendable  lil>erality. 

November  21  st,  24th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Christ 
Church,  Madison,  was  present  at  an  eraminatioa  of  the  Sunday  School, 
and  participated  therein,  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  and  confirmed 
four  persons — one  of  them,  a  sick  man,  in  private. 

November  25th,  Thanksgiving  day  appointed  and  recommended  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette. 

November  30th,  Festival  of  St.  Andrew,  I  officiated  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Crawfordsville — read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening. 

January  2d,  1853,  2d  Sunday  after  Christmas,  I  officiated  in  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis,  then  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Camp, 
preached  morning  and  afternoon,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  assisted  in  the  several  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harriman. 

January  6th,  Festival  of  the  Epiphany,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  and  preached  in  the  morning;  and  in  the 
evening  of  the  same  day,  the  parish  of  St.  Plaul's  Church,  JeilersonviUe, 
and  preached. 

January  7th,  preached  again  in  the  evening  in  St  Paul's  Church,  New 
Albany. 

January  9th,  first  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Jefiersonville,  and  confirmed  Mrff  persons,  and  after- 
wards one  other,  a  sick  man,  in  private.  In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  New^Albany,  and  again  in  the  evening,  and  confirmed 
eipht  persons.  , 

January  lOth,  at  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Joel  B.  Ramsdell,  Deacon,  I 
appointed  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Chapman,  and  the  Rev.  John  M.  Gkishom,  Presby- 
ters of  this  Diocese,  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  truth  of  certain  alle- 
gations touching  the  moral  conduct  of  said  Ramsdell.  The  committee 
met  on  the  15th  of  January,  and  they  reported  to  me,  that  no  evidence  of 
the  alleged  misconduct  had  been  presented  to  them.  On  the  strength  of 
this  report,  I  informed  him  by  letter,  that  I  was  prepared  to  give  him  a 
letter  dimissory  to  any  Diocese  he  might  designate,  whenever  he  should 
request  the  same.   I  have  had  no  communication  from  him  since. 

January  13th,  I  visited  Cannelton,  and  officiated  in  the  evening.  There 
are  a  few  members  of  our  Communion  in  this  place,  but  no  parochial 
organization.  I  propose  to  visit  it  annually,  and  have  recommended  the 
Clergy  nearest  to  it,  to  visit  and  officiate  occasionally,  with  a  view  to  an 
attempt  htu'eafter  to  establish  the  Church  in  this  thriving  manufacturing 
village. 
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Januarj  ISth,  I  yisited  the  parish  of  St.  Paurs  Church,  Eyansville,  and 
preached  in  the  eyening,  and  also  the  following  daj. 

Second  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  preached  and  administered  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning,  asd  preached  again  in  the 
erening. 

January  17th,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  I  visited  Mount 
Vernon,  the  county  town  of  Poeey  county,  and  preached  in  the  evening. 

January  18th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Har- 
mony, and  preached  in  the  evening. 

January  19th,  I  preached  again  in  the  morning,  baptized  an  adult  and 
two  infants,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In 
the  afternoon,  I  baptized  an  infant  in  private.  In  the  evening  I  preached 
again,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  On  these  several  occasions,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Runeie  assisted  in  the  services;  who,  during  the  past  year,  has  devoted 
a  portion  of  his  time  to  this  pirish.  I  have  been  recently  informed,  in  an 
offidal  communication  from  the  Vestry,  that  the  difficulties  connected 
with  the  sale  of  certain  property,  the  legacy  of  a  deceased  member  of  the 
parish,  have  been  aatisfkctorily  adjusted,  and  the  immediate  erection  of  a 
church  edifice,  which  has  been  delayed  in  part  ft'om  this  cause,  and  for 
which  there  is  now  on  hand  a  sum  of  money  nearly  or  quite  sufficient, 
with  some  extraneous  aid,  is  immediately  contemplilted.  In  connection 
with  Mount  Vernon,  15  miles  distant,  this  parish  affords  a  promising  field 
of  labor  to  a  Missionary,  whom  I  trust  may  ere  long  be  found,  to  occupy 
and  cultivate  it,  and  carry  on  the  good  work. 

January  90th,  I  returned  to  Mount  Vernon,  visited  several  persons,  and 
in  fulfilment  of  an  appointment  made  at  my  previous  visit,  preached  in 
the  evening,  and  baptized  two  infants,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Runcie.  There  was  a  numerous  congregation  present  on  this,  as  on 
the  previous  occasion,  and  a  desire  expressed  by  several  that  stated  ser- 
vices might  be  afforded,  which  desire  I  hope  may  soon  be  met,  and  a 
congregation  organized. 

January  22d,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburgh 
county,  and  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  a  school-house,  near  Sandersville. 

January  23d,  Septuagesima  Sunday,  I  officiated  in  the  Parish  Church, 
examined  the  Sunday  School,  which  I  found  in  a  very  flourishing  condi- 
tion, preached,  baptized  four  children,  confirmed  Jive  persons,  and  admin- 
istered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

January  28th.  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  James'  Church,  Vincennes,  then 
vacant,  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening.  The  following  evening 
I  officiated  again,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

February  13th,  Ist  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  officiated  morning  and  afternoon 
in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  the  parish  being  then  vacant. 

March  19th,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's,  Crawfordsville,  read 
prayers— the  Rector  being  unwell — and  preached  in  the  evening,  and 
again  the  following  day,  6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  morning  and'  afternoon. 
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This  parish  is  now  racant — the  Rev.  Mr.  EEamman,  its  late  faithful, 
laborious,  and  efficient  pastor,  haring  been  obliged  hy  impaired  health  to 
resign  the  pastoral  charge  and  remove  from  the  Diocese. 

March  25th — Good  Friday — preached  and  confirmed  eisfht  persons  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette. 

March  30th,  at  the  particular  request  of  the  Rector,  I  Tiaited  again  the 
parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  preached  and  confirmed  eleven 
persons.  This  parish  is  in  a  vety  flonrishing  condition,  affording  gratify- 
ing evidence  of  the  fidelity  and  efficiency  of  its  present  worthy  Pastor, 
the  Rev.  John  M.  Qoshorn. 

April  3d,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Tene  Haute,  and 
preached  in  the  evening.  The  following  day,  1st  Sunday  after  Easter,  I 
attended  and  participated  in  the  examination  of  the  Sunday  School  previ- 
ous to  the  morning  service--then  preached,  and  in  the  afternoon  I  preached 
again,  and  confirmed  nx  persons.  On  the  evening  of  April  5th,  I  again 
preached.  This  parish,  under  the  efficient  and  very  acceptable  ministim- 
taons  of  its  present  Pastor,  is  in  a  promising  condition,  and  growing. 

April  dOth,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  preached 
and  confirmed  Jive  persons.  This  parish  I  also  found  in  an  encouraging 
condition,  speaking  well  for  the  fidelity  and  efficiency  of  its  Pastor.  It  is 
united  with  Loganaport,  and  has  an  alternate  Service  on  Sundays  with  the 
congregation  in  that  place. 

April  24th,  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  preached  morning  and  afternoon;  and  on  the  latter 
occasion,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  who  acted  as  Sponsor,  baptised 
three  children,  and  afterwards  confirmed  three  persons. 

At  this  place,  a  renewed  attack  of  the  disease  with  which  I  have  been 
afflicted  for  nearly  three  months,  and  which  had  vety  much  incapacitated 
me  for  any  public  duty,  compelled  me  to  suspend  the  visitation  of  the 
remaining  parishes  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Diocese,  and  return 
home.  I  regret  to  say,  that  continued  indisposition  has  prevented  me 
from  fulfilling  those  appointments  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, as  I  had  hoped  to  have  done.  On  the  36th  of  May,  however,  I  was 
enabled  to  visit  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  on  which  occa- 
sion I  consecrated  the  neat  and  commodious  church  edifice,  (which,  with 
commendable  zeal  and  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  parishoners,  with  some 
aid  from  abroad,  has  been  recently  finished,)  and  preached  the  sermon.  In 
the  evening  I  preached  again,  and  confirmed  Jive  persons.  This  parish 
having,  after  an  interval  of  some  years,  obtained  the  stated  services  of  a 
Pastor,  the  Rev.  Walter  E.  Franklin,  who  officiates  here  in  connection  with 
Delphi,  is  in  a  very  encouraging  condition,  and  presents  a  good  promise 
and  prospect  of  increase. 

The  church  edifice  erected  within  the  year  by  the  parish  of  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Lima,  LaGrange  county,  is  nearly  ready  for  consecration,  and 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  consecrate  it  early  in  July.   The  Vestry  of  St. 
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thew's  Ohnrcli,  Worthington,  I  learn,  hare  nearly  eompleted  their  church 
edifice. 

The  ram  of  my  official  duties  daring  the  poet  year,  is  as  folloirs:  Con- 
firmations in  14  parishes,  71.  Baptisms,  adults  9,  infants  14.  The  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  administered  18  times.  Preached  in  the  parish 
of  St  John's  Ohurch,  Lafayette,  and  in  other  places,  140  times.  Conse- 
crated one  church. 

In  this  connection,  I  take  occasion  to  record  my  grateful  sense  of  the 
kind  hospitality  I  haTe  uniformly  received  in  the  several  parishes  I  have 
visited. 

The  foUowing  named  clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese 
since  the  last  Convention,  vis:  The  Rev.  Franklin  R.  Haff,  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Wisconsin,  the  Rector  of  St  Paul's  Church,  La  Porte.  The  Rev. 
John  M.  Ooehom,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  New  Albany.  The  Rev.  Stephen  Douglas,  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  Toxk,  the  Rtetor  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mishawaka,  which 
parish,  I  regret  to  say,  he  has  very  recently  resigned.  The  Rev.  Walter 
S.  Franklin,  from  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Logansport,  and  St  Mary's  Church,  Delphi.  The  Rev.  David  D.  Van 
Antwerp,  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  the  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Terrs  Haute.  The  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Kentncky,  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis;  and  the  Rev.  Albert 
Bingham,  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  the  Rector  of  St  Paul's  Church, 
lima. 

The  removals  from  the  Diocese  are  as  follows,  vis :  The  Rev.  Norman 
W.  Camp,  D.  D.,  late  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  to  the  Diocese 
of  New  York.  The  Rev.  R.  Bethel  Claxton,  D.  D.,  late  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Madison,  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio;  and  the  Rev.  Frederick  D.  Har- 
riman,  late  Rector  of  St  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  to  the  Diocese  of 
Connecticut 

The  Rev.  Dani  E.  Loveridge,  Deacon,  late  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Lafayette,  has  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St  James'  Church,  Vin- 
cennes,  and  has  been  succeeded  at  Lafayette  by  the  Rev.  J<An  0.  Barton, 
from  St  Mark's  Church,  Lima  The  Rev.  Homer  Wheeler  has  resumed 
the  pastoral  charge  of  St  John's  Church,  Bristol,  which  he  had  been  com- 
pelled to  relinquish,  for  a  few  months,  in  consequence  of  impaired  health. 

The  following  named  persons  are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
Diocese,  vis :  John  Bell  Wakefield,  admitted  September  22d,  1852 ;  and 
George  S.  Ooldsberry,  admitted  this  day,  June  3d,  1853. 

The  condition  of  the  Diocese  generally,  has  undergone  no  material 
change  during  the  past  year.  In  several  of  the  parishes  there  has  been  an 
encouraging  growth,  and  a  good  promise  is  afforded  of  farther  increase. 
The  extension  of  the  Church  within  our  borders  is  slow,  and  the  work  is 
clustered  about  with  many  difficulties.  The  employment  of  three  or  four 
active,  energetic,  and  practical  men,  as  itinerant  Missionaries,  would,  I 
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feel  confident,  from 'the  experience  we  hare  had  of  this  conraa,  in  a  limited 
way,  greatlj  advance  the  work.  Much  might  be  done,  hj  our  aettled 
Clergymen,  in  officiating  occasionally  during  the  w^k,  in  sach  places  in 
their  several  vicinities,  as  can  be  conTeniently  visited — the  facilities  for 
which  are  constantly  increasing  from  the  multiplication  of  railroads  in  the 
State. 

There  are  positions  in  many  parts  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  are  foand  a 
few  scattered  members  of  our  Communion,  but  not  enough  to  warrant  an 
immediate  parochial  organization,  and  afford  an  adequate  support  to  a 
stated  Pastor,  which  might  be  advantageously  occupied  and  cultivated  in 
this  way,  with  an  encouraging  prospect  of  the  permanent  establishment  of 
our  Church  Services.  This  is  the  work  in  which  I  have  attempted  to 
engage  to  a  certain  extent,  and  which,  so  far  as  I  shall  be  enabled,  I  pur- 
pose to  pursue.  One  great  obstacle  to  this  modified  system  of  itinerancy, 
is  the  want  of  funds  for  sustaining  the  Missionaries  who  may  be  employed 
therein,  and  another  is,  to  obtain  suitable  men,  qualified  for  the  work. 
Both  these  obstacles,  I  trust,  will  be  graduldly  overcome.  And  in  order 
to  meet  the  former,  I  would  respectfully  renew  the  recommendation  made 
last  year,  and  which  has  been  acted  upon  with  some  degree  of  succeas, 
of  a  stated  quarterly  collection  for  our  Missions  in  each  of  our  organised 
parishes.  The  aggregate  sum  will  increase,  as  the  plan  is  practised,  and 
the  people  are  habituated  to  contribute  towards  the  promotion  of  the 
important  object  of  extending  and  building  up  the  Church  in  our  midat 

The  more  efficient  co-operation  of  the  laity  in  the  work  that  devolves 
upon  us,  is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  The  lay  element  is,  to  a  great 
extent,  the  conservative  element  in  our  ecclesiastical  polity,  and  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  laity  in  our  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  as  well  as 
their  participation  in  parochial  afiairs,  a  valuable  feature  in  our  organiza- 
tion. But  this  element,  to  be  efficient  and  salutary,  must  not  be  passive, 
but  active,  and  particularly  so  in  our  several  parishes.  The  hands  of  the 
Clergy  are  strengthened — ^their  hearts  cheered  and  encouraged,  and  their 
labors  furthered,  in  proportion  as  the  Laity  manifest  a  proper  interest  in 
the  Church  and  its  concerns,  and  exert  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  and 
opportunity,  a  co-operative  influence.  In  our  numerically  small  and  fee- 
ble parishes  in  the  West,  such  interest  and  active  co-operation  is  especially 
important — and  I  tru^t  I  may  be  pardoned  the  expression  of  my  earnest 
desire  and  hope,  that  such  aid  and  encouragement,  as  well  as  a  becoming 
liberality  in  contributing  to  the  temporal  support  of  the  Ministiy,  may 
prevail,  and  distinguish  the  congregations  of  this  Diocese. 

Amid  the  increased  and  general  prosperity  of  the  Church  in  Uiese 
United  States,  during  the  past  year,  some  events  of  a  painful  nature  have 
occurred.  Among  these,  it  seems  proper  that  I  should  notice  and  record 
the  decease  of  three  of  our  Bishops  ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Philander  Chase,  D.  D., 
of  Illinois,  and  Presiding  Bishop  ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Christopher  £.  Gadsden, 
D.  D.,  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  P.  K.  Henshaw,  D.  D.,  of 
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Rhode  Island ;  and  alas !  with  deep  sorrow  1  announce  the  fact — ^the 
apostacj  of  another,  the  late  Bishop  of  North  Carolina.  The  former  have 
left  behind  them,  their  merited  praiae  in  all  the  churches,  and  an  honora- 
ble and  enduring  fame,  which  no  eulog^ium  of  mine  could  enhance.  Faith- 
ful in  all  things  to  Ood  and  His  Church,  and  faithful  unto  the  end;  unwa- 
vering in  their  attachment  to  and  maintenance  of  its  doctrines,  discipline, 
and  worship;  proving  themselves,  in  their  respective  spheres  of  labor, 
efficient  and  eminently  useful  instruments  in  winning  immortal  souls  to 
Christ,  and  advancing  His  spiritual  kingdom  on  the  earth;  and  adorning 
their  christian  profession  and  their  high  office  hj  an  exemplary  life  and 
converBation;  they  have  gone  from  toil  and  conflict  to  heavenly  rest  and 
reward ;  and  having  "kept  the  faith  and  finished  their  course,"  have  won 
the  victor's  crown  of  glory  and  of  life.  Of  Bishop  Ives,  I  speak  with 
unfeigned  reluctance  and  in  great  grief  of  heart ;  with  pity  for  his  miser- 
able infatuation,  but,  unless  his  derilection  be  really  attributable  to  alleged 
aberration  of  mind,  with  unqualified  condemnation  of  his  treachery  to 
that  true  and  pure  branch  of  the  one  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church 
of  Christ  our  Lord,  which  had  so  tenderly  fostered  and  so  highly  honored 
him. 

With  these  remarks,  and  the  expression  of  my  fervent  prayer  and 
earnest  hope,  that  the  harmony  which  has  hitherto  distinguished  the 
deliberations  of  the  Convention,  may  abide  and  exert  its  hallowing  influ- 
eiloe  over  us  all,  I  commend  you,  my  brethren,  to  the  aid  Knd  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  has  been  solemnly  invoked,  in  the  transaction 
of  the  business  which  is  before  you.

The  ReT.  Daniel  £.  Loveridge  resigned  his  office  as  Assistant  Minister 
of  this  parish,  at  Easter,  and  removed  to  Yincennes.

The  sentiments  of  the  Bishop  in  relation  to  the  subject,  as  expressed  in 
his  Address,  are  so  just,  and  so  forcibly  expressed,  that  the  committed 
think  they  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  laity  throughout  the 
Diocese.  And  to  accomplish  this  object,  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  is  recommended:

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Mt  Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Laitt  of  the  Conyxntxon: 

In  the  good  ProTidence  of  Almighty  Qod,  we  are  permitted  to  meet  onoe 
more  in  our  Annual  Ecclesiastical  Council^  to  deliberate  on  the  affairs  of 
that  portion  of  the  Church  of  God  with  which  we  are  immediately  con- 
nected, and  take  council  together  concerning  the  condiiiom  of  oor  braneh 
of  the  "Household  of  Faith/'  and  its  furtherance,  eztenaion,  and  adyanee- 
ment  On  such  occasions,  it  is  made  my  duty  by  the  Canons  of  the  Gene- 
ral Church  in  these  United  States,  to  deliver  an  address,  stating  the  affairs 
of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  CouTention  in  detail,  and,  in 
general,  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  those  affairs.  In  compli- 
ance with  this  canonical  duty,  I  proceed  to  report  my  official  acts  and  pro- 
ceedings during  the  past  Conventional  year,  with  such  suggestions  rela- 
tive to  the  administration  of  the  Diocese,  as  observation  and  reflection 
have  presented  to  my  attention.  By  this  record,  you  will,  I  think,  per- 
ceive that  although  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  has  not  made  any  great  ad- 
vance, yet  its  condition  is  healthy  and  in  degree  encouragingly  prosperous. 
It  is  still  "  a  day  of  small  things  "  among  us.  But  a  brighter  day  appears 
to  be  dawning,  and  with  the  Divine  blessing  on  our  faithful  labors  and 
efforts,  there  is  ground  for  hope  that  that  day  will  ere  long  break  upon  us 
and  cheer  us  with  its  light. 

Impaired  health  at  the  commencement  of  the  Conventional  year,  which, 
with  grateful  thankfulness  to  God,  I  would  record,  is  now  entirely  restored, 
prevented  me  from  doing  all  I  desired  to  do  in  and  for  the  Diocese,  and 
made  a  somewhat  protracted  absence  and  suspension  of  duties  necessary. 
Yet  during  the  year  I  have  been  enabled  to  visit  all  the  organised  parishes 
and  missionary  stations  once,  and  several  of  them,  as  occasion  seemed  to 
require,  twice;  and  have  also  extended  my  official  services  to  some  new 
places,  which  were  represented  as  affording  favorable  openings  for  mission- 
ary operations. 

On  the  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  5,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette, 
I  held  an  ordination,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  James  Runcie,  the  Rev.  Dan- 
iel E.  Loveridge,  and  the  Rev.  Albert  Bingham,  Deacons  of  this  Diocese, 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests. 
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J uly  10,  7th  Sunday  after  Trinity*  I  read  Prayers  and  preached  morn- 
ing and  evening  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette— 4Jieii  my  Parish  Oharch 
— baptised  an  infant  and  confirmed  one  person. 

July  17,  8th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  and  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons. 

July  21,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and 
preached  in  the  evening;  and  again  the  following  evening,  and  confirmed 
teeen  persons. 

July  24,  9th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Laporte,  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  and  confirmed  tkrte 
persons. 

July  25,  Festival  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St 
Paul's  Church,  Mishawaka,  preached  in  the  evening,  and  confirmed  one 
person;  and  the  following  morning  confirmed  one  person,  preached  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

July  26, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol,  preached  In 
the  evening,  and  again  the  following  morning. 

July  28,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St  Mark's  Church,  Lima,  consecrated 
the  new  and  beautiful  Church  edifice,  and  preached  the  consecration  ser- 
mon. This  chaste  specimen  of  Gothic  architecture,  after  a  design  and 
plan  generously  presented  to  me  by  W.  R.  West,  Esq.,  Architect,  I  would 
commend  to  your  attention  as  a  model,  for  its  beauty  of  proportion,  its 
commodious  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  Divine  worship,  and  its 
small  coKt.  It  is  what  is  called  a  Plank  Church,  with  open  roof;  it  will 
accommodate  with  ease  a  congregation  of  IGO  persons,  and  its  entire  cost, 
including  the  necessary  furniture,  was  about  $1,&00.  In  the  evening  I 
preached  again  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

July  31, 10th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  resumed  the  entire  duties  of  the 
Rectorship  of  St  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  and  on  that  and  the  three 
succeeding  Sundays,  read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  evening,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  once. 

September  1, 1  attended  as  a  member  of  the  Court  of  Bishops  convened 
at  Camden,  New  Jersey,  for  the  trial  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  on  a 
presentment  made  by  the  Bishops  of  Virginia.  Ohio,  and  Maine,  and  con- 
tinued in  attendance  until  September  15,  when  the  Court,  composed  of 
twenty-one  Bishops,  after  a  deliberate  investigation  and  consideration  of 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  for  reasons  which  appeared  to  them 
just,  right,  and  sufficient,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  dismissed  the  presentmentt 
discharged  the  respondent  without  day,  and  adjourned. 

September  27,  in  company  with  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  I  was  present 
at  the  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Paddock,  Dea- 
con, by  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  in  Trinity  Church,  Norwich, 
Connecticut,  and,  by  request,  participated  in  the  solemnities  of  the  occa- 
sion. 
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September  28, 1  attended  the  opening  senriceR  of  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
with  several  other  Bishops,  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Sapper. 

October  5,  I  attended  in  my  place  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
in  Trinity  Church,  city  of  New  York,  the  opening  services  of  the  Trien- 
nial meeting  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States,  and  with  other  Bishops  present,  assisted  in  the  ser- 
vices and  in  the  administration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to 
the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  Convention,  and  to  a  large  number 
of  visiting  Clergy  and  Laity.  We  were  favored  on  this  occasion  with  the 
presence  of  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  late  Lord  Bishop  of  Madras,  the 
venerable  John  Sinclair,  Arch  Deacon  of  Middlesex,  England,  the  Rev. 
Ernest  Hawkins,  Secretary  of  the  Society  for  the  Pn^agation  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  foreign  parts,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Caswall,  a  deputation  from  that 
venerable  Society  to  the  General  Missionary  Society  of  this  Church.  The 
Right  Rev.  Dr.  Medley,  Lord  Bishop  of  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick, 
subsequently  attended  the  Convention.  Bishop  Spencer  and  our  Mission- 
ary Bishop  in  China,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Boone,  were  admitted  to  honorary 
seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  attended  its  deliberations.  This  ap- 
proach to  intercooununion  with  our  mother  Church  in  England,  to  which 
in  the  Preface  to  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  we  acknowledge  "  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  these  States  is  indebted  under  God  for  her 
first  foundation,  and  a  long  continuance  of  nursing  care  and  protection," 
is  a  matter  of  thankful  congratulation,  and  affords  a  bright  sign  of  hope 
for  the  prosperity  and  expansion  of  both  of  these  Reformed  Protestant 
branches  of  the  one  holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  Christ  our 
Lord.  The  presence  of  these  brethren  in  the  bonds  of  the  same  faith,  was 
truly  encouraging,  and  contributed  not  a  little  to  that  brotherly  kindness 
and  charity,  and  that  harmony  and  peace  which  so  eminently  disting^uiahed 
the  deliberations  and  proceedings  of  the  Convention.  As  the  Journal  of 
both  Houses  is  published  and  in  your  hands,  it  is  unnecessary  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion  to  enter  into  the  details  of  these  proceedings,  though  a  few 
of  the  prominent  acts  of  the  House  of  Bibhops,  it  is  proper  to  mention  and 
record.  The  first  of  these  is  the  solemn  deposition  of  the  late  Bishop  of 
North  Carolina,  Levi  Silliman  Ives,  sentence  of  which,  with  the  unani- 
mous assent  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  was  pronounced  by  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  in  the  presence  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, on  the  14th  of  October.  This  act  of  discipline,  though  .painful  in 
the  extreme  to  all  concmied,  was  necessary  to  vindicate  the  honor  of  the 
Church,  and  of  the  sacred  office  which  the  delinquent  had  so  shamefully 
betrayed  by  his  apostacy  to  the  corrupt  conmiunion  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
and  particularly  by  the  circumstances  under  which  his  treachery  to  the 
Church  which  had  trusted,  honored  and  cherished  him,  was  perpetrated. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  abandoned  by  the  deposed  Bishop,  pro- 
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ceeded  at  its  Annual  Convention  to  elect  a  successor  in  the  person  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, which  act  and  proceeding,  haying  received  the  sanction  of  both 
Houses  of  the  General  Convention,  that  Reverend  gentleman,  together  with 
the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Davis,  D.  D.,  of  South  Carolina,  chosen  as  the  succes- 
sor of  the  late  Bishop  Gadsden,  bj  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese,  on  the 
17th  of  October,  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  New  York,  in  the  presence  of  all  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  together  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  formerly 
Lord  Bishop  of  Madras,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Medley,  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Fredericton,  who  preached  the  sermon,  both  of  whom  united  with  the  Se- 
nior Bishops  present  in  the  laying  on  of  hands,  were  consecrated  and  set 
apart  to  the  office  of  Bishops  in  the  Church  of  God  fur  the  Dioceses  of 
South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  respectively. 

The  House  of  Bishops  also  nominated,  and  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  elected  two  Missionary  Bishops;  one,  the  Rev.  William  In- 
graham  Kip,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Albany,  New  York,  for  the 
State  of  California,  and  the  other,  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Scott,  of  Georgia, 
for  the  Territories  of  Oregon  and  Washington.   Both  the  Bishops  elect 
accepted  the  appointment.   The  former,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kip,  was  consecrated 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North- 
west, acting  for  the  Presiding  Bishop,  in  Trinity  Church,  New  York,  on 
the  28th  of  October,  in  which  solemnity  I  had  the  gratification  of  partici- 
pating, uniting  with  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  New  York  in  presenting 
the  candidate  to  the  consecrating  Bishop,  in  the  laying  on  of  hands,  and 
^1    other  services.   Thus,  provision  has  been  made  of  a  Chief  Shepherd  for 
I     a  large,  widely  scattered,  and  constantly  increasing  flock,  eminently  quail- 
I     fied  for  the  arduous  mission  committed  to  him,  and  whom,  from  long  per- 
i     Bonal  acquaintance,  I  have  every  confidence  will  do  all  that  devoted  zeal, 
ardent  piety,  sound  learning,  distinguished  talent,  and  great  practical  ex- 
perience can  do,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  in  promoting  the  welfare  and 
I     prosperity  of  the  Church  in  that  interesting  and  important  portion  of  our 
i     common  country.   The  Bishop  soon  after  embarked  for  the  distant  field 
I     of  his  labors,  and  the  gratifying  intelligence  has  been  received  of  his  safe 
I,    arrival,  and  of  the  active  commencement  of  his  duties. 
|j      The  Rev.  Mr.  Scott's  consecration  took  place  in  Christ  Church,  Savan- 
!l    nah,  Georgia,  in  January  last.   Ho  soon  after  embarked  for  his  still  more 
!|    distant  field  of  labor,  and  intelligence  has  been  received  of  his  safe  arri- 
val  at  San  Francisco,  California,  on  his  way  to  Oregon.   From  the  favora- 
;!    ble  representations  mad^  of  Bishop  Scott  by  those  who  were  intimately 
i'    acquainted  with  him,  the  Church  has  ground  for  congratulation  on  his 
i!    appointment  to  this  difficult,  yet  most  interesting  mission,  and  for  confi- 
:     dence  that  he  will  fully  realize  the  expectations  formed  of  him,  from  his 
'I    zeal,  missionary  experience,  practical  talent,  and  perseverance  under  diffi- 

I  culties. 

II  During  my  protracted  absence  from  the  Diocese  in  the  discharge  of  the 
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general  official  duties  which  have  now  been  mentioned,  I  preached  everj 
Sundaj  once,  and  frequently  twice  and  three  tiroes,  in  various  parishes  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  and  Connecticut,  and  on  three  occasions,  by  re- 
quest of  the  Rectors,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
Two  uf  these  occasions  were  peculiarly  gratifying  to  roe,  in  affording  me 
the  opportunity  (»f  communing  once  more  in  this  feast  of  Christian  charity 
with  flocks  to  whom  I  had  formerly  roinistered  as  their  pastor  for  aeveral 
years  each,  St.  Luke's  Church,  New  York,  and  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. 

On  the  1 1th  of  November,  I  returned  to  the  Diocese  and  my  home,  and 
for  two  successive  Sundays  resumed  my  duties  as  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Lafayette,  reading  prayers  and  preaching  twice  on  each  Sunday. 

November  24,  the  Thanksgiving  Day  appointed  by  the  Civil  Authority 
of  the  State,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Madison,  and  preached 
in  the  morning. 

November  27, 1st  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon 
in  Christ  Church,  Madison.  This  parish  has  been  favored  by  the  appoint- 
ment to  the  Rectorship  thereof,  as  successor  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clazton,  of  the 
Rev.  Patrick  Henry  Greenleaf,  from  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  who  has 
entered  upon  his  duties  with  great  acceptance  and  an  encouraging  pros> 
pect  of  usefulness. 

November  29, 1  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Cambridge  Ci^, 
and  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  having  not  returned  from  the 
East,  whither  he  had  gone  with  my  consent  to  solicit  contributions  toward 
erecting  a  Church  edifice  at  another  of  his  Missionary  stations,  I  performed 
the  whole  service,  reading  prnyers  and  preaching  in  the  evening. 

November  30,  St.  Andrew's  Day,  on  niy  way  to  Lawreuceburgh,  I 
preached,  at  the  reque>t  of  the  Rector,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cincinnati. 

December  2, 1  visited  the  vacant  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrence- 
burgh,  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening. 

December  4,  2d  Sunday  in  Advent,  in  the  same  Church,  read  prayers, 
preached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the 
moniing;  in  the  afternoon  visited  a  sick  person  and  administered  to  him 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  private;  and  in  the  evening  read 
prayers,  baptized  an  adult,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

December  6,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Connersrille, 
preached  in  the  evening,  and  again  the  following  rooming. 

December  8, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  and 
preached  in  the  evening. 

Di'cember  9,  preached  in  the  same  Church  in  the  evening. 

December  1 1,  3d  Sunday  in  Advent,  in  the  same  Church,  I  held  an  ordi- 
nation, and  admitted  Mr.  John  Bell  Wakefield  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Dea- 
cons, preached  the  sermon,  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  administered  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the  large  and 
intere'^ting  Sunday  School  of  the  parish,  examined  the  children  in  the 
Catechism,  and  was,  as  on  former  occasions,  highly  gratified  with  their 
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proficiency,  and  with  the  admirable  order  and  system  of  instmetioQ.  I 
also  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  priyate.   In  the  evening  I  preached  again. 

December  16,  on  my  way  to  a  distant  Missionary  station,  I  preached  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albauy,  in  the  eyening. 

December  17, 1  yisited  the  vacant  parish  and  Missionary  station  of  St 
Matthew's  Church,  Worthington,  Greene  county,  read  prayers,  aud  preached 
in  the  evening. 

December  18, 4th  Sunday  in  Advent,  in  the  same  parish,  I  read  prayers, 
pveached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the 
morning;  and  read  prayers  and  preached  again  in  the  evening.  The  neat 
and  commodious  Church  edifice  of  this  parish,  erected  by  the  contributions 
of  a  few  of  the  parishoners,  is  now  nearly  finished,  and  will,  in  a  few 
weeks,  be  ready  for  use.  The  ladies  of  the  parish  have  purchased  a  fine 
bell  with  the  proceeds  of  their  commendable  industry. 

December  19,  in  the  evening,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  at  Blooming- 
Ion,  Monroe  county,  where  I  found  a  few  devoted  members  of  our  Commu- 
nion, and  the  following  morning,  before  the  departure  of  the  Railroad 
Tflin  for  the  South,  I  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
to  aeven  communicants  in  a  private  house.  The  services  of  a  Missionary, 
trlunn  I  hope  to  send  there  in  a  few  weeks,  is  only  required  to  secure  an 
aariy  parochial  organization  in  this  place. 

December  83, 1  received  notice  of  the  degradation  from  the  ministry  of 
Thomas  H.  Quinan  and  Francis  A.  Baker,  Presbyters,  by  the  Bishop  of 
Maiyland.  And  here  I  must  record  what  I  omitted  in  its  proper  place,  the 
Teception,  in  September  last,  of  notice  of  the  degradation  from  the  minis- 
try of  T.  Dwight  Lyman,  Presbyter,  by  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania. 

December  25,  Christmas  Day,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette, 
and  in  the  evening  read  prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 
And  on  the  succeeding  Festivals  of  St.  Stephen,  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
and  Holy  Innocents,  as  also  on  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  in  the 
same  Church,  I  officiated  in  reading  prayers  and  preaching  at  the  usual 
times  of  Divine  service. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  I  received  notice  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention, Andrew  Ingram,  Esq.,  that  the  assessment  on  the  parishes  for  the 
•opport  of  the  Episcopate  independent  of  a  parochial  charge,  made  by  a 
resolution  of  the  last  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  had  been  com- 
pleted agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  resolution,  and  the  following  day,  in 
compliance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Convention,  in  such  a  contin- 
gency, I  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette.  The 
resignation  was  accepted  by  the  Vestry,  and  my  assistant,  the  Rev.  John 
0.  Barton,  unanimously  chosen  to  the  Rectorship.  My  whole  time  since, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Festival  of  the  Epiphany,  and  the  following 
Sunday,  on  both  which  days  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  that  parish 
at  the  usual  hours  of  Divine  service,  has  been  devoted  to  the  peculiar  du- 
ties of  my  Episcopal  office. 
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January  9, 1  yisited  again  the  vacant  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Law- 
renceburgh,  in  consequence  of  the  dangerous  illness  of  its  Senior  Warden, 
the  late  Hon.  Gkorge  H.  Dunn,  and  the  following  day  with  the  usual  ser- 
vices of  the  visitation  of  the  Sick,  administered  to  him  in  private  the  Sa- 
crament of  the  Lord's  Supper.  His  death  occurred  on  Thursday  18th,  and 
on  the  Sunday  following  I  officiated  at  his  funeral  and  delivered  an  Ad- 
dress in  th^  morning,  and  in  the  evening  read  prayers  and  preached  in 
Trinity  Church.  In  the  decease  of  this  distinguished  citizen  and  tmly 
good  man,  we  have  lost  a  friend  and  brotlier  who  had  the  interests  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  deeply  at  heart,  and  who  from  its  organisation  had 
labored  with  his  characteristic  zeal  and  assiduity  to  promote  its  extension 
and  prosperity.  We  shall  miss  his  wise  and  judicious  counsel  by  which 
in  our  deliberations  in  Convention  we  so  largely  profited,  and  sensibly 
feel  the  deprivation  of  his  faithful,  untiring,  and  efficient  services.  To 
the  Isst,  the  Church  and  its  welfare  were  prominent  in  his  thoughts,  and 
it  was  a  matter  of  deep  and  thankful  gratulation  to  him,  as  he  expressed 
himself  to  me,  to  learn  that  the  plan,  of  which  he  was  an  active  and  libe- 
ral promoter,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  independent  of  a  pardehial 
charge,  had  been  happily  accomplished.  He  spoke  of  it  more  than  once, 
and  it  seemed  to  be  one  of  the  cheering  and  comforting  reflections  of  his 
departing  hours.  He  is  gone  to  his  rest  and  his  reward.  Bat  his  enm- 
'  pie  remains,  an  example  worthy  in  all  respects  of  imitation.  ICay  the 
God  of  all  grace  enable  us  who  survive  to  follow  it  to  the  same  peaceful  issue, 
and  pursue  the  course  of  Christian  integrity  and  consistiency,  of  Christian 
kindness  and  charity,  of  Christian  duty  and  devotedness,  which  mftde  his 
dying  hour  an  hour  of  tranquility  and  peace,  serene  and  brilliant  as  a  sum- 
mer's sunset,  dispelled  every  cloud,  and  through  an  unwavering  and  liv- 
ing faith  in  Christ  the  Lord,  inspired  him  with  an  hope  full  of  immortality. 

January  23,  3d  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  I  visited  the  vacant  parish  and 
Missionary  station  which  I  regret  to  say  is  still  unsupplied,  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Crawfordsvillc,  read  prayers  and  preached  morning  and  after- 
noon. 

January  25,  Festival  of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  I  instituted  the  Rev. 
John  0.  Barton  into  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  and 
preached  the  sermon. 
January  27, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  and 
I      preached  in  the  evening. 

{        January  28, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  JeffarsoDville,  and 

I      preached  in  the  evening. 

January  29,  4th  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  in  the  morning  I  preached  and 
confirmed  one  person  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville;  and  in  the  even- 
ing preached  and  confirmed  nine  persons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Alba- 
ny, and  addressed  the  candidates;  and  the  following  day  confirmed  a  siek 
person  of  the  same  parish  in  private. 

I        February  4, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville,  snd 
in  the  evening  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
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F«bniai7  5,  5th  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  in  the  same  Ohurch,  m  the 
morning,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sap- 
per; in  the  afternoon  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  the  parish  and  examined 
the  children  in  the  Oatechism,  and  preached  again  in  the  eyening. 

Pebruary  6, 1  preached  in  the  evening  at  Mount  Vernon. 

February  1, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Harmony, 
and  preached  in  the  evening;  and  the  following  morning  preached  again 
and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  Vestry  of 
this  parish  are  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice  after  the  plan 
of  the  Church  at  Lima,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  ready  for  Consecra- 
tion in  the  course  of  the  present  sunmier. 

Februaiy  10,  in  the  evening,  I  preached  in  the  Court  House  at  Prince- 
ton, Qibson  county.  This  place  I  desire  to  make  a  Missionary  station, 
thm  being  an  opening  of  some  promise  for  our  services,  and  a  few  n^m- 
ban  of  our  Communion  who  are  desirous  to  secure  this  privilege. 

February  12,  Septuagesima  Sunday,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity 
Ohnrch,  Vanderburgh  county,  examined  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School 
in  the  Catechism,  baptiaed  an  infant,  preached  and  administered  the  Sa- 
mment  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Owing  to  some  misunderstanding  of  the 
tinie  of  my  visitation,  several  candidates  for  Confirmation,  residing  some 
■dies  finom  the  Church,  were  not  present,  and  the  administration  of  the 
rite  was  necessarily  postponed  to  a  subsequent  Sunday.  But  in  fulfilling 
tiUb  iq>potntment  I  was  frustrated,  by  damage  done  to  the  Railway  by  a 
flood,  which  interrupted  comnranicatioD  with  the  parish. 

February  19,  Sexagesima  Sunday,  in  the  morning  I  preached  on  board 
the  Steamboat  S.  F.  J.  Trabue,  on  the  Mississippi  river,  on  my  way  to  New 
Orleans;  and  the  foUowing  Sunday,  on  my  return  from  that  city,  on  board 
the  same  vessel,  I  read  morning  prayer,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Qoshom,  who  was 
my  traveling  companion,  preaching  on  the  the  occasion. 

March  5, 1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  James'  Church, 
Vinoennes,  preached  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sup^ 
per  in  the  morning;  and  in  the  evening  bapUaed  an  infant,  preached  and 
confirmed  fiiae  persons. 

March  8,  in  the  same  Church,  I  preached  in  the  evening. 

March  12,  2d  Sunday  in  Lent,  in  the  same  Church,  I  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening. 

March  19,  3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Christ  Church, 
Madison,  preached  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  again, 
confirmed  nine  persons,  and  addressed  the  candidates. 

March  22,  in  the  evening  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Laf&yette. 

March  25,  Festival  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  I  visited 
the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  and  in  the  morning  bap- 
tiied  an  infant  and  preached,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

March  26, 4th  Sunday  in  Lent,  in  the  same  Church,  I  visited  the  Sun- 
day School  of  the  parish  and  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism, 
and  preached;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached,  confirmed  wmt  persons. 
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and  addressed  the  candidates.   The  same  evening  I  oonfinned  mm  pe^ 
son  in  private. 

March  29,  in  the  evening,  I  preached  in  St  John's  Ohorch,  Lafayette. 

April  2,  5th  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's  Ghuivh, 
Lafayette,  preached  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
in  the  morning;  and  in  the  evening  preached  again  and  confirmed  fnr 
persons. 

April  5, 1  visited  the  vacant  parish  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Hiahajraka, 
and  preached  in  the  evening. 

April  6,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St  John's  Ohuroh,  Briatolj  aince  Tacant 
bj  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Homer  Wheeler  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and 
preached  in  the  morning;  and  in  the  evening  baptised  an  adult,  preaehed 
and  confirmed  thru  persons. 

April  7,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St  Paul's  Ohuxch,  Laporte,  reoenttj 
vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Franklin  R.  Haff  to  Iowa,  preached  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

April  9,  6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Chnreh, 
Michigan  City,  examined  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  Oato- 
chism,  and  preached;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  again,  confirmed 
persons,  and  addressed  the  candidates. 

April  14,  Qood  Friday,  I  visited  the  pariah  of  Ohriat  Church,  Indiaa- 
apoUs,  and  preached  morning  and  evening. 

April  15,  Easter  Even,  in  the  same  Church,  I  presehed  in  the  monking. 

April  16,  Easter  Sunday,  in  the  same  Church,  I  visited  the  Sunday 
School  of  the  parish,  preached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  tlw 
Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached,  confirmed 
eighieen  persons,  and  addressed  the  candidates. 

April  20, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  and  preached 
in  the  evening;  and  preached  again  the  following  morning  and  evening. 

April  23, 1st  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Ohoich, 
Logansport,  and  preached  in  the  morning;  in  the  afternoon  examined  the 
children  of  the  Sunday  School;  and  in  the  evening  preached  again  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

April  25, 1  visited  the  vacant  parish  and  Missionary  station  of  St  Jamea' 
Church,  Peru,  read  prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

April  26,  X  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and 
preached  in  the  evening;  preached  again  in  the  evening  of  the  two  follow- 
ing days,  and  on  the  latter  occasion  confirmed  three  persona. 

April  30,  2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St  Mark's 
Church,  Lima,  preach^  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Latd's 
Supper  in  the  morning;  in  the  afternoon  preached  and  confirmed  >!ee  per- 
sons; and  the  following  morning.  Festival  of  St  Philip  and  St  James, 
preached  again. 

May  7, 3d  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Laftj- 
ette,  and  administered  the  Saorament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morn- 
ing; and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 
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May  10,  in  St  Paurs  Ohurch,  New  Albanj,  erening,  confinued  one  per- 
son. 

May  II,  at  opening  senrices  of  the  session  of  the  OonTention,  I  deliv- 
ered my  Primary  Charge  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  in  St  Paul's  Church, 
Kew  Albany,  held  an  ordination  and  admitted  Mr.  John  Trimble,  Jr.,  to 
the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Sapper  to  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates. 

The  sum  of  my  official  duties  during  the  past  Oonyentional  year  is  as 
follows:  Confirmations  iu  18  parishes,  and  on  27  di£Ferent  occasions,  135 
persons.  Preached  131  times.  Administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Sapper  23  times.  Baptized— adults  2,  infants  4;  total  6.  Officiated  at 
Funerals  4  times.  Ordained  3  Priests  and  2  Deacons.  Instituted  one 
Rector.   Consecrated  one  Church  edifice. 

The  Clergymen  who  hare  been  added  to  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Con- 
yention  are,  the  Rev.  Patrick  Henry  (^reenleaf,  from  the  Diocese  of  Massa- 
chusetts, the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Madison;  the  Rev.  John  Bell  Wake- 
field, Deacon,  Missionary  in  Wayne  county;  and  the  Rey.  John  Trimble, 
Jr.,  Deacon. 

The  removals  from  the  Diocese  have  been  as  follows,  viz.:  The  Rev. 
Stephen  Douglas,  late  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mishawaka,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York;  the  Rev.  Franklin  R.  Haff,  late  Rector  of 
St  Paul's  Church,  Laporte,  to  the  Diocese  of  Iowa;  the  Rev.  Homer  Whee- 
ler, late  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol,  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio;  and 
the  Rev.  Joel  B.  RamsdeU,  Deacon,  to  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

The  following  named  persons  are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Dio- 
cese, viz.:  Alonzo  J.  M.  Hudson,  (George  Ooldsberry,  Elias  Birdsall,  and 
Daniel  Shaver.  The  three  last  named  are  pursuing  their  Theological  stu- 
dies at  Nashotah  House,  Wisconsin.  At  the  same  place  William  Stoy,  not 
yet  finally  admitted  a  candidate  for  Orders,  is  engaged  in  preparatoiy  stu- 
dies for  the  Ministry,  under  my  Episcopal  supervision. 

In  two  previous  addresses,  I  directed  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to 
the  importance  of  some  systematic  effort  for  increasing  our  means  of  sup- 
porting Missionaries  within  the  Diocese,  and  suggested  the  plan  of  a  quar- 
terly collection  in  each  parish  for  that  purpose,  which  by  a  resolution  of 
the  Convention  at  the  two  last  meetings  of  that  body,  wa^  recommended 
to  the  several  Clergy  and  congregati(»ns,  and  has  been  generally  complied 
with,  with  results  satisfactory  in  a  considerable  degree,  yet  far  from  being 
commensurate  with  the  exigency.  The  result  of  the  contributions  for  the 
past  year,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  preceding  year,  show  the  neces- 
sity for  increased  efforts  upon  the  part  both  of  the  Clergy  and  their  con- 
gregations. 

I  again  commend  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  and 
inasmuch  as  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  is  of  limited  obligation,  I 
would  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  Canon  providing  for  quarterly  collec- 
tions in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  making  it  obliga- 
tory on  the  Clergy  having  charge  of  parishes,  and  on  the  Yestiy  of  saoh 
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parishes  as  maj  from  time  to  time  be  vacant,  during  such  vacancj,  to  cause 
collections  to  be  made  at  stated  times  every  three  months,  or  contributions 
solicited  for  the  object,  and  transmit  the  proceeds  to  the  Treaaoier  /at  the 
Piocese. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  would  respectfully  and^amestly^iiect 
the  attention  of  my  brethren  of  the  Laity,  and  particularly  the  Vestry  of 
each  parish,  to  the  duty  and  necessity  of  punctuality  and  regularity  in  the 
payment  of  the  stipulated  salaries  of  the  Clergy.  This  is  an  act  of  simple 
justice  and  duty,  a  clear  pecvniary  obligation,  just  as  much  so  as  any  ordi- 
nary business  engagement.  And  with  the  very  limited  compensation  most 
of  the  Clergy  are  promised,  punctuality  in  the  payment  of  the  comparatiTe- 
ly  mere  pittance  is  all-important  to  the  recipient,  and  neglect  in  this  respect 
subjects  him  to  serious  embarrassment,  harrasses  and  distracts  his  mind, 
diverts  his  .thoughts  from  duties  which  require  his  undivided  attention,  and 
thus  impairs  his  usefulness;  while  it  subjects  him  often  to  suspicion  and 
reproach  as  insensible  to  the  obligations  of  honesty  in  his  dealings.  This 
ought  not  to  be  so.  No  Clei^gyman  should  be  thus  embarrassed  and  per- 
plexed. And  a  little  carefulness  on  the  part  of  those  concerned,  can  and 
will  prevent  such  embarrassment  and  perplexity.  Tlie  remedy  is  to  be 
found  in  Vestries  making  arrangements,  which  can  be  easily  made  if  they 
are  attempted,  to  collect  the  pew  rents  or  subscriptions  of  the  parishoners 
regularly,  one  month  at  least,  before  the  quarterly  salary  of  the  minister 
is  due,  and  thus  be  provided  with  the  means  of  meeting  the  payment  doe 
to  and  expected  and  counted  on  by  the  minister  on  the  previously  assigned 
day.  The  business  should  be  entrusted  to  some  one  individual,  who,  if  it 
cannot  be  done  otherwise,  should  be  allowed  a  per  centage  for  his  ser- 
vice. 

The  plan  of  providing  for  the  compensation  «f  the  Olerg}",  by  renting 
the  pews,  has  been  introduced  into  some  of  our  parishes  with  good  results. 
And  I  would  commend  it  to  the  adoption  of  all  the  parishes  whose  cir- 
cumstances will  admit  thereof,  as  the  easiest  and  most  reliable  and  best 
mode  of  sustaining  the  ministry  in  a  Church  like  our  own,  unendowed  and 
dependent  on  individual  liberality.  It  is  less  embarrassing  to  both  par- 
ties. It  creates  an  obligation  to  pay,  which  is  felt  te  be  stronger,  thoegfa 
it  ought  not,  than  that  of  an  annual  subscription,  and  is,  therefore,  more 
readily  collected  when  due.  And  withal  it  is  more  permanent,  and  places 
the  Clengyman  in  a  less  dependent  condition,  and  thus  materially  facili- 
tates his  real  usefulness  in  his  responsible  pastoral  relation. 

I  am  well  aware  of  an  objection  that  to  some  extent  prevails  against  the 
pew  system,  that  it  is  not  primitive  and  apostolic,  and  of  a  prefsKenoe,  en 
that  ground,  for  what  are  called  free  Churches  and  "weekly  offerings," 
or  annual  subscriptions  for  the  maintainance  of  the  ministry.  Bat  in  the 
circumstances  in  which  we  are  placed,  the  pew  system  so  much  decried 
by  some,  is,  in  the  absence  of  endowments,  I  am  satisfied,  an  efficient  sys- 
tem, and  best  secures  the  object.  And  we  must  take  things  as  they  are, 
and  not  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  make  the  best  of  them.   A  Clergyman 
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caDDot  liTe  on  a  mere  abstract  principle,  and  he  must  not  be  starred  to 
sustain  such  a  principle,  eyen  admitting  it  to  be  clear  and  undeniable, 
which  the  principle  advocated  and  insisted  upon  is  far  from  being.  The 
Apostles  and  primitiye  Christians  lived  in  an  age  very  different  from  this, 
and  what  was  right  and  proper  in  their  case,  admitting  it  to  be  true  that 
the  system  attributed  to  them  was  exclusively  prevalent  in  all  the  Ohurches 
of  that.day^  may  be  far  from  being  right  and  proper  for  us  in  this  remote 
age. 

And  while  on  this  subject,  let  me  further  commend  to  the  attention  of 
my  brethren  of  the  Laity,  the  necessity  that  exists,  and  is  constantly  grow- 
ing in  jurgency,  from  the  rapidly  increasing  cost  of  all  the  necessaries  of 
life,  for  immediate  efforts  to  add  to  the  already  insufficient  maintainance 
of  the  Clergy.  To  men  of  fixed  income  this  increasing  expense  of  living 
is  a  serious  evil,  which  even  the  most  rigid  economy  will  scarcely  meet. 
It  is  felt  to  be  so  by  the  working  classes  of  the  community,  who  are  on 
this  account  demanding  and  receiving  an  increase  of  wages.  And  surely 
Clergymen,  whose  compensation  is  in  many  instances  scarcely  equal  to  that 
of  a  day  laborer,  ought  to  be  treated  with  at  least  equal  consideration. 
One  mode  of  accomplishing  this  necessary  and  desirable  object,  is  the  pur- 
chase by  the  parishes  of  commodious  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parson- 
age houses,  a  plan  which  can  generally  be  accomplished  now  at  a  compara- 
tijrelgr  snail  cost,  and  which  I  most  earnestly  recommend  for  immediate 
adoption. 

I  take  occasion  to  record,  in  this  connection,  the  generous  and  noble  gift 
of  a  gentleman  of  the  parish  in  which  we  are  now  assembled,  George  Ly- 
man, Esq.,  of  a  large  and  valuable  city  lot,  eligibly  situated  in  this  dtj, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  erection  thereon  of  an  Episcopal  residence,  with  a 
view  to  secure  the  residence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  this  place. 
This  liberal  gift  is  made  to  myself  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  my 
successors  in  office  in  fee-simple.  I  have  accepted  the  same,  and  propose 
to  make  an  immediate  effort,  in  which  I  ask  the  sanction  and  concurrence 
•f  the  Convention,  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  for  the  erection  of  such 
residence  at  the  earliest  possible  period.  It  cannot  but  be  evident  that  a 
dwelling-house,  rent  free,  is  of  great  importance  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese for  the  time  being,  and  is  equivalent  to  at  least  one-third  of  a  mode- 
rate Episcopal  income,  besides  relieving  him  from  many  inconveniences 
and  discomforts  which  necessarily  attend  a  rented  residence. 

My  brethren  of  the  Laity,  permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  address  a  few 
words  of  affectionate  counsel  and  admonition  particularly  to  you,  and  to 
the  members  of  the  several  parishes  which  you  represent  In  my  Chaige 
to  the  Clergy  at  the  opening  of  this  Convention,  I  endeavored,  in  connec- 
tion with  their  authority,  to  set  forth  their  responsibility.  Responsibility 
rests  not  ahme  upon  them.  It  rests,  in  a  different  way,  but  with  equal 
weight  on  you  to  whom  they  minister.  As  they  are  bound  to  be  faithful 
to  you,  so  are  you  bound  to  be  faithful  to  them.  As  they  will  have  to  give 
an  account  of  their  stewardship,  so  will  you  have  to  give  an  account  of 
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yoar  stewardahip,  and  of  your  use  or  yoar  neglect  and  misiiae  of  their 
pastoral  ministrations. 

Be  kind  and  considerate  in  your  demands  upon  tbeir  time  and  aerriees. 
Regard  those  who  are  set  over  you  in  the  Lord,  not  in  an  arbitrary  and  ex- 
acting spirit,  as  if  they  were  mere  hirelings  to  do  your  bidding,  but  treat 
them  as  men,  as  ministers  of  Christ,  as  Christian  gentlemen.  Ayoid  all 
hasty,  inconsiderate,  and  uncharitable  judgment  of  their  acta  andmotiTea. 
When  they  are  assailed,  instead  of  uniting  in  blaming  and  condemning 
them,  without  inquiry,  or  with  one-sided  information,  make  it  a  point 
rather  to  sustain  and  defend  them.  If  you  feel  yourselres  personally  ag- 
grieved by  them,  go  to  them  and  tell  your  grieyance  and  cause  of  com- 
plaint, and  giye  them  opportunity  for  explanation,  instead  of  carefoUy 
concealing  it  from  them,  brooding  over  it,  or  whispering  it  in  the  ears  of 
others  and  striring  to  create  a  prejudice  against  them.  They  are  the  weaker 
party.  They  are  defenceless  from  their  Tery  position.  They  are  so  from 
their  principles  and  official  responsibilities.  They  cannot,  without  a  yio- 
latioA  of  these,  resort  to  the  allowed  remedies  of  laymen  in  defending 
themselyes  from  unjust  aspersion  and  in  resisting  injury,  oppression,  and 
wrong. 

Be  attentiye  to  pastoral  ministrations,  and  see  that  those  who  compoae 
your  household  be  attentive  also.  Encourage  your  several  pastors  in  their 
work.  Show  them  practically  that  you  appreciate  their  efforts  to  inatmet 
and  edify  you  in  the  things  that  concern  your  salvation,  by  an  habitual 
attendance  on  all  occasions  of  public  worship.  Never  absent  youTMlvea 
from  the  House  of  Gk>d,  save  from  unavoidable  and  urgent  necessity.  No- 
thing is  more  painfully  discouraging  to  a  faithful  pastor,  nothing  more 
depressing  to  his  energies,  nothing  more  seriously  hindering  in  his  labors, 
than  to  have  the  people  of  his  charge  carelessly  neglectful  of  his  public 
ministrations;  absenting  themselves  for  trifling  causes,  or  no  causes  at  all, 
but  indolence  or  indifference;  ready  and  prepared  at  any  time,  at  almost 
any  inconvenience,  and  in  all  sorts  of  weather,  to  go  to  some  social  gather- 
ing, or  plaee  of  amusement,  or  business  engagement,  nay  to  any  place  ex- 
cept to  Church.  Neglect  not  this  great  duty,  a  duty  you  owe  not  only  to 
your  pastors — and  to  them  you  surely  owe  it — but,  more  important  still,  a 
duty  you  owe  to  Qod  and  to  your  own  souls;  and  a  duty,  moreover,  all- 
important  as  an  example  to  those  who  look  to  you  for  example,  your  fami- 
lies, your  children,  and  your  dependants.  "  Not  forsaking  the  assembling 
of  yourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is,"  is  an  apostolic  admoni- 
tion, an  authoritative  injunction  of  Holy  Scripture.  Let  it  receive  your 
ready  and  habitual  obedience.  Be  kind,  considerate,  and  regardful  of  the 
feelings  of  your  pastors  in  this  respect.  The  neglect  thereof,  no  profes- 
sions of  confidence  and  regard,  no  liberality  of  gifts,  no  complimentary 
attentions,  no  flattering  expressions,  can  be  an  equivalent.  And  what,  in 
this  matter,  is  of  far  greater  consequence,  be  true  to  your  own  spiritual 
interests,  and  to  the  furtherance  of  your  hope  of  salvation. 

The  work  which  is  devolved  upon  us,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
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both,  though  nbt  wanting  in  promise  and  hope,  is  an  arduous  work,  under 
the  circumstances  in  which  our  efforts  to  build  up  the  Church  of  our  affec- 
tions and  of  our  conscientious  conrictions,  must  needs  be  put  forth.  We 
haye  to  contend  with  peculiar  and  formidable  difficulties.  There  is  much 
ignorance  of  our  communion,  and  of  its  peculiarities,  its  principles,  and 
its  claims,  and  strong  prejudice  arising  from  such  ignorance,  to  combat 
with;  and  much  of  indifference  and  apathy,  with  no  inconsiderable  amount 
of  infidelitj  in  various  phases  and  forms,  open  or  concealed  under  the  in- 
sidious guise  of  qua$i  religious  truth.  While,  therefore,  we  are  sealous, 
energetic,  and  faithful  to  our  seyeral  duties  and  trusts,  it  becomes  us  to  be 
prudent,  circumspect,  and  spiritually,  not  worldly,  wise.  Oommending  the 
Church  by  our  teaching,  we  must  commend  it  by  our  example,  living  in 
aeeordanee  with  its  doctrines  and  discipline,  following  its  orderly  ways, 
observing  its  edifying  services,  and  set  it  forth  in  its  "  beauty  of  holiness" 
practically  by  our  attention  to  its  prescribed  worship,  ordinances,  and 
holy  seasons.  Unity  of  purpose  and  unity  of  action  are  essential  to  any 
hope  of  success.  We  must  "  strive  together  as  one  man  for  the  faith  of 
the  gospel,"  or  we  strive  in  vain.  This  unity  and  concord,  it  is  a  subject 
of  devout  and  thankful  congratulation,  hath  hitherto  marked  our  progress 
as  a  Diocese  in  an  eminent  degree,  and  continues  to  distinguish  us.  Be 
it  our  care,  our  prayer,  and  our  constant  endeavour,  "  to  keep  the  imity 
of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,"  recognising,  realising,  and  acting 
upon  the  principle,  that  "  there  is  one  Body  and  one  Spirit,  even  as  we 
are  called  in  one  hope  of  our  calling,  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one 
Ood  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  us  all." 
Thus  may  we  count,  through  the  Divine  blessing,  on  encouraging  fruit  of 
oar  labors,  and  gradual  and  growing  success  in  building  up,  extending, 
and  perpetuating,  in  the  position  we  occupy,  the  Church  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

The  Rector  assumed  the  charge  of  this  parish  in  October  last,  and  has 
since  regularly  officiated  on  the  Sundays  and  principal  Holy  days.  He 
has  also  directed  the  Sunday  School  instruction,  delivered  lectures  weekly 
in  the  Chapel  belonging  to  the  parish,  held  a  weekly  meeting  of  Sunday 
School  Teachers  for  instruction,  and  taught  a  weekly  Bible  Class,  beside 
daily  lectures  in  the  Church  during  Passion  Week,  and  twice  a  week  dur- 
ing Lent.  He  has,  also,  held  service  at  North  Madison,  where,  in  his 
judgment,  the  labors  of  a  Missionaiy  would  be  well  rewarded. 

A  Parish  Library  has  been  formed  and  placed  in  the  Chapel,  where  the 
parishoners  have  the  privilege  of  receiving  books  on  every  Sunday  after- 
noon immediately  after  service.

It  is  believed  that  ample  means  are  already  secured  for  its 
commencement,  and  the  Rector  hopes  before  another  year  shall  pass,  that 
a  Female  School  in  Madison  will  exist,  founded  upon  such  a  basis  of  sound 
Christian  principles  as  shall  enable  the  Ohurchmen  of  Indiana  to  find 
within  their  own  Diocese  the  means  of  training  their  daughters,  as  the 
polished  corners  of  the  Temple  of  Gk>d. 

Some  discouraging  features  present  themselves  in  the  removals  from  the 
city,  the  long  vacancy  of  the  Parish,  and  some  local  circumstances,  but  the 
Rector  is  glad  to  say  that  he  believes  the  Parish  to  be  in  a  sound  condi- 
tion, free  from  any  pecuniary  embarrassments,  and  for  the  a£foction  and 
confidence  of  his  people  toward  himself  he  has  reason  to  be  greatly  en- 
couraged.

DxAB  Sib: — Since  my  last  report,  nothing  has  occurred  to  change  my  * 
condition  or  circumstances.   My  infirmity  of  voice  still  continues,  conse- 
quently I  have  been  unable  to  officiate,  except  occasionally. 

I  have  usually  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion 
monthly,  or  oftener,  in  Trinity  Ohurch  in  this  city,  and  have,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Rector,  visited  the  sick,  and,  in  his  place,  have  attended  seve- 
ral burials,  and  have  also  aided  in  the  Sunday  Schools. 

During  a  leave  of  absence  from  office,  in  August  and  September  last,  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  some  statistics  respecting  the  first  settlers  of  New 
England,  at  Old  Plymouth,  I  was  able  to  officiate  regularly,  though  with 
feeble  voice,  two  Sundays,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  of  the  Ohurch  in 
that  place.  On  my  return,  I  was  enabled  to  preach  twice  for  the  pastor  of 
St.  James'  Ohurch,  near  Norwich,  Oonnecticut;  also,  twice  for  the  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  and  to  officiate  two  Sundays, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  in  Calvary  Church,  Stonington,  Connecticut. 

Most  gladly  would  I,  were  it  the  Divine  will,  do  and  report  far  more 
than  this  in  the  great  cause  of  our  Redeemer's  kingdom.  But,  of  me,  full 
submission  to  His  will,  and  a  patient  bearing  of  my  infirmity,  seem  to  be 
what  the  Divine  Master  still  requires.

I  spent  at  Xashotah,  in  attendance  on  the  annual  ex- 
uniinatiiHi  of  the  Ktudents  of  Nahhotub  House,  the  joint  Theological  SeiLlnary 
of  thif  DiocoKC  of  Wisconsin  and  of  this  Dioi'eee.  "While  here  I  \va«  ho:iort-d 
by  the  Trustees  with  an  election  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  attendt-d 
their  annual  meeting.  One  important  object  of  this  meeting,  was  to  take  im- 
mediate measures  for  the  erection  of  a  commodious  building  fur  tke  better 
a4-e«»inmodation  of  the  students,  which  from  the  increase  of  their  number  and 
rniisiderations  of  health  had  become  a  matter  of  urgent  necessitj-.  The  cor- 
ner stone  of  this  building,  named  in  honor  of  the  late  venerated  Bishop  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  **  Bishop  White  Hall,"  was  laid  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper,  in  April  last,  and  the  work 
is  now  in  rapid  progress.

'   This  interesting  service  will  long  be  deeply  impressed  on  my  memory,  from 
'  the  affecting  droumstance,  that  it  was  the  last  public  occasion  on  which  I  was 
'I   associated  with  my  lamented  friend  of  many  years,  the  late  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
Wainwright,  whose  brief  but  glorious  and  successful  episcopate,  of  less  than 
'   two  years*  duration,  was  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  after  terminated  by 
. '   death.   Did  time  and  the  occasion  adroit,  it  would  be  to  me  a  delightful  task 
to  portray  to  yen  the  character  and  expatiate  on  the  worth  of  this  distinguished 
>   tcholar  and  divine— of  his  faithful  and  everywhere  acceptable  ministry  as  a 
'  I  presbyter— ^f  his  valuable  services  in  the  cause  of  education— of  his  interesting 
']   contributions  as  a  writer  to  literature  and  science — and  of  his  amiable  dis- 
j    position  and  vrinning  manners  as  a  Christian  gentleman.   But  I  can  speak 
I    only  of  Ids  work  as  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  very  briefly  even  of 
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that.  From  an  ttcquaintance  of  more  than  thirty  years,  marked  by  friendship 
from  the  start,  which  ripened  into  intimacy,  I  had  formed  high  expectations 
of  osefiilness  and  efficiency  in  his  responsible  office,  when  in  the  Providence 
of  God  he  was  elevated  to  the  episcopate.  Little,  however,  did  I  think  the 
realization  would  be  such  as  it  proved  to  be,  and  that  my  anticipations  of  a 
snocessfnl  Episcopal  career,  with  that  of  other  friends,  who  like  me  knew  and 
appreciated  his  fitness  for  the  office,  would  be  so  far  exceeded.  From  the 
moment  of  his  consecration  he  appeared  to  throw  his  whole  heart  into  his 
work;  developed  a  degree  of  energy  and  activity  which  surprised  his  most  in- 
timate friends ;  and  in  the  short  space  of  little  more  than  eighteen  months, 
accomplished  th«  work  of  almost  a  life-time.  But,  alas !  his  zeal  and  assiduity, 
and  a  desire  to  meet  the  peculiar  exigencies  of  his  position,  made  serious  in- 
road upon  his  health  from  the  start,  evident  to  others,  though  he  refused  to 
be  convinced  of  it  himself ;  and  his  over«taxed  physical  and  mental  strength 
gradually  yielded,  until  death  claimed  him  as  its  victim.  Just  as  his  Diocese 
began  to  appreciate  his  extraordinary  powers,  and  the  results  of  his  self-sacri- 
ficing labors  were  more  and  more  manifested,  the  mandate  came,  which  re- 
moved him  from  his  successful  ministry  in  the  Church  on  earth,  to  an  higher 
ministry,  we  doubt  not,  in  the  Church  triumphant  in  Heaven.  And  he  died 
as  a  Christian  warrior  would  wish  to  die,  with  his  armor  on,  in  the  active  dis- 
charge of  his  duty,  and  amid  daily  and  hourly  proofs  of  the  fruits  of  his  zeal 
and  fidelity.  Alas !  my  Brother ;  alas !  not  for  thee,  but  for  us  who  are  left 
behind,  and  for  the  Church  thou  loved  and  adorned !  Thou  hast  fought  the 
good  fight,  hast  finished  thy  course,  hast  won  the  victor's  crown  of  glory  and 
of  life,  and  hast  entered  into  the  promised  rest  of  God !  May  thy  example 
not  be  lost  on  us  who  remain.

July  27, 1  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, on  the  Judiciary  system  of  the  Churt^h,  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  City  of 
New  York. 

July  30,  7th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  on  my  return  to  Indiana,  I  preached,  at 
the  request  of  my  Right  Rev.  Brother,  the  Bishop  of  Michigan,  and  Rector  of 
the  Parish,  morning  and  afternoon,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Detroit.

September  13,  I  met  the  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  of  Northern  Indiana, 
in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Laporte,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Snpper  in  the  opening  services,  and  at  evening  prayer,  baptized  an  infant. 

September  14,  I  assisted  at  the  celebration  of  morning  prayer,  and  in  the 
evening  closed  the  session  of  the  Convocation,  with  a  sermon,  an  address  to 
the  Clergy,  appmpriate  prayers,  and  the  Bene<liction.   This  was  the  first  at- 
tempt to  carry  out  a  plan  for  the  more  frequent  meeting  of  the  Clergy  for 
mutual  counsel  relative  to  the  work  devolved  upon  them,  more  particularly 
in  it*  missionary  aspect,  which  had  lonn  occupied  my  thoughts,  but  which  the  , 
ceneral  remoteness  of  their  ntsidence  from  one  another,  and  the  expense  and  ■ 
difficulty  of  traveling,  had  heretofore  made  inconvenient  and  almost  imprac-  ! 
ticable.    These  hindrances  having  been  remuve<l  by  increased  Railroati  facili-  j 
ties,  the  experiment  was  made.   The  plan  promises  to  work  well.    The  Con-  \ 
vocation  composed  of  the  Clergy  of  a  given  district,  meet  semi-annually,  on  ! 
my  summons,  at  such  a  place  as  has  been  agreed  upon  at  the  previous  meet-  i 
iiiff.    It  ii  opened  with  Divine  senice,  and  a  discourse  by  one  of  the  members  | 
appi>inted  by  myself,  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Comnmnion.   The  , 
K(*Mion  is  limited  to  two  days,  the  moniing  and  evening  of  which  is  occupied 
with  the  usual  services  of  the  Church,  and  a  disccuirse  by  one  of  the  Clergy.  1 
The  aftern(K>n  is  devoted  to  business  and  consultation  respwting  our  minis- 
terial duties,  and  ]>lans  for  Church  extension  in  the  vicinity  of  tho  several  ] 
members.   Tho  session  is  closed  by  an  address  or  quasi  charge  from  myself  to  j 
the  Clergy.   There  are  at  present  only  two  districts.  Northern  and  Central  | 
Indiana.   As  the  number  of  the  Clergy  increases,  it  is  my  purpose  to  multiply  j 
these  districts,  and  from  present  appearance,  I  think  I  shall  bo  enabled  to  j 
Kumnion  a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  of  Southern  Indiana  in  the  course  of  the 
preH4*Ht  year.  | 

Septemlwr  15,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and  i 
preached  and  confirmed  Jive  persons. 
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September  17,  I4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  read  Prayers  and  preached 
morning  and  evening  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lrfilayette. 

September  25,  Festival  of  St.  Matthew,  I  visited  the  then  vacant  parish  of 
St  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville,  and  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  even- 
ing. 

September  21, 1  baptized  an  infant  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette. 

October  1,  Ibth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  on  my  way  to  New  York,  on  general 
official  busjuess,  I  preached  again  morning  and  evening  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Detroit. 

October  4,  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Boa  d  of  Missions  of  th« 
General  Missionary  Society,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Hartford,  Connecticut 

October  5  and  6,  I  attended  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  joint  committee 
of  the  General  Convention  on  the  Judiciary  system  of  the  Church,  in  the  City 
of  New  York.  At  this  meeting  the  committee  completed  the  work  entrusted 
to  them,  and  prepared  a  report  embracing  the  principles  and  details  of  a  gen- 
eral judiciary  system,  embodied  in  several  Canons  under  specific  heads,  to  be 
present,  d  to  the  General  Convention  at  its  next  session  in  1856.  The  report, 
by  the  terms  of  the  resolution  constituting  the  committee,  is  to  be  printed, 
and  copies  sent  to  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  of  the  several  Dioceses  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. It  is  now  in  press,  and  will  soon  be  published.  It  is,  therefore,  un- 
necessary to  occupy  your  time  with  any  particulars. 

October  8, 17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  and  administered  the  sae- 
rament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  New  York. 

October  10,  I  attended  and  presided  at  a  raeeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee  of  the  General  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book  Society.  On 
a  plan  of  mutual  concession,  not  involving  the  sacrifice  of  any  essential  prin- 
ciples of  the  Church,  this  society  has  revised  its  list  of  publications  so  as  to 
meet  the  views  and  command  the  approval  of  all  who  really  desire  the  pros- 
perity of  oar  Apostolic  Church ;  and  has  thus  nwterially  extended  its  sphere 
of  usefulness.  The  alterations  which  have  been  made  consist  principally  in 
objectionable  phraseology,  snd  the  books  which  have  been  laid  aside,  few  in 
number,  have  been  only  those  which  inculcated  extreme  views  of  doctr'ne 
and  practice.  These  alterations  and  omissions,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  of 
them  extends,  seem  to  me  to  have  been  a  proper  and  necessary  sacrifice  for 
the  promotion  of  peace  and  unity,  and  for  securing  the  more  general  patron- 
age of  the  Church.  The  present  list  of  the  Society's  publications,  embracing 
not  only  Books  of  Instruction  and  Sunday  School  Books,  but  Books  for  the 
formation  of  Parochial  Libraries,  are  well  adapted  to  their  several  purpoaea. 
and  commend  themselves  to  general  approbation.  I  earnestly  recommend 
the  several  parishes  of  this  Diocese  to  supply  themselves  from  this  source 
with  sue h  books  as  may  be  needed  in  their  several  Sunday  Schools,  regarding 
the  publications  of  the  Society  as  entirely  trustworthy,  inculcating  as  they  do 
the  principles  and  doctrines  of  our  branch  of  the  one  Holy  Catholic  Church, 
in  their  integrity,  compromising  no  essential  truth  as  set  forth  in  our  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  yet  avoiding  all  extremes. 
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I  take  occasion  to  ny^  that  a  Depoiitory  of  the  8ociety'i  publications  for 
the  West  has  been  established  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  at  the  Bookstore  of 
Mr.  Ring^ld,  from  whom  they  may  be  procured  more  conveniently  than  by 
sending  to  the  General  Depository  in  New  York. 

October  J  5, 18th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St. 
PaaVs  Chapel,  New  York,  and  in  the  evening  in  the  Church  of  the  itoly 
Trinity,  Brooklyn. 

October  18,  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Horatio  Potter,  D.  D  ,  the  Provisional  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  and  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  March  Clark,  D.  D.,  the  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  Island.  These  gentlemen  have  since  been  consecrated  to 
the  Episcopal  oflBce,  as  has  also  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Lee,  D.  D.,  the  Bishop 
elect  of  Iowa,  to  whose  cousocratiou  I  withheld  my  consent,  from  canonical  ob- 
jections to  his  election.

October  25,  at  the  request  of  the  same  body,  I  held  an  ordination  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Sing  Sing,  Westchester  County,  and  admitted  John  P.  Luiidy,  former- 
ly a  Minister  of  the  Presbyterian  denomination,  to  the  Uoly  Order  of  Deacons; 
preached  the  sermon,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper; 
and  also  confirmed  two  persons.

November  30,  Festival  of  St.  Andrew,  and  also  the  day  of  thanksgiving 
appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute. 

December  2, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington, 
Greene  County,  and  preached  in  the  evening. 
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December  3,  Ut  Sunday  in  Advent,  in  the  morning  I  visited  the  Sunday 
School  of  the  parish,  preached,  administered  the  sacrament  of  ^e  Lord^s 
Supper,  and  in  the  afternoon  baptized  two  infants;  preached  and  confirmed 
Itro  persons.  This  parish  is  growing,  under  the  afsidaous  and  acceptable 
ministrations  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Shaver,  Deacon,  the  MiBsionary  in  charge. 
TbI)  Vestry  have  erected  a  neat  and  commodious  edifice,  not  quite  finished,  in 
which,  however,  divine  service  was  celebrated  for  the  first  time  on  the  oc- 
casion of  my  visit.  The  ladies  of  the  congregation  have  with  commendable 
zeal  aided  in  the  enterprise,  and  from  the  fruits  of  their  industry,  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  expense  of  seating  the  Church  has  been  provided  for.  No 
assistance  has  been  sought  or  received,  I  believe,  from  any  extraneous  source. 
All  has  been  done  by  the  parish  itself,  and  principally  by  the  zeal  and  liber- 
ality of  a  few  devoted  laymen. 

December  5,  I  read  Prayers  and  preached  at  Bloomington,  a  Missionary

■olicit  donations  in  aid  of  the  building,  hns  not  acted.    It  was  deemed  inex-  ; 
pe<lient  to  attempt  any  solicitations  for  funds  for  that  purpose,  in  consequence  ' 
of  the  prevalent  commercial  embarrassments.   The  sum  of  $100  each  from 
two  gentlemen  has  been  voluntarily  subscribed,  and  encouragement  has  been 
given  of  contributions  lr(»m  others.   It  would  very  much  facilitate  the  appli- 
cation for  aid  which  is  contemplated  in  the  Fall  from  friends  of  the  Church 
without  the  Diocese,  if  there  were  previously  some  considerable  contributions 
from  within  the  Diocese.    This  would  show  that  we  had  made  the  attempt  to 
help  ourselves,  which  would  be  a  plea  for  soliciting  help  from  others.  If 
from  $5<>  to  |H0O  or  $200  could  be  obtained  from  individual  subscrip- 
tion in  each  of  our  parishes,  the  aggregate  would  be  of  material  service  to- 
wards meeting  the  «*xpense  of  the  building,  the  cost  of  which  it  is  contemplated 
will  not  exceed  ^3,000  or  $3,5(i0.   The  object  is  of  such  great  importance  to 
the  Dim  ese  {or  all  tini;*  to  come,  affording,  as  a  house  rent-free  will,  at  least 
one-third  of  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  that  I  respectfully 
connnend  the  matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention  for  immediate  i 
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and  peraevering  action.  To  mytelf  personally,  «ach  a  residence  ia  of  little 
consequence,  for  I  have  recently  made  a  very  agreeable  arrangement  fi>r  the 
accommodation  of  my  family  in  the  place  of  my  present  residence.  Dot  to 
my  successors  in  office  it  may  be  of  great  consequence.  At  any  rate,  it  is  an 
object  of  importance  to  the  Diocese,  and  its  immediate  accomplishment  is,  on 
that  account,  very  desirable. 

In  connection  with  this  topic,  I  embrace  this  opportunity  to  remark,  that 
the  pledge  made  to  me  by  the  Convention  of  a  salary  of  f 1,000  per  annum  to 
enable  me  to  relinquish  a  parochial  charge,  and  devote  my  v^hole  time  to  the 
duties  of  the  Episcopate,  has  been  fully  met,  and  the  salary  promptly  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  quarterly  in  advance,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Convention.  This  sum,  though  not  large,  is  sufficient  for  my  necessities,  in- 
cluding traveling  expenses ;  and  if  it  shall  continue  to  be  paid  promptly  as  it 
has  been,  I  ask  for  no  augmentation.  It  will  be  perceived  by  the  report  of 
the  Standing  Committee  that  a  proposal  from  an  extraneous  source  to  increase 
my  remuneration  to  some  extent,  has  been  made  and  accepted.  Thus  fan 
however,  nothing  has  been  received  from  that  source,  though  it  is  not  doubted 
but  that  the  engagement  will  be  fulfilled.  The  expectations  I  had  formed 
of  increased  usefulness  in  being  relieved  from  a  parochial  charge,  have  been 
more  than  realized;  and  I  continue  to  perceive  more  and  more  the  advantages 
which  result  to  the  interests  of  the  Church  from  being  enabled  to  devote  my 
whole  time  and  thoughts  to  the  duties  of  my  Episcopal  office.

The  following  parishes  have  relinquished  the  Missionary  allowance  from 
the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  General  Missionary  Society,  in  the  course  of  j 
the  present  year,  and  become  self-supporting,  viz.:  St.  Paul's  Church,  Kvans- 
ville,  St.  Stephen's  Chun^h,  Terre  Haute,  and  Trinity  Church,  Logansport.  , 

It  will  be  perceiveil  by  this  statement  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  I. 
year,  that  there  has  been  some  encouraging  advance  in  the  work  of  building 
up  the  Church,  in  this  Diocese.  There  are  openings  for  our  services,  with  1 
fair  prospect  of  success,  brought  to  my  notice  frequently,  which  I  desire  and 
endeavor  to  improve,  so  far  as  I  can,  by  my  personal  ministrations.  And  I 
hope  to  be  enabled  to  devote  myself,  more  than  I  have  hitherto  done,  if  God 
gives  me  health  and  strength,  to  the  work  r»f  seeking  out  and  ministering  to 
the  scattered  sheep  of  the  flock  which  are  to  be  found  in  many  if  not  most  of 
the  villages  of  this  State,  in  my  actual  ministrations  as  a  sort  of  treneral  itine- 
rant missionary,  by  a  somewhat  <liflerent  arrangement  of  my  proper  episcopal 
duties.    There  are  sovoral  places  of  this  description  which  I  have  lieen 
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recently  requested  to  visit,  and  which  I  purpose  to  visit  in  the  ooone  of  the 
Summer  and  Autunm.  There  are  other  places  in  the  vicinity,  or  within  an  , 
easy  distance  of  several  of  the  established  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  |> 
occasional  visitation  of  which  I  must  ask  the  assistance  of  the  several  Rect'irs,  ^ 
as  their  parochial  duties  will  permit.  And  I  indulge  the  hope,  that  they  will  , 
co-operate  with  me  in  affording  the  services  of  the  Church  to  such  places,  on  ^ 
some  week-day,  and  once  in  a  while,  until  missionaries  can  be  obtained  for 
these  new  and  promising  fields  of  labor,  on  the  Lord's  Day  also. 

Our  great  want  in  this  Diocese  is  the  means  of  sustaining  missionaries. 
Clergymen  well  adapted  to  the  work  might  be  obtained,  if  a  sufficient  remn-  j 
neration  could  be  assured  to  them.   To  assist  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  | 

!  object,  it  is  imperatively  necessary  that  the  existing  parishes,  witii  their 
several  clergy,  exert  themselves  in  obtaining  contributions  and  donations  to 
the  diocesan  missionary  fund.  And  with  this  view,  and  in  consideration  of 
the  growing  importance  of  the  measure,  I  renew  my  recommendation  of  a  : 

I   collection  once  in  three  months,  for  our  own  missionary  purposes,  in  our  ;; 

j.  respective  congregations,  and  earnestly  entreat  my  brethrOn  of  the  clergy  h 
that  they  will  put  forth  special  efforts,  to  add  to  the  contributions  of  their  | 
several  parishes  on  these  stated  occasions,  not  only  by  direct  preaching,  but  :| 
by  personal  solicitation;  and  I  also  ask  the  zealous  co-operation  of  my  h 
respected  brethren  of  the  laity,  in  promotion  of  this  eminently  desirable  j| 

*  object.  We  may  not  be  able  to  do  much,  but  we  can  do  something,  and  || 
contributions  will  increase  as  the  missionary  spirit  is  infused  into  our  people,  ji 
and  the  habit  of  giving  formed  and  cherished  by  persevering,  regular,  and  i 
systematic  giving  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  of  His  Church.  : 
Much  of  the  work  before  us  in  this  Diocese,  I  am  more  and  more  convinced,  | 
requires  a  modified  system  of  itinerant  missionary  ministrations,  for  its  sue-  ; 
cessful  accomplishment.   But  to  carry  this  system  into  effect,  it  is  necessary 
that  means  should  be  provided  for  the  almost  exclusive  support  of  these  itiner- 
ants,  for  the  first  two  or  three  years  of  the  enterprise  in  a  given  district,  j 
After  that  time,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  contributions  from  the  flocks  them- 
selves,  who  are  thus  gathered,  and  that  annually  increasing.   And  the  re-  |i 
muneration  needed,  is  such  as  will  place  the  Missionaries  employed  beyond 
want  and  care,  so  that  they  can  give  their  whole  thoughts  and  energies  and   ; ' 

;   time  to  their  work.   I  hope  to  be  enabled  to  carry  this  system  into  effect  im- 
mediately to  a  limited  extent,  and  to  aid  me  therein,  I  earnestly  solicit  the  co-  .i 
operation  of  all,  according  to  the  ability  which  God  in  His  good  Providence  ! 
hath  given  them  in  providing  means. 

There  is  another  topic  connected  with  the  work  before  us,  to  which  I  am  >' 
constrained  by  a  conviction  of  its  important  bearing  on  the  increase  and  sta-  |i 
bility  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  advert  It  is  the  necessity  and  advan-  < 
tage  of  permanency  of  ministration  in  a  given  field  of  labor,  and  the  serious  j 
injury  arising  from  frequent  change  of  parishes.  ;| 
My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  I  affectionately  and  earnestly  commend  this  ! 
subject  to  your  consideration;  and  I  do  so  with  a  full  and  painful  knowledge  ! 
of  the  causes  that  lead  to  this  frequent  desire  to  change  your  Ecclesiastical  > 
position,  and  to  an  actual  change  thereof.   I  am  well  aware  of  the  difficulties  j 
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and  discouragenientj}  which  often  cluHter  about  your  path.  And  I  sympathize 
deeply  with  thoi^e — an  iH  tho  cario  with  many — whose  scauty  remuueration 
I  seems  to  make  a  change  necessar}'.  But  knowing  as  I  do,  and  perceiving  more 
and  more  how  greatly  the  growth  and  advancement  of  a  parish  depends  on  the 
coutiinious  ministrations  of  a  Pastor,  and  how  seriously  a  parish  is  injured 
by  the  frequent  removal  of  its  pastors,  I'^vcnturo  to  ask,  Do  you  always  or 
generally,  relative  to  any  of  the  causes  for  change  alluded  to,  better  yourselves 
by  a  change  ?  Do  you  not  fritter  away  your  opportunities  for  usefulness,  by 
indulging  uneaKinoss  in  your  position,  and  by  yielding  too  readily  to  these  in- 
ducements  to  change  ?  Might  you  not  overcome  many  and  most  of  these  dis- 
icouraging  obstacles,  whether  real  or  apprehended,  by  exercising  a  little  more 
patience,  and  a  little  more  trust  in  tho  providential  care  of  the  Master  whom 
yoo  servo?  While  you  regard  yourselves  as  doing  little  or  no  good,  and 
laboring  without  any  rcRults,  may  you  not  be,  at  the  very  time,  unconsciously 
sowing  precious  Boed,  which  if  you  only  wait  patiently  for  its  germination  and 
growth,  will  bring  forth  precious  fruit  ?  Do  not  your  discouragements  arise 
sometimes,  nay,  often,  from  an  erroneous  estimate  of  the  position  you  occupy 
and  its  capabilities — or  from  nior)>id  sensitiveness  to  apparent  indifference  or 
neglect  on  the  part  of  some  of  those  to  whom  you  minister — or  from  an  entire 
mis^'ODception  of  the  estimate  which  your  people  have  of  you  and  of  your 
ministrations,  and  a  too  ready  listening  to  gossiping  fault-finders,  croaking 
complainers,  and  meddlesome  busy  bodies,  who  are  to  be  found  every  where  ? 
Now,  instead  of  looking  these  apparent  impediments  in  the  face,  and  attempt- 
ing to  surmount  them,  there  is  often  too  ready  an  assent  to  what  is  erroneously 
apprehended,  or  too  much  consequence  attached  to  tho  complaints  and  faul^ 
finding  retailed,  and  jireparation  is  made  at  once  to  run  away  from  them. 
"NVhereas,  were  there  a  little  more  patience  and  perseverance  exercised,  quite 
another  result  would  be  soon  perceived. 

Bear  in  mind  also,  my  behivcd  brethren,  that  our  mission  here  in  the  West, 
Ik  not  to  minister  in  old,  staid,  and  well-ordered  parishes,  but  to  build  up  such 
piiricihes  out  of  unpnmiiKing  materials;  to  seek  out  the  scattered  members  of 
tlie  flock,  reclaim  them  from  the  strange  pastures  into  which  they  may  have 
wandered,  and  oolle(*t  them  again  within  the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd;  that 
we  have  to  deal  with  the  igrn)rant,  the  prejudiced,  the  careless,  and  the  indif- 
ferent ;  and  encounter  much  and  serious  direct  and  indirect  opposition  from  a 
variety  of  sources  extraneous  to  our  own  fold.  Difiiiculties  and  discourage- 
nu'nts  are,  therefore,  to  be  count^ul  on,  both  from  within  and  without.  But 
they  are  not  ordiiiaiily  inHurmountable.  They  yield  far  more  readily  than  is 
sometimes  thought,  to  pert?everance  in  a  straightforward  discharge  of  our 
functions.  There  is  gn-at  virtue  in  the  little  word  Try,  when  practically  em- 
ployed. Try — patiently  and  per^everingly  fry,  before  you  give  up  the  effort. 
Allow  not  feelings  of  uncaHiness  in  your  position  to  steal  upon  yon,  and  gradu- 
ally take  posNcssion  of  yitu,  crippling  and  impairing,  as  it  necessarily  does,  all 
your  energies,  and  unfitting  you  in  and  of  itself,  without  any  of  the  adjuncts 
which  grow  out  of  it.  for  any  thing  like  efficient  labor. 

These  remarks,  my  hrerljieuofthe  Clergy,!  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  make,  not 
with  any  design  to  apply  them  personally  to  any  one,  but  as  general  remarks, 
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haviiii:  n  i>i>Hriiic  on  wtiat  I  rt'cnnl  m  an  ciistiiijyr  and  (rruwini;  <rril,  calculat<^ 
vpry  nnich  to  arn'st  tlip  prcjcn***  of  tin*  work  which  U  devolved  upon  us. 

It  iw  an  evil,  let  ine  hhv  in  concluBion,  not  confined  to  the  Clerjiy,  but  ex- 
teniHni;  ititclf  in  many  inRtanccK  to  the  )>eopIe,  who  from  this  frequent  ehani^ 
of  ])af(tori>,  iM'ttidcf  failing;  in  Weinc  tNlificd  and  built  up  in  their  most  holy  faith, 
arc  j;ivcn  to  cheriKh  "an  itchinc  ear:  "  become  unsettled  in  their  principles; 
indifferent  and  careless  relative  to  the  Church  and  the  support  of  her  minis- 
trations ;  seem  to  look  as  a  matter  of  course  f(»r  a  frequent  change  of  pastors, 
with  a  lone  intern'cr"""  of  the  pastoral  office. 

My  respected  brethren  of  the  Laity,  in  these  remarks  relative  to  your 
share  in  this  existing  and  gniwinu  evil,  I  s]ieak  cenerally,  without  any  |iar- 
ticnlar  personal  allusion,  and  1  am  free  to  say,  and  happy  to  be  enabled  to 
say,  that  the  evil,  thouch  existing  among  us,  has  diminished  and  is  diminiiih- 
ing.  Still  it  does  exist,  and  wherever  and  to  whatever  extent  it  prevails,  it  is 
injurious.  There  is  still  a  degree  of  impatience  manifested  by  many  toward 
the  fHiilts  or  the  supposed  faults  of  a  pastor,  a  want  of  due  allowance  and  for- 
bcaraiire,  and  a  drsire  to  "  get  a  new  man  "  as  the  phrase  goes,  cherished,  and 
Bi»metinics  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  means  neither  creditable  nor  just. 

My  bri'thren  of  the  (.'lercy  and  of  the  Laity,  if  we  desire  the  Church  to  in- 
crease and  expand  itself  and  be  permanently  established  in  our  midst,  greater 
permanency  in  the  pastoral  relntioii  nnn>t  be  cherished  and  secured  than  hi 
some  iiistances  prevails,  and  ministers  and  people  must  mutually  lend  them- 
selves and  put  forth  earnest  efforts  to  the  attainment  of  this  important  end — 
the  one  by  greater  patience,  perseverance  and  self-denial ;  the  other  by  greater 
forbearance,  consideration  for  feelings,  and  liberality  in  pecuniary  contribu- 
tion. The  vhi  adage  that  **  a  rolling  stone  gathers  no  moss,"  is  as  true  rela- 
tive to  the  Church,  her  ministers,  and  her  congregations,  as  it  is  iu  secular 
affairs.  There  can  be  no  reliable  pennanent  growth,  if  ministers  allow  them- 
selves a  disiH>iiition  to  run  away  from  difficulties,  instead  of  boldly  faclLC 
them  and  endeavoring  to  surmount  ihem ;  it*,  as  is  sometimes  the  ca*e,  they 
scarcely  begin  to  labor  in  a  given  place,  before  they  are  discouraged,  tind  pre- 
pare again  to  take  wing  and  fly  away.  Nor  can  the  hope  of  any  iucrease  of 
real,  nay  of  apparent  strength  in  a  parish,  be  indulged,  if  the  pastor  has  cause 
to  be  discouraged  by  indifference,  apathy,  unkinduess,  or  illiberality  in  pecmii- 
ary  matters  on  the  part  of  its  members  ;  if  they  indulge  the  spirit  of  change, 
and  endeavor  directly  or  i«directly,  openly  or  secretly,  to  bring  about  a 
change,  create  a  vacancy,  and  make  room  for  a  new  man ;  if  they  withhold 
the  support  they  have  pledged  themselves  to  give  and  are  able  to  contribute ; 
if  they  are  careless  in  meeting  their  engagements  to  their  pastor,  and  un- 
mindful, practically  unmindful,  of  the  teaching  of  God*s  Won!:  "  Do  ye  not 
know  that  they  who  minister  about  holy  things,  live  of  the  sacrifice,  and  they 
who  wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar?  Even  so  hath  the  Lord 
also  ordained,  that  they  who  preach  the  Gospel  should  live  of  the  Gospel."

APPENDIX.

The  Committee  appointed  to  apply  for  legislative  action  in  reference  to 
the  corporate  organization  of  parishei,  respectfully  report,  that  at  the  late 
Bession  of  the  General  Assembly,  an  act  was  passed,  entitled  ''An  act  to 
aathorize  the  election  of  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  defining  their 
powers  and  duties,"  a  copy  of  which,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State*, 
is  herewith  submitted. 

This  bill  supplies  the  deficiencies  in  former  laws,  as  pointed  out  by  the 
Committee,  in  their  report  to  the  XVIth  Annual  Convention,  and  some 
additional  provisions  have  been  secured,  which  will  be  found  useful  in  the 
establishment  of  parochial  schools,  hospitals,  and  cemeteries. 

One  or  two  provisions  contained  in  the  bill  as  originally  prepared  by  the 
Committee  were  stricken  out  during  the  progress  of  legislation :  but  they 
were  not  very  important.  In  the  printed  copy  of  the  law,  especially  in  the 
first,  third,  sixth,  and  eighth  sections,  inaccuracies  of  language  will  be  noticed, 
which  the  Committee  supposed  were  merely  typographical  errors ;  but  they 
regret  to  find,  on  examination  of  the  legislative  files,  that  the  same  errors 
occur  in  the  engrossed  and  enrolled  copies  of  the  bill.  It  is  particularly 
unfortunate  that  the  word  "  or"  was  omitted  in  tho/r*e  section,  immediately 
after  the  word  •*  act " — evidently  a  mistake  in  copying.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
That  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  any  parish,  or  congregation  of  any 
church  in  this  State,  duly  chosen  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  usages  of  said  church,  after  a  record  of  such 
election  shall  have  been  made  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  deemed  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of — 

Church,  ,  and  by  such  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  eou- 

tracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  with  like  effect  as  other  persons  and  corpora- 
tions. 

Sec.  2.  The  number  to  be  electe<l  under  the  pnivisions  of  thin  act  shall 
not  bo  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine ;  but  the  Kector  of  any  parish, 
church,  or  congregation,  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  vestry  of  the 
same,  according  to  the  rules,  regulations,  and  form  of  government  of  the 
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chun*h;  aud  the  inembero  of  the  ventry  so  elected  shall  seTerally  hold  their 
uflHeefl  until  their  succpsBors  are  duly  chosen,  according  to  the  rules  and 
usai^es  of  said  church. 

8cc.  'A.  At  the  firflt  and  every  subsequent  election,  the  ofllicerB  appointed 
to  take,  count,  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  votes  given,  shall,  within  ten  days

Sec.  5.  The  peculiar  name  of  any  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  may  be 
Alt»»red  or  changed,  also  the  number  of  members  of  any  vestry,  so  that  the 
number  be  not  made  more  nor  lesA  than  the  number  specified  in  this  act;  bur 
tlie  name  chosen  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  assumed 
until  a  record  has  first  been  made  of  the  fact  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the 
proper  county.  .

The  Wanlcn  and  Vestrymen  oi  any  church,  parish,  or  congrega- 
tion, may  establish  by-laws,  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  their  organization ; 
tliey  shall  have  power  to  receive  conveyances  of  lots  or  lands,  by  purchase, 
gift,  or  otherwiif^,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  and  to  hold  the  same  to 
their  successors,  or  perpetuity,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  such 
church,  parish,  or  congregation,  and  for  the  uses  declared  iu  such  conveyance 
or  grant ;  they  may  erect  and  hold  buildings  for  religious  worship,  for  parson- 
age or  for  educational  or  benevolent  purposes ;  they  may  lay  out  and  estab- 
lish auitable  grounds  for  a  cemetery,  or  place  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  aud 
afler  the  plat  thereof  shall  have  been  duly  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office  of 
the  proper  county,  they  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  necessary  for  the  preser- 

I  vation  and  protection  of  such  cemetery  ;  and  they  may  appoint  trust<*es  or 
committees,  t^t  take  charge  of  any  school,  hospital,  or  cemetery,  which  they 

I   may  establish,  and  give  direction  concerning  the  management  of  the  same ; 

j    Pnpv'uied,  kowcrrry  that  such  appointment  shall  not  relieve  or  release  such 

.   ventry,  parish,  or  congregation,  from  any  legal  liability  to  which  they  may  be 

j  subject 

■      Sec.  7.   Such  vestr}',  and  their  successors  in  office,  may  also  acquire  and 
possess,  for  the  use  of  any  such  parish,  church,  or  congregation,  personal 
property  not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  may 
appropriate  the  same,  and  the  income  or  interest  thereof,  and  all  other  funds 
and  incomes  in  their  hands  as  such  vestry,  to  the  maintenance  of  religious 
'   worship,  schools,  libraries,  or  other  purposes  not  inconsistent  with  the  trust, 
i      Sec.  8.    Such  vestry,  to  more  effecitually  carry  out  the  objects  of  this 
trust,  may  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  their  corporate  property ;  and 
any  conveyance  thereof  by  such  vestry,  or  a  minority  of  them,  in  behalf  of 
■uch  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  shall  vest  in  the  purchaser  of  the  same 
'   all  the  right,  title  and  interest  thereto ;  but  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
I    not  be  construed  to  affect  any  gift,  bequest,  or  aevise,  to  such  parish,  church, 
J    or  congregation,  or  to  the  vestry  thereof  for  its  use,  nor  to  defeat  the  inten- 
tions of  the  grantor,  donor,  or  testator. . 
•       Sec.  9.    As  between  such  parinh,  church,  or  congregation,  the  vestry 
i    thereof,  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them,  and  any  person  granting  real 
J    estate  thereto,  aud  all  persons  claiming  under  him,  the  certificate  of  election 
:    providecl  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
t    the  matters  and  things  therein  recited;  and  as  between  such  parish,  church, 
,   or  congregation,  the  vestr}-  thereof,  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them,  and 
all  other  persons,  it  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  such  matters. 

Sec.  10.   Whenever  any  parish,  church,  or  congregation,  shall  have  elected 
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a  vestiy  iu  conformity  to  the  provisioDs  of  this  act,  and  the  lame  shall  have 
been  diasolved  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removai  of  ita  memben,  a  miyjor- 
ity  of  persons  entiitled  to  vote  may,  within  five  years  after  such  dissolutioB, 
proceed  to  elect  a  new  vestry,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  herein  con- 
tained ;  and  snch  new  vestry,  after  a  record  of  the  election  shall  have  been 
made,  as  required  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  may  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  which  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  law  a  vestry  may  do  and  perform.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

IN 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  INDIANA. 


ARTICLE  T. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana 
accedes  to  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  IL 

OP  STATKD  MBBTINGS. 

Skction  1.  A  stated  Convention  of  the  Church,  in  this  diocese, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  at  such  place 
as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Annual  Con- 
vention ;  but,  if  no  such  place  shall  have  been  fixed,  the  convention 
shall  meet  at  Indianapolis.  The  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
diocese  may  change  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in 
case  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  other  sufficient 
canse,  which  cause  shall  be  stated  in  the  notice  to  the  clergy  and 
parishes  of  such  change. 

Se(\  2.  Everj'  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  the  Morning 
Prayer,  a  sermon,  and  the  Holy  Communion ;  and  on  the  second, 
and  each  succeeding  day,  the  session  shall  begin  with  the  Morn- 
ing Praver. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONVEXTIOX. 

Sec.  1.  Every  clergyman  in  regular  standing  in  this  church, 
actually  and  canonical ly  resident  in  the  diocese,  and  who  is  reg- 
ularly admitted  nnd  settled  in  some  parish  or  church  within  this 
diocese,  or  is  employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the 
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ecclesiastical  authority,  or  engaged  as  professor  or  instructor  of 
youth  in  any  college,  academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning, 
duly  incorporated;  or  who,  for  six  months  preceding  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  shall  have  been  principal  of  an  academy  or 
school  under  the  direction  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  vestry  of 
any  parish  in  union  with  this  Convention,  and  who  has  not  taken 
letters  dimissorj*,  shall  bo  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
.  vention. 

Sec.  2.  Every  pariah  in  union  with  the  church  in  this  diocese 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  in  any  convention  thereof,  as 
follows:  A  parish  of  any  number  of  qualified  voters  for  wardens 
and  vestrymen  of  the  same»  not  exceeding  twenty,  shall  be  entitled 
to  send  one  delegate ;  over  twenty  and  not  more  than  fiOy,  two 
delegates ;  and  over  fifty,  not  exceeding  three  delegates,  and  each 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote.  But  no  person  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  delegate  whose  certificate  does  not  show  the  number 
of  qualified  voters  in  the  parish. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF   A   Q  r  O  R  i:  M  . 

Three  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  at  least  one  lay  dele- 
gate from  each  of  three  churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  fur 
the  transaction  of  business :  but  any  number  of  either  order  that 
shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  till  a  quorum  is 
formed.  • 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the 
Convention,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  same ;  but  in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  standing  committee  shall  be  President  gf  the  Conven- 
tion ;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to 
order  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  presiding  officer  elected  from  among 
the  attending  presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OP  THE  SBCRBTARV. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  and  continue  in  oflice 
until  a  successor  be  appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  attest  its  public 
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acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to  each  minister  and  ; 

vestry,  at  least  cue  month  beforehand,  of  the  time  and  place  ap-  |! 
pointed  for  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII.  I 

OF  THE  TRBASURBU.  j 

A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Convention,  [ 

who  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  is  elected.    It  shall  I 

be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds,  which  may  at  any  ' 

time  belong  to  the  Convention,  except  such  as  are,  by  law,  under  | 

the  control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  lay  before  each  | 

annual  Convention  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  such  funds,  i 

accompanied  by  the  necessary  vouchers.

ARTICLE  VIII.  I

ARTICLE  X.  li 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  A  BISHOP.  ' 

The  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese, 
shall  be  in  the  following  manner:  The  two  orders  siiall  separate, 

and  the  order  of  the  clergy  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  some  tit  and  ' 
qualified  presbyter  for  that  office;  and  thercupou  such  choice  shall 

be  communicated  to  the  lay  delegates ;  and  if,  on  ballot,  the  choice  • 
so  made  is  approved  by  the  lay  order,  the  person  so  chosen  and 
approved  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 
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In  the  above-mentioned  election,  a  majority  in  both  orders  shall 
determine  a  choice:  provided,  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  clergy  en- 
titled to  vote,  and  delegations  from  two-thirds  of  the  parishes  or 
churches  entitled  to  representation,  be  present ;  otherwise,  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  deter- 
mine a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Se:\  1.  The  Standing  Gommitfee  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  Annual  Convention,  and  continue  in  oflSce  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected. 

It  shall  be  composed  of  three  pfesbyters  of  the  Diocese,  and 
three  laymen,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  church,  in  regu- 
lar standing.  At  their  first  meeting,  which  shall  always  be  within 
ten  days  after  their  election,  upon  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presbyters  of  their  own 
body  to  be  their  president,  and  another  of  their  number  to  be  their 
secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention.  He  shall,  also,  pre- 
serve all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
attest  their  public  acts,  and  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  formt-r  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  their  body  during  the  recess  of  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

At  each  Annual  Convention,  four  presbyters  and  four  laymen 
(who  shall  always  be  communicant^s  in  regular  standing  in  the 
•Church)  shall  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  as 
Deputies  in  the  General  Convention. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed,  in  ^he  same  manner,  an  equal 
number  of  Supplemental  Deputies,  out  of  which  number  the  ec- 
clesiastical authority  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may 
occur  among  the  said  Deputies  before,  or  at,  the  sitting  of  the 
General  Convention. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy,  or  Supplemental  Deputy, 
thus  appointed,  if  he  declines  said  appointment,  to  give  seasonable 
notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

OF  ALTBRINO  THE  CONSTITUTION.

Convention. 

CANON  III. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN. 

Sec.  1.  On  Easter  Monday  in  every  year,  the  pew-holders  or 
parishioners  of  each  church  shall  elect  wardens  and  vestrj^men  of 
the  same,  the  whole  to  consist  of  not  more  than  nine  members  or 
less  than  three,  who  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own 
l>ody,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. .

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Mt  Bretiiren  op  tub  Clergy  and  Laitt: 

In  oomplianoe  with  Canon  XII,  of  the  Genonl  Coavention,  of  1853, 1  pro- 
eefd  to  give  you  a  record  of  my  official  acta  since  the  meeting  of  the  lait 
Convention  of  the  Diocese.  By  this  you  will  perceive  there  haa  been  •ome 
progreaa  in  the  work  of  building  up  the  Church,  within  our  ecclesiastical 
boundaries,  and  that,  as  a  religious  community,  we  are  growing,  slowly  indeed, 
but,  as  it  appears,  surely  and  substantially.  Tet  there  is  very  much  to  be  done, 
requiring,  on  the  part  of  both  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  renewed  and  persevering 
efforts,  invigorated  zeal,  and  no  little  self-sacrifice.  One  very  serious  hindrance 
to  our  advancement,  is  to  be  found  in  the  instability  of  the  Pastoral  relation, 
and  the  frequently  recurring  removal  of  the  Clergy  from  their  Paribhes  to 
other  spheres  of  labor;  and  that  often  just  as  their  Ministry  is  beginning  to 
tell  on  the  congregations  over  which  they  are  placed,  and  there  is  a  fair  pros- 
pect of  making  themselves  useful.  This  is  a  growing  evil,  arising,  it  is  to  be 
feared,  from  restlessness  and  impatience,  as  much  as  from  the  usually  assigned 
cause,  inadequacy  of  support  Aud  it  is  as  ii^urious  to  the  removing  Clergy- 
men, from  the  unsettied  state  of  mind,  with  the  mdiflference,  and,  too  often, 
n^lect  of  their  Paatoral  duties  it  creates  and  cherishes,  as  it  is  to  the  flock 
they  abandon,  in  repressing  their  interest  in  the  work,  and  discouraging  their 
efforts  to  sustain  the  ministrations  of  the  Church. 

I  will  not,  however,  detain  you  by  enlarging  on  this  topic,  as  my  views  thereon 
were  fUlly  expressed  in  my  last  Conventional  Address.  Suffice  it  to  say  now* 
that  in  addition  to  the  injurious  effects  of  these  constantly  recurring  changes 
upon  the  Clergy,  and  upon  the  Parishes  they  leave,  it  is  a  source  of  great  em- 
barrassment to  myself,  in  my  efforts  to  establish  and  extend  the  Church  within 
my  Episcopal  Jurisdiction,  causing  me  much  anxiety  and  painful  solicitude, 
and  diverting  my  mind  from  other  and  more  important  objects  connected  with 
the  due  fulfillment  of  the  weighty  charge  committed  to  me  in  the  Providence 
ofOod. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention,  after  preaching 
in  the  evening  of  that  day,  June  8th,  in  St  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute, 
the  place  of  meeting,  and  the  following  day  baptizing  two  children  in  that

June  14,  In  the  morning,  I  consecrated  the  new  and  beautiful  Church  edifice 
recently  erected,  and  preached  the  consecration  sermon,  and  in  the  cTeniug  I 
preached  at  the  then  missionary  station,  of  Mt.  Vernon,  and  baptised  an  infant 
At  this  place  a  Parish  has  been  subsequentiy  organized,  by  the  name  of  8t. 
John's  Church,  and  under  very  encouraging  auspices.  It  is  served,  in  con- 
nection with  New  Harmony,  by  the  Ber.  William  C.  Armstrong,  tranaferred 
to  this  Diocete  from  Wisconsin. 

June  17, 2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  morning  and  evening,  at  Can- 
nelton,  a  missionary  station;  baptised  Jive  children,  and  confirmed  iw9 
persons. 

June  20, 1  made  a  special  visit  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New 
Albany,  preached  and  confirmed  tkn$  persons. 

June  24, 3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  by  request  of  the  Rector,  who  was  neoea- 
aarily  absent,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  in  Christ  Ch.,  Indianapolis. 

June  27, 1  solemnixed  a  marriage  in  the  same  Parish. 

June  29,  St.  Peter's  Day,  I  baptized  an  infant  in  8t  John's  Church,  La- 
fhyette. 

July  1, 4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  again  morning  and  aftemoont 
in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  and  on  the  former  occasion,  administered  the 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

July  8,  5th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the  morning.  I  preached  aud  adminia- 
tered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  St.  John  Chrvtostem's  Church, 
Delafield,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  St.  Sylvanus'  Church,  Nashotah,  Wia 

July  9,  10, 11, 12, 1  attended  as  a  Trustee  of  Nashotah  House,  the  meetiBg 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  annual  examination  of  the  Students  of  that 
Theological  Seminary.  There  are  at  present  two  candidates  (br  Holy  Or- 
ders, of  this  Diocese,  pursuing  their  Theological  studies  at  that  Institution, 
and  one  other,  matriculated  as  a  student,  with  leave  of  absence  fiir  the  curreat 
year.  Another  young  man  from  this  Diocese,  not  a  candidate  for  Rolj  Oiden, 
is  engaged  in  preparatory  studies  for  that  position. 

July  15, 6th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Cbarel, 
Uichigiui  City,  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  Pariah  had  Joat 
been  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the  Bev.

July  22, 7th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  read  prayers  and  prewAed  moniiaf 
and  evening  in  Bt  John's  Chnreh,  Lafiiyette,  in  the  abaenoe  of  the  Sector. 
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If  jr  health  being  much  impaired  by  continuouB  attacks  of  chilli  and  fever 
daring  the  Spring  and  earlj  part  of  the  Summer,  I  undertook  a  joumej  for  its 
refltoration,  by  the  adnoe  of  my  Phyiician,  which,  under  the  Divine  bleuingi 
was  raooenfaL  On  my  way  to  the  Eait,  on 

July  S9,  8th  Sonday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon  at 
South  Bend,  a  miiaionary  station,  and  in  the  evening,  in  St.  Paul's  Ohnrch, 
Ifiihawaka,  where  I  confirmed  two  penont. 

Anguat  6, 9th  Sonday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  by  request  ot  the  Rector  of 
the  Parish,  moniiag  and  evening,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Brockville,  Canada 
West,  and  on  the  former  occasion,  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

Angost  13,  In  the  same  Ohuroh,  at  the  request  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  To- 
rontOf  then  on  a  visitation  of  the  Parish,  I  preached  the  lermon  at  the  inter- 
.  eating  ponfirmatimi  administered  by  him  on  that  occasion,  when,  if  I  recollect 
rigfafty  seventy  young  persons  ratified  their  Baptismal  vows. 

August  18, 10th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  by  request  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Montreal,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  the  Cathedral,  Christ 
Chnreh,  and  in  the  ^ening,  at  St.  George's  Church,  in  that  City. 

This  visit  to  the  branches  of  our  Mother  Church  of  England,  in  two  Cana- 
dian Dioceses,  affi>rded  me  very  high  gratification ;  not  only  from  the  kind 
attantions  bestowed  npon  me  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  whose  friendly  inter- 
course I  ei^oyed,  but  also  from  the  manifestations  of  a  most  cordial  feeling 
towards  our  branch  of  the  Church,  in  these  United  States;  and  the  desire 
ezpreawd  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  union  which  exist  between  us,  in  the 
acknowledgment  of  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Baptism,  one  God  and  Father 
of  aU in  similarity  of  worship,  and  in  unity  of  ministry.  I  w&s  everywhere 
greeted  as  a  brother  in  Christ,  and  treated  not  only  with  the  courtesy  due  to 
my  oflicial  position  as  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  Qod,  but  with  unexpected 
personal  kindness,  which  I  take  pleasure  in  recording  in  this  public  manner. 

August  19, 11th  Sonday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon  in 
Christ  Church,  Ballston  Spa,  New  York. 

August  96, 12th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  thc'Itector  being  absent,  at  the  re- 
qoaat  of  the  Yestry  I  read  prayers,  and  preached  in  the  morning,  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Albany,  New  York,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening, 
and  made  an  appeal  in  behalf  of  ^ssions  in  Indiana. 

September  1^  13th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  morning  and  evening, 
in  Trinity  Choreh,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  on  the  former  occasion  administered  the 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

September  6,  By  request  of  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  New  York,  I  preached 
the  sermon  at  the  Consecration  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Greenbush, 
the  comer  stone  of  which  edifice  I  had  laid  about  a  year  previous,  at  the 
request  of  the  late  Provisional  Bishop  of  that  Diocese.

September  16,  j5th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  tSie  morning  in 
Christ  Church,  and  in  the  afternoon  and  evening  in  St.  John's  Chumeh,  Bridge- 
port, Connecticut,  and  in  both  Churches  made  an  appeal  in  behalf  of  Mlaaions 
in  Indiana. 

September  23,  16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  the  morning  to 
Trinity  Church,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Haven,  and 
made  an  appeal  on  both  occasions  in  behalf  of  Missions  in  Indiana. 

The  result  of  these  several  appeals  was  as  follows:  From  the  Chnrch  of 
the  Holy  Innocents,  Albany,  $19 ;  St.  John's  Church,  Waterbury,  $50;  Bk 
Paul's  Church,  Woodbury,  $10;  Christ  Church,  Bridgeport,  $19  44;  8t. 
John's  Church,  Bridgeport,  $33  25 ;  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Haven,  $85. 
From  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  New  Haven.  I  have  not  as  yet  reedved 
any  remittance.  The  money  thus  collected,  has  been  expended  in  adding  to 
the  salaries  of  several  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Dtooese. 

September  25, 1  attended  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Tmateet 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  in  the  eity  of  New 
York. 

September  30, 17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  parish  (now  vacant) 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  preached  momiAg  and  afternoon,  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

October  3,  I  met  the  Convocation  of  Northern  Indiana,  in  6t.  John's 
Church,  Bristol,  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  con- 
firmed one  person. 

October  4, 1  closed  the  services  of  the  Convocation,  with  an  address  to  "the 
Cn^nu*  prayers,  and  the  Benediction. 

October  7, 18th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  the  Rector  being  absent  on  account 
of  sickness,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  read  prayers, 
preached,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  morn- 
ing ;  and  in  the  afternoon  read  prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons.

October  31, 90th  Sonday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  morning  and  eyening  in 
the  ame  Church. 

October  25, 1  read  prayen,  baptized  an  infant,  and  preached  at  Blooming- 
In,  a  winiopary  atation. 

October  97,  I  .Tinted  the  paririi  of  St  Matthew's  Chorch,  Wurthington, 
aad  in  the  erening  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

October  9B,  21it  Sunday  after  Trinify,  in  the  same  Church,  I  preached  and 
adainiitered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning,  and 
pnached  again  in  the  eyening. 

October  99,  On  my  way  to  Vincennes,  I  stopped  at  Sullivan  for  some  hours, 
awaiting  the  railroad  train,  and,  upon  inquiry,  found  several  persons  attached 
to  cur  communion.  Notice  having  been  given  of  Divine  Service,  I  read 
fnfers  and  preached  in  the  Court  House,  and  afterwards  baptized  aa  infant. 
Siacc  then,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Shaver,  the  missionary  at  Worthington,  has  officiated 
tbm  by  my  direction  once  every  month,  and  with  encouraging  results.  A 
parish  has  been  subsequently  organized  by  the  name  of  Grace  Church.

Kovember  9, 1  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburgh  Ouunty, 
(a  vacant  parish  J  read  prayers,  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  adminis- 
tered the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Norember  4, 92d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  vacant  parish  of  St 
James'  Church,  Vincennes,  read  prayers,  preached,  and  administered  the 
aacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  mormng,  and  in  the  evening  read 
prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

November  6, 1  visited,  for  the  first  time,  Perrysville,  which  I  have  made  a 
missionary  station,  where  I  found  several  persons  attached  to  our  coniniun- 
ion,  and  desirous  of  the  stated  ministrations  of  the  Church;  read  prayers, 
baptized  an  infant,  and  preached. 

November  7,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  at  Covington.  Here  I  found 
only  one  member  of  our  communion,  who  I  believe  has  subsequently  re- 
moved. It  did  not  appear  advisable  to  establish  a  mission  at  this  place  at 
present 

November  8, 1  read  prayers  and  preached  at  Attica,  a  missionary  station, 
where  there  are  several  members  of  our  communion,  and  an  earnest  desire  was 
expressed  for  the  stated  ministrations  of  the  Church.  It  is  to  me  a  matter  of 
painful  regret,  that  I  have  not  been  enabled  as  yet,  to  obtain  the  services  of 
a  missionary  at  Perrysville  and  Attica. 

November  1 1, 93d  Sunday  after  Trinify,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  morn- 
ing and  evening  in  St  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  my  present  place  of  resi- 
dence, or  more  strictly  the  residence  of  my  family. 

November  19,  On  my  way  to  meet  the  Convocation  of  Central  Indiana,  at 
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JefTersoiiTille,  I  read  prayers,  atsisted  by  the  Hev.  Mr.  Speneer,  and  preaobed 
in  the  eyening  at  Greenoastle.  There  I  found  a  few  penona  attached  to  our 
commonion,  who  expreued  a  deaire  for  stated  aorrieet;  bat  I  have  not  had 
any  oommanication  froiD  them  since,  and  presume  that  they  do  not  deem  it 
advisable  that  the  attempt  to  introduce  the  servioes  of  the  Chareh  there, 
should  be  continued. 

November  14,  I  met  the  Convocation  of  Central  Indiana,  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  JeiTersonville.  At  the  opening  services  of  the  Convocation  I  held  an 
ordination,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  John  Bell  Wakefield,  sinee  ehoaen  the 
Rector  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  and  the  Rev.  William  Gabriel  Spen- 
cer, Rector  of  St  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  Deacons,  to  the  Holy  Or- 
der of  Priests.  On  this  occasion,  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
James  Runcie,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Eugene  C.  Pattison,  Deacon,  and  the 
sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot.  The  candidates  were  preaented 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  who  also  assisted  me  in  administering  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

November  15, 1  closed  the  services  of  the  Convocation,  which  were  made 
particularly  interesting  by  spirit-stirring  addresses  on  the  subject  of  misrions, 
by  the  Rev.  Dr«  Talbot,  and^he  Rev.  Messrs.  Wakefield  and  Spencer,  by  the 
usual  address  to  the  Clergy,  with  prayers  and  the  Benediction.  The  colleotioo 
for  missions  on  this  occasion,  suggested  at  the  moment  and  without  any  previ- 
ous notice,  amounted  to  nearly  $30,  which  was  appropriated  to  the  Treaaviy 
of  the  Domestic  Missions  of  the  General  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church. 
This  collection,  under  the  circumstances,  was  highly  creditable  to  the  amall 
parish  whicb  contributed  it,  and  manifested  the  deep  interest  in  the  subject 
of  missions  produced  by  the  addresses  delivered  by  the  respective  speakers. 

November  18, 24th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  the  Rector  having  gone  at  my  re- 
quest to  officiate  at  a  missionary  station  in  Scott  County,  I  read  prayers  and 
preached  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville,  in  the  morning,  and  in  the 
evening  delivered  a  lecture,  in  the  course  of  lectures  to  young  men,  in  Christ 
Church,  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

November  20, 1  preached  in  the  evening  in  St  Paul's  Church,  in  the  city  of 
Richmond. 

November  21, 1  visited  the  newly  organized  parish  of  St  John's  Church, 
Hiileborough,  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  Vestry  of  this  parish 
have  erected  a  neat  and  commodious  Church  edifice,  the  consecration  of 
whioh  will  be  recorded  m  its  proper  place  in  this  Address. 

November  32,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Connersville,  and 
preached  in  the  evening.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Stewart,  from  the  Dioceae  of  New 
York,  assumed  the  pastoral  charge  of  this  parish  in  October  last,  and  is  the 
Rector  thereof,  in  connection  with  that  of  Cambridge  City. 

November  23, 1  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Cambridge  City,  and 
preached  in  the  evening. 

November  25,  25th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity 
Church,  Lawrenceburgh,  preached  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 

November  26, 1  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening  at  GrMnabnivb.

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KoTember  27,  Ib  fbe  evening,  I  preached  at  Sholbjville.  At  thia  place  a 
csonaiderable  congregation  haa  been  gathered  under  the  acceptable  ministry  of 
the  BcT.  Mr.  Pattiaon,  the  miailonarj  at  thit  place  and  at  Lawrenceburgh, 
and  a  parish  organized  under  ?ery  encouraging  auapices.  Having  accepted 
tl|e  charge  of  the  pari^  at  Fort  Wayne,  he  will  be  succeeded  in  this  mission 
by  the  Sev.  Mr.  Birdeall,  whose  admission  to  the  Diaconate  you  witnessed  at 
the  opening  of  this  Convention. 

November  29,  Thanksgiving  Day,  I  visited  the  parish  of  8t.  Paul's  Church, 
New  Albany,  preached  and  con6rmed  three  persons;  and  in  the  evening,  ac- 
companied by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Goshom,  I  preached  at  Corydon,  the  former  Cap- 
ital of  the  State ;  we  found  here  a  few  persons  attached  to  our  Communion, 
and  desirous  of  oar  servicea. 

November  30,  St.  Andrew's  Day,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church*  Jeifer- 
sonville. 

December  2, 1st  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  visited  Lexington,  Scott  County,  at 
which  place  the  Eev.  Mr.  Buncio  had  previously  officiated  as  a  missionary, 
read  pn^ers  and  preacbed  morning  and  evening,  and  baptized  three  children. 

December  9, 2d  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  visited  the  missionary  station  at  Qo- 
ahen,  in  charge  of  the  Bev.  Albert  Bingham,  in  connection  with  the  parish  of 
St  John's  Church,  Bristol,  and  preached  morning  and  evening. 

December  10,  I  preached  in  the  evening  at  Elkhart,  which  is  occasionally 
visited  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Bingham.

March  16, 6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  in  the  morning  I  yisited  the  Sunday  School 
of  the  parish,  examined  the  children  in  the  catechism,  and  addressed  tbem, 
and  preached;  and  fai  the  afternoon  I  preached  again  and  confirmed  Iss 
persons. 

March  17,  Monday  before  Easter,  I  assisted  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church 
in  the  seryice  of  the  morning;  and  in  the  afternoon  rode  to  the  mission  sta- 
tion at  Lexington,  Scott  County,  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  ereoing 
At  this  place,  I  deemed  it  adyisable  to  defer  a  parochial  organiiation  for  the 
present 

March  21,  Good  Friday,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jcffer- 
sonyille,  preached  morning  and  evening  and  confirmed  one  person. 

March  22,  Easter  Eve,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  NfW 
Albany,  and  preached. 

March  23,  Easter  Day,  I  preached  and  adnunisten^d  the  sacrament  of  the  I 
Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening,  and  cod- 
firmed  jire  persons. 

March  26,  I  met  the  Convocation  of  Central  Indiana,  in  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Terre  Haute,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord*B  Supper 
at  the  opening  services  in  the  morning;  and  at  evening  prayer,  confirtned  six 
persons. 

March  5^,  I  closed  the  Convocation  with  an  address  to  the  Clergy,  prayers, 
and  the  Benediction. 

March  30,  Ist  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited  the  parish  of  Christ  Churoh, 
Indianapolis,  in  the  morning  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  the  parish,  and 
briefly  addressed  the  children,  and  preached ;  and  in  t\w  afiemoon  preached 
again  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons. 

April  5, 1  resumed  the  visitation  of  the  Churches  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  j 
and  finished  it  on  the  20th,  during  which  period  I  vi«ited  fifteen  parisht^s,  | 
preached  sixteen  times,  and  confirmed  64  persons,  on  seven  different  occa-  i 
aions.  j 

April  14,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Iiima,  LaGraoge  | 
County,  and  preached  in  the  evening.  I 

April  25,  St  Mark's  Day,  in  the  same  parish,  I  baptized  three  adults,  one 
belonging  to  St  John's  Church,  Bristol,  preached,  confirmed  two  persona,  and 
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admiDiiterad  the  laerament  of  the  Lord*!  Supper  in  the  morning,  and 
preached  again  in  the  oTening.  The  ReT.  Henry  C.  Stowell,  I  learn,  has  rince 
rengaed  the  Rectonhip  of  thia  parish,  thongh  no  official  notice  of  the  same 
haa  been  given  me. 

April  d6, 1  Tidted  the  parish  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Laporte,  and  preached 
in  the  evening. 

April  97, 6th  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  this  parish,  I  preached  morning  and 
erening,  and  on  the  latter  occasion  confirmed  seven  persons. 

April  98,  I  Tisited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and 
preached  in  the  evening. 

May  1,  Aacension  Day,  in  the  morning  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Delphi,  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons,  and  in  the  evening,  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Pittsburgh,  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  This 
parish,  which  for  several  years  has  been  on  the  list  of  parishes  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  but  has  been  practically  dead,  has  recently  been 
revived  under  tbe  faithful  ministry  of  the  Hev.  Mr.  Hudson,  of  Delphi,  a 
Vestry  elected,  and  stated  services  held  once  every  Sunday,  under  encourag- 
ing prospects.  It  confirms  me  in  the  principle  upon  which  I  have  hitherto 
acted,  not  to  give  up  a  parochial  organization,  however  much  it  may  be  prac- 
tically a  nullity.  The  organization  in  itself  affords  a  motive  and  a  rallying 
point,  when  fiivorable  circumstances  occur,  to  resume  our  ministrations. 

May  4,  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Lafayette,  preached  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord*s 
Supper  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  evening  preached  again  and  confirmed  six 
persons.  This  parish  is  now  vacant,  the  Rev.  John  0.  Barton  having  re- 
signed the  Rectorship,  with  a  view  to  remove  to  Superior  City,  on  Lake  Su- 
perior. 

May  6, 1  visited  the  missionary  station  at  Attica,  Fountain  County,  read 
prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening,  and  the  following  morning  baptized  two 
children  in  a  private  house. 

May  S,  I  visited  Perrysville,  another  missionary  station,  read  prajers  and 
preached  in  the  evening.  For  these  two  stations  I  am  very  desirous  to  ob- 
tain a  suitable  misdonary,  but  as  yet  have  been  unsuccessful.  Could  I  secure 
to  them  stated  ministrations,  a  parish  would  be  organized  in  each  with  en- 
couraging prospects.  As  it  is,  the  desire  of  the  few  church  people  in  each 
place,  for  our  services,  can  only  be  mot  by  occasional  visits  from  myself 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  of  Terre  Haute,  made  one  visit  to  Perrysville,  and 
ofRciated  with  great  acceptance,  deepening  the  interest  taken  there  in  our 
Church  and  its  ministrations.  The  inability  to  secure  stated  services  to  such 
places  as  these,  is  one  of  the  most  painful  trials  of  my  position. 

May  II,  Whit-Sunday,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St.  PauVs  Church,  Evansville, 
recently  resigned  by  the  Rev.  CoUey  A.  Foster,  who  has  been  transferred  by 
letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  read  prayers,  preached,  and 
administered  the  sacrament  of  tbe  Lord's  Supper  in  tho  morning;  and  in  the 
evening  read  prayers,  baptised  an  infant,  and  preached  again. 

May  12,  Whit-Monday,  in  the  same  Church,  read  prayers,  baptized  an  in- 
fiut,  and  preached. 
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May  13,  Whit-Tucaday,  I  visited  the  pariah  of  St  John's  Church,  Mowit 
Vernon,  and  preached  in  the  evening. 

May  14, 1  visited  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Chnrch,  New  Haraumy,  and 
preached  in  the  evening. 

May  15, 1  baptized  an  infant  in  private  in  the  parish  of  St  Paul's  Church, 
Evansville. 

Mf^  16,  1  visited  the  parish  of  Trini^  Church,  Vanderbarg|i  County, 
read  prayers,  preached,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

May  17,  I  visited  the  parish  of  St  James'  Church,  Vinceanea,  and 
preached  in  the  evening. 

May  18,  Trinity  Sunday,  in  the  same  parish,  I  preached  and  administered 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  morning ;  in  the  afternoon  baptized 
an  infant  in  private ;  and  preached  again  in  the  evening.  The  Bev.  Bobert 
M.  Chapman,  who  has  been  elected  the  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  School 
of  the  University  of  Vincennea,  has  occasionally  officiated  in  this  parish,  aiiioe 
his  removal  to  the  place  in  March  last.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  on  Moiidi^> 
the  19th,  the  Rev.  Robert  W.  Oliver  was  elected  to  the  Rectorship,  whidi  it 
is  hoped  he  will  accept 

May  19, 1  visited  the  newly  organized  pari^  of  Grace  Church,  Sullivan, 
and  preached  in  the  evening,  prayers  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Daniel  Shaver, 
the  missionary  in  charge. 

May  21, 1  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh,  preached 
and  confirmed  tw>  persons. 

May  23, 1  visited  the  newly  organized  parish  of  Qrace  Church,  Shelbyrflle, 
preached  and  confirmed  thru  persons. 

May  25, 1st  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  made  a  special  visitation  of  the  parish 
of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  and  on  the 
latter  occasion,  conflrmed/osr  persons. 

Juno  1, 1  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Connersville,  examined  the 
children  of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  catechism,  in  the  morning  preached  and 
administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  in  the  afteniooo 
preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  Chapel  erected  in  this  parish  about 
a  year  since,  being  found  insufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  growimg 
congregation,  measures  have  been  taken  to  build  a  Church  edifice,  which  I 
trust  will  result  successfully. 

June  2, 1  preached  at  Cambridge  City  in  the  evening. 

June  4,  At  the  opening  of  this  Convention,  I  held  an  ordination  in  tUa 
Church,  (St  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,)  and  admitted  Mr.  EUas  Bixdaall,  a 
graduate  of  Nashotah  House,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  the  Rev. 
Eugene  C.  Pattison,  Deacon,  Rector  elect  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  to 
the  Uoly  Order  of  Priests.  On  this  occasion  morning  prayer  waa  read  by 
the  Rev.  Geoige  H.  McKuight,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Madison,  aatifted 
by  the  Rev.  Caleb  A.  Bruce,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  William  G.  Spencer,  Rector  of  St 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute.  The  candidate  for  the  Diaconate  waa  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  George  Fiske,  missionary  at  Hillsborough;  and  the  candi- 
date for  the  Priesthood  by  the  Rev.  John  M.  Goshom,  Rector  of  St  Panl*i 
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Chnreh,  Kew  Albany.  The  officiatiiig  clergymen  united  with  me  in  the 
impoaition  of  handi  on  the  candidate  for  the  Priesthood,  in  token  of  consent; 
and  the  newly  ordained  Priest  and  Deacon  assisted  mo  in  tho  administration 
of  the  Holy  Commonion  to  the  Laity. 

In  the  erening,  in  the  same  oharch,  I  confirmed  $ix  persons  and  addressed 
ttecmdidatea. 

June  6,  The  Convention  having  taken  a  recess,  I  visited  in  the  morning  the 
pariah  of  SI  John's  Chnrch,  Hillsborough,  and  consecrated  tho  new  Church 
edifice  eraeted  by  the  parish. 

The  reqnest  to  consecrate  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  Bell  Wakefield,  and 
the  ieniraee  of  consecration  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runoie.  Morning  Prayer  was 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goshom.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  myself;  after  which,  I  confirmed  two  persons;  the  Pre- 
fiice  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Broeck,  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private. 

The  summary  of  my  oflicial  acts  during  the  past  Conventional  Year  is  as 
fidlows,  via.:  Confirmed  on  thirfy-one  occasions  in  twenty-six  parishes  and 
nuaaionary  stations  109  persons;  baptized  3  adults  and  24  infants;  solemnized 
1  marriage;  ofilciated  at  1  funeral;  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  24  times;  consecrated  2  Churches ;  ordained  3  Priests  and  1  Deacon; 
prcMched  150  times.  The  number  of  miles  traveled  I  have  not  estimated,  not 
deeming  it  nacessary  to  mention  them. 

Four  new  parishes  have  been  organized,  only  two  of  which,  however,  have 
afpUedfor  admission  to  the  Convention^  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  mission- 
aries who  have  the  charge  thereof. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  c<>nfirmed  184  persons,  on  18  occasions  in 
18  pariahes;  administered  the  sacrament  of  tho  Lord's  Supper  3  times; 
preached  40  times. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  confirmed  1  person. 

Thus,  during  the  past  Conventional  Year,  I  have  confirmed  altogether  293 
persons;  preached  190  times;  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Sopper  27  times. 

The  following  named  Clergymen  have  taken  letters  diraissory  and  removed 
from  the  Diocese,  viz.:  the  Rev.  Henry  Safibrd,  the  Rev.  Daniel  E.  Love- 
ridge,  the  Rev.  David  D.  Van  Antwerp,  the  Rev.  Patrick  Henry  Greenleaf, 
D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Frederick  Elwell,  and  the  Rev.  Colley  A.  Foster. 

The  following  named  Clergymen  have  been  added  to  the  Diocese,  viz.:  the 
Rev.  William  C.  Armstrong,  the  Rev.  Eugene  C.  Pattison,  the  Rev.  James 
W.  Stewart,  the  Rev.  William  G.  Spencer,  the  Rev.  George  H.  McKnight,  the 
Rev.  Elias  Birdsall,  Deacon,  and  the  Rev.  John  F.  Ernst. 

The  Rev.  George  Fiske,  for  18  years  the  faithful  Rector  of  this  parish,  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  the  fruits  of  whose  persevering  and  abounding  la- 
bors are  aeen,  in  this  commodious  Church  edifice  and  the  adjoining  Parsonage, 
and  in  this  growing  congregation,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  on  account  of 
impaired  health,  and  is  now  the  missionary  at  Hillsborough,  in  the  place  of 
the  Bev.  John  Bell  Wakefield,  who  has  succeeded  him  in  the  Rectorship  of 
this  pariah.  The  Rev.  John  O.  Barton  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Lafayette;  the  Rev.  Colley  A.  Foster,  that  of  St.  Paul's 
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Church,  Evansville;  the  Rev.  Martin  F.  Sorenion,  that  of  St  Paul'i  Church, 
Mishtwaka;  and  the  Rev.  Henry  C.  Stowell,  that  of  St  MarVs  Church, 
Lima. 

The  following  named  persons  are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  t\z^ 
David  Francis,  A.  B.,  William  Stoy,  and  Thoma«  C.  Pattison;  who  are  pursu- 
ing  their  theological  studies  at  Nashotah  House;  and  William  Lewis  Githeiit, 
who  is  studying  under  the  care  of  the  Rector  of  his  parish,  Christ  Church, 
Madison.  Louis  Phillippe  Tsehiffely  of  this  Diocese,  but  not  yet  admitted  a 
candidate,  is  enguged  in  the  studies  preparatory  to  the  theological  eourse  at 
Nashotah  House. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity,  having  thus  "stated  the  alTain 
of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  *'  in  detail,  and  such 
other  "  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  our  ecclesiastical  affairs,"  as  re- 
quired by  the  Canon  providing  for  *'  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,"  I  procoed,  in  conclusion,  to  offor  a  few  remarks  on  a  topic  which 
appears  to  me  deserving  attention,  in  its  bearing  on  the  interests  of  the 
Church  within  our  own  immediate  boundaries. 

It  is,  the  importance  and  necessity  of  renewed  and  persevering  effort  aad 
increased  liberality,  in  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  missions  generally ;  and 
particularly  in  sustaining  our  own  missionary  work  in  this  Diocese. 

It  w^ill  be  recollected  that  a  Resolution  was  passed  by  the  Convention  ia 
1852,  and  renewed  at  every  succeeding  Convention  since,  recommending  an 
appeal  and  collection  in  aid  of  Missions  within  the  Diocese,  once  every  qoarter. 
I  regret  to  say,  there  has  been  less  attention  paid  to  this  repeatedly  ex- 
pressed judgment  of  the  Convention  than  there  ought  to  have  been.  It  ia  to 
be  feared,  judging  from  the  results,  that  very  little  pains  have  been  taken  by 
the  Clergy  in  many  parishes  to  present  the  subject  properly  to  the  congrega- 
tions under  their  respective  charge,  and  infuse  among  them  a  true  missionary 
spirit ;  while  in  some  instances  the  recommendation  has  been  altogether  neg- 
lected. At  any  rate  our  contributions  as  a  Diocese  to  the  cause  of  missiont 
in  our  midot,  have  not  been  in  any  just  proportion  to  our  ability  and  opportu- 
nity ;  nor  the  object  met  in  any  way  adequate  to  its  importance  and  neoeasity. 
Instead  of  so  putting  forth  our  efforts  to  help  ourselves,  as  to  be  enabled  from 
this  source  to  sustain  one  or  more  missionaries  independent  of  the  annual  al 
lowance  made  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  General 
Missionary  Society,  our  contributions  are  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  one 
object  of  these  quarterly  collections,  which  is  to  add,  as  circumstances  may 
require,  to  the  small  missionary  stipend  of  the  missionaries  already  in  the 
field. 

I  will  not  take  upon  me  to  say  where  the  fault  lies — whether  at  the  door 
of  the  Clergy  or  of  the  Laity.  There  is  a  sad  delinquency  in  this  particnlar 
somewhere,  which  I  indulge  the  hope  may  be  amended  during  the  entning 
year  and  ever  after;  the  subject  presented  to  the  several  congregations  of  the 
Diocese  at  the  times  appointed,  without  fail,  and  urged  with  the  eaniett  per- 
sua6i(»n  its  great  and  growing  importance  demands,  not  only  from  the  pulptt* 
but  in  pastoral  intercourse.  And  while  the  Clergy  do  their  duty  in  the 
premises,  I  conunend  the  subject  to  the  particular  attention  of  the  Lai^« 
on  whom,  indeed,  the  responsibility  equally  rests,  and  entreat  them  to 
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coniider  wrionsly  their  duty  in  the  premites,  and  do  it,  "  uut  grudgingly  or 
of  necMitj/'  bat  cheerfully— for  it  is  **  the  cheerful  gifer  that  Gud  luTeth  *' — 
and  with  a  liberality  proportioned  to  the  ineaiia  wherewith  God,  in  his  benefi- 
cent Providence,  hath  blessed  them :  yea,  even  at  the  expeniie  of  some  priva- 
tlont,  some  penonal  sacrifice,  should  such  privations  and  such  sacrifice  be 
required.  It  is  not  so  much  from  want  of  means,  as  from  want  uf  will,  that 
our  missionary  enterprise  languishes.  There  is  a  lamentable  indifi'ereuce  to 
the  object,  and  a  deficiency  of  interest  in  the  work.  We  do  not  appreciate 
Its  Tast  importance,  nor  feel  the  obligation  and  the  responsibility  at  we  ought 
to  do.  Tliere  is  wealth  enough  among  us,  poor  as  we  may  plead  we  are,  to 
meet  all  our  exigencies  in  sustaining  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  and  es- 
tablishing and  extending  her  faith  and  worship,  if  it  were  only  applied  system- 
atically and  on  principle,  to  the  purpose.  Money  is  constantly  wasted, 
thrown  away  on  the  merest  trifles,  squandered  on  superfluities,  sufficient  to 
'  rapport  all  the  missionaries  for  whom  employment  could  be  found  in  the  field 
committed  to  our  culture,  extensive  as  it  is,  t^nd  "  white  unto  the  harvest." 
There  is  money  enough  expended  annuall>,  monthly,  daily,  on  personal  and 
purely  selfish  gratifications,  on  dress  and  ornaments,  on  the  decoration  of  our 
houses,  on  furniture,  articles  of  taste,  social  entertainments,  amusfuieuts, 
rach  as  Musical  Concerts,  Histrionic  Kihibitions,  Menageries;  there  is 
money  enough  expended  on  such  things — I  speak  advisedly  the  honest  convic- 
tion of  my  heart  founded  on  what  comes  under  my  observation,  and  without 
meaning  to  say  anything  offensive — there  is  money  enough  expended  on  such 
things,  to  enable  us  to  meet  all  the  calls,  and  they  are  many  and  frequent, 
which  are  made  upon  us  to  send  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God,  as  embodied 
in  the  Church  and  her  solemn  and  edifying  services,  to  those  destitute  there- 
of, and  desirous  and  importunate  to  secure  them  -,  and  leave  a  large  surplus 
besides,  for  other  fields  of  missionary  enterprise.  Twenty-five  cents,  fifty 
cents,  a  dollar,  nay,  when  children  are  indulged  to  go  and  see  the  show,  even 
five  dollars,  and  ten  dollars,  are  deemed  of  no  account,  in  patronizing  the 
nmnberless  vagabonds  who  perambulate  the  country  to  minister  merely  to 
our  amusement.  They  are  sure  to  open  the  purse  wherever  they  go,  and 
whatever  their  pretence.  On  these  occasions  no  considerations  of  economy 
are  entertained.  But  when  the  cause  ol  missions,  or  the  support  of  the  uiin- 
iatrationa  of  oar  holy  faith,  or  any  other  object  for  the  promotion  of  the  glury 
of  God,  and  the  salvation  of  men,  is  presenti^d,  and  an  appeal  made  in  their 
behalf,  then  all  at  once  '*a  killing  frost''  comes  over  this  liberttliry,  the 
parse  suddenly  contracts  and  refuses  to  open,  the  pinching  of  poverty  is  felt, 
economy  is  studied,  and  a  three  cent  piece,  a  five  cent  piece,  at  most  a  dime, 
is  regarded  as  a  very  generous  and  creditable  contribution — a  contribution 
which  not  only  acquits  the  conscience,  but  with  some  does  more,  even 
producing  a  feeling  of  self-couiplac«nt  gratulation  and  a  consc^iousness  of 
merit,  for  their  munificence.  In  this  lavish  expenditure  upon  ourselves  and 
oar  plearares,  and  in  this  sordid  parsimony  toward  God  our  Savior,  and  His 
demands,  we  not  only  do  not  do  our  duty,  but  we  are  laying  up  a  fearful 
account  against  the  time,  which  will  sooner  or  later  come  to  all,  when  we 
part,  as  part  we  must  from  all  these  things  of  the  earth,  earthly ;  when  the 
vse  we  haye  made  of  the    Pounds  "  and  the  '*  Talents  "  entrusted  to  us  by 
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OUT  Lord  aad  Master  will  be  required  of  ut;  and  when  not  only  the  willfully 
diiobedient,  but  the  waiteful,  the  improvident  toward  Qod  and  Hli  cauae  in 
the  world,  the  unprofitable  servant!,  will  incur  the  common  doom  of  ezcln- 
iion  from  the  Kingdom  of  glory  and  of  life,  on  the  principle,  *'  Inamueh  m 
ye  did  it  not  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  not  to  me."

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  from  the  Committee  of  last 
Convention,  on  Clerical  Removals,  presented  and  read 
the  following  report,  which,  on  motion  of  the  Secre- 
tary, was  received,  and  the  Committee  discharged  : 
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The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention,  on  Clerical  Removalii, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  been  able  only  very  imperfectly  to  con- 
sider the  subject  referred  to  them.  Its  importance  claims  for  it  a  nmch  more 
thorough  investigation  than  they  have  felt  themselves  competent  to  bestow 
on  it.  All  thej  can  do  is  to  offer  a  few  hints,  which,  if  acted  upon,  would,  in 
their  jud^ent,  conduce  to  lessen  the  evil  of  so  frequent  ruptures  of  the  pas- 
toral relation. 

The  Committee  believe  that  the  permanence  of  the  tie  between  a  Pastor 
and  his  people,  must  be  the  result  of  a  public  sentiment  in  the  Church,  which 
it  is  very  nmch  in  the  hands  of  the  Clergy  themselves  to  create.  A  restless- 
ness on  their  part  has  perhaps  contributed  -  quite  as  much  to  the  evil  com- 
plained of  as  any  desire  for  change  shown  by  the  Laity.  There  are  no  doubt 
valid  reasons  why  a  Clergyman  should  sometimes  change  his  field  of  labor, 
and  these  may  even  be  strong  enough  to  make  it  his  positive  duty  to  do  so. 
He  may,  for  inst4uiee,  become  thoroughly  sensible  of  the  want  of  all  adapted- 
ness  between  himself  and  the  peculiar  features  of  the  work  in  which  he  \h 
engaged.  Or  the  pressure  of  temporal  wants  may  force  him,  u\u\cr  a  consci- 
entious sense  of  duty* towards  others,  t<»  resign  his  post.  But  whilst  the 
reasons  of  removal  ure  occasionally  well  sustained,  it  is  believed  they  are 
often  greatly  exaggerated  to  the  mind  of  the  Clergyman.  Such  eiaggeration 
arises  from  the  isolated  character  of  his  position.  Ho  often  magnifies  his 
own  impatience  of  results  into  the  evidences  of  a  fruitless  ministry.  Thus,  in 
a  morbid  state  of  mind,  induced  by  a  sense  of  loneliness,  and  want  of  practi- 
cal sympathy,  cures  come  to  be  resigned  from  causes  that  are  purely  imagin- 
ary. It  not  unfrequently  happens  that  the  field  where  a  faithful  laborer  has 
sown  and  waited,  is  desparingly  abandoned,  when  a  little  further  eiercise  of 
patience  would  witness  its  own  reward  in  the  upspringiug  of  an  abundant 
harvest. 

But  to  meet  this  extreme  sensitiveness  of  many  earnest  minds  among  the 
Clergy,  the  Laity  have  also  a  part  to  perform.  It  is  for  them  to  assist  the 
Clergy  in  fastening  upon  the  pastoral  relation  the  idea  of  fixity.  This  assist- 
ance may  be  rendered  first  by  earnest  and  sympathising  co-operation.  Such 
a  co-operation  will  of  course  include  a  constant  attendance  upon  all  their 
Pastor's  ministrations  in  public.  It  will  reach  to  personal  endeavors  to  aid 
him  through  all  the  constituted  agencies  of  Parish  labor.  It  would  be  well  if 
it  even  went  beyond  this.  The  sympathy  of  a  few  judicious  minds,  such  as 
may  be  found  in  every  Parish,  with  the  hopes  and  trials  of  their  spiritual 
overseer,  must  be  to  him  a  staff  of  strength  in  the  hour  of  his  weakness. 
And  this  sympathy  would  also  have  its  re-action  for  good  upon  the  hearts  of 
the  Laity.  They  would  learn  more  of  their  Pastor's  peculiar  labors  and  diffi- 
culties; and  the  knowledge  would  make  them  moro  patient  of  his  short- 
comings,  and  less  critical  to  his  defects. 

Again,  the  Committee  believe  that  the  cause  of  permanence  would  be  greatly 
benefited  by  a  constant  and  punctual  attention  on  the  part  of  congregations 
to  the  maintenance  of  their  Clergymen.  And  to  this  end  they  would  especially 
advocate,  wherever  it  is  at  all  practicable,  the  erection  of  parsonages.  By 
this  means  the  Pastor  would  be  relieved  of  what  is  usually  a  heavy  draft 
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upon  his  inoome ;  and,  more  than  all,  he  would  feel  himielf  surrounded  with 
the  advantages  and  attractions  of  a  settled  home.

If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hear- 
ing further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it  being 
made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  material  witness  can  not  be  pn». 
cured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commissary  to  take  the  testi- 
mony of  snch  witness.  Such  commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a 
Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  lea«t  lix  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on 
whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the 
place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  ad- 
ditional twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


My  Breturbn  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity:  i 

Another  Conventional  year  hat  rolled  round,  and  we  are  again  assembled, 
through  the  good  i  rovidence  of  God,  to  deliberate  on  the  affairs  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  and  take  mutual  counsel  as  to  the  best  measures  for  extend- 
ing its  boundaries  and  promoting  its  welfare.  On  this  occasion,  it  is  made  my 
duty  by  Canon  XII,  of  the  Qeneral  Convention  of  1853,  te  present  and  read 
the  record  of  my  official  services  during  the  past  year ;  and  this  duty  I  pro- 
ceed to  discharge  with  as  much  brevity  as  the  nuture  of  the  case  will  allow. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  the  details  I  have  to  give,  that,  during  the  past  Con- 
ventional year,  I  have  visited  every  Parish  and  Missionary  station,  except 
three,  which  it  was  inconvenient  to  visit,  once,  and  some  of  them,  particular- 
ly those  which  have  been  without  stated  pastoral  services,  more  than  once. 
This  has  necessarily  involved  several  thousand  miles  of  travel,  which,  how- 
ever, my  disconnection  from  parochial  duties  has  enabled  me  to  accomplish 
without  any  other  inconvenience  than  almost  continual  absence  from  my 
home  and  family.  This  inconvenience  will  be  obviated  in  ftiture,  in  a  consid- 
erable degree,  by  the  change  of  my  residence  to  Indianapolis,  a  more  central 
position. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention,  I  returned  to 
Lafayette,  my  late  residence,  and  there  on  the  7th  of  June,  the  Parish  being 
vacant,  I  officiated  at  a  funeral,  and  on  the  following  Sunday  read  prayers  and 
preached  twice  in  St.  John's  Church,  and  officiated  at  another  funeral. 

The  day  following  I  set  off  to  fulfill  an  engagement  made  some  months  pre- 
vious, with  my  valued  friend  and  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Quebec;  and  on  my 
way,  on  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Brockville,  Canada  West.  The  following  Smnday,  I  preached  in  the 
rooming,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Quebec,  io  aid  of  the  fund  of  the  Diocesan 
Church  Society ;  in  the  afternoon  at  St.  Michael's  Church,  in  the  suburbs  of 
the  citj.  in  aid  of  the  building  fund  of  that  Parish  ;  and  in  the  evening  in  the 
Mission  Chapel  for  a  similar  purpose.  This  visit  to  our  sister  Church  in

In  i  j 
the  death  of  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  the  Diocese  has  been  bereaved  of  an  estima-  I  ' 
ble  and  useful  clergyman,  one  who  had  his  Master's  work  much  at  heart,  and   |  ' 
labored  faithfully  and  acceptably  in  his  re.<«ponsible  office.    The  dispensation  j 
was  very  painful  to  mvself,  for  he  had  won  in  a  high  degree  my  esteem  and 
confidence.    Seldom  have  I  more  sensibly  realized  the  full  force  of  the  moni. 
tory  woids  in  our  burial  service  :  "  In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death."  For  | 
the  very  day  of  his  funeral  I  had  expected  to  meet  him  at  a  Railroad  station  | 
i    to  accompany  roe  on  the  missionary  excursion  which  I  accomplished  immedi- 
I    ately  after  his  funeral.    His  sudden  removal,  in  the  prime  of  manhood  and  in

•     September  0,  at  the  request  of  :i  resident  of  Rensselaer,  JaKper  County, 
who,  on  the  part  of  himself  and  others,  had  expressed  a  desire  for  the  stated 
services  of  the  Ctureh,  and  the  occasional  offices  of  a  missionary,  1  visited 
the  place,  rea;I  prayers  and  preached  in  the  evening,  and  twice  the  following 
day,  16th  Sunday  after  Trinity.    I  found  here  a  few  persons  attached  t»  our 
communion,  and  others  favorably  disposed  towards  and  desirous  of  the  servi- 
I  ces  of  the  Church,  and  received  a  pledge  of  $200  per  annum  as  the  cumpen- 
I  sation  to  a  missionary  to  officiate  once  a  month.   No  missionary  have  I  been 
enabled  to  obtain;  and  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  visit  the  place  myself 
since.    I  hope  to  repeat  my  visit  in  the  course  of  the  summer. 

September  10,  I  met  the  Convocation  of  Northern  Indiana  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Lafayette,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  at  the 
opening  services,  and  the  following  evening  closed  the  Convocation  with  an 
address  to  the  Clergy. 

September  14,  17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Lafayette. 

From  this  time  till  the  last  of  October,  I  u  as  absent  from  the  Diocese,  in 
discharge  of  general  duties  of  the  Church ;  duriug  which  period  I  attended 
the  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  then  the  Triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  On  the  several  Sundays  intervening, 
I  preached  six  times  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  three  times  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  once,  and  twice  in  Newark^ 
New  Jersey. 

The  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  was  characterized  by  great  har- 
mony, and  very  important  measures  were  adopted  relating  to  the  great  inter- 
ests of  the  Church,  without  evolying  in  any  one  instance  anything  approach- 
ing to  party  spirit.    One  of  the  important  transactions  was  the  remission,  by 
the  House  of  Bishops,  of  the  sentence  of  suspension  passed  on  the  Right  Rev. 
Henry  Ustick  Onderdonk,  D.D.,  late  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  in  October,  1844, 
I  and  his  restoration  to  the  functions  of  the  Episcopal  office.    While  in  attend- 
I  ance  on  the  General  Convention,  I  was  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  General 
i  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book  Society,  on  which  occasion,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  clerical  deputies  from  this  Diocese,  I  subscribed,  in  behalf 
of  the  Diocese,  towards  the  liquidation  of  the  debt  of  the  Society,  and  the  ex- 
tension of  its  useful  operations,  the  sum  of  $100  to  be  paid  on  the  Ist  of  Jan- 
uary, 1857,  and  $100  to  be  paid  on  the  1st  of  January,  1858 ;  in  the  confidence 
that  the  several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  would  enable  me  to  redeem  the 
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pledge.  The  first  payment  of  $100  has  been  made ;  and  I  have  received  con-  , 
tributions  towards  the  required  sam  from  the  following  Parishes,  to-wit:

For  the  redemption  of  the  pledge  of  the  additional  $100  due  on  the  1st  of  j 
January  next,  1  trust  there  will  be  manifested  similar  liberality  by  the  seve-  1 
rul  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.  The  object  is  important.  The  Sunday  School  | 
Union  and  Church  Book  Society  is  the  source  whence  we  derive  not  only 
books  of  instruction,  and  Sunday  School  Libraries,  but  also  a  choice  and  sound  | 
church  literature  for  the  young,  of  a  more  general  character,  well  adapted  fur  1 
their  instruction  in  the  principles  of  our  most  holy  faith,  and  to  the  editic&tiun  { 
of  parents  as  well  as  children.  The  Society  is  diligently  and  faithfully  en*  | 
gaged  in  this  great  and  necessary  work ;  and  deserves  a  far  more  extensive  ! 
patronage  than  it  has  hitherto  received.  This  Diocese,  I  trust,  will  accord  to 
it,  in  proportion  to  its  ability,  a  cordial  and  generous  support 

And  in  this  connection,  I  would  mention,  that  in  response  to  an  appeal  in 
aid  of  our  Diocesan  missionary  operations,  made  in  Trinity  Church,  New 
Haven,  in  the  autumn  of  J855, 1  received  from  the  venerable  Rector,  in  Oc- 
tober last,  $80 ;  and  in  response  to  an  appeal  for  the  same  object,  made  in  St.  | 
Luke's  Church,  New  York,  in  October  last,  I  received  $60 ;  and  in  Trinity 
Church,  Newark,  New  Jersey,  $47.25,  all  of  which  has  been  applied,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  add  to  the  very 
limited  salaries  of  some  of  our  missionaries.

Good 
i    Friday,  preached,  and  confirmed  tiro  persons. 

,  April  12,  Easter  Sunday,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  Christ  Charch,  Indian- 
I  apolis,  preached  twice,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
confirmed  six  persons. 

April  15, 1  met  the  Convocation  of  Central  Indiana,  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Evansville,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  at  the  opening 
services,  and  the  following  evening  closed  the  services  with  an  address  to  the 
Clergy.  The  portion  of  the  Diocese  embraced  in  this  Convr>cation  having 
been  found  inconveniently  large,  it  was  decided  to  divide  it,  and  form  another 
to  be  known  as  the  Convocation  of  Southern  Indiana. 

April  19,  1st  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Stephen's 
Charch,  New  Harmony,  preached  twice,  and  baptized  an  infant. 

April  20,  in  the  evening,  I  preached  at  Mount  Vernon,  a  missionary  station, 
which  is  served  alternately  with  New  Harmony,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong. 
A  parish  was  organized  here  in  1856,  by  the  name  of  St.  John's  Church,  but 
from  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  the  missionary,  the  papers  necessary  for 
its  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention  were  not  forwarded. 

April  22, 1  visited  Cannelton,  a  missionary  station,  and  in  the  evening  read 
prayers,  churched  a  woman,  baptized  three  infanfs,  and  preached.  For  three 
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yearn  past  I  have  cutieavori'd  in  vain  to  obtain  a  mw^ionary  for  this  growing 
maaufacturing  and  mining  town.  The  only  eervicea  perforintMl  here,  have, 
with  one  exception,  bpeii  performed  by  myself  on  an  occasional  visit.  Ue- 
cently,  Mr.  John  Frederick  Esch,  formerly  a  minister  of  the  German  Reform- 
ed communion,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  licensed  by  me  as  a  Lay 
Reader  and  Catechist,  has  been  sent  there  to  officiate  in  that  capacity  during  : 
hirt  novitiate,  which  will  expire  in  September  next,  when  I  purpose  to  ordaio 
him  a  Deacon,  in  the  expectation  that  ho  will  exercise  his  ministry  at  Cad- 
nelton  a«  a  missionary.  Since  my  visit,  I  have  received  information  of  the 
organization  of  a  Parish  under  very  favorable  auspices. 

April  25,  St.  Mark's  Day,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Evansvllle,  and  at  a  special  confirmation  confirmed  three  persons. 

I     April  26,  2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  1  preached  in  tiie  morning  in  Trinity  ' 
Church,  Vanderburgh  County,  and  confirmed  one  person,  and  in  the  afternoon, 
in  a  school-bouse  at  Hornby's  Settlement,  about  five  miles  from  the  Parish  j 
Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person.    It  is  in  contemplation  to  erect 
a  chapel  at  this  place,  for  the  accommodation  of  several  families  of  the  par*

April  28,  in  the  evening,  I  preached  in  the  (vacant)  Parish  of  St  James'  ' 
Church,  Vincennes. 

April  29,  in  the  evening,  at  Sullivan,  a  missionary  station  before  mentioned,  < 
I  baptized  an  infant  and  preached.  ^  j 

May  1,  Festival  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Ste-  .  ' 
phen's  Church,  Terro  Haute,  and  preached  in  the  morning;  and  the  follow  ' ' 
ing  Sunday,  I  examined  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  and  addressed 
them,  preached  twice,  administered  tlie  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
confirmed  six  persons. 

After  a  sojourn  of  a  day  and  a  half  at  home,  I  proceeded  to  the  Northern  i

This  Parish,  in  connection  with  Mishawaka,  South  Bend,  and  Elkhart,  is  i 
served  by  the  Rev.  Elias  Birdsall,  Deacon. 

May  9, 1  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lima,  and  in  the  evening  ; 
baptized  an  infant  and  preached,  and  the  following  day,  4th  Sunday  after  j 
Easter,  I  preached  once,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  j ' 
and  confirmmi  two  persons.  Here  I  was  much  gratified  in  meeting  the  Rev.  j 
Joseph  S.  Large,  for  several  years  the  respected  pastor  of  the  Parish  in  which 
we  are  now  met,  who  presented  me  a  letter  dimisiory  from  the  Dioceae  of  Cal-  j 
ifomia,  whither  he  removed  about  three  years  ago,  which  letter  dimissory  I  ' 
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'  accepted,  and  cordially  welcomed  him  back  to  this  Diocese.    I  have  appoint-

I  I  an  adult,  preached,  and  confirmt>d  one  person  :  and  tlie  following  morning,  the 
i  i  missionary,  Rev.  Mr.  Bingham,  who  otiiciates  here  in  connection  with  Lima, 
1  ,  having  returned  home.  I  read  pr/iyt^rrt  preached,  and  Ji  lministered  the  Sacra- 
I  I  myut  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  seven  cominuuieauts,  where  one  year  ago  I  knew 
i  '  of  only  one.    There  seems  to  be  an  encouraging  prospcet  for  the  Church  in

'  '  them,  and  confirmed  fira.    During  niy  stay  I  visited  several  families  of  the 
I  I  Parish  in  company  with  the  Rector.

May  21,  .cVscension  Day,  I  vi8ited  tlie  Parish  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  I 
t  preached,  and  confirmed  two  j)ersons  in  public  and  one  in  private,  sick.  | 
I  i      May  22,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  .John's  Church,  Lafayette,  preached,  i 
and  confirmed  four  persons. 

May  24,  Sunday  after  the  Ascension,  at  a  special  visitation  of  Christ 
^  Church,  Indianapolis,  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons. 
I  I      May  31,  Whit  Sunday,  at  a  special  visitation  of  Trinity  Church,  Ft.  Wayne, 
I  preached  twice,  ailministered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  con- 
j  '  firmed  four  persons. 

I  ;  June  3,  at  the  opening  services  of  the  Convention,  I  held  an  ordination, 
and  admitted  the  Rev.  Elias  Birdsall,  Deacon,  to  the  H(dy  Order  of  Priests. 
Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Almon  Gregory,  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Anthony  Ten  Broeck, 
and  the  candidate  presented  by  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Pattison,  Rector  of  the  Parish. 
The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  by  myself,  assisted  in 
the  distribution  of  the  elements  by  the  officiating  Presbyters,  who  also  united, 
in  token  of  tbeir  consent,  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 
June  4,  at  morning  prayer,  I  baptized  an  infant. 
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The  nummary  of  my  ofllicial  acts  during  the  past  ConventioDal  year,  is  ai 
follows,  viz.:  Conlinned  on  32  occasions,  in  22  parishes  and  missionary  sta- 
tions, 123  persons ;  Baptized  1  adult  and  12  infants ;  administered  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  29  times ;  officiated  at  2  funerals ;  laid  the  corner 
stone  of  2  church  edifices ;  ordained  2  priests ;  preached  and  delivered  ad- 
dresses 143  times. 

The  following  named  clergymen  have  taken  letters  diniissory,  and  removed 
from  the  Diocese,  viz.:  The  Rev.  Martin  F.  Sorenson,  the  Rev.  John  O. 
Barton,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  C.  Stowell. 

The  Rev.  Walter  E.  Fianklin  died. 

The  following  named  clergyman  hare  been  received  into  the  Diocese*,  viz.: 
The  Rev.  Anthony  Ten  Broeck,  the  Rev.  William  Porter  Ray,  the  Rev.  John 
Williamson,  the  Rev.  Almon  Gregory,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Large. 

The  Rev.  John  Trimble,  jr.,  has  resigned  the  PariHh  of  Trinity  Chuieh  i 
Logansport. 

The  following  named  persons  are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  viz.:  David 
Francis,  William  Stoy,  Thomas  C.  Pattison,  William  Lewis  Gitbens,  John 
Frederick  Esch,  and  Robert  Trewartha.  Two  of  these,  Messrs.  Stoy  and 
Pattison,  are  members  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Nnshotah :  at  which 
place,  also,  Louis  Phillippe  TschifTely,  of  this  Diocese,  but  not  yet  admitted  i 
a  candidate,  is  engaged  in  the  studies  preparatory  to  the  Theoli>gical  course 
of  the  Institution. 

With  this  report  of  my  officinl  services,  and  of  other  matters  contemplated 
by  the  Canon  requiring  such  report,  I  add  a  few  leuarks  on  certain  t4ipic«, 
which  appear  to  me  important. 

The  Xnistees  of  the  Diocese  are  engaged  in  the  enterprise  of  building  a 
dwelling  house  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  for  Uie  use  and  occupancy  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  rent  tree.   A  lot  of  ground  as  the 
site  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for ;  and  some  progress  made  in  collecting 
funds  for  the  building,  which  it  is  estimated  will  cost  about  $4.(KK).  The 
Trustees  look  confidently  for  individual  contributions  from  the  Diocese ;  and  | 
as  they  have  been  prevented  from  meeting  on  this  occasion,  and  maki::g  the  | 
report  they  are  prepared  to  make  on  the  subject,  I  have  thought  it  proper  to  I 
state  thus  much  of  their  proceedings  in  the  case,  which  have  been  conteqaeot  | 
on  the  refusal  of  the  Convention  last  year  to  accept  a  lot  of  ground  g^ven  m  a  ' 
site  for  the  Episcopal  residence,  in  New  Albany,  on  the  terms  proposed  and  [ 
insisted  upon  by  the  donor. 

Let  me  once  more  commend  to  your  attention  our  missionary  operatiors, 
particularly  within  the  Diocese.  The  contributions  thereto  from  our  aeTeral 
congregations,  are  not  only  disproportioned  to  the  importance  of  the  object 
in  the  promotion  of  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  our  midst,  but  also  manifect-  ' 
ly  disproportioned  to  the  ability  of  our  Parishes,  comparatively  weak  as  I 
many  of  them  are.  What  is  a  contribution  of  three,  five,  ten,  twenty, 
or  fifty  dollars  per  annum  from  a  Parish  towards  an  enterprise  so  important 
as  this,  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church?  And  auchisa 
large  estimate  of  the  gifts  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  for  this  parpote. 
Why  it  is  scarcely  an  infinitesimal  part  of  a  cent  a  piece  to  each  one,  '*  young  , 
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I  men  and  maidens,  old  men  and  children/'  composing  a  congregation.  It  is  not 
a  tithe  of  what  is  annually  squandered  on  purely  selfish  gratification,  on  shows 
and  spectacles  of  various  kindd,  with  which  the  country  is  infested. 

We  certainly  could  do  more  than  we  do,  were  we  to  try ;  were  we,  instead 
of  saying  "Be  thou  warmed  and  clothed,''  to  put  our  hearts  au«t  hands  to 
work,  and  add  beneficence  to  benevolence,  charitable  deeds  to  charitable  sen- 
timents and  good  wishes.  Some  more  systematic  plan  for  drawing  forth  con- 
tributions seem  to  me  to  be  necessary,  aud  I  would  suggest  that  the  subject 
may  be  considered  at  our  present  meeting,  and  some  practical  uieanures 
adopted  before  we  separate,  by  canonical  provision  or  otherwise,  to  secure 
greater  regularity  and  increased  liberality  in  making  collections  and  soliciting 
contributions  for  this  most  important  object.  Heretofore,  the  subject  has 
been  brought  to  the  notice  and  commended  to  the  patronage  of  our  parishes, 
by  an  annual  recommendatory  resolution  of  the  Convention.  A  Canon  mak- 
ing it  obligatory  on  the  Clergy  to  preach  a  sermon  and  make  a  collection  at 
suted  periods,  would  carry  more  authority  with  it,  and  secure  a  more  certain 
discharge  of  the  duty.  We  are  still  iudebtcd  to  the  Domestic  Committee  of 
the  General  Missionary  Society,  as  we  have  been  for  very  many  years,  lor  very 
liberal  aid  in  sustaining  our  missionary  operations.  It  is  high  time  that  we 
ceased  to  lean  almost  wholly  on  this  generous  prop,  and  set  ourselves  in  earn- 
est to  provide  for  the  sustentation  of  our  missionaries  very  much  from  uur  own 
resources.  These  resources,  if  systematically  drawn  out,  would  go  far  to 
meet  our  necessities,  and  enable  us  to  dispense  with  a  portion  at  least  of  the 
appropriation  annually  made  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions. 

At  the  late  General  Convention,  the  Commission  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
on  the  Memorial  of  certain  Presbyters,  relating  among  other  things  to  some 
change  in  the  mode  of  celebrating  divine  service,  reported  certain  resulutions 
as  expressive  of  the  opinion  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  premises,  but  de- 
signed to  carry  with  them  no  further  or  greater  authority.   These  resolutions 
were  passed  by  a  minority  of  that  House,  a  respectable  minority  voting  against 
them.   The  first  of  these  resolutions  contemplates  that  the  change  it  sanc- 
tions, must  be  made  only  under  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Be- 
lieving this  change  of  long  established  usage  to  be  unnecessary  and  uncalled  ; 
for,  in  this  Diocese,  I  have  not  given  to  the  Clergy  thereof  my  ofiicial  sanction 
to  the  same,  and  do  not  propose  to  do  so  in  any  instance  if  requested.  The 
second  resolution,  sgainst  which  I  voted,  as  I  did  also  against  all  the  others,  and  ; 
moreover  read  and  filed  a  protest,  setting  forth  that  the  said  resolution  in  my  ' 
Judgment  was   in  spirit  and  effect,  if  not  in  form,  an  act  of  legislation  affect-  i 
ing  existing  rubrics  and  canons  of  this  Church  touching  the  use  of  the  Book  j 
of  Common  Prayer,  and  as  such,  according  to  the  Constitution,  required  the  ; 
concurrent  action  of  the  House  of  Clerical  Lay  Deputies ;"  this  resolution,  , 
it  appears  to  me,  if  acted  upon  by  any  clergyman,  would  be  in  contravention  { 
of  Canon  XLV,  of  1832,  both  in  letter  and  spirit,  and  I  advert  to  it  to  caution  i 
700,  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  against  availing  yourselves  of  the  permission  ; 
it  appears  to  accord,  so  that  you  may  not  make  yourselves  liable  to  eccle-  j 
siastical  censure  for  a  violation  of  that  Canon.  As,  however,  there  may  be  at  ! 
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I  I  times  an  occMion  fur  a  cbird  service,  in  h  congregation,  where  on  the  same 
j  ,  day,  moruiu^  and  evening  prayer  have  been  previously  celebrated,  I  would 
'  i  reconiiuend,  in  conformity  with  Canon  XLVII,  of  1832.  the  use,  on  such  oc- 
:  !  casions,  of  an  order  for  a  third  Kervice  in  the  evening,  set  forth  by  the  late 
.  I  Bifthop  Hobart,  and  used  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

I  {  In  conclufion,  let  me  say,  we  have  cause,  I  think,  for  congratulation  in  the 
!  I  gradual  growth  of  our  branch  of  the  one  holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church 
I  I  in  this  Diocese.  Though  in  comparison  with  other  Dioceses  in  the  West,  more 
j  ;  favorably  circumstanced,  the  progress  is  slow,  there  is  discernible  a  manifest 
I  i  ailvance.  In  the  visitation  which  I  have  recently  completed.  I  have  seen 
I  j  many  encouraging  signs  of  hope  for  the  future.  But  there  is  still  an  arduous 
I  I  work  before  us,  demanding  increased  zeal  and  activity  on  the  part  of  both 
I  Clergy  and  Laity.  One  great  hindrance,  is  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  clergy. 
I  men  adapted  to  the  work,  and  providing  an  adequate  remuneration.  From 
j  this  cause  many  a  promising  field  is  necessarily  left  uncultivated,  at  least  im- 
I  perfectly  cultivated.  It  is  painful  to  be  obliged  to  reply,  as  I  have  frequently 
I  to  do,  to  urgent  applications  for  stated  or  even  occasional  pastoral  services, 

"  I  can  not  supply  them."    Another  hindrance  arises  from  the  general  religious  j 
I  ajiathy  which  prevails  in  the  community,  consequent  upon  the  extravagant  re-  \ 
I  ^igious  excitements  of  former  years  without  our  communion,  but  which  has 
I  communicated  its  leaden  influence  to  many  within.   We  have  something  to  ! 
fear  f  rom  prevalent  errors  and  delusions  of  various  kinds  which  threaten  the  j 
very  foundations  of  the  faith  ;  but  we  have  as  much  if  not  more  to  fear  from  ■ 
indifference  among  ourselves,  not  only  to  personal  religion,  but  in  the  simple  { 
business  affairs  of  the  Church  among  our  laity,  in  caring  for  the  support  of  j 
the  ministrations  of  religion  in  their  respective  pnrishes,  and  in  attention  to 
those  duties  which  they  havn  voluntarily  assumed  by  the  acceptance  of  office  ' 
in  the  parish.   There  is  a  lamentable,  and  I  fear  a  growing,  delinquency  in  , 
this  respect.    There  is  not,  I  say  it  with  sorrow,  a  proper  interest  taken  in 
parochial  matters  by  those  who  are  entrusted  with  the  charge  thereof.  Far 
tAH>  much,  in  these  respects,  is  devolved  upon  and  expected  of  the  cleray.  Hence  | 
the  neglect  and  irregularit}  in  making  good  pledges  for  the  annual  assessments  | 
for  diocesan  purposes,  and  an  irregularity  far  more  sensibly  felt  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  usual  poor  and  inadequate  remuneration  promised  to  the  pastor.  | 
This  state  of  things,  I  trust,  will  be  seriously  laid  to  heart,  and  mended.  | 
Without  the  constant  and  zealous  co-operation  of  the  laity,  it  is  but  little  the 
clergy  can  do  in  building  up  the  Church  in  our  midst.    Mutual  efforta  must  be  ; 
put  forth,  and  a  mutual  strengthening  of  each  other's  hands,  or  there  will  be 
slow  if  any  progress.    As  a  Macedonian  phalanx,  foot  to  foot,  and  shoulder 
to  shoulder,  must  Clergy  and  Laity  strive  together  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  | 
in  advocacy,  defense,  and  extension  of  what  we  conscientiously  and  on  sure  | 
warrant  believe  to  be  Primitive  Truth  and  Apostolic  Order,  if  we  would  see  ' 
the  Zion  of  our  affections  and  our  confidence  flourish  and  increase,  and  those 
principles  and  usages  prevail  and  expand,  which  Apostles  taught  and  practiced,  ! 
as  derived  from  the  immediate  instruction  of  their  Divine  Master,  the  ' 
great  and  only  Head  of  the  Church,  and  for  which  they  died  a  martyr's  death  | 
and  won  the  martyr's  crown.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  TIIK 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 


THE  DIOCESE  OF  INDIANA, 

Adopted  at  the  \^lk  Annual  Convention,  at  Terre  Haute, 
June  1th,  1855. 


AETICLE  I.  . 
The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana 
accedes  to  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

AETICLE  II. 

OF  STATED  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  A  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese, shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  at 
such  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding 
Annual  Convention ;  but  if  no  such  place  shall  have  been  fixed, 
the  Convention  shall  meet  at  Indianapolis.  The  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  may  change  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  or 
other  sufficient  cause,  which  cause  shall  be  stated  in  the  notice  to 
the  clergy  and  parishes  of  such  change.

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1  Sec.  2.  Every  Convdntion  shall  be  opened  with  the  Morning 
I  Prayer,  a  sermon,  and  the  Holy  Communion ;  and  on  the  second, 

and  each  succeeding  day,  the  session  shall  begin  with  the  Monv*  ; ; 

ing  Prayer.  ; 

ARTICLE  III.  j. 

OF  MEMBBRS  OF  THE  CONVENTION.  j 

Sec.  1.  Every  clergyman  in  regular  standing  in  this  church,  | 
aetually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  who  is  regu-  j 
larly  admitted  and  settled  in  some  parish  or  church  within  this  I 
Diocese,  or  is  employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  i 
ecclesiastical  authority,  or  engaged  as  professor  or  instructor  of  ! 
youth  in  any  college,  academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  ' 
duly  incorporated ;  or  who,  for  six  months  preceding  the  meeting  ! 
of  the  Convention,  shall  have  been  principal  of  an  academy  or  | 
school  under  the  direction  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  vestry  of  t 
any  parish  in  union  with  this  Convention,  and  who  has  not  taken  ' 
letters  dimissory,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  2.  Every  parish  in  union  with  the  church  in  this  Diocese 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  in  any  convention  thereof,  as 
follows :  A  parish  of  any  number  of  qualified  voters  for  wardens 
and  vestrymen  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  twenty,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  send  one  delegate ;  over  twenty  and  not  more  than  fifty, 
two  delegates ;  and  over  fifty,  not  exceeding  three  delegates,  and 
each  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote.  But  no  person  shall  be 
admitted  as  a  delegate  whose  certificate  does  not  show  the  num- 
ber of  qualified  voters  in  the  parish. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF    A    Q  U  O  II  U  M  . 

Three  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  at  least  one  lay  dele- 
gate from  each  of  three  churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business ;  but  any  number  of  either  order  that 
shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  till  a  quorum  is 
formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the 
Convention,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  same;  but  in 
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case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  standing  committee  shall  be  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to 
order  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  presiding  officer  elected  from  among 
the  attending  presbyters. 

ABTICLE  VI. 

OP  THE  SRCRBTARV. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  and  continue  in  office 
until  a  successor  be  appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  attest  its  public 
acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to  each  minister  and 
vestry,  at  least  one  month  beforehand,  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
points for  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OP  THE  TREASURER. 

A  Treasurer  shall  bo  annually  appointed  by  the  Convention, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  is  elected.  It  shall 
be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds,  which  may  at  any 
time  belong  to  the  Convention,  except  such  as  are,  by  law,  under 
the  control  of  the  Trust9es  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  lay  before  each 
Annual  Convention  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  such  funds, 
accompanied  by  the  necessary  vouchers. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OP  VOTINO  IN  CONVENTION. 

The  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  in  Convention  shall  deliberate 
in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such ;  but  any  two  clergymen,  or  the  del* 
egaiions  from  any  two  parishes,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of 
each  order,  in  which  case  a  majority  in  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  a  decision. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OP  SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

The  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  authority 
calling  it  shall  determine :  provided,  that  no  such  meeting  shall 
be  held  until  at  least  thirty  days  after  notice  shall  have  been  sent, 
by  mail,  to  each  clergyman  and  vestry  in  the  Diocese;  and  at  such 
special  meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
stated  in  the  notice  calling  the  same. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  A  BISHOP. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diooese, 
shall  he  in  the  following  manner :  The  two  orders  shall  separate, 
and  the  order  of  the  clergy  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  some  fit  and 
qualified  presbyter  for  that  ofiice ;  and  thereupon  such  choice  shall 
be  communicated  to  the  lay  delegates ;  and  if,  on  ballot,  the  choice 
so  made  is  approved  by  the  lay  order,  the  person  so  ohosen  and 
approved  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

In  the  above-mentioned  election,  a  majority  in  both  orders  shall 
determine  a  choice:  provided,  that  two*third8  of  all  the  clergy  en- 
titled to  vote,  and  delegations  from  two-thirds  of  the  parishes  or 
churches  entitled  to  representation,  be  present;  otherwise,  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  de- 
termine a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  Annual  Convention,  and  continue  in  o£Sce  until  their  sneces- 
sors  are  duly  elected. 

It  shall  be  composed  of  three  presbyters  of  the  Dieoese,  and 
three  laymen,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  church,  in  regu- 
lar standing.  At  their  first  meeting,  which  shall  always  be  within 
ten  days  after  their  election,  upon  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presbyters  of  their  own 
body  to  be  their  president,  and  another  of  their  number  to  be  their 
secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention.  He  shall, 
also,  preserve  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  attest  their  public  acts,  and  present  to  each  Annual 
Convention  an  abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since 
the  former  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  their  body  during  the  recess  of  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

OP  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

At  each  Annual  Convention,  four  presbyters  and  foor  layniNi 
(who  shall  always  be  communicants  in  regular  standing  in  the 
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Ohuroh)  shall  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  as 
Deputies  in  the  General  Convention.  | 

There  shall  also  be  appointed,  in  the  same  manner,  an  equal  j 
number  of  Supplemental  Deputies,  out  of  which  number  the  ec-  , 
olesiastical  authority  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  \ 
ooour  among  the  said  Deputies  before,  or  at,  the  sitting  of  the  , 
G^eral  Convention.  I 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy,  or  Supplemental  Deputy,  i 
thus  appointed,  if  he  declines  said  appointment,  to  give  seasonable  :  I 
notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese.  I 

ARTICLE  XIII.  '  , 

OF  ALTERING  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article  | 

except  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  by  a  vote  of  j  | 

two-thirds  of  the  members  present ;  nor  unless  such  alteration  | 

shall  have  been  proposed  and  approved  at  the  annual  meeting  pre-  | 

vlous  to  its  adoption,  and  published  at  large  in  the  journals  of  the  1 1 
Convention.

Ab  Revised  at  the  20th  Annual  Convention,  1857. 


CANON  I. 

OF  THB  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  the  Bishop 
or  oib^r  preBiding  oBi-^r  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing 
CommlttiiiSi  €Pn»i8tii)g  of  three  persons  each,  one  of  whom,  at 
least,  sbdl  be  a  ckrgynian : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  who  shall 
report  at  the  opening  of  the  aftmioim  session. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Accounts. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Sec.  2.   The  business  shall  then  proceed  as  follows : 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  haye  power  to  ap- 
point an  assistant. 

2.  Tti  Awnl  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  shall  prefer 
another  time  for  its  delivery. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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CANON  II. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PARISHES  INTO  UNION. 

Any  association  of  ten  or  more  adults  consenting  to  adopt  and 
be  govenied  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese,  assuming  some  name  by  which  their 
church  or  parish  may  be  designated,  and  appointing  a  vestry  to 
manage  its  temporal  concerns,  may  be  received  into  union  with 
this  Convention. 

CANON  IIL 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN. 

Sec.  1.  On  Easter  Monday  in  every  year,  the  pew-holders  or 
parishioners  of  each  ohuroh  shall  elect  wardens  and  vestrymen  of 
the  same,  the  whole  to  consist  of  not  more  than  nine  members  or 
less  than  three,  who  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  thohr 
own  body,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  parish  meetings,  the  following  description  of 
persons  shall  have  a  right  to  vote : 

1st.  Male  communicants  in  regular  standing  who  have  been 
such  for  the  space  of  three  months  previous  to  the  meeting.- 

8d.  Holders  or  lessees  of  pews,  who  have  held  the  same  for 
three  months  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  have  paid  for  them. 

3d.  Where  there  are  no  rented  pews,  each  person,  not  a 
member  of  another  communion,  who  has  subscribed  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  church  three  months  previous  to  the  election,  and  has 
paid  his  subscription. 

Sec.  3.  But  the  Wardens,  or  the  Rector,  may  require  the  oonaeDt 
of  the  above  described  persons,  to  be  governed  by  the  Coostitii- 
tion  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  io  the 
United  States,  and  the  Constit^ition  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 

CANON  IV. 

OF  LAV  DBLBOATBS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation in  this  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the  ConventioB  a 
certificate,  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  vestry,  or  by  the  reetor* 
or  by  one  of  the  wardens,  in  substance  as  foUowR,  via.:

See.  2.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  of  each  parish,  or,  | 
where  there  is  no  rector,  of  the  secretary  of  the  vestry  of  such  j 
parish,  before  the  meeting  of  each  annual  or  other  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  to  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  as  Lay  Delegates  to  said  Con- 
vention. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  make  out  a  list  of 
the  persons  so  reported  to  him ;  which  list  shall  be  received  as 
evidence  of  the  right  of  such  persons  to  seats — subject,  neverthe- 
less, to  such  corrections  as  the  Convention  may  direct  to  be  made. 

CANON  V. 

OP  OPFICBRS  AND  COMMITTEES  TO  ACT  DURING  THE  RECESS. 

The  election  of  all  officers  and  committees  to  continue  in  office 
during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  by  ballot  (unless  the 
ballot  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote),  and  any  committee 
so  elected,  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur 
during  the  recess. 

CANON  VI. 

OP  THE  TRUSTEES  OP  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  five  Trus- 
tees shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  Per- 
manent Episcopal  Fund,  and  of  the  funds  raised  for  the  benefit  of 
itinerant  and  superannuated  ministers,  their  widows  and  children, 
pursuant  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana, approved  January  15,  1844,  and  according  to  such  direc- 
tions as  may  be  established  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  the 
funds  on  hand  in  some  safe  and  permanent  security,  yielding  an 
income ;  atd  they  may  dispose  of  and  again  invest  the  said  funds, 
together  with  the  income  thereof,  as  to  them  shall  seem  best,  suf-

All  collections  and  donations  not  so  specially  designated  to  any 
one  of  the  said  objects,  shall  be  appropriated  to  all  or  either  of 
I  hem  as  the  Convention  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine. 

Skc.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  on  the 
first  day  of  each  annual  session,  the  amount  and  condition  of  said 
truiit  funds,  and  shall  conlihue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

CANON  VII. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being 
Bishop  thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under 
the  I  revisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows:  | 
The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  i 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of  which  the  ac-  ! 
cused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  lime, 
place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made  by 
the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestrj^  of  any 
Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Pres- 
byters of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as 
hereinafter  mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor,  or  other- 
wise, the  Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman 
is  under  the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  o£fense  or 
misconduct,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest 
of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  bis  duty  to 
appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  at  least  shall  bo  Presbyters, 
to  examine  the  case:  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  exami- 
nation, and  if  there  is  in  their  opinion  sufficient  ground  for  pre- 
sentment, shall  present  the  Clergyman  accordingly. 
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Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  nny  one  of  tlio  modes 
above  prescribed,  <he  Bi«hop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  ap- 
pear to  him  to  be  such  as  to  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it: 
or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  some  of  which  do  not 
oonstituto  an  offense,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  resi- 
dne,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  al- 
looped  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  als«»  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  bo 
served  on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such 
service,  select  five  of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to 
the  Bishop;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the 
Olshop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five, 
and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
shall  direct,  and  shall  have  powiM*  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
and  from  place  to  place  (but  always  within  this  Diocese),  as  they 
shall  think  necessary. 

Skc.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting, 
on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  pre- 
sentment. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  ^not  attend, 
then  those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if, 
after  one  adjournment  or  more,  it  sliall  appear  to  them  improbable 
that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then 
those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the 
Board,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  do 
cide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  and  if  be  shall  not  confess 
them  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before 
mentioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  G.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice, 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters,  appointed  for  bis 
trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present, 
unless  for  good  cause  they  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 
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Sbc.  7.   When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  bear  sach 
evidence  as  shall  he  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  | 
writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  offi-  I 
cer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of 
either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to 
the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  tTuth,  and 
nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  presept- 
ment.   If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the 
truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may 
dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once 
to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  j 
to  be  pronounced.  1 

Sbc.  8.    Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  | 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  ma'  | 
terial  witness  can  not  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  ' 
appoint  a  commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  ar.ch  witness.  I 
Such  commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.    And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional 
day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of 
the  said  distance.   And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the 
witness,  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  he  reduced  to  writing  j 
and  signed  by  the  witnes^s,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commis-  1 1 
sary,  and  inclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board, 
and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.   A  witness  examined  j

Sbc.  9.    The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  Jby  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  | 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  . 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  I 
their  opinion  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  ! 
shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the  ac*cused;  and  the 
original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in 
severity  the  seatence  recommended  by  the  Board ;  and  such  sen- 
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fence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop 
shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy  to 
meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient, 
in  some  Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that 
purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to 
attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pro- 
nounced by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied 
that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in 
which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the 
proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sbc.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for 
the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service 
shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person, 
the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  writ- 
ten notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of 
residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or 
paper,  provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be 
a  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel,  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  other- 
wise, those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege ;  which 
counsel  shall  in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

Sbc.  12.   The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of 
a  Clergyman,  shall  be  presftrved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  their  i 
Secretary.

The  Twenty-first  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  In- 
diana, assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Hall  in 
the  State  House,  at  10^  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  wa«  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Kleeck,  of  New  York,  Secretwy  of  the  Committee 
for  Domestic  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  James  W. 
Stewart,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Connersville. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Geo.  H.  McKnight,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Madison,  from  2  Cor.  viii :  9. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  Shaver,  Deacon,  was  then  or- 
dained to  the  Priesthood,  Rev.  Wm.  G,  Spencer 
presenting  the  candidate.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Talbot 
and  Van  Kleeck,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Stewart  and 
Spencer,  united  with  the  Bishop  in  the  imposition 
of  hands. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot,  Rector  of 
the  Parish.

Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Broeck,  from  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Organization,  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention,  made  the  following  report,  which,  on 
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his  motion,  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for 
Thursday,  at  11  o'clock. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Conyention,  to  consider 
"so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  Missionary  opera- 
tions of  the  Diocese,"  respectfully  report: 

That,  haying  giyen  careful  attention  to  the  subject  referred  to  them, 
they  heartily  concur  in  the  yiews  expressed  by  the  Bishop.  It  is  man- 
ifest indeed,  that  "some  more  systematic  plan  for  drawing  forth  contribu- 
tions to  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  is  necessary." 

To  your  Committee,  it  is  not  less  plain,  that  something  more  is  requisite, 
before  there  can  be  any  hope  of  an  efficient  prosecution  of  the  Mission- 
ary work.  To  collect  money  is  not  the  whole  of  that  work.  To  appro- 
priate the  funds  collected  is  a  task  of  yery  great  responsibility.  To  do 
this  in  the  most  judicious  and  effectiye  way,  in  a  Diocese  in  which  the 
means  at  command  are  so  small,  and  in  which  the  labors  of  the  Ministry 
are  so  much  demanded  and  so  sorely  hindered,  is  a  task  of  yery  great 
difficulty.  The  whole  work  requires,  as  it  deseryes,  the  active  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  with  their  Bishop.  To  this  end,  the 
Clergy  and  the  Laity  should  be  represented  in  the  agencies  employed 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  work.  To  consent  to  have  it  otherwise,  is  to 
be  guilty  of  great  iigustice  to  the  Bishop,  not  less  than  to  neglect  the 
responsibilities  of  men  solemnly  called  to  do  what  in  them  lies  to  ad- 
vance the  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

If  Missionary  operations  were  to  be  undertaken  now  for  the  first 
time,  it  does  appear  to  your  Committee,  that  the  course  suggested  would 
be  the  only  reasonable  and  hopeful  one.  But  the  undertaking  is  nothing 
new — and  past  experience,  both  within  and  without  the  Diocese,  fur- 
nishes lessons  to  profit  by.  Other  Dioceses  have  employed  such  agencies 
and  have  done  a  successful  work.  Ours  has  omitted  so  to  do,  and  the 
result  is  shown  in  statistics  placed  before  this  Committee,  which  have 
moved  them  greatly,  and  which  are  at  the  service  of  the  Convention,  if 
called  for. 

Tour  Committee  are  prepared,  after  due  consideration,  to  propose  a 
plan  which,  it  is  believed,  will  be  allowed  to  have  several  recommenda- 
tions. It  avoids  the  multiplication  of  machinery.  It  economizes  the 
time  of  an  overtasked  clergy.  It  spares  the  funds  of  a  poor  and  needy 
diocese.   It  is  set  forth  in  the  following  proposed  canon : 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  BOARD. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  the  Missionary  Board  thereof.  The  said  Board  shall 
have  power  to  designate  Missionary  stations,  to  establish  itinerant 
missions,  and  to  aid  feeble  parishes  in  the  support  of  their  Ministers,  at 
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the  suggestion  or  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop 
shall  have  the  nomination  of  all  Missionaries.  The  salaries  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries, and  the  times  of  payments,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  hold  stated  meetings  quarterly, 
during  the  weeks  preceding  the  Ember  weeks,  on  such  day  of  the  week  and 
at  such  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  unless  a  day  and  place  haye  been 
appointed  by  the  Board  at  a  previous  meeting.  The  trsTeling  expenses 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Missionary  Fund. 
The  Board  may  hold  special  meetings  under  such  rules  as  they  may 
adopt,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  public  meetings  of  their  clerical  and 
lay  brethren,  and  to  take  such  other  lawftil  measures  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  for  the  (tirtherance  of  the  work  intrusted  to  them. 

Sio.  8.  In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  be  a  collection  ones 
in  a  quarter,  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Fund.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
clergymen  to  give  due  notice  of  these  collections,  and  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  congregation  to  their  importance  and  claims.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  wardens  of  every  parish  to  forward  the  proceeds  of  such 
collections  without  delay,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
hold  all  moneys  thus  received  by  him,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  pay  them  upon  order  of  the  Board. 

Sbc.  4.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  report  annually  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  (tinds  received,  and  of  their  appropriation  of  the  same;  the 
Churches  which  have  contributed,  with  the  amount  by  each;  and,  also, 
the  Churches  which  have  failed  to  make  and  forward  their  contributions: 
which  report,  or  an  abstract  of  the  same,  shall  appear  in  the  Journal  of 
Convention. 

This  proposed  canon  is  recommended  to  the  Convention  by  your  Com- 
mittee, for  adoption  at  the  present  session.

The  question  being  on  the  first  section  of  the 
Canon,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wakefield  oflTered  an  amend- 
ment, making  the  Board  of  Missions  to  consist  of 
five  clergymen  and  five  laymen,  instead  of  the 
Standing  Committee  and  Treasurer,  as  proposed 
by  the  Canon. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  first  section, 
as  presented  by  the  Committee,  adopted. 

The  second  section  was  adopted. 

The  third  section  being  under  consideration, 
Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  once  in  a  quarter,"  and  inserting  the 
words,  "  on  the  second  Sunday  in  the  months  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  unless  that  be  a 
day  on  which  the  Communion  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered, in  which  case  the  collection  may  be  on  the 
Sunday  after." 

The  amendment  prevailed,  and  the  section,  as 
amended,  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Payne  moved  to  amend  section  4,  by  strik- 
ing out  all  that  refers  to  the  publi(».tion  of  delin- 
quent parishes  in  the  Journal. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  section  adopted.

The  Trnttees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopftl  CliuToh,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana,  respectfully  report,  that  they  ha^e  examined  into  the  condition 
and  manner  of  keeping  the  Trust  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  are  entirely  satisfied  therewith. 

They  haye  had  under  consideration  the  condition  of  the  Real  Estate, 
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purchased  at  New  Albany  for  the  erection  of  an  Episcopal  Residence, 
and  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  in  relation  thereto,  at  the 
present  time.  Thej  recommend  that  power  be  giyen  them  to  sell  and 
convey  the  Real  Estate,  consisting  of  eighty  acres,  in  Cook  county,  Illi- 
nois, donated  by  the  Rct.  Dr.  Johnson,  being  E.  }  of  8.  E.  \  section  82, 
town  41,  N.  of  Range  14  E.,  on  such  terms  and  times  as  thay  may  deem 
expedient,  provided  that  the  price  be  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  per  acre.

Mr.  Bailey  oflFered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted :

Resolved^  That  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Moore,  his  family  have  lost  a  most 
afifectionate  and  tender  husband  and  father,  the  community  in  which  he 
lived  and  labored,  an  intelligent,  upright  and  honored  citizen;  the 
Church,  one  of  her  most  judicious  counsellors  and  fkithfU  sons;  and 
we,  a  valued  friend,  whose  memory  we  will  cherish,  and  whose  virtues 
we  will  strive  to  emulate. 

Resolved^  That  we  most  sincerely  sympathize  with  the  widow  and 
children  so  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  bereaved,  and  commend  them  to 
the  consolations  of  that  grace  which  was  his  guide  through  life,  and  his 
support  and  confidence  in  death. 

Reiolvedy  That  these  resolutions  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  this 
Convention,  and  that  a  copy  be  presented  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

The  following  was  oflFered  by  the  Hon.  John  B. 
Howe,  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  be  authorized  to  pay  such  sum  as  they  may 
think  proper  for  the  lot  purchased  by  the  Trustees,  through  the  Bishop, 
for  an  Episcopal  Residence,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to 
loan  them  out  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  a  sufficient  sum  for  that  purpose, 
and  until  the  sum  so  loaned  shall  be  reimbursed  with  the  interest^  said 
lot  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustees  at  security  for  said  loan,  and  for  no 
other  purpose — it  being  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  the  said 
fund  ought  to  be  kept  unimpaired,  and  the  interest  or  income  devoted  to 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  only.

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Mt  BbETR&EN,  THB  ClE&GT  AND  LaITT  OF  THE  CONYEKTION : 

In  oomplianoe  with  eanonioal  requirement,  I  proceed  to  report  my 
official  seryices  daring  the  past  Conyentional  year.   These  services,  in 
consequence  of  continued  illness  for  several  months,  have  not  been  so  | 
frequent  as  in  former  years,  nor  so  extensive  as  I  had  designed  and  an-  | 
ticipated.    My  health  having  been  measurably  restored,  for  which  I  j 
would  here  express  my  most  grateful  acknowledgment  to  Almighty  God, 
the  great  and  merciful  Giver  of  life  and  health,  and  all  good  things,  I 
lost  no  time  in  the  resumption  of  my  public  duties,  by  a  visitation  of  the 
Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations  of  the  Diocese. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention,  I  proceeded 
to  Nashotah,  to  attend,  as  one  of  the  number,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  Nashotah  House,  where  several  candidates  for  Holy  Orders, 
of  this  Diocese,  have  been  trained,  and  others  are  now  in  training,  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry.   On  my  way.  Trinity  Sunday,  June  7th,  I 
preached  twice  in  St.  James'  Church,  Chicago,  and,  at  the  request  of  the 
Rector,  celebrated  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.   The  following  j 
Wednesday,  June  10th,  at  the  opening  of  the  ConventioH  of  the  Diocese  i 
of  Wisconsin,  in  Grace  Church,  Madison,  I  assisted  my  Right  Reverend  \ 
Brother,  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  in  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  , 
Priesthood ;  and  in  the  evening,  the  Bishop  being  prevented  by  indispo-  • 
sition,  at  his  request  I  presided  and  conducted  the  devotional  exercises, 
at  a  meeting  for  promoting  the  cause  of  missions.   The  next  evening,  I  j 
preached  in  Grace  Church ;  and  on  the  ensuing  Sunday,  on  my  return  i 
from  Nashotah,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  James'  Church,  and  in 
the  evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Chicago.  | 

I  returned  to  Indiana  on  the  16th  of  June ;  and  my  first  official  act  j 
was  the  appointment  of  a  Commission,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  * 
Standing  Committee,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  VII.  of  this 
Diocese,  to  examine  the  case  of  Rev.  William  Porter  Ray,  then  Rector  of  ! 
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St  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  which  parish  he  immediately  after  re- 
signed, who  was  accused  by  public  rumor  of  immoral  conduct  and  un- 
soundness in  the  faith.  This  examination  resulted  in  a  presentment  of 
the  accused,  by  the  three  Presbyters  named  in  the  Commission,  on  which 
he  was  subsequently  tried  by  a  Board  of  Presbyters  canonically  con- 

'     yened,  and  fpund  guilty  on  all  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment. 

I     The  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board,  was    suspension  from  the  dia- 

I  charge  and  execution  of  all  the  functions  of  the  sacred  ministry  for  the 
space  of  one  year  and  six  months,  and  until  the  party  so  suspended 
shall  have  produced  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese  eri- 
dence  of  his  soundness  in  the  faith,  and  of  his  virtuous  and  pure  man- 
ners and  godly  conversation  during  the  time  of  his  suspension,  in  a 
certificate  signed  by  three  respectable  Presbyters  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church."  This  sentence  I  publicly  pronounced  on  the  aforesaid 
William  Porter  Ray,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  on  Tuesday,  Feb- 
ruary 28d  last,  in  accordance  with  Canon  Vll. 

June  21,  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  and  baptised  an  infant.   This  being  the  Parish  to  which 

I  my  family  is  attached,  I  have,  during  the  past  year,  when  at  home,  offi- 
ciated therein  on  several  occasions,  independent  of  two  official  visita- 
tions, which  will  be  recorded  in  their  proper  place,  and  have  also  admin- 
istered the  Lord's  Supper  twice. 

June  24,  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  I  laid,  with  appropriate  re- 
ligious ceremonies,  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  and  beautiftil  Church 
edifice  of  this  Parish,  now  in  progress  and  approaching  its  oompleUon, 
which,  when  finished,  will  be  an  ornament  to  the  city  and  to  the  Dio- 
cese. 

June  28,  8d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the  (vacant)  Parish  of  Trinity 
Church,  Lawrenceburg,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  twice,  and  baptised 
an  infant. 

July  5,  4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the  morning  I  preached  and  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  Christ  Church,  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky;  and  in  the  afternoon,  acting  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, then  absent  in  Europe,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  nine  persons, 
in  St  John's  Church,  in  that  city.  In  the  evening,  I  preached  in  St 
Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  in  this  Diocese. 

July  12, 6th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  (vacant)  Parish  of  St 
John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  read  prayers  and  preadied  twice,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

July  19,  6th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  (then  vacant)  Parish 
of  St  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  read  prayers  and  preached  twice,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Also,  on  the  8th 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  2d,  when  I  read  prayers  and  preached 
twice. 

August  5, 1  met  the  Convocation  of  Northern  Indiana  in  St  Paul's 
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Glmrch,  Laporte,  and,  at  the  opening  seryioes,  held  an  ordination,  and 
admitted  Mr.  William  Louis  Githens  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  un- 
der the  proTisions  of  Canon  IT.,  of  1866.  On  this  occasion,  Morning 
Prajer  was  read  bj  the  Rot.  Mr.  Hudson,  assisted  by  the  Rey.  Mr.  Bing- 
ham; the  sermon  preached  bj  myself,  and  the  candidate  presented  by 
the  Rot.  Mr.  Gregory,  who  also  assisted  me  in  the  administration  of  the 
Saerament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  Rer.  Mr.  Githens  has  since  offi- 
ciated, by  my  direction,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton,  for  two 
months;  since  Noyember,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonyille,  as  an  as- 
sistant of  the  Rey.  Mr.  Runcie ;  and  is  now  acting  as  a  missionary  in 
Vanderburgh  county. 

August  6,  in  company  with  the  Rector,  I  yisited  a  sick  person,  and 
by  particular  request,  administered  to  him  and  his  family  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the  evening  I  confirmed  five  persons,  and 
closed  the  serrices  of  the  Conyooation  with  an  address  to  the  clergy,  and 
the  usual  deyotional  exercises. 

August  7,  in  company  with  the  Missionary,  the  Rey.  Mr.  Bingham,  I 
yisited  the  missionary  station  at  Goshen,  and  preached  in  the  evening. 
There  is  an  encouraging  prospect  for  the  establishment  of  our  ministra- 
tions in  this  growing  county  town,  and  commendable  seal  manifested 
by  those  attached  to  our  communion  to  sustain  a  missionary.  Recently, 
an  effort  has  been  made  by  the  ladies,  foremost  in  all  good  works,  to 
raise  f^ds  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice,  and  with  some  success. 
I  was  obliged  to  relinquish  an  appointment  I  had  made  to  visit  the  little 
flock  in  this  place,  in  April  last,  in  consequence  of  a  return  of  illness; 
and  from  the  same  cause,  I  regret  to  say,  they  have  been  deprived  of  the 
stated  services  of  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bingham,  for  several 
months.  His  place,  however,  has  been  occasionally  supplied  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Birdsall.  Could  the  members  of  our  communion  here  obtain  a 
little  aid  from  the  liberality  of  churchmen  abroad,  a  respectable  congre- 
gation would  soon  be  gathered,  a  small,  neat  Church  erected,  and  an- 
other Parish,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  permanence  and  increase,  added  to 
our  list  of  Parishes. 

August  9,  9th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St  Mark's 
Church,  Lima,  and  preached  twice. 

August  25, 1  celebrated  a  marriage  in  the  ( then  vacant)  Parish  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Lafayette. 

xSeptember  6,  18th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  (vacant)  Parish 
of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  read  prayers  and  preached  twice,  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  baptized  an  infant. 

September  18, 14th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  Lake  Station,  Lake 
county,  read  prayers  and  preached,  and  baptized  seven  children.  This 
is  a  settlement  of  English  emigrants,  in  which,  alternately  with  Hobart 
in  the  same  county,  and  among  the  same  description  of  people,  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  are  performed  by  Mr.  Robert  Trewartha,  a  candidate 
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for  Holy  Orders,  licensed  by  me  aa  a  Lay  Reader  and  Cateohist.  From 
a  testimonial  quite  numerously  signed,  which  I  have  recently  reoeiyed, 
his  leal,  aeceptanoe  and  usefulness  in  his  present  capacity  are  strongly 
attested,  and  an  earnest  desire  expressed  that  he  may  be  q[»eedily  ad- 
mitted to  Deacon's  Orders,  under  the  proTisions  of  Canon  IV.  of  1866. 
The  spiritual  interests  of  the  people  among  whom  he  labors  would  be 
materially  promoted  by  his  admission  to  the  deaoonate;  but  the  want  of 
the  required  testimonial  ftrom  a  Presbyter  to  whom  he  is  personally 
known,  from  his  isolated  position,  will  for  the  present  necessarily  defer 
his  ordination.  I  expected  to  repeat  my  visit  to  this  missionary 
station  in  January,  with  a  yiew  to  administer  the  rite  of  oonilrmaiiott, 
there  being  several  young  persons  desirous  to  receive  that  rite,  as  I  was 
informed,  and  several  children  awaiting  baptism,  but  my  illness  pre-> 
vented.  I  hope  to  visit  the  settlement  and  perform  these  services  in  the 
course  of  a  few  weeks,  if  my  health  permits. 

September  27,  16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  made  a  special  visitation 
of  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  preached  and  confirmed 
three  persons. 

October  4,  17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  made  a  special  visitation  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  preached  twice,  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  m^kl 
persons. 

October  5, 1  held  an  ordination  in  St  James'  Church,  Vineennes,  and 
admitted  Mr.  John  Frederick  Esch,  formerly  a  minister  of  the  German 
Reformed  Communion,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons.  On  this  ooeasion, 
morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  who  also  presented 
the  candidate  and  assisted  me  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per. The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer.  Mr.  Esch  has 
been  officiating  since,  in  St  James'  Church,  with  great  aceeptance  and 
usefulness,  and  acting  also,  as  Instructor  in  the  German  language  in 
Vineennes  University. 

From  this  time  until  the  21st  of  March,  my  episcopal  duties  were  in- 
termitted in  consequence  of  protracted  sickness,  which  confined  me  to 
the  house  and  much  of  the  period  to  my  bed.  During  this  suspension 
of  the  work  devolved  upon  me,  I  only  officiated  occasionally;  once  in 
Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh,  on  All  Saints'  Day,  when  1  preached  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper;  several  times  in 
Christ  Church,  in  this  city;  one  Sunday  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Riohmond, 
preaching  twice;  and  one  Sunday  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  reading  prayers  and  preaching  twice,  and 
baptizing  two  children. 

March  21, 6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Churoh, 
Connors ville,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  Zero  persons;  and  the  follow- 
ing day  accompanied  the  Rector  on  a  visit  to  several  families  of  the 
congregation.   The  new  Church  edifice,  I  found  nearly  ready  to  reoeive 
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ih«  roof.  From  the  failure  of  the  payment  of  certain  fubscriptions  on 
whiob  dependence  was  placed,  in  consequence  of  the  commercial  disasters 
of  the  past  year,  the  work  has  been  arrested.  The  Rector,  the  Rot.  Mr. 
Stewart,  who  with  seal  and  perseverance  deserring  of  all  praise,  has 
carried  on  the  enterprise  in  the  face  of  great  discouragements,  is  now, 
with  my  cordial  concurrence,  engaged  in  soliciting  contributions  for  the 
oompletion  of  the  building;  and  I  earnestly  commend  his  efiforts  to  the 
liberality  of  the  fHends  of  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  and  else- 
where. The  occupation  of  this  neat,  commodious  and  inexpensire 
Church,  will  exert  a  most  salutary  influence  on  the  interests  of  our 
oommunion  in  this  Parish,  securing  to  it  permanence  and  increase;  and 
at  the  same  time  be  highly  instrumental  in  extending  the  principles 
and  ministrations  of  our  Apostolic  Church,  in  the  yicinity. 

March  28  and  24, 1  spent  in  Richmond,  on  a  visit  of  the  Parish  of  St 
Paul's  Church,  in  that  city,  preached  in  the  evening  of  each  day,  and  on 
the  last  occasion  confirmed  ihirteen  persons.  It  gave  me  great  gratifica- 
tion to  notice  a  manifest  advancement  in  this  parish,  with  a  bright 
promise  of  continuous  growth  and  prosperity. 

March  25,  Festival  of  the  Annunciation,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Hillsboro',  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

March  28,  6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  in  the  morning,  I  visited  the  Parish  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville,  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons: 
and  in  the  evening,  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  visited  the 
(then  vacant)  Parish  of  St  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  and  preached. 
I  returned  to  Jeffersonville  the  same  night,  and  remained  during  the 
week,  very  much  indisposed,  however,  and  thus  prevented  from  meeting 
an  appointment  at  the  Missionary  station,  Charlestown,  in  the  vicinity. 
On  Wednesday  morning,  I  read  prayers  and  lectured,  and  on  Good  Fri- 
day morning  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

April  4,  Easter  Day,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Madison, 
preached  twice,  baptized  an  infant,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons. 

April  11,  Ist  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St  John's 
Church,  Lafayette,  of  which  the  Rev.  Anthony  Ten  Broeck  became  the 
Rector  in  the  latter  part  of  October  last,  preached  twioe,  and  confirmed 
seven  persons.  The  new  and  commodious  Church  edifice  of  this  Parish 
is  nearly  finished,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  consecration  early  in 
September.  This  good  work,  which  has  been  accomplished  by  the  com- 
mendable seal  of  the  parishioners  entirely  within  themselves,  and  with- 
out any  extraneous  aid,  and  is  equally  creditable  to  their  taste  and  their 
liberality,  will,  it  is  believed,  greatly  advance  the  spiritual  interests  of 
this  important  Parish,  and  by  the  additional  accommodation  afforded, 
increase  the  numerical  strength  of  the  growing  congregation. 

In  consequence  of  a  return  of  illness,  I  was  constrained  to  postpone 
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my  visitation  to  the  Northern  portion  of  the  Diocese,  and  make  mj  way 
home.  After  a  few  days  rest,  I  proceeded  on  my  Journey,  and  on  the 
2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  18,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Mishawaka,  preached  twice,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  Here  another  return  of  ill- 
ness, obliged  me  to  give  up  appointpients  I  had  made  at  Bristol  and 
Lima,  and  the  Missionary  stations  at  Goshen  and  Ligonier,  and  set  my 
face  homeward.  After  a  day's  rest  at  Laporte,  however,  I  was  enabled 
to  meet  my  appointment  in  that  Parish  and  some  other  places. 

April  21,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City, 
preached  and  confirmed  five  persons.  The  new  Church  edifice,  the  corner 
stone  of  which  I  was  to  have  laid  the  preceding  week,  but  was  prevented 
by  the  cause  before  mentioned,  and  which  was  laid  on  the  appointed 
day  by  the  Rector,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory,  I 
was  gratified  to  find  in  rapid  progress.  The  design  of  the  building  is 
chaste  and  elegant;  and  its  estimated  cost  entirely  within  the  means  of 
the  parishioners.  These  means,  I  learn  are  already  provided  and  secured. 
The  enterprise  has  been  commenced  under  favorable  auspices,  and  is 
calculated  to  promote  in  an  high  degree  the  interests  of  the  parish, 
which  have  suffered  for  several  years  past  from  the  present  incommo- 
dious place  of  worship. 

April  22, 1  visited  the  Parish  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Laporte,  preached 
and  confirmed  m  persons. 

April  28,  in  company  with  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory,  I 
visited  the  Missionary  station  at  Plymouth,  Preached  and  confirmed  one 
person.  There  is  an  encouraging  prospect  for  the  establishment  of  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church,  and  the  building  up  of  a  respectable  Parish 
in  this  flourishing  county  town.  A  gentleman  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
formerly  a  resident  of  this  Diocese,  has  generously  pledged  the  gift  of 
two  eligible  lots  of  ground  for  the  site  of  a  Church  and  parsonage,  on 
condition  that  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  sum  of  $700  be  subscribed 
for  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worship.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  obtain 
the  required  sum,  which  it  is  trusted  will  be  successftil,  and  a  Church 
edifice  of  our  own  secured,  a  measure  essential  to  the  furtherance  and 
accomplishment  of  any  attempt  to  establish  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church  in  a  new  place,  and  attract  permanent  worshippers. 

April  26,  8d  Sunday  after  Easter,  St.  Mark's  Day,  I  visited  the  Parish 
of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
sons. This  Parish,  I  regret  to  say,  is  about  to  be  deprived  of  the  valua- 
ble services  of  its  present  pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pattison,  who,  in  conse- 
quence of  infirm  health,  is  obliged  to  relinquish  for  some  time  all  min- 
isterial labor.  I  trust  a  successor  of  equal  fidelity,  seal  and  prudence 
may  soon  be  found,  and  the  parish  go  on  in  its  present  prosperous  course. 

May  9,  6th  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  the  morning  I  visited  the  Parish 
of  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburgh  county,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
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the  ReT.  John  Williamson  remoyed  fVom  the  Diooese.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Wilhor,  of  ETansTille,  accompanied  me  and  read  morning  prajer,  and  I 
baptised  mght  children  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  I  droTe  to 
EransTille,  and  in  the  eyening  Tisited  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
in  that  oitj,  of  which  the  Rot.  Mr.  Wilbur  became  the  Rector  in  NoTem- 
ber  last)  preached  and  confirmed  twenty'two  persons.  The  prosperous 
condition  of  this  parish  afforded  me  great  gpratification.  A  successful 
effort  has  been  made  to  liquidate  a  debt  which  has  for  years  past  hung 
M  an  incubus  on  the  Parish,  and  measures  are  in  progress,  I  learned, 
for  enlarging  the  Church  edifice  and  affording  additional  accommoda- 
tion to  the  increasing  congregation. 

May  18,  Ascension  Day,  I  Tisited  the  Parish  of  St  James'  Church, 
Vincennes,  preached  twice,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  and  confirmed /otir  persons. 

May  16,  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  I  yisited  the  Parish  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  seven 
persons. 

May  28,  Whit  Sunday,  I  Tisited  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Indian- 
apolis, in  the  morning  visited  the  Sunday  School  and  administered  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  and 
confirmed  tMrtjf'one  persons. 

May  27,  and  the  two  succeeding  days,  I  attended  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  of  Nashotah  House.  The  condition  of  this  Theological 
Seminary,  in  which  our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  West  are 
afforded  facilities  for  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  ministry  not  to  be 
obtained  elsewhere  at  the  same  small  expense,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
report  as  eminently  prosperous ;  and  deservedly  so,  for  its  work  is  well 
and  faithfully  done.  During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  nineteen 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Theological  Department,  and  twenty- 
six  students  in  the  Preparatory  School,  several  of  whom  will  be  ready 
for  admission  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  at  the  close  of  the  present 
term.  The  Institution  is  entirely  dependent  for  its  support  on  the  con- 
tributions received  from  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  various  portions 
of  our  common  heritage,  except  an  inconsiderable  amount  derived  from 
its  lands  which  are  under  cultivation,  and  farmed  on  shares.  It  needs 
more  aid  every  year  with  its  increasing  number  of  students,  and  I  em- 
brace this  opportunity  to  commend  it  again  to  the  liberality  of  the 
churchmen  of' this  Diocese. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  at  an  ordination  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Semi- 
nary, in  which  I  had  the  gratification  of  assisting,  ten  young  men  com- 
posing the  graduating  class,  were  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Dea- 
cons. Seven  of  these  were  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  and  were 
ordained  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese;  one 
from  Michigan,  was  ordained  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  McCoskry,  the 
Bishop  of  that  Diocese;  and  two  from  this  Diocese,  William  Henry  Stoy, 
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and  Thomas  Edward  Pattison,  were  ordained  by  myself.  The  ooeasion 
was  one  of  great  interest  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  Nashotah  House, 
several  of  whom  from  a  distance  were  present,  together  with  a  very 
large  assemblage  from  the  vicinity.  It  atforded  telling  evidence  of  the 
importance  and  value  of  this  School  of  the  prophets,*'  in  fostering  and 
training  young  men  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  many  of  whom  from 
the  want  of  means  for  the  accomplishment  of  their  pious  purpose,  would 
otherwise  have  been  lost  to  the  service  of  the  Church. 

In  concluding  my  report  of  official  acts,  I  have  to  mention  the  holding 
of  an  ordination  yesterday  in  your  presence,  at  the  opening  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  the  admission  of  tlie  Rev.  Daniel  Shaver,  Deacon  and  Mi»- 
sionary  at  Worthington  and  Sullivan,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests.  On 
this  occasion  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Kleeok,  of 
New  York,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  James  W.  Stewart. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  George  H.  MoKnight.  The  can- 
didate was  presented  by  the  Rev.  William  G.  Spencer.  In  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Communion  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot. 
The  officiating  clergy  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  according  to 
usage,  in  token  of  assent  to  the  ordination. 

The  summary  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  Conventional  year  is 
as  follows,  viz:  Confirmations  in  18  Parishes  on  16  occasions,  187;  in 
the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  9;  Baptisms,  infants,  20;  administered  the 
Lord's  Supper,  19  times;  celebrated  1  marriage;  ordained  1  Priest  and 
4  Deacons;  preached  72  times. 

The  following  named  clergymen  have  taken  letters  dimissory  and 
removed  from  the  Diocese,  vii:  The  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Lftrge,  the  Rev. 
John  F.  £rn8t,  the  Rev.  John  Williamson,  and  the  Rev.  John  Trimble,  jr. 

The  following  named  clergymen  have  been  added  to  the  Diocese,  viz: 
The  Rev.  Sidney  Wilbur,  by  letter  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky ;  and  the  Rev.  William  Louis  Githens,  the  Rev.  John  Frederick 
Esch,  the  Rev.  William  Henry  Stoy,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Edward  Patti- 
son.  Deacons,  by  ordination. 

The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  David  Francis  and  Robert  Tre- 
wartha. 

In  reviewing  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  events  which  have  transpired  within  its  boundaries,  one  occur- 
rence presses  itself  painfully  on  my  memory,  which  I  should  do  violence 
to  my  own  feelings,  and  to  yours,  were  I  to  omit  to  notice  it  officially. 
It  is  the  severe  loss  we  have  sustained  in  the  decease  of  our  justly  hon- 
ored and  deeply  lamented  associate,  Joseph  M.  Moore,  Esq.,  late  of  the 
Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Madison.  He  had  been  identified  with  the 
Diocese  f^om  its  first  organization,  and  was  conspicuous  in  it«  affairs, 
devoting  himself  with  characteristic  seal  and  energy  to  the  promotion 
of  its  interests,  and  bestowing  upon  it,  in  the  several  responsible  offices 
he  filled,  the  most  untiring,  faithful  and  efficient  services.   In  almost 
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•rery  OonTention  since  my  oonneotion  with  the  Diocese,  we  have  been 
fftTored  with  his  Attendance  as  a  representative  of  his  Parish,  and  have 
experienced  the  benefits  of  his  wise  and  Judicious  counsel.  While  we 
numm,  as  we  well  may,  over  the  departure  of  such  a  faithful,  devoted 
and  intelligent  son  of  the  Church,  let  us  ponder  his  example,  and  en- 
deavor to  emulate  it,  in  putting  forth,  each  one,  similar  unwearied  exer> 
tions  for  advancing  the  Church  of  God  in  our  midst,  and  promoting  her 
peace  and  prosperity.  This  mysterious  dispensation  of  Providence  is  a 
monitory  lesson  to  us  all,  which  I  pray  God  we  may  not  fail  to  profit  by, 
that  when  the  summons  for  our  departure  reaches  us,  be  it  sudden  or 
prolonged,  we  may  be  ready  to  meet  it,  and  give  an  account  of  our  stew- 
ardship as  ministers  and  members  of  the  one  visible  Body  of  Christ  our 
Lord,  with  Joy  and  not  with  grief. 

The  sabjeot  of  instituting  a  Diocesan  School  for  Boys,  in  which,  in  ad- 
dition to  instruction  in  the  usual  branches  of  secular  education,  they 
may  have  the  benefit  of  a  thorough  training  in  the  principles  and  usages 
of  the  Church,  which  has  long  occupied  my  thoughts,  has  recently  been 
especially  presented  to  my  attention.  The  measure  is  important,  and 
deserving  of  consideration.  I  am  entirely  convinced  of  the  value  and 
necessity  for  such  a  school,  and  have  much  desired  its  establishment; 
but  difficulties  have  heretofore  presented  themselves,  principally  in  tlie 
way  of  securing  the  necessary  funds,  necessarily  deterring  me  firom  any 
action.  Within  a  few  weeks,  a  proposal  has  been  made  to  me,  by  a 
Presbyter  of  the  Diocese,  who  is  at  the  head  of  an  incorporated  collegiate 
institution,  which  seems  to  offer  a  favorable  opening  for  the  much 
needed  enterprise.  I  commend  the  matter,  therefore,  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Convention  at  its  present  session,  in  the  hope  that  measures 
may  be  adopted  which  at  no  distant  time  will  secure  to  the  Diocese  a 
seminary  for  the  education  of  our  sons,  adapted  to  our  obvious  wants, 
and  calculated  to  exert  a  salutary  influence  in  the  diffusion  of  our  cher- 
ished principles  as  churchmen. 

The  subject  of  the  maintenance  of  the  clergy,  which  I  have  presented 
to  your  consideration  in  previous  years,  I  would  again  briefly  commend 
to  the  attention  of  those  concerned,  and  particularly  urge  the  regular 
and  prompt  payment  of  the  remuneration  promised  and  pledged.  A 
neglect  of  this  is  not  only  unjust  to  the  pastor,  but  subjects  him  to 
serious  inconvenience,  and  greatly  embarrasses  him  in  his  work.  It  sets 
economy  at  defiance.  It  defeats  his  best  formed  plans  for  managing  his 
usually  limited  income,  and  avoid  incurring  debt.  It  necessarily  diverts 
his  thoughts  from  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  studies  essential  to 
their  proper  and  efficient  discharge,  and  thus  is  as  injurious  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  negligent  Parish,  as  it  is  discreditable  to  its  character. 
There  is  no  just  cause  for  such  neglect.  The  promise  and  pledge  to  the 
pastor  can  be  readily  and  promptly  met,  if  vestries  will  only  give  the 
matter  timely  and  proper  attention,  and  bestow  upon  it  reasonable  and 
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entirely  practicable  care.  I  will  not,  howeTer,  enlarge,  haying  expressed 
my  Tiews  and  shown  the  duties  of  those  concerned,  ftdlj,  in  former  ad* 
dresses,  particularly  in  that  of  1855. 

The  condition  of  the  Diocese  has  not  materially  changed  during  the 
year.  In  several  Parishes  there  has  been  gratifying  progress,  spiritu- 
ally and  temporally.  There  are  many  and  formidable  impediments  to  a 
rapid  increase,  which  do  not  exist  in  many  other  Dioceses.  We  hare  no 
large  and  populous  commercial  cities,  in  which  churchmen  are  congre- 
gated, and  numerous  parishes  established,  thus  enabling  the  Church  to 
exert  a  telling  influence  abroad,  through  those  whose  business  attracts 
them  as  visitors  to  the  commercial  mart.  Our  means  also  are  limited 
and  incommensurate  with  our  wants.  There  is,  howoTer,  growth,  and  a 
prospect  of  future  growth.  To  ensure  this,  prayer  and  faith  are  not 
only  essential,  but  w>rks,  the  trvdt  of  faith,  and  sanctified  and  furthered 
by  earnest,  effectual,  fervent  prayer.  These  works  devolve  on  the  Laity 
as  well  as  on  the  Clergy.  The  lealous  co-operation  of  the  former,  in 
example,  advice  and  encouragement  to  the  Clergy,  and  in  self-sacrificing 
efforts  of  their  own,  will  materially  speed  the  enterprise  of  building  up 
and  extending  the  Church  of  God  in  our  midst,  and  with  the  faithf^ 
ministrations  of  the  Clergy,  as  experience  proves,  command  a  reason- 
able degree  of  success.

I  regret  to  say  that  there  has  been  no  work  done  on  our  new  Church 
edifice  since  last  fall.  The  walls  were  nearly  completed  in  NoTcmber 
last,  but  the  impossibility  of  making  collections,  compelled  us  to  sus- 
pend the  work,  and  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  resume  it  Nearly 
all  the  lumber  required  for  the  building,  the  roof  timbers  and  flooring 
especially,  was  purchased  last  summer,  and  placed  on  the  ground,  ready 
for  use.  But  it  will  take  $1,600  more,  according  to  the  most  accurate 
estimates,  to  finish  the  building,  and  fit  it  for  occupation.  And  in  Tiew 
of  the  many  failures  to  pay,  on  the  part  of  those  who  had  subscribed  to 
the  Church  building  fund,  we  have  determined  to  proceed  no  further  till 
the  amount  needed  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  It  is  hoped,  how- 
ever, that  measures  which  are  now  being  taken  will  result  in  securing 
this  end  at  no  distant  day. 

It  affords  me  much  gratification  to  state,  as  evidence  of  increased  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  the  congregation  in  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  parish, 
that  our  Easter  Offerings  amounted  to  $66,72,  and  the  donation  of  a  lot 
worth  $600,  from  one  of  my  parishioners,  an  earnest  minded  ohuroh- 
wttnan.

The  congregation  has  of  late  increased.  Should  this  continue,  an  en- 
largement of  the  Church  building  will  soon  become  necessary,  ^gter  a 
seyere  struggle,  the  Parsonage  has  been  paid  for,  and  at  the  same  time 
possession  retained  of  the  whole  Church  lot,  a  portion  of  which  had 
been  conditionally  sold.

Since  its 
erection,  he  has  CTer  been  foremost  in  efforts  to  sustain  and  promote  the 
best  interests  of  the  Parish— OTer  ready  to  support  and  aid,  to  the  utmost 
of  his  ability,  both  by  his  means  and  counsel,  and  in  Tiew  of  his  posi- 
tion, character  and  talents,  his  ability  was  very  great  In  his  death,

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,

THE  DIOCESE  OF  INDIANA, 

Adopted  at  the  ISth  Annual  Conventionj  at  Terre  Haute^ 
.    June  7thj  1855. 


ARTICLE  1. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana  accedes  to  the  General  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

ARTICLE  n. 

OF  STATED  MEETINGS. 

SECTTOir  1.  A  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
OAs  Diocese,  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  June,  at  such  place  !i.s  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  preceding  Annual  Convention  r  but 
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if  no  Buch  place  shall  have  been  fixed,  the  Convention 
shall  meet  at  Indianapolis.  The  ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  Diocese  may  change  the  place  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epi- 
demic disease,  or  other  sufficient  cause,  which  cause 
shall  be  stated  in  the  notice  to  the  clergy  and  parishes 
of  such  change. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  the 
Morning  Prayer,  a  sermon,  and  the  Holy  Communion ; 
and  on  the  second,  and  each  succeeding  day,  the  session 
shall  begin  with  the  Morning  Prayer. 

ARTICLE  HL 

OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Sec.  1.  Every  clergyman  in  regular  standing  in  this 
church,  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
and  who  is  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  some  parish 
or  chprch  within  this  Diocese,  or  is  employed  as  a  mis- 
sionary under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority, 
or  engaged  as  professor  or  instructor  of  youth  in  any 
college,  academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  duly 
incorporated;  or  who,  for  six  months  preceding  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  shall  have  been  principal 
of  an  academy  or  school  under  the  direction  of  trustees 
appointed  by  the  vestry  of  any  parish  in  union  virith 
this  Convention,  and  who  has  not  taken  letters  dismis- 
sory,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec  Every  parish  in  union  with  the  church  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  in  any  con- 
vention thereof,  as  follows:  A  parish  of  any  number  of 
qualified  voters  for  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  the  same, 
not  exceeding  twenty,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  dele- 
gate; over  twenty  and  not  more  than  fifty,  two  dele- 
gates; and  over  fifty,  not  exceeding  three  delegates, 
and  each  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote.   But  no 
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person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  delegate  whose  certificate 
does  not  show  the  number  of  qualified  voters  in  the 
parish. 

ARTICLE  r^. 

OP  A  QUORUM, 

Three  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  at  least  one 
lay  delegate  from  each  of  three  churches,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  any 
number  of  either  order  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day  till  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OE  A  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote 
,  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of 
the  same;  but  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  the  president  of  the  standing  commit- 
tee shall  be  President  of  the  Convention;  and  if  he  be 
not  present,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by 
the  Secretary,  and  a  presiding  oflicer  elected  from 
among  the  attending  presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VL 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  and  continue 
in  ofilce  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  He  shall  keep 
a  true  and  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention,  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records, 
and  give  notice  to  each  minister  and  vestry,  at  least  one 
month  beforehand,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  convention. 
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ARTICLE  Vn. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

A  Treasurer  shall  be  annuallj  appointed  by  the  Con- 
vention, who  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  successor  is 
elected.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
funds,  which  may  at  any  time  belong  to  the  Convention 
except  such  as  are,  by  law,  under  the  control  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  lay  before  each  Annual 
Convention  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  such 
funds,  accompanied  by  the  necessary  vouchers. 


ARTICLE  Vm. 

OP  VOTING  IN  CONVENTION. 

The  clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  in  Convention  shall 
deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such;  but  any  two 
clergymen^  or  the  delegations  from  any  two  parishes, 
may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  order,  in  which 
case  a  majority  in  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
decision.  * 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF  6PE0IAL  MEETINGS. 

The  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  have  power  to  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  authority  calling  it  shall  determine:  pro- 
videdy  that  no  such  meeting  shall  be  held  until  at  least 
thirty  days  after  notice  shall  have  been  sent,  by  mail,  to 
each  clergyman  and  vestry  in  the  Diocese;  and  at  such 
special  meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted 
than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling  the  same. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  A  BISHOP. 

Hie  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese,  shall  be  in  the  following  manner:  The  two 
orders  shall  separate,  alid  the  order  of  the  clergy  shall 
choose,  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  presbyter  for 
that  office;  and  thereupon  such  choice  shall  be  com- 
municated to  the  lay  delegates ;  and  if,  on  ballot,  the 
choice  so  made  is  approved  by  the  lay  (»*der,  the  person 
so  chosen  and  approved  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

In  the  above-mentioned  election,  a  majority  in  both 
orders  shall  determine  a  choice:  providedy  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  clergy  entitled,  to  vote,  and  delegations 
from  two-thirds  of  the  parishes  or  churches  entitled  to 
represratation,  be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  each  ord^  present  shall  be  necessary  to  deter- 
mine a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

OF  THE  STANDINa  COMMITTBE. 

Sec.  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  Annual  Convention,  and  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

It  shall  be  composed  of  three  presbyters  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  three  laymen,  who  shall  be  communicants  of 
the  Church  in  regular  standing.  At  their  first  meeting, 
which  shall  always  be  within  ten  days  after  their  elec- 
tion, upon  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presbyters  of  their  own 
body  to  be  their  president,  and  another  of  their  number 
to  be  their  secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their 
proceedings,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Convention.  He  shall,  also,  preserve  all  letters  and 
papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee,  attest  their 
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public  acts,  and  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the 
former  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  in  their  body  during  the  recess  of  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

At  each  Annual  Convention,  four  presbyters  and  four 
laymen  (who  shall  always  be  communicants  in  regular 
standing  in  the  Church,)  shall  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  to 
represent  this  Diocese  as  Deputies  in  the  General  Con- 
vention. ^ 

There  shall  also  be  appointed,  in  the  same  manner,  an 
equal  number  of  Supplemental  Deputies,  out  of  which 
number  the  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  have  power  to 
fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  among  the  said  Deputies 
before,  or  at,  the  sitting  of  the  General  Convention. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy,  or  Supplemental 
Deputy,  thus  appointed,  if  he  declines  said  appointment, 
to  give  seasonable  notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  Xm. 

OP  ALTERINO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in 
any  article  except  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent; nor  unless  such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed 
and  approved  at  the  annual  meeting  preyious  to  its 
adoption,  and  published  at  large  in  the  journals  of  the 
Convention.

CANON  I. 

OF  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  the 
Bishop  or  other  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing Standing  Committees,  consisting  of  three  per- 
sons each,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  be  a  clergyman : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  who 
shall  report  at  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Accounts. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
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Sec.  2.  The  business  shall  then  proceed  as  follows : 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  an  assistant. 

2.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  shall 
prefer  another  time  for  its  delivery. 

8.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

CANON  n. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PARISHES  INTO  UNION. 

Any  association  of  ten  or  more  adults  consenting  to 
adopt  and  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  CTnited  Slates, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  as- 
suming some  name  by  which  their  church  or  parish 
may  be  designated,  and  appointing  a  Vestry  to  manage 
its  tempoitd  concerns,  may  be  received  into  union  with 
this  Convention. 

CANON  ni. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN. 

Sec.  1.  On  Easter  Monday  in  every  year,  the  pew- 
holders  or  parishioners  of  each  church  shall  elect  war- 
dens and  vestrymen  of  the  same,  the  whole  to  consist  of 
not  more  than  nine  members  or  less  than  three,  who 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  eaid  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  parish  meetings,  the  following  descrip- 
tion of  persons  shall  have  a  right  to  vote: 

1.  Male  communicants  in  regular  standing,  who  have 
been  such  for  the  space  of  three  months  previous  to  the 
meeting. 

2.  Holders  or  lessees  of  pews,  who  have  held  the  same 
for  three  months  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  have  paid 
for  them. 
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8.  Where  there  are  no  rented  pews,  each  persoiji,  not 
a  member  of  another  communion,  who  has  subscribed 
to  the  support  of  the  church  three  months  previous  to 
the  election,  and  has  paid  his  subscription. 

Sec.  8.  But  the  Wardens,  or  the  Rector,  may  require 
the  consent  of  the  above  described  persons  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Consti- 
tutioii  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 

CANON  IV. 

OF  LAT  DBLEGATBS. 

Sbo.  1.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  every  parish  entitled 
to  representation  in  this  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the 
Convention  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in 
substance  as  follows,  viz. :

a  Lay  Delegate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 

Indiana,  to  be  holden  at  ,  on  the  

.  day  of  y  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  . 

It  is  also  hereby  Certified^  That  the  number  of  qualified 
voters  in  said  parish  is  . 

Sbo.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  of  each 
parish,  or,  where  there  is  no  rector,  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Vestry  of  such  parish,  before  the  meeting  of  each 
annual  or  other  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  to  make  re- 
turns to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  names 
of  the  persons  chosen  as  Lay  Delegates  to  said  Conven- 
tion. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  make  out 
a  list  of  the  persons  so  reported  to  him ;  which  list  shall 
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be  received  as  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  persons  to 
seats — subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  corrections  as  the 
Convention  may  direct  to  be  made. 

CANON  V. 

OP  OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEES  TO  ACT  DURING  THE  RECESS. 

The  election  of  all  officers  and  committees  to  continue 
in  office  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  shall  be  by 
ballot,  (unless  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unani- 
mous vote,)  and  any  committee  so  elected  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the 
recess. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
five  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  shall  take 
charge  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  and  of  the 
funds  raised  for  the  benefit  of  itinerant  and  superannu- 
ated ministers,  their  widows  and  children,  pursuant  to 
the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indi- 
ana, approved  January  15,  1844,  and  according  to  such 
directions  as  may  be  established  by  the  Convention. 

Sec  2.  The  said  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
invest  the  funds  on  hand  in  some  safe  and  permanent 
security,  yielding  an  income ;  and  they  may  dispose  of 
and  again  invest  the  said  funds,  together  with  the  in- 
come thereof,  as  to  them  shall  seem  best,  suffering  the 
same  to  accumulate  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec  3.  For  the  increase  of  said  funds,  a  collection 
shall  be  made  annually  on  Christmas  day,  in  every  con- 
gregation of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  All  collections  and  donations  specially  made 
for  either  of  the  above  objects  shall  be  kept,  together 
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with  the  income  thereof,  distinct  from  the  others,  and 
shall  be  faithfully  appropriated  to  the  designated  ob- 
ject. 

All  collections  and  donations  not  so  specially  desig- 
nated to  any  one  of  the  said  objects  shall  be  appropriated 
to  all  or  either  of  them,  as  the  Convention  may,  from 
time  to  time,  determine. 

Sbc.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention, 
on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session,  the  amount  and 
condition  of  said  trust  funds,  and  shall  continue  in  ofiice 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

CANON  vn. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGTMAN. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not 
being  Bishop  thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  presentment 
and  trial  under  the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  Gen- 
eral or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in 
this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows :  The  triall  shal  be  on 
a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of  which  the  accused  is 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time, 
place  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be 
made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of 
the  Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a 
minister,  or  by  any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. Whenever,  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise, 
the  Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergy- 
man is  under  the  imputation  of  having  been  gnilty  of 
any  offense  or  misconduct  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be 
tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an 
investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons, 
of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  presbyters,  to  examiiie 
the  case:  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such  ex- 
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aminatioii,  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  enfficient 
ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the  clergyman 
accordingly.  *  • 

8bc.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the 
modes  above  prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged 
shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to  constitute  an 
offense,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege  fSacts,  some  of 
which  do  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offense, 
he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he 
may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it 
to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate 
nine  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment, 
and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service, 
select  five  of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to 
the  Bishop;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  to 
the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall 
select  five,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a 
Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  plaoe  to 
place  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall 
think  necessary. 

Sbg.  8.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
their  first  meeting  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days 
before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of 
the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

8bo.  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five 
shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time;  and  if^  after  one  adjoamment  or 
more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole 
number  will  attend  within. a  reasonable  time,  then  those 
who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitate 
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the  Board,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  majority  of 
them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  K  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the 
truth  of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and 
if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment  of 
a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall  be 
considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had 
due  notice,  shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Pres- 
byters, appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  neverthe- 
less proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause 
they  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall 
hear  such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses 
respectively;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  ad- 
minister oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  re- 
quested to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  wit- 
nesses, that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth, 
and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged 
in  the  presentment.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  ac- 
cused shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in 
the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing 
further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their 
opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to 
be  pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the 
Bishop,  and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to 
him,  that  any  material  witness  can  not  be  procured 
upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commissary 
to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commis- 
sary may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and  the 
party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testi- 
mony. And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
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served,  shall  reside  more  that  forty  miles  from  the  place 
of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given 
for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance. 
And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by 
the  conmiissary,  and  inclosed  under  his  seal  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as 
evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  commiflsaiy 
may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered 
the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges 
contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  chaiges  re- 
spectively, and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their 
opinion  should  be  pronounced;  and  a  copy  of  such  de- 
cision shall  be  without  delay  communicated  to  the  ac- 
cused; and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence, shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pro- 
nounce such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him 
to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in 
severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board;  and 
such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any 
three  or  more  of  the  Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time 
as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church 
to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose 
be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to 
attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall 
be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Pres- 
byters shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom 
shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.   All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this 
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Canon  may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to 
be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose 
certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In 
case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be 
proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  no- 
tice or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place 
of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of 
such  notice  or  paper;  provided,  however,  that  the  ser- 
vice, if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at  least  sixty 
days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  ap- 
pearing by  counsel,  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which 
privilege,  and  not  otherwise,  those  who  present  shall 
have  also  the  like  privilege;  whjtch  counsel  shall 
in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proce^ings  upon  a  pre- 
sentment of  a  clergyman  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a 
final  decision,  be  delivered  to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  vm. 

OF  OHUBOHES  LOSING  THEIR  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  PRO- 
TESTANT EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THIS  DIOCESE. 

Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this 
Convention  shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession, 
to  make  a  parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being 
made  in  its  behalf,  and  during  the  same  period  shall  not 
employ  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain 
the  services  of  a  Missionary,  nor  be  represented  by  any 
delegate  or  delegates  in  Convention,  such  Church  shall 
be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  connection  with  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Convention 
thereof;  but  any  such  Church  may  be  re-admitted  into 
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such  connection  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop, 
and  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention;  and  such  re- 
admission  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of 
the  Convention,  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same* 

^  CANON  IX. 

OF  clergymen's  expenses  to  convention. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  in  each  Parish  to 
provide,  by  collection  in,  church  or  otherwise,  for  the 
expenses  of  their  Rector  to  and  from  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  X. 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  BOARD. 

Sec  1.  The  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  the  Missionary 
Board  thereof.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to 
designate  missionary  stations,  to  establish  itinerant  mis- 
sions, and  to  aid  feeble  parishes  in  the  support  of  their 
ministers,  at  the  suggestion  or  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Bishop.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the  nomination  of 
all  Missionaries.  The  salaries  of  the  Missionaries,  and 
the  times  of  payments,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board. 

Sec  2.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings quarterly,  during  the  weeks  preceding  the  Ember 
weeks,  on  such  day  of  the  week  and  at  such  place  as 
the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  unless  a  day  and  place  have 
been  appointed  by  the  Board  at  a  previous  meeting. 
The  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Missionarj'^  Fund.  The  Board 
may  hold  special  meetings  under  such  rules  as  they  may 
adopt,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  public  meetings  of 
their  clerical  and  lay  brethren,  and  to  take  such  other 
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lawful  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  intrusted  to  them. 

Sbc.  3.  In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  be 
a  collection  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Fund  on  the  second 
Sunday  in  the  months  of  January,  April,  July  and  Octo- 
ber, unless  that  be  a  day  on  which  the  Communion  is  to 
be  administered,  in  which  case  the  collection  may  be  on 
the  Sunday  after.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergy- 
man to  give  due  notice  of  these  collections,  and  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  congregation  to  their  importance 
and  claims.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  wardens  of 
every  parish  to  forward  the  proceeds  of  such  collections 
without  delay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who 
shall  hold  all  moneys  thus  received  by  him,  subject  to 
appropriation  by  the  Board,  and  shall  pay  them  upon 
order  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  report  annually 
a  statement  of  the  amount  of  funds  received,  and  of 
their  appropriation  of  the  same;  the  churches  which 
have  contributed,  with  the  amount  by  each;  and,  also, 
the  churches  which  have  failed  to  make  and  forward 
their  contributions :  which  report,  or  an  abstract  of  the 
same,  shall  appear  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  IN  THE  CANONS. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons 
of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Convention, 
except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day^s  notice 
thereof,  given  in  open  Convention ;  nor  (unless  by  unani- 
mous consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a 
committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 
Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during 
the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but,  in  such  case,  the 
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same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  votes)  shall  lie 
over  for  consideration  at  the  next  Annual  Convention.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the  twenty-second 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  met  at  Christ  Church,  at  10^ 
o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Eev.  James  Euncie, 
Missionary ;  the  Lessons,  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  Battin,  Rec- 
tor of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne ;  the  Litany,  by  the  Rev. 
Anthony  Ten  Broeck,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  LaFay- 
ette ;  and  the  Ante-Communion  Service  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
George  TJpfold,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  B.  Smith,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Kentucky. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  John 
B.  Wakefield,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  from 
St.  Mark  iv,  26-28. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  who  was  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  ele- 
ments to  the  Laity,  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis. 

The  Bishop  then  called  the  Convention  to  order ;  the  Sec- 
retary read  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  from 
a  list  laid  upon  the  table  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  names  of 
Lay  Delegates  which  had  been  returned  to  him,  under  the 
second  section  of  Canon  iv ;  and  the  following  answered 
and  took  their  seats,  viz : 
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The  Eev.  Mr.  Gregory  and  Mr.  William  B.  Thurston  were 
appointed  tellers. 

The  Kev.  Dr.  Talbot  presented  an  application  from  the 
parish  of  St.  James's  Church,  Goshen,  Elkhart,  Co.,  for  ad- 
mission  into  union  with  this  Convention;  and,  on  his  motion, 
the  said  application,  with  the  accompanying  papers,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  Talbot,  presented  a  communication  from  Mr. 
W.  T.  Norman,  of  Cincinnati,  containing  a  proposal  to  print 
the  Journal  of  this  Convention;  which  communication  was 
referred  to  the  Secretary,  with  power  to  act  according  to  his 
discretion. 

The  ballot  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  result- 
ed in  the  choice  of  the  Kev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  the 
Kev.  Anthony  Ten  Broeck,  the  Kev.  George  H.  McKnight, 
and  the  Kev.  James  Kuncie,  of  the  Clergy;  and  Hon.  James 
Morrison,  Hon.  Andrew  Ingram,  and  Harmon  B.  Payne, 
Esq.,  of  the  Laity. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  vote  for  a  fourth  lay  deputy, 
whereupon  Capt.  John  Love  was  elected. 

The  Chair  appointed  Kev.  Mr.  Spencer  and  Mr.  Gardner, 
tellers  to  receive  votes  for  Supplemental  Deputies. 

The  election  for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  resulted  in  the  choice  of  the  Kev.  J.  C.  Talbot, 
D.  D.j  and  the  Rev.  William  G.  Spencer,  of  the  Clergy;  and 
Hon.  James  Morrison,  George  W.  Mears,  M.  D.,  and  John 
Love,  of  the  Laity. 

On  balloting  for  a  third  clerical  member,  the  Kev.  George 
H.  McKnight  was  elected. 

Mr.  Payne,  from  a  committee  appointed  last  year,  presen- 
ted the  following  report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  at  Uie  last  Convention,  the  Report  on 
the  Organization  of  New  Parishes,  with  instructions  to  have  the  same  '*  re- 
vised and  published,  as  soon  as  funds  sufficient  for  the  purpose  are  procured," 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  no  funds  have  as  yet  been  placed  in  their  hands  for 
that  purpose  ;  and  that  they  would  beg  leave  to  ask  to  be  excused  frtm  any 
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farther  servic*  im  the  matter.  They  would  further  say,  from  an  examination 
of  the  Report  referred  to  them,  that  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Rev.  A.  J.  M. 
Hadson,  for  his  research  and  labour  in  preparing  the  Code  of  Laws  as  sub- 
mitted by  him  :  and  the  principal  reason  for  asking  to  be  discharged,  is  that 
they  think  the  Diocese  is  not  able  to  incur  the  expense  of  printing  which  the 
work  would  involve.

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKnight,  it  was

amendment  suggested  by  Mr.  Gardner,  it  was 

Ruolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  reyiie  Canon  III,  and 
report  to  this  Convention.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Broeck,  and  Messrs.  Payne  and  Gard- 
ner, were  appointed  the  Committee. 

The  Eev.  Mr  Stoy  proposed  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which  were  nnanimonsly  adopted,  the  members 
of  the  Convention  voting  by  rising,  and  in  silence. 

Whereas,  since  the  meetiogof  the  last  Convention,  it  has  pleased  Almighty 
God  to  remove  from  this  world  our  deceased  brother,  the  Rev.  Albert  Bing- 
ham, formerly  Missionary  at  Lima,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  while  wo  think  of  his  death  with  unfeigned  sorrow,  yet, 
we  desire  to  bow  with  humble  submission  to  the  hand  of  God,  who  has  thus 
cut  him  off,  in  the  midst  of  a  time  of  great  usefulness. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Albert  Bingham,  the  Church  has 
lost  a  pious  and  devoted  son  ;  the  Diocese,  a  faithful  Clergyman  and  sound 
scholar ;  we  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  a  beloved  brother  and  friend ;  and  his 
bereaved  wife,  a  kind  and  affectionate  husband. 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  this  Convention,  do  deeply  sympathise 
with  the  bereaved  relatives  of  the  deceased. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  bo  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  presented  to  the  friends  of  the 
deceased. 

The  Eev.  Mr.  Wilbur,  from  the  Committee  on  Unfinished

ReMolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  quota  due  from  this  Diocese,  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  General  Oonvention,  be  referred  to  the- Committee  appointed 
last  year  to  report  on  the  best  manner  of  assessing  the  Parishes  for  the  Bish- 
op's salary,  and  expenses  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  Mr,  Spencer,  a  Committee  of  three 
was  appointed  to  make  the  usual  assessments  of  Parishes, 
for  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  and  expenses  of  Coiiveution. 

The  Eev.  Mr.  Spencer,  Dr.  Gaston,  and  Dr.  Irwin  were 
named. 

A  Eeport  from  a  majority  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
revise  Canon  Hr,  was  read  by  Mr.  Gardner,  as  follows : 

The  undersigned,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  rerise  Canon  III,  re- 
spectfully report,  that  they  propose  the  foUowing  amendments,  \iz  : 

In  Section  1,  after  the  word  "  qualified  "  in  the  lost  line,  insert,  '*  of  trhtch 
election  at  least  ten  days  notice  shall  be  given,  either  by  the  Rector,  on  an 
occasion  of  Divine  Service,  or  by  ^  notice  posted  at  the  door  of  the  usual 
place  of  worship,  to  be  signed  by  a  Warden  of  the  Parish  or  the  Secretary  of 
the  Veetiy." 

In  Section  2,  after  the  words  "  right  to  rote,"  insert, 
1.  "All  Communicants  of  full  age  in  regular  standing,  who  have  been 
such  for  three  months  previous  to  the  meeting/' 
Section  4.   The  method  of  conducting  such  election  shall  be  as  follows,  viz-. 

1.  Such  eloctiou  shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  8  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and 
8  o'clock,  P.  M.,  at  the  usual  place  of  worship. 

2.  The  meeting  when  assembled  shall  appoint  a  Chairman  and  Secretary. 
The  Chairman  shall  appoint  two  persons  to  collect,  count,  and  make  a  full 
list  of  the  votes  given. 

3.  All  such  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 
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4.  The  Secretary  of  the  meeting  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the 
proceediags  thereof,  and  furnish  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  with  the  same, 
to  be  kept  with  the  papers  of  the  Vestry.

The  Committee  further  report  that  there  was  referred  to  them  a  proposed 
Oanon,  entitled  of  "Vacant  Parishes,"  and  that  thej  deem  the  adoption  of 
such  Canon  inexpedient.

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Canonical  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John 
S.  Davis,  and  Hon.  Geo.  A.  Bicknell,  as  lay  delegates  from 
the  Parish  of  St.  J'aul's  Church,  New  Albany,  was  laid  up- 
on the  Secretary's  table;  but  neither  of  the  said  delegates 
answered  to  his  name,  when  called. 

The  business  of  the  morning  was  resumed. 

A  motion  to  postpone  the  further  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed Canon  to  the  next  annual  Convention,  was  lost. 

After  further  discussion,  and  some  amendment,  the  Canon 
was  adopted,  {nem.  con,)  in  the  words  following,  viz : 

CANON  III. 

OF  THX  XLXCnOX  OF  WARDEMB  AND  YESTBTHEir. 

Sxc.  I.  On  Easter  Monday  in  every  year,  the  pew  holders  or  parishioners 
of  each  Church,  as  hereinafter  declared,  shall  elect  Waidens  and  Vestrymen 
of  the  same,  the  whole  to  consist  of  not  more  than  nine  members,  or  less  than 
three,  who  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and  shaU 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  :  of  the  time  and 
place  of  which  election,  at  liast  ten  days  notice  shaU  be  given,  by  the  Hec- 
tor, on  an  occasion  of  Divine  Service,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  or  in 
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case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  by  a  written  notice  posted  at  the  door  of 
the  usual  place  of  worship,  by  order  of  the  Vestry,  and  signed  by  their  Sec- 
retary, which  notice  shall  remain  till  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  parish  meetings,  the  following  description  of  persons  shall 
have  the  right  to  vote : 

Ist.  Male  communicants,  in  regular  standing,  and  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  who  have  been  communicants  for  three  months  previous  to 
the  meeting. 

2d.  Male  holders  or  lessees  of  pews,  not  less  thnn  twenty -one  years  of  age, 
not  being  communicants  under  ecclesiastical  censure,  and  who  have  held  their 
pews  for  three  months  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  have  paid  for  them. 

3d.  Each  male  person  not  a  member  of  another  communion,  and  having 
the  qualifications  required  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  who  has  subscribed 
to  the  support  of  the  church  for  three  months  previous  to  the  election,  and 
has  paid  his  subscnption. 

Seo.  3.  But  the  Wardens  or  the  Hector  may  require  tlie  declaration  of  the 
persons  above  described,  that  they  are  attached  to  the  doctrines,  discipline 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  4.   The  method  of  conducting  such  election  shall  be  as  follows,  vix  : 

The  meeting,  when  assembled,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector,  or  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Wardens.  The  Secretary  of  the  Vestry 
shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting.  The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint 
two  male  persons  present  to  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  who  shall  collect, 
count,  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  report  to  the  presiding  of- 
ficer the  names  of  the  persona  elected. 

Seo.  5.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  election,  file  with 
the  County  Recorder  the  certificate  of  such  election  required  by  law* 

The  Hon.  Andrew  Ingram  was  unanimously  elected  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Payne,  under  Canon  VIII,  it  was 

Reaolted,  That  the  names  of  Trinity  Church,  Cambridge  City,  and  Grace 
Church,  Shelby  ville,  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  called  up  the  Canon  proposed  by 
him,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  five :  whereupon  on 
motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  touching  the  proposed  Canon 
"Of  Vacant  Parishes,"  be  concurred  in. 


Mr.  Gardner  presented  and  read  the  following  Report: 
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The  undersigned,  appointed  a  Committee  at  the  laat  Conyention  of  this 
Diocese,  to  report  to  this  Convention  "concerning  the  most  adTifiable  plan  to 
be  adopted  in  the  future,  in  the  assessment  of  parishea  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Convention,"  respectfully  report  that  thej 
recommend  a  yearly  assessment  of  an  equal  sum  upon  each  and  eveiy  com- 
municant in  the  Diocese;  taking  for  a  basis  the  estimated  amount  necessary 
to  defray  said  expenses,  and  the  number  of  communicants  reported  at  the 
Convention  at  which  such  assessment  shall  be  made ;  and  that  each  pariah 
be  held  responsible  for  the  amount  assessed  against  it.

On  motion,  the  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  plan  it  recom- 
mends, was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  referred  to  the  same 
Committee,  to  make  the  assessment  accordingly,  for  the  en- 
suing year ;  and  to  the  Treasurer,  to  inform  the  several  par- 
ishes thereof. 

Dr,  Mears,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  pre- 
sented and  read  the  following  report. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
that  they  have  secured  Lot.  No.  4  in  Mcllvaine's  addition  to  the  town  of  In- 
dianapolis, by  the  payment  of  nine  hundred  doUars,  and  said  Lot  is  deeded 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  now  of  record  in  this  County. 

No  action  has  been  taken  on  the  sale  of  the  Illinois  land,  as  no  offen  have 
been  made  for  its  purchase,  siuce  the  last  Report. 

By  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be  discovered  that  there 
is  no  money  on  hand  for  the  payment  of  taxes  for  the  current  year.  The 
Trustees  suggest,  therefore,  that  provision  be  made  by  the  Convention  for 
said  object.  It  is  probable  that  some  twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars  may  be 
needed  for  the  purpose. 

As  to  thts  present  condition  of  the  funds  and  balance  on  hand,  we  refer  to 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.

The  parishes  which  have  contributed  to  the  Missionary  Fund,  are  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis,  65.12;  St.  John's  Church,  La  Fayette,  47.55;  St  Ste- 
phen's, Terre  Haute,  39.10  ;  St.  Paul's.  Evansville,  27,18  ;  St  James's  Vin- 
cennes,  24.45;  St.  Panl's,  LaPorte,  15.98;  St.  Matthew's,  Worthington, 
10.55  ;  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  9.00 ;  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  5.31 ;  Trinity,  Lo- 
gansport,  3.60;  St.  Mark's,  Lima,  3.50 ;  St  Mary's  Delphi,  1.00.  Christ 
Church,  Madison,  promises  ten  dollars. 

The  following  parishes  have  not  contributed:  Trinity,  Connersville ;  St. 
John's,  Cniwfordsville  ;  St  John's,  Hillsborough  ;  St.  Paul's,  Jefferson ville  ; 
Trinity,  Lawrenceburgh  ;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka  ;  St  Paurp,  New  Albany ; 
St  Stephen's,  New  Harmony ;  St.  James's,  Peru  ;  St.  Peter's,  Pittsburgh  ; 
Grace,  Sullivan ;  Trinity,  Vanderburgh. 

The  Treasurer  reports  $153.83,  as  the  balance  on  hand. 

The  Board  have  made  only  one  appropriation  during  the  year,  viz :  fifty 
dollars  to  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington.  They  have  been  desirous  of 
waiting  until  the  fimds  under  their  control  would  justify  them  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  itinerant  Missionary  for  the  Dioc2Se.  It  is  a  matter  of  much  re- 
gret that  the  delinquency  of  so  many  of  the  pariahes,  has  left  so  small  a  bal- 
ance at  the  disposal  of  the  Board

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP* 


MY  BRETHREN, 

The  Clesgt  and  Laitt  of  the  CoxYximoK. 

In  compliance  with  the  provision  of  Canon  XII,  Section  2d,  of  the  General 
Convention  of  1853,  I  proceed  to  give  you  an  account  of  my  official  acts 
during  the  past  Conventional  year,  and  of  the  general  condition  of  the 
Diocese. 

By  the  good  Providence  of  God,  I  have  been  enabled,  though  amid  no 
little  bodily  infirmity  consequent  on  protracted  illness  the  preceding  year,  to 
visit  every  Parish  and  Missionary  station  of  the  Diocese  once,  some  of  them 
twice,  and  certain  Parishes  which  have  remained  vacant  from  the  failure  to 
obtain  clergymen  to  fill  them,  several  times.  The  result  of  my  observation 
of  the  general  condition  of  the  Diocese,  is  slow  but  steady  growth,  and  an 
encouraging  prospect  of  future  advancement.  In  many  of  the  Parishes  there 
is  manifest  and  gratifying  improvement,  with  marked  numerical  increase ; 
and  almost  all  are  apparently  in  a  stronger  condition,  temporally  at  least, 
and  to  a  great  extent,  as  I  trust,  spiritually,  than  in  any  former  year  since  my 
connection  with  the  Diocese. 

There  have  been,  as  usual,  several  removals  of  Clergy  from  the  Diocese,  but 
their  places  have  been  supplied  in  most  instances  by  an  accession  of  Clergy- 
men, by  ordination,  and  from  other  Dioceses.  One  of  our  number,  a  faithful, 
self-denying,  useful  Missionary  has  finished  his  work  on  earth,  and  gone,  as 
we  trust,  to  his  reward — ^the  Rev.  Albert  Bingham,  late  Missionary  at  Lima, 
Bristol  and  Goshen.  He  died  on  the  first  of  August  last,  after  a  protracted 
and  painful  illness,  and  is  entombed  in  the  burial  ground  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  Nashotah  House,  Wisconsin,  where  he  had  received  his  prepara- 
tory and  theological  education,  and  of  which  he  was  an  alumnus.  He  was 
a  good  man,  a  devoted  son  of  the  Church,  and  a  faithful  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ. 
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On  the  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  13th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis.  As  this  is  the  parish  church  of  my  family,  I  frequently  officiate 
"when  at  home;  and  during  the  year  haye  officiated  therein,  exclueiTC  of  en 
official  yisitation  which  will  be  recorded  in  its  proper  place,  by  preaching 
twice,  by  reading  prayers  and  preaching  nine  times  ;  have  adrainiisteied  the 
Lord's  Supper  onoe  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  celebrated  one  marriage, 
^nd  officiated  at  one  funeral. 

The  following  week,  I  made  a  journey  to  the  East,  to  attend  the  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  the  City  of  New  York  ; 
and  on  the  23d  of  June  attended  and  presided  at  that  meeting,  and  the  fol- 
lowing day,  in  St,  Peter's  Church,  assisted  in  the  services  at  the  Annual 
Commencement  of  the  Seminary.  On  the  1st  of  July,  I  was  present  at  the 
Annual  Commencement  of  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Connecticut.  This  is 
strictly  a  Church  Institution,  in  which  the  sons  of  the  Church  are  carefully 
trained  in  the  usages  and  principles  of  our  holy  faith,  in  addition  to  a  thor- 
ough education  in  classical  learning  and  science.  From  a  conviction  of  'itM 
superior  advantages,  the  efficiency  of  its  instruction,  and  the  careful  attention 
bestowed  on  the  moral  and  religious,  as  well  as  the  intellectual  culture  of  its 
members,  I  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  parents  of  this  Diocese  who  hare 
sons  to  educate,  as  affording  superior  facilities  for  that  object,  and  at  a  com- 
paratively moderate  expense. 

During  tliis  journey,  which  I  was  advised  to  undertake  for  relaxation  aiid 
rest,  I  preached  once  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Greenbush,  once  in  Chri^t 
Church,  Tarrytown,  and  once  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Beech  wood,  in  tlie  Dio- 
ces«  of  New  York  ;  twice  in  St.  James's  Church,  New  London,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Connecticut,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper ;  twice 
in  Trinity  Church,  Claremont,  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire,  on  a  visit 
to  my  esteemed  friend  and  brother  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese ;  and  twice  in 
St.  James's  Church,  Hammond's  Port,  in  the  Diocese  of  WestemNew  York. 

On  the  22d  of  July,  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  D.  D.,  as  the  ALSsistant  Bishop  ttf  Pennsylvania. 

On  the  29th  of  July  I  consecrated  the  new  Parish  Church  of  St.  John's 
LaFayette,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  is 
a  beautiful  and  commodious  edifice  of  brick,  in  the  early  Gotiiic  style,  and 
admirably  adapted  to  the  hallowed  purpose  of  ita  erection.  It  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  public  spirit  and  liberality  of  the  parishioners,  by  whom  the 
sole  cost  has  been  defrayed.  The  interest  of  the  occasion  was  much  enhanced 
by  the  presence  and  services  of  the  Kev.  Prof.  Johnson,  of  the  General  Tbeologi- 
crJ  Seminary,  in  New  Y'ork,  the  founder  of  the  parish,  and  its  generous  ben- 
efactor, and  for  several  years  its  faithful  Rector,  who,  at  my  request,  preadied 
the  Consecration  Sermon. 

On  the  same  day  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Sullivan  H.  Weston  of  Trinity  Church,'New;Y^ork,  as  the  Bishop  of  Tex- 
as; which  office,  nowever,  he  subsequently  declined. 
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On  the  9tli  Sunday  alter  Trinity,  August  1, 1  preached  twice  in  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Delphi,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supi>er,  baptized 
three  iniauta,  and  confirmed  four  persons.  August  2d,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Logansport,  I  ])reached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  10th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  8Lh,  I  read  prayers  and  preached 
twice,  and  adiuiuistercd  th«  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  then  va- 
caat  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne.  This  parish  has  been  subse- 
quently supplied  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Baltin,  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  who  is  now  its  Rector. 

August  9th,  on  my  way  home,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  vacant 
parish  of  SL  James's  Church,  Peru. 

August  27th,  I  confirmed  a  sick  person,  in  private,  in  the  parish  of  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis. 

On  the  13lh  Sunday  afler  Trinity,  August  29th,  I  read  prayers  and  preach- 
ed twice,  and  baptized  /o«r  children  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Crawfordsville. 

September  2d,  I  celebrated  a  marriage  m  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  then 
vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Alonzo  J.  M.  Hi^dson,  its  late  Rector. 
His  place  has  since  been  supplied  in  this  parish  and  in  the  parish  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's Church,  Delphi,  by  the  Rev.  Elias  Birdsall,  from  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Mishawaka,  who  i^now  the  Rector  of  both  Parishes. 

Se]»tembcr  3d,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St. 
James's  Church,  Peru. 

On  the  14th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  5lh,  I  read  prayers  and  preach- 
ed twice,  and  adniinist«red  tlio  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  Trinity 
Church,  Logansport. 

September  10th,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the 
diocese  in  this  city;  and  the  same  day  admitted  Mr.  Louis  Phillipe  Tschif- 
felly  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Oa  the  17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  26th,  I  read  prayers  and 
preached  twice,  baptized  three  infants,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  at  Go- 
ahen,  a  Missionary  Station  of  the  Diocese. 

On  the  18th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  3d,  I  preached,  confirmed  nineteen 
persons,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  t)ie  Lord's  Supper,  in  Trinity 
Chorch,  Vanderburgh  County  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  in  a  German 
Lutheran  Church,  in  a  distant  part  of  the  parish.  The  following  morning  I 
confirmed  two  persons  in  a  School  House  in  another  and  distant  part  of  tho 
parish.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  being  myself  dis- 
abled by  an  almost  entire  loss  of  voice  ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  in  another  part 
of  the  parish,  I  confirmed  one  sick  woman  in  private,  and  administered  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  her  and  another  sick  person.  The  whole 
number  confirmed  on  this  visitation  in  this  parish  was  twenty-two,  and  reflects 
great  credit  on  the  fidelity  and  industry  of  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  William 
L.  Githeus,  Deacon,  who  commenced  his  labours  here,  under  my  inmaediate 
•apervision,  in  the  latter  part  of  June  preceding. 
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October  6tli,  I  held  an  ordination  in  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes,  and  ad- 
mitted the  Rev.  John  Frederick  Each,  Deacon,  the  Rector  elect  of  that  parish, 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  Pricfits,  preached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper.  On  this  occasion  Morning  Prayor  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Chapman,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  and  tin'  candidate  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Esch  has  reeoiitly  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship, and  confines  himself  to  the  duties  of  his  Professorship  of  the  German 
Language  in  the  University  of  Vincennes,  and  the  parish  is  again  vacant 

On  the  19th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  10th,  I  preached  twice  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Evansville,  and  confirmed  iwdve  persons ;  and  also  preached 
in  the  afternoon  of  that  day  in  a  room  fitted  up  for  public  worship  near  the 
Bodiam  coal  mines,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city.  This  additional  labour  was 
undertaken  by  the  zealous  and  indefatigable  Rector  of  this  parish,  in  con- 
nection with  a  Sunday  School  for  the  children  of  the  miners,  in  the  hope  that 
a  Missionary  might  be  found  to  undertake  the  charge.  In  this  he  was  disap- 
pointed, and  by  my  advice,  this  extra  service  was  relinquished  by  him,  as 
taxing  his  strength  too  much,  and  at  the  expense  of  his  health.  This  parish 
has  recently  made  great  improvements  in  its  Church  edifice.  School  House  and 
Parsonage,  at  an  expense  of  some  $500. 

On  the  20th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  17th,  I  read  JM^yers  and  preach- 
ed twice  in  tlie  vacant  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh. 

On  the  21st  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  24tli,  I  preached  twice,  admin- 
istered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  baptized yice  chihiren,  in  the 
vacant  parish  of  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville. 

October  27th,  I  consecrated  the  new  church  edifice  of  the  parish  of  Trinity 
Church,  Michigan  City,  and  preached  tlie  sermon,  and  was  assisted  in  the 
services  by  several  of  the  Clergy  composing  the  Convocation  of  Northern  Indi- 
ana, which  held  its  meeting  on  this  occasion,  and  by  other  visiting  Clergy  ; 
and  tlie  following  day  I  instituted  the  Rev.  Caleb  A.  Bruce  into  the  Rectorship 
of  the  parish,  which  he  has  subsequently  resigned,  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  William  H.  Stoy,  who  is  now  the  Rector.  This  Church  is  a 
handsome  structure  of  wood,  commonly  called  a  plank  church,  and  is  char- 
acterized by  elegant  simplicity.  It  is  in  the  earl}'  English  Gothic  style.  The 
cost  of  the  building  was  entirely  defrayed  by  the  parishioners,  without  soli- 
citing aid  from  abroad,  and  does  great  credit  to  their  liberality  and  zeal. 

In  the  evening  of  llie  second  day,  I  closed  the  meeting  of  the  Convocation 
with  a  brief  address  to  the  Clergy,  with  prayer  and  benediction. 

On  the  22d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  Slst,  I  preached  twice  and  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord  s  Supper,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol ; 
and  also  in  the  morning  of  the  following  day,  the  Festival  o  f  All  Saints ;  and 
in  the  evening  of  that  day  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mishawaka. 

November  3d,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person  at  Gothtn, 
a  missionary  station. 
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Noyember  4th,  I  preached,  and  baptized  an  infant  at  Ligonior,  a  missiona- 
Tj  station^  evening  prayer  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Birdaall,  who  accom* 
panied  me. 

On  the  23d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  7th,  I  preached  twice,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  St.  Mark's  Churcli,  Lima, 
the  then  minister  of  that  parish  and  of  Bristol,  the  Rev.  Wni.  H.  Stoy,  who 
succeeded  the  late  incumbent,  being  only  in  Deacon's  orders. 

November  9th,  in  the  evening,  I  preached  in  the  parish  of  Grace  Churchy 
Sullivan,  evening  prayer  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaver,  who  occasionally 
officiates  in  this  parish  as  a  missionary. 

On  the  21th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  14th,  I  preached  twice,  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Su])per,  and  confirmed  six  persons  in 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington.  In  this  parish  I  preached  again  on 
the  l6th. 

November  19th,  in  the  evening  I  preached  at  Mount  Vernon,  a  missionary 
station,  evening  prayer  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Foster,  who  is  Principal 
of  a  Female  Seminary  in  this  place,  and  officiates  statedly  as  the  missionary. 

On  the  25tli  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  21  st,  I  preached,  baptized  an 
infant,  and  confirmed  one  person  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Ilanuony. 

On  the  2d  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  twice,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sup})er,  in  the  vacant  parish  of 
Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh. 

December  7th.  I  met  tlic  Missionary  Committee  in  this  city. 

On  the  Festival  of  St.  Thomas,  December  21st,  I  hehl  an  ordination  in 
Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and  admitted  Mr.  Robert  Trewartha,  to  the 
Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  preached  the  sermon,  and  administered  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Ix>rd's  Supper.  On  this  occasion,  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Birdsall,  and  the  candidate  presented  by  the  then  Rector  of  tlie 
parish,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bruce.  In  the  evening  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two 
persons.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Trewartha,  officiates  as  a  missionary  to  English  em- 
igrants in  Lake  County,  under  my  immediate  supervision. 

On  the  Ist  Sunday  after  Christmas,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  twice  in 
the  vacant  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh. 

On  the  3d  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  January  23d,  I  held  an  ordination  in 
St.  John's  Church,  La  Fayette,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  William  H.  Stoy, 
Deacon,  then  tlie  Missionary  at  Bristol  and  Lima,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests, 
preached  the  sermon  and  administered  Uie  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
On  this  occasion,  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Birdsall,  the  kssons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gasman  of  the  Diocese 
of  Illinois,  and  the  candidate  presented  by  tlie  Rector  of  the  parish,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Ten  Broeck.    In  the  evening  I  preached,  and  confirmed  ttoo  persons. 

On  the  4th  Sunday  after  Epipliany,  January  30th,  I  preached  twice  in  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute. 
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On  the  the  5th  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  February  6th,  I  read  prayers  and 
preached  in  the  vacant  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrcnceburgh,  in  th« 
evening ;  an  accident  to  the  building  having  prevented  service  in  Uie  morning. 

On  Scxageaima  Sunday,  February  26Ui,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  twice 
at  Danville,  a  missionary  stition.  The  ministrations  of  the  Church  in  this 
place  were  introduced,  at  the  instance  of  several  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
County  Town,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot,  some 
weeks  previous,  the  latter  officiating  several  days  in  succession,  including  a 
Sunday,  and  with  gi'cat  acceptance,  and  an  encouraging  prospect  of  success. 
I  regret  that  I  have  not  been  enabled  as  yet  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  mis- 
sionary, for  this  promising  opening :  and  other  engagements  have  prevented 
me  from  repeating  my  visit. 

On  Qiiinquagesima  Sunday,  March  6th,  I  preached  twice,  administered  the 
Sacrament  o(  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  eight  persons,  in  St  Paul's 
Church,  Richmond. 

March  8th,  I  preached  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per in  St.  John's  Church,  Hillsborough. 

On  Ash  Wednesday.  March  9th,  I  preached  again  twice  in  St.  Paul's 
Churcli,  Richmond,  and  confirmed  one  sick  person  in  private. 

On  the  1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  13th,  I  preached  twice,  administered  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  Jive  persons  in  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Delphi. 

March  15th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  and  the  following 
days  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  James's  Church,  Peru.  Evening  prayer,  on 
each  of  tliese  occasions,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Birdsall,  who  accompanied 
me. 

On  the  2nd,  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  preached  twice  in  Trinity  Church,  Logans- 
port. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Birdsall  entered  on  the  pastoral  charge  of  this  parish,  with 
that  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  in  October  last,  he  having,  by  my  advice, 
removed  from  Mishawaka.  Under  his  efficient  and  acceptable  ministration, 
both  these  parishes  have  materially  revived,  and  are  in  a  state  of  encour- 
aging increase. 

/  On  the  Festival  of  the  Annunciation,  March  25th,  in  the  evening,  I  preach- 

ed im  Christ  Church,  Madison;  and  the  following  day,  3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  I 
visited  the  Sunday  School,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

March  30ih,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and  baptized  three  children  in  the 
vacant  parish  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton.  I  have  directed  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Githens,  as  the  nearest  missionary,  to  officiate  statedly  in  this  parish 
one  Sunday  in  each  month,  until  a  clergyman  can  be  obtained  to  take  the 
entire  pastoral  charge.  Cannelton  is  a  flourishing  manufacturing  village  on 
the  Ohio  river,  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  below  New  Albany, 
and  there  is  an  encouraging  prospect  for  the  Church,  if  its  ministrations  eaa 
be  statedly  afforded. 

On  the  4th  Sunday  in  Lent,  April  3d,  in  the  morning,  I  preached,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St. 
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Paul's  Church,  Jeffereonville  ;  and  in  the  evening,  preached,  and  confirmed 
fi^t  persons,  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  Paurs  Church,  New  Albany.  Both 
these  parishes  have  since  been  supplied,  the  former  by  the  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Trimble,  Deacon,  and  the  hitter  by  the  Rev.  John  S.  Wallace,  both  from  the 
Diocese  of  Kentucky. 

April  5fch,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  the  Missionary,  I  visited 
the  Missionary  station  at  Charlestown,  Clark  county,  and  read  prayers  and 
preached ,  and  the  following  day  read  prayers  and  preached  at  the  Mission- 
ary station.  New  Frankfort,  Scott  county.  These  places  are  served  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  in  connection  with  his  arduous  charge  as  Moral  Instruttor 
in  the  State  Penitentiary. 

On  the  5th  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  10th,  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
nx  persons,  in  Trinity  Church,  Port  Wayne. 

April  11th,  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  James's  Church,  Peru,  I  read  prayers, 
preached,  and  confirmed  on*  person. 

On  the  6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  April  17th,  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed 
tix  persons,  in  St.  John's  Church,  La  Fayette. 

April  19th,  I  admitted  Mr.  Isaac  Augustus  Hagar,  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders. 

On  Good  Friday,  April  22d,  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Terre  Haute,  and  confirmed  Mtn  persons. 

On  Easter  Day,  April  24th,  I  preached  twice,  administered  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  nghX  persons. 

On  the  Ist  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  the  newly  organized  parish  of  St. 
James's  Church,  Goshen,  Elkhart  county,  I  preached  twice,  baptized  tm 
adults,  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  celebrated  a  mar- 
riage, and  confirmed  ivso  persons  :  the  following  morning  I  visited  a  sick 
person  and  baptized  an  infant ;  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Mishawaka,  in  which  the  next  morning  I  celebrated  iv>o  marriages. 

April  4th,  in  St.  John's  Cliurch,  Bristol,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  «eoen 
persons ;  the  following  morning  preached,  and  administered  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  ;  and  in  the  evening  read  prayers  and  preached.  This 
parish,  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy  to  Michigan  City,  has 
been  since  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Thompson,  from  the  diocese  of 
Wisconsin,  who  entered  on  the  pastoral  ehargo  the  following  Sunday,  but  has 
not  yet  presented  a  letter  dimissory  to  this  Diocese. 

On  tlie  2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  8th,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and 
administered  the  SacraMcnt  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  vacant  parish  of  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Lima. 

May  9th,  in  the  evening  I  read  prayers,  preaehed,  and  baptized  children 
at  Elkhart,  a  Missionary  station. 

May  11th,  accompanied  by  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory,  I  visited 
Plymouth,  a  missionary  station,  and  preached.  The  friends  of  the  Church 
in  this  place  have  subscribed  $650  towards  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice, 
to  meet  the  condition  on  which  two  eligible  lots  of  ground  for  the  site,  have 
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been  offered  as  a  gift,  by  a  devoted  churcbman  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
Henry  C.  Carter,  Esq.,  formerly  of  Michigan  City.  The  whole  sum  required 
is  $700,  which  there  is  an  encouraging  prospect  will  soon  be  made  up. 

On  the  3rd  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  preached  twice,  baptized  an  infant, 
visited  the  Sunday  School,  and  confirmed  four  persons,  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
La  Porte. 

On  the  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  22d,  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed 
two  persons  in  Trinity  Church,  Connersville.  The  new  and  beautiful  church 
edifice,  the  completion  of  which  has  b«cn  delayed  by  many  untoward  and 
unexpected  circumstances,  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  about  three 
months.  It  is  a  tasteful  village  church,  of  brick,  in  the  early  English  Gothic 
style,  after  a  plan  by  the  late  Mr.  Wills,  Architect,  of  New  York ;  with  a  tower 
and  spire  ninety-four  feet  from  the  base  to  the  lop  of  the  cross,  and  will  be 
an  imposing  structure  and  an  ornament  to  to  the  place.  The  work  has  been 
persevered  in  by  the  indefatigable  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  amid  many 
discouraging  difficulties,  anil  reflects  great  credit  on  his  architectural  taste 
and  skill,  as  well  as  on  his  indomitable  courage  and  arduous  labors  in  raising 
the  required  funds. 

On  the  5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  29th,  I  i>reached  twice  and  confirmed 
ten  persons  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  the  chaste,  substantial  and  im- 
posing edifice  in  which  we  are  now  assembled ;  in  its  style  and  beautiful 
proportions,  the  finest  edifice  in  all  respects,  not  only  in  the  Diocese,  but  as 
far  as  my  observation  extends,  in  the  West.  The  design  and  plan  are  by 
Mr.  W^m.  Tinslcy,  Architect,  now  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  building  will  be  a 
monument  of  his  architectural  taste  and  skill.  But  all  praise  is  due  to  tlie 
Rector  of  the  parish,  under  whose  personal  superintendence  the  work  has 
been  done  and  tliorouglily  done,  with  the  assistance  of  the  gentlemen  com- 
posing the  Vestry,  and  particularly  the  Building  Committee.  The  expense 
has  been  defrayed  by  the  liberal  contributions  of  the  congregation,  and  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  the  industry  of  the  ladies  of  the  parish,  and  all  with- 
out soliciting  contributions  from  abroad.  I  need  not  dwell  on  the  theme, 
except  to  cxjTcss  my  thaiiks  to  God  wlio  hath  put  in  the  hearts  of  those  con- 
cerneil  to  erect  such  an  edifice  to  Ilis  glorj'^,  and  who  has  so  signally  and 
graciously  bestowed  His  abundant  blessing  on  the  enterprize.  The  im- 
posing structure  speaks  for  itself;  and  its  elegant  simplicity  of  design  and 
finish,  and  its  eminent  adaptation  to  the  hallowed  purpose  of  its  erection, 
the  worship  of  God  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  is  patent  to  all  observers. 

Thesummar3^of  my  oflicial  acts  for  the  past  Conventional  year  is  as  follows, 
to  wit :  Confirmations  in  20  Parishes  and  on  28  occasions,  138  ;  Baptisms, 
adults,  2,  infants,  27  ;  tl^e  Lord's  Supper  administered  23  times  ;  officiated 
by  reading  prayers  49  times  ;  preached  108  times  ;  celebrated  4  marriages  ; 
officiated  at  1  funeral  ;  ordained  2  Priests  and  1  Deacon.  In  the  discharge 
of  these  duties  I  have  travelled  s«veral  thoupand  miles. 

The  following  named  clergymen  have  taken  letters  dimissory  and  removed 
from  the  Diocese,  to  wit :    The  Rev.  John  M.  Goshorn,  the  Rev.  Caleb  A. 
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Bruce,  Uie  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Pattison,  Deacon,  and  the  Rev.  Alonzo  J.  M. 
Hudson.  Having  received  no  notice  as  yet  of  the  acceptance  of  the  transfer 
of  the  last  named,  he  is  of  course  still  canonical!/  under  mj  juriBdiction, 
and  his  name  continued  on  the  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  named  clergymen  have  been  added  to  the  Diocese,  to  wit  : 
The  Rev.  Robert  Trcwartha,  Deacon,  by  ordination,  and  the  Rev.  Colley  A. 
Foster,  M.  D.,  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Battin,  the  Rev.  Robert  W.  Trimble,  and 
the  Rev.  John  Singer  Wallace.  The  Rov.  Henry  M.  Thompson  has  also 
entered  on  the  duties  of  Rector  of  one  of  the  parishes,  but  has  not  as  yet 
presented  a  letter  dimissory. 

The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are,  David  Francis,  Louis  Philippe 
Tschiffelly,  and  Isaac  Augustus  Hagar. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  record  the  presence  and  assistance,  at  the  opening 
services  of  the  Convention,  of  my  Right  Rev.  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky, by  whose  hands,  on  this  spot,  in  the  former  parish  ehurch,  I  was 
consecrated  to  the  Episcopal  office  in  December,  1849.  The  interchange  of  visits 
on  such  occasions,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  is  not  only  pleasant  and  grati- 
fying, but  promotive  of  mutual  good  feeling,  and  conducing  much  to  cherish 
that"  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,"  which  so  eminently  characterizes 
our  branch  of  the  Church,  and  for  which  our  united  prayers  constantly 
ascend  to  its  great  and  glorious  Head.  An  additional  gratification  was 
afforded  me,  which  you  all  doubtless  felt  in  common  with  me,  in  the  sound, 
discriminating,  conservative,  and  masterly  discourse,  with  which  we  were 
favored  with  by  our  venerable  brother  last  evening. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  detain  you  by  any  additional  observations  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  Diocese.  The  record  just  read,  with  the  details  on  which  I  have, 
to  some  extent,  enlarged,  will,  I  trust,  suffice  "to  throw  such  light  on  its 
affitirs"  as  will  shew,  that  while  the  progress  of  the  Church  therein  is  com- 
paratively slow,  it  is  steady  and  sure  ;  and  that  without  cause  for  any  special 
gratulation,  there  is  no  cause  for  discouragement.  One  great  impediment 
to  progress,  is  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  clergymen  for  the  necessary 
missionary  work,  which,  from  our  peculiar  position,  is  devolved  upon  ns,  so 
as  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  promising  openings  for  our  ministrations,  which 
are  continually  presented,  with  earnest  and  affecting  appeals  for  their  imme- 
diate occupation.  "The  harvest  is  truly  plenteous;*'  but  alas  I  "the 
labourers  are  few."  It  becomes  us,  therefore,  to  pray  constantly  and  fervently 
to  "  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  He  would  send  forth  labourers  into  His 
harvest."  It  is  our  boundeu  duty  to  pray  for  such  Divine  interposition.  It 
is  equally  our  duty  to  add  earnest  efforts  to  our  prayers  ;  to  devote  our  time, 
our  talents,  our  social  position  and  influence  to  the  promotion  of  the  important 
tant  object ;  and  above  all,  to  contribute  liberally  of  our  worldly  substance  to 
provide  "  the  hire,"  of  which  the  faithful  labourers  are,  on  inspired  authority, 
declared  to  be  "  worthy,"  and  secure  them  an  adequate  and  comfortable  main- 
tenance. In  this  respect,  have  we  done  among  ourselves  what  we  could  ?  With 
a  very  little  personal  sacrifice  and  self  denial,  might  we  not  have  done  much 
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more  ?  There  is,  I  am  apprehensive,  a  too  prevalent  disposition  among  ui,  grow- 
ing out  of  former  feebleness,  and  its  ready  supply  from  abroad,  to  eacpect  and 
rely  upon  extraneous  aid.  We  have,  in  former  years,  received  such  aid 
to  a  large  extent,  and  an  expectation,  amounting  almost  to  a  demand  for  its 
continuance,  serves  to  create  and  cherish  carelessness  and  indifference  to  the 
putting  forth  of  practicable  and  efficient  efforts  to  help  ourselves.  It  is  high 
time  this  disposition  and  expectation  should  give  place  to  a  more  expanded 
and  liberal  spirit ;  and  that,  instead  of  soliciting  and  depending  on  contribu- 
tions from  abroad,  we  should  cherish,  as  a  Diocese,  a  proper  feeling  of  inde- 
pendence and  pride,  and  exert  ourselves  to  provide  for  the  exigencies  of  our 
own  household,  so  as  to  dispense  with  the  staff  on  which  we  have  been  accus- 
tomed too  much  to  lean.  These  remarks  I  would  apply,  not  only  to  providing 
within  ourselves,  for  sustaining  and  extending  the  missionary  work,  but 
particularly  to  the  erection  of  church  edifices.  I  feel  constrained  to  say,  that 
it  will  bo  with  very  great  reluctance  that  I  shall  in  future  sanction  any  ap- 
plication for  soliciting  aid  from  abroad  in  aid  of  church  building,  even  if  I 
should  not  from  a  sense  of  duty,  absolutely  refuse  to  lend  my  sanction  to 
such  enterprises.  The  circumstances  must  be  very  peculiar  and  urgent  in 
any  case,  and  the  necessity  manifest,  to  induce  me  to  commend  such  solici- 
tation. 

Since  we  last  assembled,  dark  clouds  seem  to  have  gathered  over  portions 
of  our  General  Church,  in  the  bereavement  of  an  unusual  number  of  her 
clergy,  several  of  them  among  the  most  promiuent  and  efficient  of  her  minis- 
tering servants.  Two  of  our  bishops  have  been  numbered  with  the  dead. 
These,  from  the  intimate  relation  in  which  I  stood  to  them  during  my  whole 
ministerial  life,  as  well  as  a  tribute  justly  due  to  tlieir  memoiy,  demand  from 
me,  on  the  present  occasion,  particular  notice. 

Ill  December  last,  the  Riglit  Rev.  Henry  Ustick  Onderdonk,  D.  D.,  formerly 
the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  departed  this  life,  at  an  advanced  age,  in  Phila- 
delphia, the  place  of  his  residence.  He  was  a  fellow  Presbjrter  with  me  for 
some  years  in  the  diocese  of  New  York ;  after  my  removal  to  Pennsylvania, 
he  was  for  several  years  my  diocesan,  and  our  intercourse  was  intimate.  In 
intellectual  power,  and  extensive  and  profound  theological  learning,  he  had 
no  superior  among  his  brethren  in  the  episcopate,  and  few  equals.  His  pub- 
lished writings  in  defence  and  confirmation  of  our  holy  faith  are  of  high 
value.  The  celebrated  Tract,  "Episcopacy  tested  by  Scripture,"  will  long  be 
an  evidence  of  his  candid  spirit,  his  severe  logic,  his  conclusive  reasofiing, 
his  perspicuous  stylo  and  his  singular  ability  in  manner  and  matter  as  a  con- 
troversialist. It  has  convinced  numbers,  and  will  convince  more,  of  the  truth 
of  our  claims,  on  Scriptural  authority  alone,  independent  of  other  evidence, 
to  the  divinely  instituted  and  apostolic  constitution  of  "the  ministry  of  recon- 
ciliation." The  latter  part  of  his  protracted  pilgrimage  on  earth,  was  spent 
in  retirement,  amid  increasing  physical  infirmity  and  much  affliction,  during 
which,  to  all  who  were  favoured  with  his  society,  and  saw  him  constantly,  he 
uniformly  exemplified,  in  the  meek,  quiet  and  submissive  spirit  with  which 
he  bore  his  sorrows  and  sufferings,  and  in  his  daily  life  and  conversation,  the 
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faith,  patience  and  all  the  graces  and  viitucs  of  a  sincere  and  devout  ChristiaD. 
Though  his  declining  yeai-s  were  clouded  over  by  adversity,  tlie  sun  of  his 
life  set  in  perenity  and  brilliancy.  He  died,  after  a  brief  illness,  in  the  full 
assurance  of  failli  in  Christ  the  Lord,  and  in  the\:oiufort  of  a  "reasonable;re- 
ligious  and  holy  hope"  of  a  blessed  immortality. 

Within  a  few  brief  weeks,  another  distinguished  Bishop  has  been  suddenly 
gtrieken  down  by  the  relentless  hand  of  death,  in  the  very  midst  of  active, 
energetic  and  aboundingly  useful  labours,  tlie  Right  Rev.  George  Washington 
Doane,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey.  He  was  nearly  my  con- 
temporary in  the  ministry,  and  my  beloved  and  valued  friend  of  forty  years. 
I  assisted  in  the  services  at  his  ordination  as  Deacon,  and  for  a  considerable 
period  we  were  associated  in  pastoral  duties,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  New 
York,  of  which  I  was  the  Rector,  and  in  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  in 
which  we  jointly  supplied  the  jwsitionof  one  of  its  Av-sistant  Ministers,  va- 
cant by  the  removal  of  our  mutual  friend,  the  late  lamented  Bishop,  then  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  to  tlie  Rectorshij^  of  Grace  Church  in  that  city .  Our  in- 
tercourse for  a  time  was  almost  daily.  I  knew  him  well  and  intimately.  He 
had  his  faults — ^and  who  has  not? — great  faults,  as  some  even  of  his  friends 
thought  and  lamented  ;  but  they  were  faults  of  natural  ardent  temperament, 
faults  of  manner,  faults  growing  out  of  the  depth  and  strength  of  his  convic- 
tions, combined  with  an  iron  will  and  resolute  determination  in  following  out 
those  convictions,  and  the  exalted  sense  he  entertained  of  official  position, 
duty  and  responsibility.  They  were,  however,  thrown  into  shade,  and  more 
than  compensated,  by  his  generous  impulses,  his  affectionate  disposition,  and 
his  brilliant,  domestic,  social  and  Christian  virtues.  I  take  a  melancholy 
pleasure  in  bearing  tliis  public  testimony  to  his  noble,  unsel^sh,  self-sacrifi- 
cing spirit,  his  warm  and  loving  heart,  his  burning  zeal  and  untiring  labours  in 
the  cause  •(  God  and  His  Cliurch,  and  in  every  enterprise  promising  in  any, 
even  in  the  smallest  way,  to  promote  her  weal  and  extend  her  influence.  His 
superior  natural  talents,  his  richly  cultivated  mind,  his  brilliant  genius,  his 
profound  and  diversified  learning,  commanded  my  admiration.  His  mora] 
worth,  his  deep  and  ardent  pi etj',  and  his  genial  social  virtues,  won  my  high 
esteem  and  strong  affection.  His  work  for  God's  Church,  particularly  in  the 
cause  of  Christian  education,  was  wise  ia  conception,  extensive  in  character, 
and  eminent  in  success.  No  man  of  his  day  has  done  so  much  for  the  religious 
training  of  the  children  of  the  Church,  and  done  it  so  well.  His  episcopate 
of  twenty-seven  years  was  equally  distinguished  for  its  signal  efficiency  and 
it«  glorious  results.  Amid  much  misapprehension  of  the  purity  of  his  mo- 
tives, the  honesty  of  his  purp»«cs,  and  the  wisdom  of  his  plans,  by  some 
even  who  were  apparently  personally  friendly  ;  and  constant  and  cruel  mis- 
representation, malicious  opposition,  and  unmerited  reproach  from  others,  who 
taking  counsel  of  their  passions  and  prejudices,  were  pertinacious  in  their 
machinations  and  denunciations,  he,  strong  in  the  "mens  conscia  recti,^'  and 
in  the  faith  and  fear  of  God  his  Saviour,  fearlessly  pursued  the  great  work 
conceived  by  his  great  heart,  and  planned  by  his  sagacious  wisdom,  unmoved 
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hj  pragmatical  opposition,  and  undaunted  by  reproach  and  calumny.  What 
his  zealous  and  far  seeing  spirit  prompted,  his  judgment  approved,  and  his 
conscience  commended  as  duty,  that  he  did,  and  persisted  in  doing,  regard- 
less of  personal  conseouences.  Right  onward  was  his  principle  and  practice. 
He  lived  an  honest  man,  with  no  deceit  in  his  tongue,  no  reservation  of  his 
convictions,  no  double  dealing,  and  no  mean  subterfuges  in  his  conduct. — 
Ho  lived  a  true  man,  tnic  to  his  noble  instincts,  true  to  the  high  an«l  holy 
principles  which  prompted  his  acts  and  concentrated  his  energies,  true  to  his 
official  responsibilities,  true  to  the  Church  which  he  loved,  true  to  his  God. 
He  lived  a  devoted  Christian  man,  an  affectionate,  sympathizing,  faithful 
shepherd  of  the  flock  committed,  in  the  Providenceof  God,  to  his  chief  pas- 
toral supervision,  and  which,  under  his  laborious,  acceptable,  and  efficient 
ministrations,  had  grown  fr<»m  comparative  feebleness  to  extraordinary 
strength ,  "the  little  one"  he  found,  having  under  his  assiduous  nurture  "be- 
come a  thousand."  He  died  as  he  had  lived.  The  summons  to  depart  wa« 
sudden,  but  it  found  him  with  his  armor  on,  the  Christian  soldier  clothed  in 
the  panoply  of  God,  and  ready  for  the  final  conflict,  as  he  had  ever  been  for 
the  many  and  grievous  conflicts  which  seemed  to  cluster  about  his  course  from 
earliest  manhood  until  the  day  of  his  death.  Hie  last  words  were  a  truthful 
and  impressive  epitome  of  the  faith  in  which  he  had  lived  ;  they  embodied 
the  principles  which  had  ever  actuated  his  proceedings,  and  sustained  him 
amid  his  many  trials  and  accumulated  sorrows.  "I  die,"  said  he,  "in  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  and  in  the  confidence  of  His  One,  Holy,  Catholic, 
and  Apostolic  Church.  I  have  no  merits:  no  man  has:  but  my  trust  is  in 
the  mercy  of  Jesus."  Thus  he  "  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  ;"  for  "so  He  giveth  His 
beloved  sleep." 

In  the  repeatea  Dercavements  of  many  of  her  sons,  and  some  of  them  her 
brightest  and  best,  which  the  Church  has  recently  sustained,  there  is  food  for 
solemn  thought  to  us,  my  brethren  of  the  dergy,  who  in  the  Divine  mercy  yet 
survive  :  motives  most  impressive,  awakening  and  urgent,  to  look  well  to 
ourselves  and  our  spiritual  condition;  t'j  scrutinize  our  hearts  and  lives  ;  to 
consider  our  official  responsibilities,  t^.e  weighty  duties  of  our  position,  and 
how  we  have  discharged  them  ;  with  all  that  pertains  to  our  arduous  calling 
as  the  "ministers  of  Christ  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God,"  of  whom  it 
is  imperatively  required  that  they  be  ever  "  found  faithful."  May  God  in 
His  abounding  grace  enable  us  to  lay  the  monitory  lesson  to  heart ;  and  so  to 
lay  it  to  heart,  that  we  may  be  incited  to  renewed  fidelity  in  our  high  and 
weighty  charge,  to  live  and  labour  in  the  ministry  committed  to  us,  with  in- 
creased integrity  and  assiduity  ;  and  to  strive  more  earnestly  than  we  have 
hitherto  done,  to  advance  the  glorious  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church,  and 
promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of  those  more  immediately  committed  to  our 
pastoral  care;  that  when  our  work  on  earth  is  done,  and  "the  time  of  our 
departure  is  at  hand,"  with  the  holy  Paul,  "we  may  be  ready  to  be  offered," 
and  in  his  consciousness  of  having  *' fought  a  good  fight,  finished  our  course 
and  kept  the  faith,"  we  may,  each  one  of  'js,  with  him  anticipate,  in  assured

Our  church  has  thi?  spring  undergone  thorough  repairs.  Inside,  the  largest 
partofUie  woodwork  has  been  painted  and  grained  in  imitation  of  oak; 
new  carpets  have  been  laid  down,  and  bronze  gas  posts  erected  and  sur- 
mounted with  glass  shades.   Outside,  the  3'ard  has  been  sodded  and  adorned 
with  beautiful  evergreen  trees ;  the  Church  and  School  house  painted  stone 
color,  und  the  latter  building  neatly  fitted  up  for  the  Sunday  School.  Finally, 
ihe  Church,  School  house,  and  Parsomige,  all  oi^cupying  one  lot,  have  been 
enclosed  with  a  neat  and  substantial  fence.    For  tlie  lieginning  of  this  latter 
work,  wc  have  to  thank  the  young  men  of  the  parish,  who  last  summer  raised 
a  subscription  among  themselves  for  tlie  purpose  of  euclos»ing  iha  front  yard 
oftheCburch.    This  was  accordingly  done  at  an  expense  of  about  $50, 
which  sum  is  entei*ed  above,  being  iucluded  in  that  under  the  head  of  re- 
pairs, &c.    The  zeal  of  the  ladies  of  the  Mite  Society  first  led  to  the  im- 
provements of  this  spring.    Having  expended  the  Society  money  upon  the 
church,  they  determined  to  give  more  from  their  own  ]>ur8es  to  continue  the 
good  work  so  well  begun.    One  ladj'  generouslj'  paid  the  whole  price  of  the 
carpets  for  the  aisles  and  chancel — about  $60  ;  another  contributed  the  b<»au- 
tiful  bronze  gas  |K)sts  which  were  veiy  exi)ensivc,  and  also  had  the  windows 
repainted  ;  another  lady  gave  the  gWs  shades.

The  most  marked  event  in  the  history  of  this  Parish,  during  the  past  year 
has  been  the  opening  of  our  new  Church  edifice.   It  has  been  erected  at  a  co«t 
of  about  $20,000;  and,  for  architectural  beauty,  and  strict  truthfulness  in 
construction,  is^not  surpajssed  by  any  church  edifice  in  the  West — ^perhaps  bv 
few  anywhere.   It  was  opened  for  service  on  Sunday,  Maj  22d.    The  duti«  ' 
devolving  upon  the  Rector,  l^as  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  have 
necessarily  prevented  him  from  giving  that  attention  to  his  Pastoral  duties, 
which  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Parish  at  all  times  demand.  Doubtless, 
those  interests  have  suflfered  in  consequeitce.  Yet,  if  liberality  in  gifts  to 
God  and  His  Church  be  indicative  of  an  earnest  Christian  life,  it  is  surely  not 
entirely  wanting  here.   The  sum  actually  paid  into  the  Treasurv  during  the 
past  year,  exclusive  of  the  Rector's  salary,  has  been  nearly  $7,000.  Besides 
the  services  enumerated  in  this  report,  the  Rector  has  visited  Danville.  Hen- 
drick's  County,  and  delivered,  by  request,  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  distinc- 
tive principles  of  the  Church.  They  were  received  with  marked  favor,  and 
he  hopes  soon  to  make  arrangements  for  regular  services  there.

ARTICLE  m. 

OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  OONVEHTION, 

Sec.  1.  Every  Presbyter  in  regular  standing  in  this 
Church,  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and 
who  is  regularly  admitted  and  settled  in  some  parish  or 
church  within  this  Diocese,  or  is  employed  as  a  missionary 
under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  en- 
gaged as  professor  or  instructor  of  youth  in  any  college, 
academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  duly  incorpora- 
ted; or  who,  for  six  months  preceding  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  shall  have  been  principal  of  an  academy  or 
school  under  the  direction  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  vestry 
of  any  parish  in  union  with  this  Convention,  and  who  has 
not  taken  letters  dimissory,  and  every  Deacon  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  office,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  scat  and  vote  in  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Every  parish  in  union  with  the  Oliurch  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  in  any  conven- 
tion thereof,  as  follows:  A  parish  of  any  number  of  qualified 
voters  for  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  the  same,  not  exceeding 
twenty,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  delegate;  over  twenty 
and  not  more  than  fifty,  two  delegate!;  and  over  fifty,  not 
exceeding  three  delegates,  and  each  delegate  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  a  vote.  But  no  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  delegate 
whose  certificate  does  not  show  the  number  of  qualified  vo- 
ters in  the  parish. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  A  QUORUM. 

Three  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  at  least  one  lay 
delegate  from  each  of  three  churches,  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  any  number  of  either 
order  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  till  a 
quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  A  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in 
the  Convention,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  same; 
but  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  president  of  the  standing  committee  shall  be  President 
of  the  Convention;  and  if  ho  be  not  present,  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  j)re8iding 
ofl5cer  elected  from  among  the  attending  presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  and  continue  in 
office  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  tine 
and  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  at- 
test its  public  acts,  preserve  its  recojixls,  and  give  notice  to 
each  minister  and  vestry,  at  least  one  month  beforehand,  of 
the  lime  and  place  appointed  for  any  stated  or  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE.  Vn. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Conven- 
tion, who  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  suQiceasor  is  elected. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds,  which 
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ber  the  ecdesiastical  authority  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies which  may  occur  among  the  said  Deputies  before,  or  at, 
the  silting  of  the  General  Convention. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy,  or  Supjdemental 
Deputy,  thus  appointed,  if  he  declines  said  appointment,  to 
give  seasonable  notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  Xm. 

OF  ALTEEING  THE  OONSTTTDTION. 

The  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any 
article  except  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and 
by  a  vote  of  two-tliirds  of  the  members  present^  nor  unless 
such  alteration  shall  hav^  been  proposed  and  approved  at 
the  annual  meeting  previous  to  its  adoption,  and  published 
at  jt?^rge  in  the  journals  of  the  Convention. 


Note. — Article  III  of  the  Constitution  was  amended  at  the  Annual  Con- 
vention of  1859,  by  the  aubstitution  of  "prenbyter"  for  "clergyman,"  in  the 
first  line,  and  by  the  addition  of  the  Y^prda  "and  every  Deacon  in  the  exer* 
oise  of  his  office/'  in  the  12th  line.

OANON  I. 

OF  THE  OBDEB   OF  BUSINEB8. 

SecTTON  1.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Conyention,  the 
Bishop  or  other  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following 
Standing  Committees,  consisting  of  three  persons  each,  one 
of  whom,  at  least,  shall  be  a  clergyman  : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lajr  Delegates,  who 
shall  report  at  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Accounts. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Sec.  2.   The  business  shall  then  proceed  as  follows  : 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  an  assistant. 
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2.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  shall 
prefer  another  time  for  its  delivery. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

CANON  11. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION  OF   PARISHES  INTO  UNION. 

Any  association  ol  ten  or  more  adults  consenting  to  adopt 
and  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  assuming  some 
name  by  which  their  church  or  parish  may  bo  designated, 
and  appointing  a  Vestry  to  manage  its  temporal  concerns, 
may  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention. 

CANON  III. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  WABDENS  AND  VKSTBYMEN. 

Sec.  1.  On  Easter  Monday  in  every  yeai',  the  pew-holders 
or  parishioners  of  each  church,  as  hereinafter  declared,  shall 
elect  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  the  same,  the  whole  to  con- 
sist of  not  more  than  nine  members  or  less  than  three,  who 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and 
shall  continue  in  oflSce  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected: 
of  the  time  and  place  of  which  election,  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  shall  be  given,  by  the  Eector,  on  an  occasion  of  Di- 
vine Service,  or,  in  tlie  absence  of  the  Rector,  or,  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  by  a  written  notice  posted  at 
the  door  of  the  usual  place  of  worship,  by  order  of  the  Ves- 
try, and  signed  by  their  Secretary,  which  notice  shall  remain 
till  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  parish  meetings  the  following  description  of 
persons  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  : 

1.  Male  communicants,  in  regular  standing,  and  not  less 
than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  have  been  communicanta 
for  three  months  previous  to  the  meeting. 

2.  Male  holders  or  lessees  of  pews,  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  years  of  ago,  not  being  communicants  under  ecclesiasti- 
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cal  censure,  and  who  have  held  their  ]>cw8  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  meetini^,  and  have  ]>aid  for  them. 

3.  Each  male  person  not  a  member  of  anothercommuniou, 
and  having  the  qualifications  required  in  the  preceding  par- 
agraph, who  has  subscribed  to  the  support  of  the  Church,  for 
three  months  previous  to  the  election,  and  has  paid  his  sub- 
scription. 

Seo.  3.  But  the  Wardens  or  the  Rector  may  require  the 
declaration  of  the  persons  above  described,  that  they  are  at- 
tached to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  4.  The  method  of  conducting  such  election,  shall  be 
as  follows,  viz: 

The  meeting  when  assembled  shall  be  presided  over  by  the 
Rector,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Wardensi — 
The  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the 
meeting.  The  presiding  oflacers  shall  appoint  two  male  per- 
persons  present  to  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  who  shall 
collect,  count,  and  make  a  lull  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and 
report  to  the  presiding  oflScer  the  names  of  the  persons  elec- 
ted. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  elec- 
tion, file  with  the  County  Recorder  the  certificate  of  such 
election,  required  by  law. 

CANON  IV. 

OF  LAY  delegates. 

Sec.  1.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to 
representation  in  this  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the  Con- 
vention a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry, 
or  l)y  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  substance 
as  follows,  viz.:

For  the  increase  ot  said  funds,  a  collection  shall 
be  made  annually  on  Christmas  day,  in  every  congregation 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  All  collections  and  donations  specially  made  for 
either  of  the  above  objects  shall  be  kept,  together  with  the 
income  thereof,  distinct  from  the  others,  and  shall  be  faith- 
fully appropriated  to  the  designated  object. 

All  collections  and  donations  not  so  specially  designated  . 
to  any  one  of  the  said  objects  shall  be  appropriated  to  all  or 
either  of  them,  as  the  Convention  may,  from  time  to  time, 
determine. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  on 
the  first  day  of  each  annual  session,  the  amount  and  condi- 
tion of  said  trust  funds,  and  shall  continue  in  oflSce  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

CANON  VII. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being 
Bishop  thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial 
under  the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Dioce- 
san Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall  be 
as  follows  :  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing, 
addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offen- 
ces ot  which  the  accused  is  allied  to  be  guilty,  with  reason- 
able certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances.  Such 
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prcscntireiit  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  Dumber  of 
the  members  oi  the  \  cstry  of  any  Church  of  which  the  accu- 
sed is  a  minister,  or  by  any  throe  presbyters  of  tliis  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. Whenever,  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the 
IJishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  vny  Clergyman  is 
under  the  imputation  of  having  been  gailty  of  any  oflense  or 
misconduct  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the 
interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  appoint  five  pei-sons,  of  whom  three  at  least  shall 
be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case:  a  majority  of  whom  may 
make  such  examination,  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion  suf- 
ficient ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the  Clergyman 
accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  anyone  of  the  modes 
above  prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not 
appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to  constitute  an  oflfense  may  dismiss 
it;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which 
do  not  constitute  an  ofiense,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dis- 
miss the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When 
it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause 
a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nomi- 
nate nine  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of 
them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and 
if  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within 
the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the 
presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Board  ior  the  trial  of  the 
accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  and  from  place  to  place  (but  always  within  this  Dio- 
cese,) as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  sach  meet- 
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ing,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making 
the  presentment. 

Sp:c,  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  miet'ng  of 
the  Board  of  Presbyter?,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not 
attend, nhcn  those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  timo  to 
time;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear 
to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  with- 
in a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend  not  being 
less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and  proceed  to 
the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth 
of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall 
not  confess  them  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  bis 
trial,  as  before  mentioned,  ho  shall  be  considered  as  denying 
them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  dne 
notice,  shall  not  kppear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters,  ap- 
pointed for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as 
if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  see  fit  to  ad- 
journ to  another  day. 

Seo.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively; 
and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may, 
at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the 
truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning 
the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment.  If,  on  or  during  the 
trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as 
stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with 
hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to 
be  pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  B'shop 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any 
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material  wituess  can  not  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  a  commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of 
such  witness.  Such  commiseaiy  may  be  either  a  Clergyman 
or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the 
other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  "taking 
the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall 
be  served,  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place 
of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for 
every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And 
both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness,  and  the 
questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed 
by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissary,  and 
inclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  wituess  examined 
before  such  commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty 
or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating 
the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced  ; 
and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  communi- 
cated to  the  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  together  with 
the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pro- 
nounce such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Board ;  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop 
shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the 
Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be 
most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him, 
which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  per- 
sons who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the 
Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may 
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grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board 
of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before 
whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Ca- 
non may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate 
of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service 
by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  afladavit 
of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a 
party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed 
a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at 
least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing 
by  counsel,  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not 
otherwise,  those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege; 
which  counsel  shall  in  all  cases  be  members  ofthe  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment 
of  a  Clergyman  shall  bo  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee 
and  for  that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered 
to  their  Secretary. 

CANON  vm. 

OF  CHUBCHES  LOSING  THEIR  OONNECTION  WITH  THE  PEOTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL  OHUKOH  IN  THIS  DIOCESE. 

Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Charch  in  union  with  this  Con- 
vention shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make 
a  parochial  report,  no  missionai7  report  being  made  in  its 
behalf,  and  during  the  same  period  shall  not  employ  a  Cler- 
gyman as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain  the  services  of  a 
Missionary,  nor  be  represented  by  any  delegate  or  delegates 
in  Convention,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  for- 
feited its  connection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  representation  in

the  Convention  thereof;  but  any  such  Church  may  be  re-ad- 
mitted into  such  connection  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Bishop,  and  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention;  and  such  re- 
admission  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the 
Convention,  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 

CANON  IX. 

OF  clergymen's  expenses  to  convention. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  in  each  Parish  to  pro- 
vide, by  collection  in  church  or  otherwise,  for  the  expenses  of 
their  Rector  to  and  from  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  BOARD. 

Seo.  1.  The  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  the  Missionary  Board  there- 
of. The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  designate  Missionary 
stations,  to  establish  itinerant  missions,  and  to  aid  feeble  par- 
ishes in  the  support  of  their  ministers,  at  the  suggestion  or 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop  shall  have 
the  nomination  of  all  Missionaries.  The  salaries  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries, and  tlie  times  of  payments,  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Board. 

Seo.  2.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  hold  stated  meetings 
quarterly,  during  the  weeks  preceding  the  Ember  weeks,  on 
such  day  of  the  week  and  at  such  place  as  the  Bishop  shall 
appoint,  unless  a  day  and  place  have  been  appointed  by  the 
Board  at  a  previous  meeting.  The  travelling  expenses  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Missionary 
Fund.  The  Board  may  hold  special  meetings  under  such 
rules  as  they  may  adopt,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  public 
meetings  of  their  clerical  and  lay  brethren,  ^nd  to  take  such 
other  lawful  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  intrusted  to  them. 
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Sec.  3.  In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  bo  a  col- 
lection in  aid  of  the  ilissionary  Fund,  on  the  second  Sunday 
in  the  months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  unless 
that  be  a  day  on  which  the  Communion  is  to  be  administered, 
in  which  case  the  collection  may  be  on  the  Sunday  after.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  to  give  duo  notice  of 
these  collections,  and  to  call  the  attention  oftho  congrega- 
tion to  their  importance  and  claims.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  wardens  of  every  parish  to  forward  the  proceeds  of  such 
collections  without  delay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention, 
who  shall  hold  all  moneys  thus  received  by  him,  subject  to 
appropriation  by  the  Board,  and  shall  pay  them  upon  order  of 
the  Board. 

Sko.  4.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  report  annually  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  funds  received,  and  of  their  appropria- 
tion oftho  same;  the  churches  which  have  contiibuted,  with 
the  amount  by  each;  and,  also,  tho  churches  which  have  fail- 
ed to  make  and  forward  their  conti'ibutions:  which  report,  or 
an  abstract  of  tho  same,  shall  appear  in  tho  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  IN  TDB  CANONS. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  tho  Canons  of 
this  Diocese,  shall  be  considered  by  tho  Convention,  except 
at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof,  given 
in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until 
it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two 
clergymen  and  three  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  ad- 
dition be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein;  but,  in  Buch 
case,  tho  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  votes) 
shall  lie  over  for  consideration  at  tho  next  annual  Conven- 
tion. 
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CANON  XII. 

OF  FOBMEB  CANONS. 

All  forniar  Canons  of  this  DLoceso  are  hereby  repealed. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  CANON  VH. 

GBffiRAL  coirynmoir  ov  1856. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of 
a  Minister  into  any  Cliurch  or  Tarish,  the  Vestry  shall  de- 
liver or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there 
is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  no- 
tice of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect : 

"We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or,  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Min- 
ister, We,  the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens,)  do  certity  to 
the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Vommiilee)  that,  (naming  the 
person^  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector,  (or  Assistant  Minister^ 
as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  Parish^  or  Churchy  or 
Churches:') 

Which  Certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those 
who  certify. 

Sec.  i.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District  to  another,  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector, 
stated  Minister,  or  assistant  Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation of  the  Diocese  or  District  to  wiiich  he  removes, 
until  ho  shall  have  obtained  from  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
a  certificate  in  the  words  following: 

"I  hereby  certify,  that  the  Rev.  A.  B.  has  been  Canonical- 
ly  transferred  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular 
standing." 

Sec.  5  No  Minister  shall  officiate  transiently  in  a  vacant 
Parish,  or  in  one  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  which  is  sick  or 
absent,  unless  the  Wardens  or  Vestry  are  satisfied  he  is  at 
the  time  a  Minister  in  good  and  regular  standing.  When 
from  another  Diocese,  letters  commendatory  from  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  thereof  may  be  required.

The  tindersigned,  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  assess, 
mcnts  upon  the  different  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  to  raise  means  to  pay  the 
Bishop's  salary  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing 
ycur,  report,  that  the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  is  estimated  at  $12.35,00; 
that  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  tho  Diocese  belonging  to 
the  Contingent  Fund  the  sum  of  $84,29,  and  that  the  whole  number  of 
Communicants  reported  at  the  lato  Annual  Convention  is  1191,  there  being 
two  parishes  from  which  there  was  no  report. 

They  thorcforo  assess  each  Parisli  of  the  Diocese,  one  dollar  for  each  and 
every  Communicant  in  the  Parish,  and  each  Parieh  is  held  accountable  for 
full  payment  of  tho  assessment  so  made.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Almon  Gregory, 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  LaPorte,  and  the  Rev.  JohnB. 
Wakefield,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
George  Upfold,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  the  North-West. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Ste- 
phen H.  Battin,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
from  Genesis  I.  I.

Whenever  any  Communicant  of  this  Church  shall  have  wilfully  deserted 
the  Holy  Communion  for  more  than  one  year,  and  shall  have  lived,  during 
that  period,  in  the  wilful  neglect  of  the  public  worship  of  Almighty  God,  or 
shall  have  become  connected  with  any  religious  society,  not  in  Communion 
with  this  Church,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  may  in  his  discretion,  after  due 
admonition,  erase  the  name  of  such  communicant  from  the  Parish  Register. 

They  further  recommend  to  the  convention,  that  the  following  proposed 
Addition  to  section  1,  of  Canon  J,  be  adopted.

Mv  Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  op  the  Convention ; 

In  compliance  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, I  proceed  to  give  you  an  account  of  my  official  services 
(luring  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  diocese. 
These  services  have  been  performed  amid  much  physical 
suffering,  particularly  during  the  past  six  months,  and  have 
consequently  not  been  as  numerous  as  in  former  years.  I 
have,  however,  visited  most  of  the  parishes,  and  some  of 
the  missionary  stations ;  but  have  been  prevented  from  do- 
ing the  same  amount  of  strictly  missionary  labor,  as  a  sort 
of  general  itinerant,  as  heretofore,  having  been  obliged  to 
confine  my  visitations  mostly  to  those  places  where  there 
were  persons  awaiting  confirmation. 

June  12  —  Whit  Sunday — I  read  prayers  and  preached 
twice  in  the  (vapant)  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrence- 
burgh,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

June  16,  17,  1^|^9, 1  attended,  as  a  Trustee,  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Nafhotah  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  assisted  at  the  annual  ordination  on  Trinity 
Sunday. 

June  21 — I  preached  at  Plymouth,  a  missionary  station. 
June  26  —  Ist.  Sunday  after  Trinity  —  I  preached  twice 
and  confirmed /<mr  persons,  in  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne. 
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June  29  —  Festival  of  St.  Peter  —  I  assisted  at  the  cere- 
mony of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  St.  Peter's 
Church,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  New  York,  and  delivered 
an  address.  The  occasion  was  one  of  peculiar  interest  to 
me,  from  the  circumstance  that  the  former  edifice  just  de- 
molished, was  the  parish  church  for  many  years  of  my 
venerated  parents  and  myself,  the  first  place  of  worship  I 
entered  on  my  arrival  in  this  country  from  England,  in 
1802,  and  in  which  during  my  youth  and  eaily  manhood, 
and  until  within  a  few  months  of  my  ordination  to  the  sa- 
cred ministry,*  I  was  privileged  to  worship. 

July  3 — 2d.  Sunday  after  Trinity — I  preached  in  the 
temporar}"  place  of  worship  of  the  congregation  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  and  assisted  in  the  celebration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

July  10  —  3d.  Sunday  after  Trinity — while  on  a  xisit  to 
Saratoga  Springs,  for  the  restoration  of  impaired  health,  I 
preached  in  Bethesda  Church,  in  that  village. 

July  21  — On  my  return  to  Indiana,  I  celebrated  a  mar- 
riage in  the  (vacant)  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrence- 
burgh. 

August  24 — Festival  of  St.  Bartholomew — I  held  ao 
ordination  in  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  and  ad- 
mitted the  Rev.  George  T.  Dougherty,  M.  D.,  Deacon,  the 
minister  of  ihe  parish,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  IViests.  On 
this  occasion,  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  James 
Runcie,  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  William  H. 
Stoy,  who  also  presented  the  candidate,  and  the  Lord's 
Supper  administered  by  myself,  assisted  by  the  presbyters 
present. 

August  28  —  10th.  Sunday  after  Trinity  —  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  0  Trinity  Church, 
Lawrenceburgh,  then  occasionally  served  by  the  Rev.  Na- 
thaniel R.  High,  Deacon,  and  acting  as  my  Deacon  and  as 

a  Missionary. 

September  4  —  1 1th.  Sunday  after  Trinity  —  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  in  Christ  Church  in 
this  city. 
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September  7, 1  attended,  as  a  Trustee,  a  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  Racine  College,  Wisconsin,  and  the  following 
day  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Nashota  House.  On 
this  occasion  an  advantageous  arrangement  was  made  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  two  institutions,  by  which  Racine  Col- 
lege was  identified  with  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Nashota,  as  its  Preparatory  aftd  Training  School,  for  youth 
and  young  men,  looking  forward  to  the  ministry  of  the 
church,  and  to  pursuing  their  theological  course  at  the 
aforementioned  Seminary.  Racine  College,  in  its  Gram- 
mar School,  and  in  its  Collegiate  Department,  is  ably  con- 
ducted, by  an  efficient  faculty,  and  atfords  an  advantageou:^ 
opportunity  to  the  youth  of  the  church  for  judicious  train- 
ing in  her  distinctive  principles  and  usages,  as  well  as  for 
most  thorough  instruction  in  the  several  branches  of  secu- 
lar education.  I  commend  the  Institution,  with  entire  con* 
fidence,  to  the  patronage  of  parents  in  this  diocese,  who 
have  sons  to  be  educated,  and  are  desirous  of  having  them 
educated  under  the  best  moral  and  religious  influences. 

September  18 —  13th.  Sunday  after  Trinity  — ^on  a  jour* 
ney  for  the  benefit  of  my  health,  and  on  my  way  to  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  I  preached  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Bufialo,  New  York. 

September  25  —  19th.  Sunday  after  Trinity  —  I  preached 
in  the  morning  in  Christ  Church.  Tarrj'town,  and  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Beechwood,  Westchester 
county.  New  York. 

September  27  —  In  the  city  of  New  York  I  attended,  as 
a  Trustee,  the  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Church,  and  presided 
at  its  deliberations. 

September  28,  I  assisted  at  the  opening  services  of  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  in  St. 
John's  Chapel,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  at  the  request 
of  the  Provisional  Bishop  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

September  29  —  Festival  of  St.  Michael  and  all  Angels 
—  I  assisted  in  the  services  of  the  day,  in  St.  James' 
Church,  New  London,  Connecticut. 
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September  30,  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  New  York,  at  the 
request  of  the  Provisional  Bishop,  I  closed  the  services  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  with  the  usual  devotional 
exercises. 

October  2  —  15th.  Sunday  after  Trinity  —  I  preached  in 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  Philadelphia,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  Rector  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

October  5, 1  attended  in  my  place  as  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  at  the  opening  sendees  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  Church,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond, 
Virginia.  The  Convention  continued  in  session  until  Oc- 
tober 22d,  and  was  distinguished  throughout  by  the  re- 
markable harmony  of  its  deliberations,  and  particularly 
by  the  earnest  spirit  displayed  on  the  part  of  both  Clergy 
and  Laity,  in  advancing  the  great  interests  of  the  church, 
by  greater  zeal  and  devoted ness  and  more  efficient  efforts 
in  the  missionary  field  at  home  and  abroad.  The  subject 
of  christian  education  received  also  a  large  share  of  at- 
tention, and  the  General  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church 
Book  Societ}',  as  an  important  instrumentality,  met  with 
decided  approbation  and  commendation  in  several  meet- 
ings held  in  relation  to  its  affairs,  and  for  the  advocacy  of 
its  claims  to  more  extensive  patronage.  During  the  ses- 
sion four  Bishops  elect  were  consecrated,  and  two  Mis- 
sionary Bishops  —  the  Rev.  Henrj'  C.  Lay,  D.  D.,  of  Ala- 
bama, for  the  south-west,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot, 
D.  D.,  of  this  diocese,  for  the  north-west,  were  nominated 
by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  both  unanimously  elected 
by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

October  18,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  I  assisted 
at  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Gregory  T.  Bedell,  D.  D., 
as  the  assistant  Bishop  of  Ohio.  On  the  same  occasion 
and  in  the  same  church,  the  Rev.  William  H.  Odenheimer, 
D.  D  ,  was  consecrated  as  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey.  On 
the  same  day  the  Rev.  Alexander  Gregg,  D.  D.,  was  con- 
secrated as  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  in  the  Monumenta' 
Church,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  B.  Whipple,  D.  D.,  as  the 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Richmond. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Lay  was  consecrated  for  the  south-west 
missionary  field,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  on  Sun- 
day, October  23d. 

October  18,  in  the  morning,!  preached  in  the  Monumen- 
tal Church. 

October  20, 1  left  the  Convention,  having  obtained  leave 
of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

October  23  —  18th.  Sunday  after  Trinity — I  preached 
twice  in  my  former  parish  —  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh. 

October  27,  I  celebrated  a  marriage  in  the  city  of  St. 
Louis,  Missouri. 

October  30 — 19th.  Sunday  after  Trinity  —  I  preached 
twice  in  Christ  Church  in  this  city. 

November  1  —  Festival  of  All  Saints  —  I  cdnsecrated 
Trinity  Church,  Connersville,  Fayette  county.  The  re- 
quest to  consecrate  was  read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
James  W.  Stewart ;  the  sentence  of  consecration  by  the 
Rev.  Elias  Birdsall ;  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Birdsall,  and  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  R. 
High,  Deacon,  and  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  An- 
thony Ten  Broeck.  This  edifice  of  brick,  with  Terra 
Cotta  mouldings,  in  the  old  English  style  of  Gothic  Archi- 
tecture, thoroughly  carried  out  in  every  part,  with  a  tower 
and  spire  together  98  feet  high,  surmounted  by  a  crobs,  and 
a  recess  chancel,  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque  village 
churches,  I  have  ever  seen.  It  will  long  be  a  just  memorial 
of  the  zeal,  energy,  and  perseverance  of  its  esteemed  Rec- 
tor, who,  amid  difficulties  and  obstacles  which  would  have 
deterred  most  men,  prosecuted  the  laudable  wish  to  ils 
happy  completion.  It  is  a  perfect  gem  of  a  church  edifice, 
and  I  commend  the  especial  attention  of  parishes  about 
to  engage  in  such  an  enterprize,  and  similarly  situated,  to 
it,  as  a  model  building,  in  its  beautiful  proportions,  its 
perfect  finish,  and  its  comparative  inexpensiveness ;  the 
cost  coming  within  the  means  of  almost  any  small  parish 
desirous  of  erecting  a  house  for  the  due  worship  and  ser- 
vice of  Almighty  God. 

November  4th — 20th  Sunday  after  Trinity — I  read  pray- 
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ers  and  preached  twice  at  Greencastle,  a  Missionary  sta- 
tion, where  a  Parish  has  since  been  organized,  by  the  name 
of  Holy  Trinity. 

November  13th — 21  at  Sunday  after  Trinity — I  preached 
twice,  baptised  the  infant  daughter  of  the  Rector,  and  con- 
firmed seven  persons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany. 

November  15th — ^in  the  evening — I  read  prayers  and 
preached  at  Corydon. 

November  16th — ^in  the  evening — I  preached  and  con- 
firmed two  persons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jefiersonville. 

November  20th — Sunday  after  Advent— I  preached  twice, 
and  baptised  ttao  infants  in  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Cannelton. 

November  22d — in  the  evening— I  read  prayers,  preached , 
and  confirmed  one  person  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New 
Harmony. 

November  24th — Thanksgiving  Day — in  the  evening — 
I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville,  and  the  follow- 
ing day,- in  the  same  Church,  preached  and  confirmed  €r/eufii 
persons. 

November  27th — Ist  Sunday  in  Advent — preached,  con- 
firmed nine  persons,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper 
in  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburg  County;  and  in  the  evening 
of  the  following  day,  preached  in  a  Scbcx)l  House  in  the 
same  Pariah.  . 

November  30th — Festival  of  St.  Andrew — I  preached 
twice,  and  confirmed  three  persons  in  St.  James'  Church, 
Vincennes. 

In  consequence  of  increasing  indisposition,  the  inclem- 
ency of  the  weather,  and  the  great  distance  of  the  village 
from  any  Rail  Road,  I  was  compelled  to  revoke  my  ap- 
pointment, and  forego  my  annual  visit  to  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Worthington.  This  Parish,  and  adjacent  Mission- 
ary stations,  which  has  been  served  for  some  years  past  by 
the  Rev.  Daniel  Shaver,  is  now  vacant,  by  his  removal  to 
the  Diocese  of  Texas. 

December  4th — 2d  Sunday  in  Advent — I  preached  and 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper  in  Trinity  Church,  Law- 
renceburgh. 
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On  the  5th  of  December,  I  returned  home,  and  from  that 
day  for  several  weeks  was  confined  to  the  house  by  in- 
creased indisposition. 

January  15th  and  January  22d — I  preached  once  on  each 
day  in  Christ  Church,  in  this  City. 

January  27th — 4th  Sunday  after  Epiphany — I  read  pray- 
ers and  preached  twice  in  the  (then  vacant)  Parish  of  St. 
John's  Church,  LaFayette. 

February  5th — Septuagesima  Sunday — in  the  same  Par- 
ish— I  preached  twice,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev. 
Mr«  High,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

February  12th — Sexagesima  Sunday — I  preached  twice, 
baptised  the  infant  of  the  Rector,  and  confirmed  seven  per- 
sons in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute;  and  the  follow- 
ing day,  one  sick  person  in  private,  making  eight  in  all. 

February  15th — in  Christ  Church  in  this  City — I  assisted 
at  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  late 
Rector  of  the  Parish,  as  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North- 
West.  On  this  occasion,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  the 
Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  by  appointment  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  acted  as  the  consecrator,  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Dr.  Hawks,  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Be- 
dell, the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Ohio,  and  myself.  The  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  the  Bishop 
of  Kentucky. 

The  Rectorship  of  this  Parish,  thus  vacated,  has  subse- 
quently been  supplied,  by  the  unanimous  election  of  the 
Rev.  Horace  Stringfellow,  Jr.,  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York. 

February  19th — Quinquagesima  Sunday — I  preached 
twice,  and  confirmed  four  persons  in  St.  John's  Churchy 
Crawfordsville. 

February  26— 1st  Sunday  in  Lent — I  preached  twice,  and 
confirmed  Jive  persons  in  the  newly  organized  Parish  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  Evansville. 

March  18th — 4th  Sunday  in  Lent — read  prayers  and 
preached  twice  in  the  (then  vacant)  Parish  of  St.  John's 
Church,  LaFayette.    The  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship  of  this 
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Parish  has  since  been  supplied,  by  the  unanimoos  election 
of  the  Rev.  Loren  W.  Russ,  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

April  1st — 6th  Sunday  after  Lent — I  preached  twice, 
baptised  the  infant  son  of  the  Rector,  and  confirmed  ten 
persons  in  Tiinitj'  Church,  Michigan  City. 

April  15th — 1st  Sunday  after  Easter — I  preached  twice, 
and  confirmed  nineteen  persons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Rich- 
mond. This  Parish,  through  the  Divine  blessing  on  the 
faithful,  untiring,  and  efficient  ministration  of  its  esteemed 
Rector,  has  experienced  a  manifold  and  gratifying  increase 
since  my  last  annual  visitation,  and  promises  well  for  future 
growth. 

April  22d — 2d  Sunday  after  Easter — I  preached  twice, 
and  confirmed  six  persons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Alba- 
ny. This  is  the  second  confirmation  I  have  held  in  this 
Parish  within  the  past  year,  and,  with  other  encouraging 
things  which  have  fell  under  my  observation,  afibrds  grat- 
ifying evidence  of  the  restoration  of  the  Parish  to  more 
than  its  former  condition,  under  the  faithful  and  acceptable 
labors  of  its  present  Pastor. 

April  29th-^d  Sunday  after  Easter — I  held  an  ordina- 
tion in  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburg  County,  and  admitted 
the  Rev.  William  L.  Githens,  Deacon,  the  Minister  of  the 
Parish,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests.  On  this  occasion, 
Divine  Service  was  celebrated  by  the  Rev.  Elias  Birdsall, 
assisted  by  tlie  Rev.  James  Runcie,  who  also  presented  the 
candidate,  and  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  William 
G.  Spencer.  I  also  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Lord's  Supper,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie. 

May  1st — Festival  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James — con- 
firmed eight  persons  in  St.  James'  Church,  Vincennes,  and 
addressed  the  candidates.    The  sermon,  at  my  request,  was 

f reached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Killikelly,  a  former  Rector  of  the 
arish. 

May  11th — I  baptised  an  infant  in  Christ  Church,  in  this 
City. 

May  13th — 5th  Sunday  after  Easter — I  preached  twice, 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  three  per- 
sons in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi. 
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May  27th — ^Whit  Sunday — preached  and  confirmed  nine 
persons  in  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne. 

May  29th — in  the  evening — I  preached  and  confirmed 
three  persons  at  Plymouth,  a  Missionary  station,  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory.  I  take  pleasure  in  stating, 
that,  in  this  important  county  town,  arrangements  have 
been  made,  through  the  liberality  of  a  zealous  and  devoted 
churchman  of  the  City  of  New  York,  Henry  C.  Carter,  Esq., 
for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  church  edifice,  on  an  eligi- 
ble site,  previously  donated  by  that  gentleman. 

May  31st — in  the  evening — I  preached  and  confirmed 
eight  persons  in  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol.  This  Parish, 
with  commendable  liberality,  has  recently  purchased  a 
commodious  parsonage  house  and  lot,  in  which  the  Rector 
and  his  family  are  now  comfortably  settled. 

June  3d — Trinity  Sunday — I  preached  twice,  adminis- 
tered the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed/oMr  persons  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  LaPorte. 

In  addition  to  the  confirmations  by  myself,  I  have  to  re- 
port the  confirmation,  in  Christ  Church  in  this  City,  hy  the 
Right  Rev.  Bishop  Talbot,  of  twenty-eight  persons  of  his 
late  Pastoral  charge,  whom  he  had  prepared  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  Apostolic  rite.

Within  the  past  year,  there  have  been  many  changes 
among  the  Clergy,  and  some  of  them  have  been  transferred 
at  their  request  to  other  Dioceses.   But  the  places  of  those 
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who  have  removed  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  supplied* 
The  Rev.  John  H.  Esch  has  been  transferred  by  Letter 
Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  ;  the  Rev.  George  H. 
McKnight,  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts ;  the  Rev.  An- 
thony Ten  Broeck,  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ;  the  Rev.  Sidney 
Wilbur,  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York ;  and  the 
Rev.  William  H.  Stoy,  to  the  Diooese  of  Wisconsin.  The 
Rev.  Daniel  Shaver  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas; 
but  no  official  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  his  Letter  Dimis- 
sory having  been  received,  he  is  still  canonioally  under  my 
jurisdiction,  and  his  name  accordingly  continued  on  the 
List  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  Isaac  Augustus  Hagar, 
a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  has  also  been  transferred 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North  West 

There  have  been  added  to  the  number  of  the  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese,  by  Letters  Dimissory,  the  Rev.  Henry  M. 
Thompson,  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  who  is  the  Rec- 
tor of  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol ;  the  Rev.  Geo.  T.  Dough- 
erty, M.  D.,  from  the  same  Dioces^,  who  is  the  Rector  of 
St.  John's  Church,  CrawfordsviUe,  and  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  Greencastle  ;  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  R.  High, 
Deacon,  from  the  same  Diocese,  who  is  the  Minister  of 
Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  and  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi; 
the  Rev.  William  H.  Carter,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jer- 
sey, who  is  the  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Vincennes ; 
the  Rev.  Horace  Stringfellow,  Jr.,  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  who  is  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis ; 
the  Rev.,Loren  W.  Russ,  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin, 
who  is  the  Rector  of  St  John's  Church,  LaFayette ;  and  the 
Rev.  Edward  P.  Wright,  from  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  who 
is  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City. 

The  Rev.  Elias  Birdsall  has  removed  from  Logansport  to 
Evansville,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in 
that  City ;  the  Rev.  James  Runcie,  from  Jeffersonville  to 
Madison,  and  become  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  in  that 
City ;  and  the  Rev.  Colley  A.  Foster,  M.  D.,  from  Mt.  Ver- 
non to  Goshen,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church 
in  that  village,  and  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mishawaka. 
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The  Parishes  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburgh ;  St. 
I  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville ;  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Wor- 
thington  ;  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton ;  and  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  New  Harmony,  are  vacant.  I  am  exceedingly  de- 
sirous to  have  them  immediately  supplied,  and  trust  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  will  put  it  into  the  minds  of  some 
self-sacrificing  Clergymen,  to  undertake  the  Pastoral 
charge.  My  solicitude  is  especially  directed  to  the  Parish 
at  Cannelton,  a  thriving  village  on  the  Ohio  River,  where 
a  comfortable  support  for  a  Clergyman  is  provided,  and  a 
promising  field  of  usefulness  opened ;  and  to  New  Harmo- 
ny, in  connection  with  the  Missionary  station  at  Mt.  Ver- 
non, in  the  former  of  which  places  there  is  a  beautiful 
Church  edifice,  the  cost  of  which  is  entirely  defrayed  ;  and 
with  every  needful  appliance  for  conducting  the  service  of 
the  Church,  a  deep  interest  is  manifested  in  these  services, 
and  in  their  maintenance,  by  the  settlement  of  a  resident 
Pastor,  particularly  .among  the  young  people  of  the  Parish, 
who  have  organized  and  established  a  flourishing  Sunday- 
School,  and  are  carrying  on  the  work  with  much  success. 

Within  a  few  months  past,  we  have  been  called  to  mourn 
the  death  of  the  oldest  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese,  and  for 
twenty-three  years  the  devoted  Missionary  at  Richmond, 
Wayne  County,  and  parts  adjacent,  and  the  Rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Church  in  that  City,  until  impaired  health  constrained 
him  to  resign  the  Pastoral  charge — the  Rev.  George  Fiske. 
Many  of  you  have  long  known  him,  and  his  eminent  zeal 
and  devotedness  in  the  work  of  his  Divine  Master,  and  will 
personally  sympathize  with  me  in  this  bereavement  of  a 
valued  friend  and  brother  in  Christ.  The  flourishing  Par- 
ish at  Richmond,  of  which  he  was  the  founder,  and  the 
faithful,  exemplary  and  self-sacrificing  Pastor,  exhibiting  in 
its  present  prosperity  the  fruits  of  indomitable  courage  and 
perseverance,  under  difiiculties  and  obstacles  which  would 
have  driven  almost  any  other  man  from  the  field,  is  a  mon- 
ument of  his  fidelity  and  efficiency,  his  willing  endurance 
of  privations  and  exemplary  self-denial,  in  the  cause  of  Goi> 
and  His  Church.   He  was  emphatically  <'a  good  man,  and 
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foil  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith."  He  bore  his  ling- 
ering illness  with  his  characteristic  patience  and  Babmiaaon 
to  the  Divine  will,  and  died  as  he  had  lived,  strong  in  the 
faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  resting  all  his  hope  of  a 
glorious  future  on  Him,  the  Rock  of  ages,  whom  in  all 
simplicity  and  godly  sincerity,"  he  had  endeavored  to  serve. 
He  has  gone,  we  doubt  not,  to  the  blessed  rest  he  ever 
looked  forward  to  in  faith  and  hope,,  and  is  receiving  the 
promised  "recompence  of  reward,"  which  awaits  Christ's 
faithful  soldiers  and  servants,  in  the  eternal  Kingdom  of 
God. 

In  my  visitation  during  the  past  winter  and  spring,  I 
availed  myself  of  the  opportunity,  in  most  of  the  parishes 
visited,  to  present  the  claims  of  "  the  Society  for  the  In- 
crease of  the  Ministry"  organized  within  two  years  past  in 
the  diocese  of  Connecticut,  but  extending  its  aid  to  the 
Church  generally,  for  assisting  suitable  yoimg  men  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  preparatory  studiqs  for  the  sacred  min- 
istry. The  result,  not  so  large  as  I  could  wish,  is  as  fol- 
lows: St.  Steplien's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  $22;  St.  John's 
Church,  Crawfordsville,  $5 ;  St.  John's  Church,  La  Fayette, 
§12  36;  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  $8  ;  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Richmond,  $9  26  ;  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany, 
$5  ;  Trinity  Church,  Vanderburgh  County,  $8  20 ;  St.Ma- 
r>^'s  Church,  Delphi,  $5  78;  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis, 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Local  Secretary  of  the  Society,  the 
Rev.  William  G.  Spencer,  in  your  presence,  $32  80. 

I  regard  this  Society  as  an  important  and  efficient  instru- 
mentality, in  meeting  one  of  the  great  hindrances  expe- 
rienced in  tlie  extension  of  the  worship  and  services  of  the 
Church,  the  lamentable  deficiency  of  laborers  fitted  for  the 
work,  and  as  such  I  commend  it  to  my  brethren  of  the 
Clergy,  as  a  proper  object  for  an  annual  collection  in  aid 
of  its  funds  in  their  respective  Parishes. 

The  Condition  of  the  Diocese,  from  the  observations  I 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  making  in  the  Parishes  and 
Missionary  stations  I  have  been  enabled  to  visit,  appears 
more  encouraging  than  in  any  former  year^and  this  I  think 
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will  be  manifested  by  many  of  the  Parochial  reports.  There 
is  evident  growth,  with  an  increase  not  only  of  numerical 
but  real  strength  in  almost  all  the  congregations,  greater 
interest  shown  in  all  that  concerns  the  Church,  and  withal 
a  deeper  sense  of  the  demands  of  personal  piety  in  all  those 
who  are  "admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  Christ's  religion," 
and  of  the  responsibilities  resting  on  each  and  all,  to  avail 
themselves  to  the  uttermost  of  the  inestimable  privileges  of 
their  **high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."  There  is  a 
promising  prospect  of  advancement.  What  we  preemi- 
nently need,  apart  from  the  blessing  of  Him,  "without  whom 
nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,"  nothing  prosperous,  is 
an  increase  of  faithful  and  efficient  laborers  and  the  meana 
of  supporting  them,  togeiher  with  permanence  on  the  part 
of  those  already  employed  in  the  positions  they  have  been 
called  to  occupy.  The  restlessness  of  some  of  the  Clergy 
and  their  disposition  to  leave  their  Parishes  for  trifling 
causes,  present  a  serious  hindrance  to  growth,  and  are 
deeply  injurious  to  the  Parishes  subjected  to  these  frequent 
changes.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  inadequacy  of  support 
in  many  instances,  but  this  inadequacy  is  shared  by  myself 
without  complaint.  We  arc  called  to  "  endure  hardness 
as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ;"  and  removal  does  not  al- 
ways, nay  seldom,  mends  the  matter.  By  the  exercise  of 
a  little  patience  and  self  denial,  in  most  instances,  the  diffi- 
culty is  remedied  in  an  increase  of  income,  directly  or  in- 
directly, as  the  people  are  allowed  time  to  appreciate  the 
self  sacrifices  of  their  Pastors,  and  put  a  proper  value  on 
their  faithful  ministrations.  The  great  conbideration  for 
all  of  us  is  that  of  duty.  It  is  paramount  to  every  thing 
olse.  Duty  first,  ease  and  comfort  afterwards,  as  God  in 
His  good  providence  may  see  fit  to  order. 

It  has  bjeen  thought  by  many,  that  the  appointment  of  a 
general  itinerant  Missionary,  to  visit  feeble  Missionary  sta- 
tions, and  new  openings  for  the  introduction  of  our  minis- 
trations, and  seek  out  the  members  of  Christ's  flock  scatter- 
ed in  groups  over  the  Diocese,  would  materially  aid  in  ex- 
tending and  building  up  the  Church.    In  this  opinion  I  en- 
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tirely  accord,  and  trust  that  ere  long,  a  Clergyman  will  be 
found  adapted  to  the  work  and  willing  to  engage  in  it  and 
prosecute  it  to  its  fullest  extent.  I  have  sdmed  in  years 
past,  in  connection  with  my  peculiar  duties  as  your  Dio- 
cesan, to  act  in  this  capacity  myself,  and  have,  in  several 
instances  seen  the  good  efiect.  But  impaired  health,  orig- 
inating in  exposure  on  one  of  these  Missionary  journeys, 
has  prevented  me  for  three  years  past  from  following  up 
this  plan  to  the  extent  I  could  have  wished. 

To  further  the  great  and  important  object,  I  earnestly 
commend  to  the  Clergy  and  Lait}',  the  duty  canonically 
devolved  upon  them,  the  one  to  make  the  quarterly  collec- 
tion prescribed  by  Canon  X  of  the  Diocese,  and  tiie  other 
to  increasing  liberality  in  contributing  in  aid  of  our  Dioce- 
san Missionary  Fund,  and  that  with  particular  view  to  the. 
early  employment  of  one  or  more  itinerant  Missionaries.

1,  1859 ;  and  the  services  since  that  time  have  been  two 
on  Sundays,  and  twice  during  the  week  throughout  Lent, 
with  a  lecture  on  Friday  evenings— excepting  in  Passion 
Week,  when  the  Church  was  open  for  daily  prayer — and 
now  there  are  prayers  on  each  Holy  Day.  The  Commu- 
4iion  is  administered  monthly  and  on  Christmas  Day.  This 
statement  does  not  include  the  services  performed  by  Dr. 
Chapman,  of  the  Vincennes  University. 

Since  last  September,  the  Church  debt  has  been  paid  off, 
gas  introduced,  and  funds  enough  are  on  hand  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  furnace.  The  Bishop  has  visited  the  Parish 
twice,  confirming,  at  his  first  visitation,  three,  and,  at  the 
second,  eight  persons. 

Witli  respect  to  Sullivan,  appearances  are  not  bo  en- 
couraging. I  have  been  there  twice,  and  am  persuaded 
that  there  is  very  little  interest  felt  in  the  services,  not 
enough  to  compensate  for  the  time  and  attention  which  is 
thereby  withdrawn  from  Vincennes.  There  are  no  com- 
municants connected  with  Sullivan. 


To  THE  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold,  Bishop  of  Indiana  : 

Vincennes,  June  6th,  1860. 

Rt.  Rev,  Sir:  I  have,  the  past  year,  been  actively,  and 
almost  exclusively  occupied  in  my  duties  as  Principal  of 
the  University  of  Vincennes.  Nevertheless,  I  have  exer- 
cised my  ministry  as  there  has  been  need. 

I  supplied  the  services  of  St.  James'  Parish  for  about 
three  months,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  Rectorship,  and 
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haVd  preached  occasionally  since.    I  have  baptised  five  in- 
fants, and  officiated  at  one  marriage  and  two  funerals.

To  THE  Rt.  Rev.  George  Upfold,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Indiana : 

On  the  12th  of  August,  1859, 1  came  to  this  diocese, 
and  until  February,  1860,  lived  with  the  Bishop,  and  as 
his  deacon,  held  services  and  preached,  wherever  it  pleased 
him  to  send  me.  Several  Sundays,  whilst  with  the  Bish- 
op, I  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis.  The  rest 
of  my  time  was  mostly  spent  in  holding  services  in  Law- 
rencebarg  and  Danville,  on  alternate  Sundays.  Upon  the 
12th  of  February,  however,  I  entered  upon  my  duties  as 
minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  and  St.  Mary's, 
Delphi.  Since  that  time,  I  have  preached  in  Logansport 
eighteen  times,  baptized  seven,  and  buried  three.  At  Del- 
phi, I  have  preached  sixteen  times,  baptized  five,  buried 
one,  and  presented  three  for  confirmation. 

The  present  number  of  communicants  in  Trinity  Church, 
Logansport,  is  24.  In  St.  Mary's,  Delphi,  there  are  26. 
Since  the  12th  of  August,  1859, 1  have  preached  59  times.
